Dear  Friends:  In  attempting  to  reply  to  the  excellent  5 

address  of  Mrs.  Berwick  Anderson  to  which  you  have  lis- 
tened with  so  much  pleasure,  I  feel  that  I  have  accepted  a 
task,  the  performance  of  which  I  will  be  unable  to  fulfil. 
Allow  me  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Eighth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Department  of  Colorado  and 
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Wyoming,  to  say  that  we  heartily  appreciate  the  kind  words 
which  have  been  said,  and  that  we  know  that  we  shall  en- 
joy our  visit  among  you,  and  will  be  better  for  having  been 
here. 

I  can  assure  you  that  it  is  a  great  pleasure  for  us  to  be 
here  in  your  beautiful  city,  situated  in  the  foothills  of  our 
mountains,  where  we  can  breathe  the  ozone  of  life  fresh 
from  the  hand  of  the  Creator,  and  drink  the  sparkling  water 
fresh  from  the  living  fountains,  and  view  the  hillside  over 
whose  brow  the  ever-changing  shadows  come  and  go  so  phan- 
tom-like from  the  ethereal  world,  all  making  a  precious  gem 
in  memory's  casket,  and  thus  welcome  a  beautiful  memorial. 
A  wag  has  said  that  plenty  of  water  and  good  society  would 
turn  hades  into  paradise.  You  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  fact  that  you  possess  these  two  ingredients  to  a  delight- 
ful degree.  As  the  family  is  the  foundation  of  good  citizen- 
ship, you  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  your  homes.  They 
are  filled  with  the  comforts  of  life  and  are  made  more  at- 
tractive than  the  club-rooms  or  the  saloons.  f  \ 

The  city,  county,  state  or  nation  that  does  not  look  well 
to  its  homes  and  by  all  the  means  in  their  power  throw 
every  protection  possible,  by  precept,  by  education  and,  as 
far  as  in  their  power  may  lie,  remove  temptation  out  of  the 
way  of  the  rising  generation,  are  untrue  to  their  steward- 
ship. I  think  I  speak  truly  when  I  say  that  no  one  in  this 
audience  has  such  a  peculiar  feeling  of  pleasure  as  I  have 
at  this  moment.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  been  the 
first  president  of  the  department,  and  no  one  more  than  my- 
self has  known  the  anxious  hours  and  sleepless  nights  which 
this  order  has  passed.  Like  all  other  organizations  of  this 
character  it  has  had  its  clouds  as  well  as  its  sunshine,  but 
we  leel  a  glow  of  pride  in  looking  over  the  grand  union  of 
forces  and  the  work  accomplished  by  our  society  today.  It 
is  the  most  complete  organization  among  women.  It  is  sys- 
tematically and  carefully  managed.  It  is  a  true  kindergar- 
ten of  union  sentiment,  fraternity,  charity  and  loyalty, 
teaching  the  youth  of  our  state  and  nation  by  object  lessons, 
educating  them  in  the  full  meaning  of  loyalty  and  all  that 
it  cost  and  the  importance  of  the  scriptural  injunction,  "The 
poor  ye  have  always  with  you,"  and  also  to  accomplish 
great  'results,  association  and' united  action  are  necessary. 
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We  have  assembled  here  in  your  midst  for  the  purpose 
of  counseling  together  as  to  the  best  means  of  strengthen- 
ing our  noble  order,  therefore  it  behooves  us  all  to  act  with 
dignity  and  decorum,  in  order  that  our  proceedings  and 
doings  may  accomplish  the  best  results,  remembering  that 
it  is  as  true  today  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  old  that  a  gra- 
cious woman  retaineth  honor.  Let  me  express  the  hope 
that  every  woman  here  will  feel  a  personal  obligation  which 
will  cause  her  to  act  with  preferment  for  all  her  sisters,  thus 
strengthening  our  social  hands  and  cementing  us  into  a 
stronger  union  in  order  that  our  duties  may  be  more  success-  * 
fully  performed,  and  that  in  the  end  we  may  hear  the  wel- 
come plaudit,  "Well  done  good  and  faithful  servant,' '  and 
my  final  prayer  is,  may  God  guide  and  direct  us  in  all  our 
deliberations. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

I  HEADQUARTERS   DEP'T   OF   COLORADO   AND   WYOMING,"]

Members  of  the  Eighth  Convention,  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming: 

It  gives  me  most  genuine  pleasure  to  meet  you  at  the 
close  of  this  year's  work.  Twelve  months  ago  you  placed 
for  me  the  highest  seat  in  this  Department,  and  gave  into 
my  keeping  a  most  sacred  trust.  The  patient,  loyal  workers 
preceding  me  had  securely  laid  the  foundation  of  the  De- 
partment structure,  and  built  upon  it  strong  and  well,  and 
its  charge,  with  all  the  attending  responsibilities,  was  as- 
sumed with  much  hesitancy.  In  guarding  its  interests,  the 
work  has  been  searched  in  all  its  details.  You  have*  the 
assurance  that  every  step  of  the  way  has  been  taken  with 
care,  and  a  desire  for  perfect  justice  to  all.  We  have  come 
together  to  review  this  work,  to  exchange  congratulations 
upon  its  successes,  and  to  note  all  that  may  appear  unwise 
in  its  details;  thus  shall  we  be  enabled  to  consider  more 
judiciously  all  questions  submitted  for  the  coming  year,  and 
to  adopt  only  such  measures  as  seem  best  for  the  progress  of 
our  Order.  Let  us  devote  the  hours  to  earnest,  unselfish 
and  lovine  service  to  this  end. 
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WORK  OF   THE   YEAR. 

Much  interest  and  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  through- 
out the  year  by  a  majority  of  the  Corps.  I  have  often  been 
touched  by  the  amount  and  character  of  the  relief  given  to 
our  failing  veterans.  In  every  Corps  that  has  been  the  first 
consideration — relief  to  destitute  Union  soldiers — which  is 
the  key-note  of  our  organization.  When  a  new  Corps  has 
established  a  relief  fund,  and  has  an  efficient  relief  commit- 
tee, with  power  to  draw  on  that  fund  to  a  stated  amount  to 
cover  cases  of  emergency,  and  reports  monthly  to  the  Corps 
through  its  chairman,  we  pronounce  that  Corps  a  success. 
It  is  very  necessary  for  officers  to  properly  understand  and 
promptly  send  in  correct  quarterly  reports,  and  every  mem- 
ber who  is  honored  by  being  chosen  President  of  the  Corps, 
should  not  accept  the  honor  unless  she  is  certain  that  she 
can  correct  the  reports  of  her  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
which  all  can  learn  to  do  with  faithful  -study. 

The  work  which  the  Seventh  Convention  indicated,  has 
been  performed  according  to  my  understanding  of  the  intent 
of  that  body.  I  have  devoted  nearly  all  my  time  and  much 
anxious  thought  to  its  consummation. 

DEPARTMENT    CONDITION    AND    GROWTH. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  administration  thirty-six  Corps 
were  placed  upon  the  Department  roster.  Of  these,  Span- 
ish Peaks  Corps  No.  30  never  has  been  heard  from,  although 
letters  have  been  sent  to  both  Corps  and  Post,  the  latter  be- 
ing in  suspension. 

Early  in  the  year  J.  C.  Mower  Corps,  of  Breckenridge, 
disbanded,  and  sent  their  Corps  supplies  to  headquarters  with 
the  suggestion  that  they  might  reorganize.  I  am  sorry  to 
report  the  disbandment  of  E.  D.  Baker  Corps  of  Idaho 
Springs,  and  W.  S.  Hancock  of  Glenwood  Springs.  The 
latter  wished  to  yield  the  charter  to  Department  Inspector 
.Rosella  A.  Goodrich,  but  she  encouraged  them  to  go  on 
with  the  work  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  removal  of 
active  members,  and  other  disheartening  circumstances, 
compelled  them  to  take  the  step.  Many  of  the  members  of 
these  corps  have  taken  transfer  cards,  and  are  still  in  the 
Order.  Notwithstanding  these  losses,  the  department  records 
show  a  steady  growth.     Three  corps  have  been  organized, 
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which  have  already  developed  marked  ability  and  strength. 
These  are  located  at  Monte  Vista,  Littleton  and  Holyoke. 
Application  blanks  have  been  sent  to  other  points,  one  for 
instituting  a  corps  at  Montrose.  Post  Commander,  W.  W. 
Ferguson,  of  Lake  City,  Hinsdale  county,  also  wished  an 
application  sent  him,  and   I   hope   for  the  completion   of  \  \ 

organizations  at  all  these  points  in  the  near  future.  Platte- 
ville,  also,  is  a  promising  field,  with  Post  and  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans. The  growth  of  the  Order  has  not  been  rapid  during 
the  year,  but  strong  and  healthful.  We  have  1220  members 
in  good  standing,  which  will  give  us  two  delegates  besides 
D.  at  L.  to  National  Convention.  There  has  been  a  gradual 
strengthening  of  older  corps.  I  cannot  approve  of  organiz- 
ing very  small  corps,  unless  there  is  sufficient  population  to 
increase  the  membership  at  once.  If  a  small  corps  is  not 
strengthened  soon  after  organization,  there  is  danger  of  its 
lapsing.  In  our  large  corps,  members  are  not  able  to  attend 
every  meeting,  and  when  this  occurs  in  a  very  small  corps y 
disaster  is  almost  sure  to  follow. 

THE  TEMPORARY  SOLDIERS*    HOME   AT  GOLDEN. 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Seventh  Conven- 
tion at  Manitou,  it  became  the  first  duty  of  the  year  to  close 
the  temporary  Home  at  Golden.  The  Board  of  Managers 
were  therefore  instructed  to  do  so,  to  settle  all  accounts  and 
place  the  invalid  inmates  in  the  care  of  John  A.  Lennon, 
President  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  Commission. 

Frances  I.  Klock,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  personally 
superintended  this  work.  To  this  careful,  conscientious 
officer,  upon  whose  sympathy  and  council  the  old  veterans 
had  learned  to  depend,  much  credit  is  due  for  the  success  of 
this  home.  T.  H.  Dodd  Corps  of  Golden,  deserves  great 
credit  for  solving  the  problem  regarding  a  temporary  Home. 
They  gave  the  use  of  their  Cottage,  and  other  privileges, 
and  had  a  general  oversight  of  its  interests,  with  Mary  A. 
Eldredge,  of  this  corps,  and  Junior  Vice  President  of  De- 
partment, to  render  valuable  assistance.  This  Home  was 
maintained  for  nearly  two  years  by  the  joint  exertions  of 
the  \V.  R.  C.  and  Grand  Army  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 
It  was  formally  opened  by  Augusta  B.  Henderson,  Depart- 
ment   President,    who    with    former  presidents  had  labored 
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faithfully  for  such  a  Home  for  our  needy  veterans,  in  the 
absence  of  a  permanent  Home  in  Colorado.  It  did  its  work. 
When  Colorado  appropriated  money  for  a  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Home  at  Monte  Vista,  and  proceeded  to  build  the 
hospital,  there  was  no  money  to  furnish  it.  The  supplies, 
which  were  no  longer  needed  for  the  temporary  Home,  were 
donated  by  vote  of  the  Department  Council  of  W.  R.  C,  to 
the  Home  at  Monte  Vista.  There  was  still  need  for  the 
continued  exertions  of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  G.  A.  R.,  to 
furnish  the  new  hospital.  A  statement  was  made  by  John 
A.  Lennon,  that  forty  iron  cots,'  with  their  mattresses, 
pillows  and  blankets,  sheets,  pillow-slips  ;  also  forty  small 
bureaus,  and  one  hundred  chairs,  would  be  needed  by  Octo- 
ber ist,  1891.  Estimated  value  of  one  cot  and  furnishings, 
$25.00. 

On  July  1 8th,  I  sent  out  Circular  No.  3,  asking  corps  to 
do  what  they  could.  Responses  came  from  twenty-seven 
corps,  out  of  thirty-five,  and  the  most  of  them  with  $25.00 
each.  McPherson  Corps  of  I^ongmont,  sent  $30.00,  the 
extra  five  to  be  given  to  some  corps  not  able  to  send  $25.00. 
E.  V.  Sumner  of  Silver  Cliff  sent  $100.00,  enough  to  pay 
for  four  cots.  Thus  we  have  been  enabled  to  send  in  all, 
$652.50  to  the  Treasurer  of  Home  Commission.  Names  of 
corps  donating  have  all  been  printed  in  General  Orders  ex- 
cept Pike's  Peak  at  Manitou,  sent  since.  E.  D.  Baker  of 
Idaho  Springs  should  be  accredited  with  the  $12.00  accred- 
ited to  W.  S.  Hancock  of  Glenwood  Springs  in  last  General 
Order. 

It  should  be  a  satisfaction  and  happiness  to  us  also,  that 
this  work  has  apparently  been  fully  appreciated.  The  Home 
was  formally  opened  on  the  28th  of  October.  The  ceremonies 
were  of  an  interesting  character.  The  Department  Presi- 
dent, Senior  and  Junior  Vice  Presidents,  Inspector,  and 
other  representatives  of  our  Order,  were  present  by  special 
invitation  of  the  President  of  Home  Commission.  Thirty- 
five  special  invitations  were  sent  to  W.  R.  C,  but  owing  to 
the  great  distance,  most  of  the  invitations  could  not  be 
accepted. 

A  neat  card,  framed  in  white  wood,  is  to  hang  over  each 
cot,  with  the  number  and  location  of  the  corps  contributing 
it.       In  further  proof  of  the  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
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the  W.  R.  C,  the  following  letter  will  testify,  from  Adjutant 
Andrew  Coats,  of  the  Home  :

The  Board  of  Commissioners  at  their  last 
meeting  detailed  me  to  give  expression  to  their  appreciation 
of  the  sympathy  and  generous  kindness  shown  by  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  towards  this  Home.  First  let  me 
thank  you  for  the  very  useful  and  acceptable  donation  of 
bed-clothing,  etc.,  sent  from  the  late, Home  at  Golden,  also 
for  the  interest  shown  at  the  formal  %pening  of  the  Home 
by  the  presence  of  the  Department  President  and  other 
worthy  and  prominent  members  of  your  Order,  and  last,  but 
certainly  not  least,  let  me  gratefully  acknowledge  the

($500.00).       Perhaps   it  may  not  be  generally  known  that  j  1 

while  the  representatives  of  the  state  have  patriotically 
voted  funds  for  the  building  of  this  Home,  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  state  claims  that  none  of  the  money  can, 
legally,  be  expended  for  the  support  or  maintenance  of  the 
inmates.  If  the  rest  of  the  community  was  of  that  opinion, 
we  would  have  the  buildings  for  a  Home  but  there  would 
be  no  Home.  The  poor  old  veterans  might  camp  out  in  the 
valley  and  either  freeze  or  starve  to  death  while  waiting  for 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Legislature.  But,  thanks  to  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners, and  to  that  faithful  old  soldier  Colonel  John  A. 
Lennon,  Commandant  of  the  Home  ;  and  thanks  to  the 
patriotic  men  and  women  throughout  the  state,  the  Home 
was  opened  to  receive  inmates  even  before  it  was  finished 
by  the  workmen,  and  almost  each  day  since  it  was  opened, 
some  poor  old  sick  and  destitute  soldier  or  sailor  has  found 
a  haven  of  refuge  in  this  hospital,  where  he  can  leave  be- 
hind him  hunger,  want  and  the  cold  pity  of  unsympathetic 
charity,   and  enter  into  the  enjoyment  of  clean,  comfortable 
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beds,  good,  wholesome,  palatable  food,  warm  clothing,  and 
the  blessings  of  a  rational  and  well  ordered  Home. 

By  this  statement  yon  will  readily  see  how  nseful  your 
generous  donation  has  been.  Again  tendering  to  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  the  earnest  and  heartfelt  gratitude  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  which  I  add  the  thanks  of 
the  Commander,  the  inmates,  and  those  of

The  money  sent  by  the  Wyoming  corps  has  been  re- 
turned, excepting  that  sent  by  John  Schuler  Corps  of 
Sheridan,  ($10.00)  which  is  held  for  their  instructions.

Council  to  return  the  money  donated  by  the  Wyoming  corps, 
which  they  will  use  for  the  relief  of  their  own  veterans.

sented at  the  National  Convention  at  Detroit,  six  of  the 
eleven  representatives  being  present,  and  attending  the 
sessions.  Every  effort  possible  had  been  made  by  Detroit, 
to  make  the  week  one  of  profit  to  the  grand  Orders  visit- 
ing it,  with  every  spare  moment  crowded  with  delightful 
recreation,  which  was  enjoyed  to  the  utmost — truly  a  red- 
letter  week  in  the  busy  life  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Sue  A.  Pike  Sanders,  National  President,  has  honored 
this  Department  with  the  following  appointments  : 

Frances  P.  Hale,  of  Cheyenne,  as  Assistant  National 
Inspector  ;  M.  Berwick  Anderson,  of  Boulder,  and  Sallie 
J.  Essington,  Pueblo,  National  Aides. 

Our  trip  to  Detroit  was  made  on  the  special  train  of  the 
Grand  Army,  by  the  invitation  of  Department  Commander, 
George  W.  Cook,  whose  uniform  courtesy,  together  with 
that  of  his  staff,  rendered  this  long  trip  in  sultry  August 
one  of  comparative  comfort  and  much  pleasure.  Commander

THE   NATIONAL  W.    R.    C.    HOME. 

This  Home,  at  Madison,  Ohio,  was  reported  at  the  De- 
troit Convention  to  be  in  a  very  health}-  and  prosperous 
condition.  The  money,  amounting  to  $29.52,  donated  by 
personal  contribution  of  members  of  this  department,  goes 
to  purchase  a  few  more  acres  of  land  to  afford  sufficient 
space  about  the  buildings.  This  property,  owned  by  the 
W.  R.  C.  of  this  united  country,  was  designed  for  a  com- 
fortable Home  for  needy  army  nurses,  soldiers'  destitute 
wives,  widows  and  mothers,  from  all  over  our  land.  Aged 
veterans,  with  their  wives,  are  also  received.  It  is  an  in- 
stitution in  which  we  should  take  just  pride  and  interest, 
and  members  of  our  Order  in  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  now, 
more  than  ever  before,  will  feel  a  special  concern  in  its  con- 
tinued success  and  adornment.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 


The  correspondence  has  required  much  time  and  ofttimes 
sleepless  nights,  including,  as  it  has,  the  immediate  decision 
of  some  question  which  had  a  vital  interest  in  the  corps 
from  which  it  emanated.  I  have  always  made  it  a  rule  to 
answer  at  once,  and  as  fully  as  possible,  with  strict  adher- 
ence to  rules  of  the  Order.  I  have  written  over  four  hundred 
letters  and  postals,  but  have  kept  no  account  of  the  number 
of  decisions  given.  Many  of  these  letters  have  not  been 
official,  but  required  and  deserved  answer.  A  careful  and 
thorough  studv  of  the  Red  Book,   must  save  much  corres- 
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pondence  in  the  future,  as  every  Corps  President  giving 
proper  time  and  thought  to  its  study,  will  be  enabled  to  de- 
cide nearly  all  questions  for  her  own  corps.  I  have  received 
many  letters  containing  gracious  words  of  hope  and  good 
feeling,  which  have  cheered  me. 

GENERAL  ORDER  AND   LETTER  FILES. 

I  have  prepared  and  issued  eight  general  orders,  and 
seven  circular  letters,  for  the  information  of  corps.  .  Could 
I  be  certain  that  every  Corps  President,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer .  had  spent  as  much  time  in  reading  and  carefully 
following  the  instructions  contained  in  one  of  these,  as  it 
has  taken  me  to  prepare  it,  I  should  feel  amply  rewarded  for 
my  pains  taken  in  this  part  of  my  work.  The  printing  of 
general  orders  is  expensive  to  the  Department.  The  De- 
partment Treasurer,  May  S.  Hotchkiss.,  has  very  generously 
printed  $10.00  worth  in  her  own  home,  free. 

Young  corps  should  remember  that  the  general  orders 
are  the  frame-work  upon  which  they  are  to  build,  and  Pres- 
idents should  read  each  order  when  received,  until  it  is  thor- 
oughly understood;  then  hand  it  to  the  Secretary  that  she 
may  read  it  before .  the  next  meeting,  and  be  prepared  to 
read  it  well  in  a  strong,  clear  voice  that  will  penetrate  the 
whole  corps  room.  The  Secretary  must  call  the  President's 
attention  to  such  articles  as  require  action  by  the  corps  in 
the  order  of  the  u  new  business."  The  second  reading  of 
the  order  fixes  the  instruction  upon  the  minds  of  members, 
and  informs  those  members  who  were  absent  at  the  first 
reading.  A  duty  that  is  most  generally  neglected  is  the 
proper  filing  of  official  letters.  "  The  Secretary  shall  keep 
a  letter  file,  in  which  shall  be  preserved  all  official  corres- 
pondence,n  is  one  of  the  duties  given  in  u  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. n  According  to  these  rules  we  are  not  instructed  to 
keep  other  correspondence,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary to  file  official  letters.  With  these  letters  filed  in  the 
order  of  receiving  them,  other  correspondence  could  be  soon 
burned.  The  accumulation  of  matter,  year  after  year,  is  a 
great  annoyance  at  Corps  or  Department  Headquarters.  It 
fills  valuable  space  and  the  Department  has  the  expense  of 
moving  it  every  year.       I  therefore  recommend  to  this  Con-

vention,  that  the  incoming  president  appoint  a  committee 
to  look  over  the  accumulation  of  letters ,  reports  and  printed 
matter  and  burn  that  which  is  useless  to  the  Department. 
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MEMORIAL    DAY. 

Each  recurring  year,  the  ceremonies  of  this  national  day 
grow  more  impressive.  The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  lend 
their  willing  aid  in  preparing  garlands  to  deck  the  ever- 
increasing  mounds  that  cover  all  that  was  mortal  of  our 
country's  defenders.  Children  gather  on  this  day  to  carry 
the  silent  messages  of  love  to  the  churchyard.  Youths  and 
maidens  modify  the  springing  step  to  the  dead  march,  and 
all  together  the  nation's  mourners  spend  one  day. in  memory 
of  brave  deeds  by  brave  men. 

DEPARTMENT   RELIEF. 

This  part  of  our  work  requires  wise  and  judicious 
management.  The  members  of  our  committee,  Mary  J. 
Handyside,  Mary  A.  Condit  and  Lida  E.  Fitch,  have  proved 
that  they  possess  these  requirements.  Ten  per  cent,  of  our 
per  capita  tax  has  gone  into  the  relief  fund,  in  which  fund 
there  were  $3.16  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Ten  dollars 
were  sent  from  the  Glenwood  Springs  Corps  when  it  dis- 
banded. With  this  amount,  the  committee  have  adminis- 
tered to  the  needs  of  soldiers'  families,  with  great  discrimi- 
nation. ] 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 

When  I  entered  the  Department  work,  I  resolved  to  visit 
every  corps  if  possible,  little  realizing  the  multitude  of  cares 
that  this  great  Department  holds  for  its  President.  Looking 
back  over  the  year,  I  most  heartily  endorse  the  suggestion 
of  past  National  President,  Charity  Rusk  Craig,  "that  in- 
structions be  written  as  to  the  duties  of  Department  officers, 
that  they  may  learn,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  what  is 
expected  of  them  when  installed."  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  visiting  twenty  corps,  thirteen  of  these  I  inspected  to 
save  expense  to  Department,  having  received  reduced  rates 
on  the   U.   P.    R.   R.   and  on  the  B.   &  M.  and  R.  G.     In 
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visiting  these  corps,  I  traveled  4,046  miles.  I  made  a  special 
effort  to  visit  Sundance  and  Sheridan  in  northern  Wyoming, 
as  recommended  by  last  Convention.  In  reaching  Sundance 
and  returning,  I  traveled  1,024  miles,  536  being  by  slow 
freight  train  and  eighty  by  stage.  This  required  nearly  a 
week's  time.  I  found  a  corps  of  eleven  members,  doing 
splendid  relief  work,  but  needing  proper  instruction  in  corps 
work.  Sheridan,  two  hundred  miles  farther,  required  an  all 
night's  ride  in  a  stage  coach  over  a  mountain  road.  This 
trip  I  could  not  take  so  late  in  the  season,  but  was  told  that 
the  railroad  would  reach  this  point  by  next  June.  I 
appointed  Mrs.  Harriet  Settle  of  Sundance,  as  Assistant 
Inspector  to  visit  the  corps,  but  a  severe  attack  of  la  grippe 
prevented  her  from  going.  This  is  the  only  corps  that  has 
not  been  inspected  during  the  year.  A  letter  from  past 
President,  who  lives  ten  miles  from  Sheridan,  assures  me 
that  the  snow  had  been  so  deep  that  she  had  been  unable  to 
attend  corps  meetings  and  she  feared  for  the  life  of  the 
corps.  Members  are  scattered  and  few  in  numbers.  This 
trip  to  Sundance,  including  meals,  was  made  at  a  cost  of 
$26.00,  the  usual  railroad  fare  being  $50.00.  I  have  always 
been  received  with  courtesy,  and  have  enjoyed  meeting  the 
earnest,  devoted  women  which  are  found  in  every  corps 
without  exception.  Time  will  not  permit  my  dwelling  on 
this,  the  pleasantest  work  of  the  year.  The  invitation 
received  to  be  present  at  various  entertainments,  camp-fires 
and  kettle-drums,  that  could  not  be  accepted,  have  been  a 
real  trial  to  me.  While  appreciating  the  kindness  prompt; 
ing  these  invitations,  the  immediate  duties  of  the  office,  and 
slight  illnesses  have  prevented  me.  Delightful  memories 
remain  of  the  genuine  hospitality,  extended  to  me  in  my 
three  months — broken  months  of  visiting — among  the  corps. 
To  past  Commander  George  Ady,  and  other  officials  of  the 
U.  P.  R.  R.,  to  Mr.  Holdredge  of  the  B.  &  M.,  and  to  Pres- 
ident Andrews  of  the  Rio  Grande,  through  Major  Lennon, 
this  Department  is  greatly  indebted  for  reduced  rates  on 
their  roads. 

FINANCES. 

The  report  of  Department  Treasurer,  will  give  a  clear 
and  concise  account  of  the  condition  of  our  finances.     In  all 
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funds  we  have  $396. 15,  or  nearly  $400.00.  The  several  funds 
have  balances  as  follows. 

The  general  fund,  -  -     $352.24 

Department  Relief  fund,  -  -     33.91 

Home  fund,  -  -  -         10.00 


$396.15 
Amount  expended  for  relief  during  year       -      $3,139.21 

The  expenses  incurred  during  the  past  year  are  greater 
than  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  expense  of  printing 
the  journal  of  Seventh  Convention,  was  $149,78,  including 
the  postage  required  in  sending  them  out.  This  expense 
the  Department  did  not  have  the  year  before.  ,  The  reduc- 
tion of  the  per  capita  tax  from  20  to  15  cents,  decreased  our 
revenue,  but  taking  all  these  things  into  consideration,  the 
Department  must  be  considered  in  very  healthful  condition, 
financially  as  well  as  numerically. 

SONS   OF    VETERANS. 

The  Order  of  Sons  of  Veterans  has  rapidly  increased 
during  the  last  year.  As  the  ranks  of  their  patriotic  fathers 
grow  thinner,  these  sons  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  fall 
in  line  with  the  same  in-born  love  that  sent  their  fathers  to 
save  the  flag,  and  when  the  last  hero  shall  have  fallen,  the 
grand  mantle  of  patriotism  will  be  fully  transferred  to  their 
strong,  young  shoulders,  and  they  will  ever  sustain  that  dear 
old  flag,  as  a  sacred  heritage  from  their  sires. 

DAUGHTERS    OF  VETERANS. 

At  Ninth  National  Convention  at  Detroit,  this  resolution, 
offered  by  Kate  B.  Sherwood,  was  carried: 

"That  we  rejoice  in  the  rapid  organization  of  Sons  of 
Veterans  and  Daughters  of  Veterans  and  bid  them  God 
speed." 

There  is  but  one  Tent  of  Daughters  of  Veterans  in  Col- 
orado and  this  was  organized  last  summer  at  Greeley,  under 
the  name  of  "Julia  Dent-Grant."  Department  Secretary 
Josephine  A.  Cheeseman  was  instrumental  in  this  organiza- 
tion. Objects  of  Order — to  perpetuate  the  memories  of  our 
fathers  and  brothers — their   loyalty   to  the   Union  and  their

work,  that  she  has  left  but  little  to  be  done  by  her  subordi-  "  "I 

nate  officers.  In  June,  1891,  I  was  directed  by  the  Depart- 
ment President  to  go  to  Loveland  and  examine  the  condition 
of  Burnside  Corps  No.  10.  I  found  that  the  corps  had 
injudiciously  expended  its  funds,  and  its  members  becoming 
discouraged  had  neglected  to  pay  dues,  until  nearly  all  were 
delinquent,  several  of  the  most  energetic  had  moved  from 
town,  and  the  remaining  members  had  decided  to  submit  to 
the  inevitable. 

In  company  with  the  Department  President  and  other 
members  of  the  delegation  I  attended  the  National  Conven- 
tion, held  at  Detroit,  Aug  5th. 

The  journey  to  the  "City  of  the  Straits1*  was  a  pleasant 
one;    and  our  sojourn  there  was  both  profitable  and  pleasant. 

These  National  Conventions  are  great  schools  for  such 
women  as  go  there  with  a  view  to  gaining  instruction  and 
information  in  regard  to  the  uWork  of  our  Order.** 

The  Ninth  Session  of  the  National  Convention  opened 
in  the  church  of  "Our  Father'*  at  10.30  A.  M.  Wednesday, 
August  5th,  and  closed  at  1.00  p.  m.  the  following  Saturday, 
making  nearly  four  days  of  almost  continuous  session. 

As  I  looked  upon  this  earnest,  energetic  body  of  dele- 
gates, representing  over  one  hundred  thousand  of  the  loyal 
women  of  this  great  nation,  all  united  by  one  common  tie 
and  having  the  same  aims  and  working  to  the  same  end,  I 
could  but  marvel  at  the  wondrous  growth  of  our  Order  since 
its  first  organization  in  the  capital  of  our  own  state,  with 
only  forty-two  members,  just  eight  years  before.  It  afforded 
me  great  pleasure  to  renew  my  acquaintance  with  several 
among  the  members  whom  I  had  not  met  since  the  organi- 
zation of  the  First  National  Convention. 

An  invitation  from  the  Department  Presideut,  to 
accompany  her  to  Monte  Vista  on  the  occasion  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  was  most  cheerfully  accepted. 
The  ceremonies  of  the  opening  were  exceedingly  interesting 
and  the  occasion  a  memorable  one.    We  were  most  agreeably 
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disappointed  in  the  elegance  of  the  building  and  the  natural 
beauty  of  its  surroundings. 

A  relief  corps  was  organized  at  Monte  Vista  during  our 
stay,  auxiliary  to  Joe  Hooker  Post  No.  43,  and  being  well 
officered,  bids  fair  to  be  of  great  benefit  and  assistance  to  the 
old  soldiers  who  occupy  the  Home.  I  take  this  opportunity 
of  extending  my  hearty  thanks  to  Mrs.  Sickles,  President  of 
Joe  Hooker  Corps,  for  courtesies  received. 

I  accompanied  Mrs.  Goodrich,  Department  Inspector,  on 
her  official  visit  to  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps  No.  27,  of 
Boulder.  This  corps  needs  no  encomiums  from  my  pen, 
its  work  before  this  convention  will  speak  for  itself.  I  also 
accompanied  this  corps  unofficially  on  a  visit  to  Meade 
Corps  No.  6  of  Denver.  This  visit  was  a  truly  enjoyable 
one,  and  I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  practice  of  these 
fraternal  meetings  of  neighboring  corps,  whereby  kindly 
feelings,  friendly  emulation  and  accuracy  of  ritualistic  work 
are  fostered  and  encouraged.

our  Order,  I  submit  the  following  report:  | 

•    The  honor  so  unexpectedly  conferred  upon  me  one  year 
ago  by  this  Convention    will    always  be  looked  back  upon 
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with  pleasure  and  gratitude,  and  I  feel  that  the  little  I  have 
accomplished  for  the  Department  during  the  year  is  but  a 
poor  return  for  that  honor.  s 

About  the  middle  of  July,  1891,  I  received  word  from 
our  Department  President  requesting  me  to  go  to  Trinidad 
and  investigate  the  condition  of  E.  R.  Canby  Corps,  as  they 
reported  through  their  President  that  they  had  disbanded 
and  the  members  in  good  standing  desired  transfer  cards. 
Accordingly  on  August  6th  I  left  Salida  for  Trinidad,  arriv-  . 
ing  there  about  half  past  seven  that  evening.  I  proceeded 
to  the  hotel  and  after  a  good  night's  rest  started  out  to  find 
the  president  of  the  corps,  which  I  did  without  much 
trouble.  That  lady  devoted  the  morning  to  going  around 
with  me  among  the  different  corps  ladies. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter  which  had 
caused  the  disbanding  of  the  corps  (the  full  particulars  of 
which  I  laid  before  your  Department  President)  I  felt  that 
it  would  be  useless  for  them  to  try  to  continue-  as  an  organi- 
zation. I  then  called  the  attention  of  the  President  to 
Article  1st,  Section  5  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  where  we 
are  instructed  what  course  to  pursue  when  a  corps  is  desirous 
of  disbanding.  The  President  acknowledged  that  she  had 
neglected  her  duty  and  her  obligation  in  not  sending  the 
charter  and  corps  supplies  to  Headquarters,  which  she  then 
promised  to  do  at  once;  but  for  some  reason  they  have 
never  been  received  by  the  Department.  I  have  written  to 
the  President  three  times  in  regard  to  it,  but  up  to  date  have 
received  no  answer  to  my  letters.  One  letter  I  sent  to  our 
Department  President  for  her  approval  and  for  her  to  for- 
ward from  Greeley.  The  expense  of  my  trip  to  and  from 
Trinidad,  it  being  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  ninety 
miles  from  Salida,  was  $21.55,  which  sum  I  received  from 
the  Department  Treasurer. 

On  October  30th,  1891,  I  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  being 
one  of  the  four  Department  officers  who  were  present  at  the 
formal  opening  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte 
Vista,  Colorado,  and  it  was  indeed  a  day  long  to  be  remem- 
bered by  all  present.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Major 
Lennon  we  were  escorted  through  the  Home  from  " attic  to 
cellar;"  and  to  the  needy  veteran  who  is  at  last  nearing 
the    "dark    river,"    or   to    him    who  by  disease    has   been 
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incapacitated  from  doing  for  himself,  the  Home  must  indeed 
seem  a  "haven  of  rest,"  and  I  feel  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
loyal  woman  in  our  land,  whether  they  are  members  of  our 
Order  or  not,  to  give  their  assistance  towards  maintaining  a 
good  Home  for  our  veteran  soldiers. 

Another  pleasant  feature  of  our  visit  to  Monte  Vista  was 
the  organization  of  Joe  Hooker  Corps  No.  43,  said  corps 
being  instituted  and  its  officers  installed  by  our  Department 
President,  who  was  assisted  in'  her  work  by  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Vice  Presidents  and  Miss  Cora  Young,  of  W.  T. 
Sherman  Corps  of  Evans,  Colorado. 

To  Dr.  Fulton  and  his  wife,  I  feel  greatly  indebted  for 
their  kindness  during  my  short  stay  in  Monte  Vista. 
Although  entire  strangers  they  could  not  have  been  more 
cordial  to  an  old  and  valued  friend. 

Although  I  have  done  so  little  during  my  term  of  office 
I  have  always  felt  ready  and  willing  to  do  all  that  I  could. 
Again  thanking  the  Convention  for  the  honor  bestowed 
upon  me,  I  most  respectfully  submit  this  report  in  Faith, 
Charity  and  Love.

not  the  idle  word  but  the  ideal  virtue,  and  it  is  not  strange 
that  we  are  led  to  ask,  why  was  she  taken  from  her  many 
duties  here,  when  she  was  so  needed  among  us?  As  a 
mother,  wife,  daughter,  sister  and  friend,  her  place  can  not 
be  filled.  But  as  a  member  of  our  W.  R.  C.  let  her  death 
be  a  link  to  bind  more  closely  the  chain  uniting  us  as  sisters, 
in  our  course,  for  we  know  not  how  soon  we  may  be  called  to 
perform  the  same  sad  duty  over  some  other  member  of  our 
band.  Let  our  every  thought,  word  and  deed,  be  to  each 
other  as  sister  between  sister  so  that  when  the  life  of  some 
beloved  member  is  closed  in  death,  we  can  stand  beside  them 
with  no  thought  of  remorse  for  cruel  words  spoken  or  deed 
committed.

morning  of  the  resurrection,  when  the  voice  of  the  Son  of 
God  shall  wake  the  sleeping  dead,  she  too  shall  rise  in  new- 
ness of  life,  clothed  in  immortal  youth  and  bloom,  and  be 
forever  with  the  Lord. 

The  many  amiable  and  lovable  traits  of  our  sister,  who 
by  the  ministration  to  the  suffering  and  afflicted,  coupled 
with  a  kindly  and  generous  nature,  endeared  her  to  all. 
She  will  be  missed,  but  in  the  home  circle,  where  the  excel- 
lencies of  her  character  as  a  devoted  wife  and  fond  mother 
shone  pre-eminent,  her  loss  will  be  most  keenly  felt.       The 
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summons  came  without  warning,  and   her   sun   went  down  % 

clear,  suddenly  and  still.  May  each  of  us  heed  the  admo- 
nition, *Beye  also  ready,*  should  the  summons  come  at 
morning,  at  noonday  or  in  the  watches  of  the  night. 

May  the  anguish  of  her  loved  ones  be  softened  by  the 
thought  that  while  she  cannot  return  to  them  they  may  go 
to  her.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR. 

Red  Cliff,  Colo.,  March  18,  1892.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  for  the  year  ending 
August  3,  1891. 

At  the  time  of  beginning  inspection,  October  20,  there 
were  34  Corps  with  a  total  membership  in  good  standing 
of  1 1 15. 

Average  attendance,  452  or  iyA  each. 
Average  attendance  of  officers,  237,  or  7  each. 
Amount  in  Relief  Fund,        -  -  $629  28 

Amount  expended  in  Relief ,        -  2,18425 

Amount  expended  other  than  money,         ^532  80 
Amount  turned  over  to  Posts,         -  1,208  00 

Veteran  Corps,  of  Denver,  has  expended  the  largest 
amount  in  relief,  and  has  also  the  largest  membership. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  personally  inspect  21  corps.  The 
others  were  inspected  by  our  President,  and  by  assistants 
appointed,  so  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  every  corps  has 
been  visited,  thoroughly  inspected,  and  given  such  instruc- 
tion and  encouragement  as  needed. 

I  find  the  Ritual  memorized  by  six  (6)  corps,  and  other- 
wise properly  performed,  with  one  exception. 
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The  books  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  in  many  instances 
do  not  show  that  they  have  been  audited.  I  think  it  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  many  do  not  fully  understand  what  is  re- 
quired. Although  the  books  of  Treasurer  are  kept  in  such 
a  way  that  corps  officers  understand  their  own  accounts  and 
are  able  to  make  correct  reports  to  Department,  there  is  no 
uniformity  in  the  system,  making  it  difficult  for  Inspector  to 
properly  examine  books  in  the  short  time  she  usually  is  able 
to  give. 

I  would  recommend  that  corps  having  books  over  three 
years  old  purchase  new  official  ones  with  specimen  sheets 
showing  Treasurer's  work  in  full. 

The  Treasurer's  office  is  one  of  responsibility,  and  it  is 
right  that  she  should  be  given  the  means  for  filling  it  well. 

With  the  Red  Book  in  the  hands  of  each  President  this 
year,  many  questions  can  easily  be  settled,  saving  much 
time  and  worry  on  the  part  of  corps  officers. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  interest  man-  \. 

ifested  in  the  work  of  our  Order  throughout  the  Department, 
and  especially  would  I  mention  the  corps  remote  from  head- 
quarters as  deserving  great  credit  for  their  untiring  zeal.     I  || 
hope   that   special    effort   will   be   made  to  visit  them  this             || 
year.  J| 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  II 

of  corps  visited,  for  the  universal  courtesy  and  cordiality 
with  which  I  was  received.  In  ever}'  instance  I  was  met  by 
some  one,  and  I  have  only  pleasant  memories  of  a  profitable 
and  delightful  trip  and  the  many  sisterly,  noble  women  who 
grace  our  Order. 

To  our  dear  President,  who  honored  me  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  Inspector,  I  render  special  thanks  for  counsel  given 
and  for  assuming  the  burden  of  the  work  in  Wyoming,  where 
the  journeys  were  long  and  tedious. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duties.  || 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  I  have  done  the  work 
assigned  me,  conscientiously  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
and  trust  that  I  have  thereby  shown  my  appreciation  of  the 
honor  conferred.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE-AT-LARGE.

In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
our  Order,   I   have   the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and    this 


To  the  strange  visitor,  Detroit  is  a  city  whose  water 
facilities,  both  for  business  and  pleasure,  are  unrivalled  in 
the  West,  and  whose  broad,  well-shaded  streets  are  lined  with 
substantial  homes,  each  surrounded  with  an  open  space  of 
green  grass,  so  that  the  residences,  to  quote  the  words  of  a 
Russian  traveller,  "Seem  like  little  palaces/1  To  the  man 
of  affairs,  Detroit  is  a  manufacturing  center,  noted  for  its 
cars,  brands  of  tobacco,  seeds,  stores,  and  all  that.  To  the 
people  of  Michigan,  Detroit  is  the  metropolis  of  the  State, 
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Department  the  report  of  Delegate-at-large  to  the  ninth 
annual  Convention  held  at  Detroit  on  August  5th,  6th,  7th, 
and  8th,  1891.  ~         "  '     •    ' 

In  this  report  I  shall  not  enter  into  the  official  business  of 
the  Convention,  that  you  can  read  for  yourselves. 

Detroit  was  the  home  of  my  childhood  and  girlhood  and 
I  hope  to  pay  her  loving  tribute,  as  we  would  to  a  loving 
mother,  who  has  always  been  true.  But  ask  you  to  remem- 
ber that  I  take  up  this  duty  with  fear  and  trembling,  for 
although  there  is  no  lack  of  love,  I  fear  there  is  a  lack  of  abil- 
ity to  give  her  even  a  small  part  of  what  is  her  due. 

We  left  Denver  on  the  night  of  July  31st,  on  the  official 
train  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  trip  was  a  delightful  one  and 
will  long  be  pleasantly  remembered  by  all  aboard.  It  is 
not  necessary  tor  me  to  say  that  every  attention  was  paid  us  m 

for  all  know  that  a  G.  A.  R.  comrade  never  fails  in  polite- 
ness.    In  spite  of  the  heat,  and  what  one  would  generally  Ifl 
suppose  would  be  a  general  uncomfortableness,  all  were  jolly,  §| 
pleasant  and  obliging.                                                                              |p 

Saturday  morning  I  drew  aside  the  curtain  of  my  berth 
before  rising,  to  take  a  survey  of  the  country,  the  bands 
were  playing,  I  saw  in  the  distance  the  well  known  figure 
of  Commander  Fleming,  returning  from  a  foraging  expedi- 
tion. Don't  think  he  had  a  pig  because  I  didn't  hear  it, 
but  I  know  he  had  a  chicken,  because  I  saw  it.  Strange 
isn't  it,  how  youthful  depravity  clings  to  one,  even  on. the 
borders  of  middle  age  ?  || 

Sunday  morning,  services  were  held  on  the  train,  con- 
ducted by  our  Department  President.     Arrived  at  our  jour-  m 
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ney's  end  on  Sunday  evening,  remained  in  the  sleeper  until 
morning,  when  the  street  cars  carried  us  to  our  several  desti- 
nations. &| 
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with  all  that  the  word  implies.  Detroit  is  all  these  things, 
yea,  more  than  these.  Old  as  she  is,  she  is  yet  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  lives  of  the  men  and  women  of  to-day.  The 
Detroit  of  to-day,  with  its  Charities,  Society,  Art,  Music,  its 
business  and  its  pleasures  would  not  compare  favorably 
with  that  queer  old  town,  whose  blackened  ruins  met  the 
gaze  of  Governor  William  Hull  when  he  landed  at  Detroit 
on  the  eve  of  July  ist,  1805.  Hull's  coming  marked  the 
beginning  of  the  Detroit  of  to-day. 

We  found  the  beautiful  city  decked  like  a  bride,  flowers 
everywhere,  the  streets  gay  with  bunting,  while  the  air 
seemed  to  be  alive  with  martial  strains.  The  city's  greet- 
ing was: 

To  the  men  who  saved  the  Union-.  With  unspeak- 
able pride  and  joy,  with  grateful  affection,  with  unreserved 
hospitality  the  patriotic  people  of  this  community  extend  a 
cordial  greeting  and  a  heartfelt  welcome.  We  greet  you 
as  soldiers  of  the  grandest  army  the  world  has  ever  seen, 
whose  every  battle-field  is  holy  ground 

Which  breathes  of  nations  saved 
Not  worlds  undone. 

We  welcome  you  as  worthy  citizens  of  this  great  nation, 
which  your  heroism  preserved  and  perpetuated.  In  war 
your  achievements  are  without  parallel  in  history.  As  cit- 
izens, your  dutiful  obedience  to  law  and  your  pre-eminence 
in  peaceful  avocations  are  the  wonder  and  the  admiration  of 
all  men. 

"The  hopes,  the  fears,  the  blood,  the  tears, 
That  marred  the  bitter  strife. 
Are  now  all  crowned  by  victory 
That  saved  the  nation's  life  "

Ever}7  arrangement  that  loving  care  could  dictate  was 
made  for  the  care  of  the  sick.  Field  hospitals  at  the  Headr 
quarters,  Hotel  Cadillac,  the  Market  Building,  Grand  Circus 
Park  and  the  Exposition  Grounds,  equipped  with  all  neces-  I 

sary  appliances  and  attended  by  members  of  the  committee,  '* 

orderlies  and  trained  nurses  from  Grace  and  Harper  Hospi- 
tals. 

In  two  of  these,  provisions  were  made  for  women. — 
Besides  these  the  established  hospitals  of  the  city,  St.  Mary's 
Marine,  Harper's,  Grace,  Emergency  and  St.  Luke's,  were 
all  open  for  the  reception  of  the  sick  or  injured,  twenty-eight 
medical  relief  stations  were  located  upon  the  principal  streets 
in  various  parts  of  the  city  with  a  competent  physician  in 
attendance  at  all  times.  These  were  designated  by  the 
Red  cross  (hospital)  flag,  members  of  hospital  corps  were 
designated  by  white  badge  bearing  red-cross,  worn  on  left 
arm.  Nine  fully  equipped  ambulances  were  in  attendance 
for  service  at  all  times.  A  physician  accompanied  each 
excursion  that  left  the  city  to  render  assistance  in  case  of 
injury  or  illness.  Well  and  truly  did  these  good  people 
provide  for  the  care  of  strangers  within  their  gates. 


DECORATIONS. 

As  I  looked  upon  the  grand  display  of  flags,  bunting  and 
flowers,  standing  on  Woodward  avenue  I  watched  our 
first  regiment  that  left  for  the  war.  They  left  us  with 
eleven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  men.  A  few  years  later  on 
the  wharf  of  the  Michigan  Central  Depot  when  each  returning 
soldier  was  greeted  with  plenty  to  eat.     Well  do  I  remember 
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when  that  little  remnant  of  this  same  regiment,  returned  to  us, 
ragged,  worn  and  hungry.  As  I  came  off  the  boat,  I  heard 
a  rooster  crow;  there,  perched  upon  a  gun  was  an  immense 
rooster;  the  soldier  coolly  informed  me  he  had  brought  it 
from  rebeldom  for  his  mother,  how  I  wondered  that  he  could 
joke  and  laugh  when  my  heart  ached  as  I  thought  of  the 
many  aching  hearts  that  watched  their  return  longing  for 
the  loved  ones  gone.  Floral  arches  of  great  beauty  were 
erected  on  the  principal  streets,  one  in  particular  named 
Peace,  which  was  symbolical  of  all  that  the  name  implies. 
Flags  and  bunting  were  everywhere;  on  the  bridge,  on  Jeffer- 
son Avenue,  Woodward  Avenue  and  Park  Street. 

Grand  and  Reviewing  stands  at  City  Hall  square  and 
Campus  Martius.  The  front  of  the  City  Hall  was  a  badge, 
lighted  at  night  in  colors.  It  was  the  most  beautiful  thing 
I  ever  saw.  Floral  designs  appropriate  to  the  occasion  were 
displayed  everywhere.  Floral  designs  of  the  badges  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the 
various  army  corps,  Loyal  Legion  and  Sons  of  Veterans 
were  especially  beautiful  at  Grand  Circus  and  Belle  Isle 
Parks. 

An  official  directory  and  program  was  published  and  free 
to  all  while  every  citizen  seemed  to  constitute  himself  or 
herself  a  committee  to  answer  questions. 

Tuesday,  A.  M.  Grand  Parade.  Some  idea  of  the 
number  in  that  parade  may  be  imagined  when  you  know  it 
was  ten  hours  passing  a  given  point. 

'  Ohio  had  the  largest  number  of  men  in  line.  There 
were  in  all  one  hundred  thousand  men  in  line  with  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  bands,  with  fifty  thousand  more  unable 
to  march  any  more.  The  usual  courtesies  were  shown  our 
National  officers,  and  all  members  of  the  Convention 
received  tickets  for  reserved  seats  on  platform,  near  review- 
ing stand,  thus  enabling  them  to  witness  once  again  this 
wondrous  object  lesson  which  seldom  fails  to  bring  tears  to 
the  eyes  and  always  fills  the  heart  with  patriotic  enthusiasm. 
As  I  watched  them  I  could  not  but  think  that  across  the 
gray  stormy  billow  of  their  lives  the  white  calm  of  eternity 
is  ruining  the  water  line,  coming  to  meet  them.  Already 
the  black  pilot  boat  heaves  in  sight;  many  hear  the  signal 
and  death  will   soon  take  the    helm    and'   steer   the   bark, 
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freighted  with  so  many  precious  lives  into  the  shining  rest,  ; 

into  God's  white  calm.  % 

In  the  evening,  a  reception  was ;  tendered  the  National  '% 

officers  of  W.  R.  C.  at  the  Art  Museum.  It  was  a  charming 
place  to  meet  and  greet  one's  friends  and  after  the  formal  pre- 
sentation was  over,  a  very  enjoyable  hour  was  spent  among 
the  works  of  art  in  this  collection. 

The  National  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C.  met  for  its 
ninth  Annual  Session  at  the  Church  of  Our  Father,  Wed- 
nesday, Aug.  5th.  at  10  A.  M.  The  church  was  beautifully 
decorated  with  flags,  designs  and  blooming  plants.  A 
regularly  established  Post  Office  at  one  of  the  entrances 
under  the  supervision  of  Agnes  Patrick  and  her  able  corps 
of  assistants  proved  a  valuable  accessory  to  our  work. 

A  delicious  and  refreshing  lunch  was  served  each  day  in 
the  church  parlors  to  all  the  members  of  the  Convention  and 
every  plate  was  graced  by  a  lovely  souvenir  hand-painted 
card;  gratuitously  decorated  by  the  students  of  the  art 
museum  of  Detroit  and  the  gift  of  Fairbanks  W.  R.  C.  No. 
10  of  that  city.  From  Maine  to  California  these  will  ever 
remain  constant  reminders  of  the  gracious  hospitality  so 
freely  bestowed.  The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
National  President  Maty  Sears  McHenry.  The  National 
hymn  was  sung  by  the  entire  body.  Prayer  was  offered  by 
National  Chaplain  Emily  V.  Littlefield,  followed  by  the 
Lord's  Prayer  in  unison.  The  usual  routine  of  opening  was 
then  taken  up,  National  officers  introduced  to  Convention 
seating  Past-National  officers  on  platform.  Delegates' 
badges  and  officers'  reports  were  distributed  as  the  roll  of 
National  officers  was  called  by  Assistant  Secretary.  Past- 
Commander  in  Chief  Paul  Van  Der  Voort  desired  to  visit 
the  Convention  and  Chairman  of  Committees  on  Courtesies 
was  detailed  to  escort  him  to  the  platform.  The  National 
President  introduced  him  to  the  Convention  thus: — M Ladies 
of  the  ninth  National  Convention.  We  have  the  pleasure 
of  receiving  and  greeting  this  sister  comrade,  I  am  sure  he 
needs  no  introduction  to  a  National  Convention  of  W.  R.  C. 
His  face  and  name  are  familiar  to  us  all  as  one  whose  inter- 
est and  faith  in  the  order  grows  no  less  as  the  years  increase. 
I  therefore  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Past- 
Commander-in-Chief  Paul  Van  Der  Voort. ' '     After  receiving 
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the  salute  of  the  order  he  replied  to  the  greeting.  Assuring 
the  ladies  that  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  one  of  the 
things  he  was  willing  to  live  and  die  by  and  "if  I  have  noth- 
ing but  my  interest  in  that,  inscribed  on  the  humble  piece  of 
marble  above  my  grave  my*  wife  and  children  and  all  that  I 
love  will  be  satisfied/1 

He  was  presented  with  the  souvenir  badges  of  the  Con- 
vention and  escorted  to  the  door,  the  Convention  rising  as 
he  passed  out,  thus  expressing  the  esteem  they  have  for  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  under  whose  administration  the  order 
was  organized  and  recognized  by  the  G.  A.  R.  as  its  aux- 
iliary. Mrs.  John  A.  Logan  was  not  present  at  Convention, 
being' detained  at  home  by  the  sickness  of  her  daughter,  but 
sent  a  letter  of  greeting,  to  which  the  convention  replied  as 
follows: 

"Greeting  of  the  Ninth  National  Convention  to  their 
revered  and  loved  sister  and  wife  of  Ex-Commander-in-Chief 
John  A.  Logan,  blessed  in  memory.  May  gracious  peace 
spread  her  sheltering  wings  over  you  and  yours  this  day'." 
Greetings  were  wished  to  other  absent  members. 

Miss  Clara  Barton  was  presented  to  the  Convention  by 
National  President  and  invited  to  address  them.  I  never 
hear  her  name  mentioned  or  see  it  in  print  but  my  heart 
swells  with  gratitude  to  the  Giver  for  the  gift  of  so  grand  a 
woman  to  this  Nation.  She  said:  "Dear  Sisters: — It  is  not 
a  time  now  to  use  moments  in  courtesies;  more  important 
work  lies  before  you  for  this  day,  and  for  the  coming  days. 
If  I  were  to  talk  to  you  ever  so  long  to  try  to  convince  you 
how  great  this  pleasure  and  honor  is  to  me,  how  dear  it  is  to 
my  heart  to  be  reckoned  as  one  of  you,  either  honorary  or 
active,  to  be  a  member  of  your  special  corps  as  well,  I  could 
not  make  the  matter  any  stronger  or  more  forcible  than  I 
believe  you  must  know  it  in  your  hearts.  From  the  first 
before  the  relief  corps  ever  existed  I  was  all  that  a  woman 
could  be  or  feel  to  the  armies  of  this  country  to  the  welfare 
of  all  that  belonged  to  them;  and  when  the  Grand  Army 
itself  prepared  for  organization  I  raised  every  feeble  note  in 
my  voice  for  its  existence.  Then,  when  later  came  to  the 
sisters  the  call  to  join  them,  nothing  seemed  to  me  so  fitting 
so  welcome;  and  when  in  open  convention  you  opened  the 
doors  and  made  me  one  of  vou,  I  cannot  express  to  you  what 
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that  was  to  me  and  when  at  the  same  time  I  was  made  a 
charter  member  of  a  corps  which  has  held  me  always  since, 
when  I  feel  that  I  may  do  something  more  than  mere  honor- 
ary work  I  was  glad  again.  I  have  held  myself  from  the 
first  to  the  smallest  as  well  as  the  highest  duty  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  I  have  nothing  to  add  and  care 
only  to  say  that  in  every  movement  you  make  you  have  my 
prayers,  you  have  my  wishes  and  my  help,  so  far  as  I  can 
give  it.  Let  us  all  pray  God's  blessing  on  this  work  and 
that  unity,  peace,  love,  fidelity  and  loyalty  shall  be  with  us 
all  to  the  end." 

Kate  B.  Sherwood  of  Ohio,  made  the  following  motion: 

In  order  that  there  shall  be  no  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
status  of  Miss  Clara  Barton  and  the  action  of  the  Convention 
at  California  in  order  to  honor  Clara  Barton,  we  do  not  make 
her  a  voting  member,  but  to  honor  her  and  place  her  on  the 
rolls  to  grace  us.  I  move  that  hereafter,  on  every  National 
roll-call  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  only  honorary 
members  shall  be  Past-Commander  in  Chief  Paul  Van  Der 
Voort  for  making  our  organization  possible,  and  Clara  Bar- 
ton for  her  services  in  war  and  peace  and  her  distinction  at 
home  and  abroad  and  that  their  names  shall  be  carried  per- 
petually on  the  roll  as  the  only  National  Honorary  Members. 

Seconded  and  carried. 

The  President's  address  I  should  like  to  give  to  you  in 
full,  but  hope  you  will  all  read  it.  In  the  part  devoted  to 
visits  she  pays  an  especial  compliment  to  this  Department, 
in  closing  she  says,  u  During  these  visits  I  was  impressed  as 
never  before  with  the  scope  and  unanimity  of  our  work. 

Our  hopes,  our  fears,  our  aims  are  one, 
Our  comforts  and  our  cares. 

During  the  Thursday  morning  session,  a  Committee  from 
the  G.  A.  R.  was  admitted,  greeted,  received  and  intro- 
duced to  the  Convention  by  National  President.,  ( 'Ladies,  I 
have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  a  committee  from  the 
Silver  Encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R.;  comrades,  I  am  happy 
to  greet  you,  and  on  behalf  of  this  Convention  bid  you  wel- 
come. Mr.  Chairman,  we  will,  gladly  receive  any  message 
you  may  bring  to  us.  Ladies  I  take  great  pleasure  in  intro- 
ducing Comrade  McHenry,  past  Dep't.  Commander  of  Iowa, 
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who  bears  to  you  greetings  from  the  twenty-fifth  National 
Encampment,  G.  A.  R." 

Mrs.  Wittenmeyer  explained  to  the  Convention  that  this 
is  the  good  and  loyal  husband  of  our  National  President, 
which  announcement  caused  a  ripple  of  merriment  especi- 
ally when  the  comrade  addressed  the  presiding  officer  as 
Comrade  McHenry.  He  assured  the  Convention  that  they 
surely  could  not  expect  anything  interesting  from  him, 
because  he  had  been  held  in  subjection  so  long,  offered  his 
congratulations  upon  their  having  117,000  members  in  good 
standing,  his  good  wishes  for  their  future  prosperity  closed 
with  a  God-bless-you.  The  other  members  of  committee 
Comrade  Brown,  Past-Commander  Dep't.  of  Ohio,  Comrade 
Morgan,  Past-Dep't  Commander  of  Vermont  each  made 
short  speeches  and  were  each  answered  by  the  presiding 
officer.  The  comrades  were  each  decorated  with  the  sou- 
venir badges  of  the  Convention  (Mrs.  McHenry  presenting 
to  Comrade  McHenry  the  one  she  had  worn  thus  far  during 
the  session),  and  retired,  the  convention  rising  as  they 
passed  out. 

Ladies,  I  wish  I  could  read  to  you  the  speeches  of  these 
three  comrades.  They  would,  I  feel  sure,  give  you  just  the 
inspiration  you  need  for  further  effort.  There  is  so  much 
that  all  will  enjoy  of  which  I  can  give  you  so  little  that  I 
hope  all  will  procure  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  9th 
National  Convention  and  read  for  themselves.  When 
you  do,  read  every  page  and  ponder  well,  paying  special 
attention  to  remarks  of  Annie  Wittenmeyer  on  National 
Home  (pages  222,  223  and  224).  One  of  the  most  pleas- 
ant of  our  visits  of  courtesy  was  from  General  Hazelton  and 
Surgeon  R.  L.  Leonard,  representatives  of  the  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans. Due  honor  being  accorded  them,  General  Hazelton 
responded  as  follows: 

"Mrs.  President,  we  are  sent  as  a  committee  from  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  of  the  United 
States,  General  Leland  G.  Webb  who  sends  to  you  his  per- 
sonal greeting,  and  the  greeting  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  remarks  of  any  length  are 
perhaps  out  of  place  at  this  time,  but  you  well  know  that  the 
Sons  of  Veterans  are  your  boys  and  they  are  at  your  com- 
mand to  do  any  dnty  that  you  may  assign  to  them.      They 
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are  organized  because  they  are  your  boys  without  any 
claim  of  right  or  privilige,  or  benefit  for  themselves  as  sons 
of  the  old  soldiers,  except  the  privilige  of  assisting  the  G.  A. 
R.  and  W.  R.  C.  and  keeping  alive  the  memory  of  the  deeds 
of  our  fathers.  We  claim  that  privilege,  that  proud  dis- 
tinction and  we  come  to  you  this  morning  one  hundred 
thousand  strong,  entire  in  numbers  to  the  entire  militia  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States,  equipped  as  soldiers,  with  no 
expense  to  the  State,  with  no  expense  to  anyone  but  our- 
selves. We  are  proud  of  the  uniform,  proud  of  the  service. 
We  will  be  glad  to  help  you  gather  your  flowers,  to  help  you 
decorate  the  graves  of  the  loved  ones  gone,  to  do  any  work 
you  may  assign  to  us."  Mrs.  McHenry  returned  the  greet- 
ing of  the  Convention  to  General  Webb  assuring  him  that 
we  were  very  proud  of  our  boys  and  would  always  receive 
them  at  our  Convention  and  avail  ourselves  of  their  offer  of 
assistance  in  our  Work.  They  were  presented  with  souve- 
nir badges  and  escorted  out,  the  Convention  rising.  Ada  F. 
Clark  said: 

"In  view  of  this  special  courtesy  of  the  Encampment  of

Chairman  Committee  on  Courtesies. 

Business  was  again  interrupted  by  the  announcement 
that  the  newly  elected  Commander-in-Chief  was  in  the  ante- 
room waiting  to  pay  his  respects  to  the  Convention.  He 
was  received,  greeted  and  introduced.  His  greeting  had 
the  true  ring,  closing  thus: 

"If  He  who  ruleth  armies  will  give  me  health  and

earnest  in  trying  to  aid  you  in  the  grand  work  you  have 
undertaken,  than  the  present  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  G. 
A.  R." 

The  National  President  on  behalf  of  the  Convention, 
thanked  him  for  his  words  of  cheer,  assuring  him  that  he 
had  the  best  wishes  of  the  117,000  loyal  women  that  surely 
ought  to  help  him  through  a  vast  amount  of  work. 

When  you  have  procured  your  copy  of  proceedings  of 
National  Convention,  read  carefully  the  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral officers.  The  living  mortal  that  can  read  the  report  of 
National  Chaplain  without  feeling  his  or  her  heart  stirred  to 
its  very  depths  must  indeed  have  a  heart  of  stone.  Read  it 
to  your  children,  you  cannot  give  them  a  grander  lesson  in 
Love  of  Country.  From  Massachusetts  that  sent  the  noble 
6th  through  Baltimore,  the  first  blood  shed  on  the  altar  of 
the  Union,  comes  this  memorial: 

"Till  the  mountains  are  worn  out,  and  the  rivers  forget 
to  flow,  till  the  clouds  are  wean' of  replenishing  springs  and 
the  springs  forget  to  gush  and  the  rills  to  sing,  shall  their 
names  be  kept  fresh  with  reverent  honors. n     In  Texas,  the 
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Blue  and  the  Gray  united  in  the  work  of  memorial.     Whole 
numbers  of  soldiers  decorated  200,  and  2190  graves. 

The  discussion  upon  the  new  ritual  will  be  interesting  to 
all. 

The  National  President  announced  that  the  Committee 
appointed  to  carry  greetings  to  the  25th  National  Encamp- 
ment of  the  G.  A.  R.,  was  now  ready  to  report.  Mrs.  Annie 
Wittenmeyer  spoke  as  follows: 

"Mrs.  President,  we  received  a  royal  welcome  at  the 
Encampment.  The  comrades  began  to  cheer  as  soon  as  we 
entered  the  doors  and  kept  it  up  until  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  called  them  to  order.  We  made  short  speeches  and 
every  sentence  was  heartily  cheered  and  at  the  close  they- 
rose  to  their  feet  and  swung  their  hats  and  hurrahed  for  the 
W.  R.  C.  General  Veazy,  as  we  were  going  to  pass  out, 
drew  us  back  and  asked  us  to  bear  to  you  and  this  Conven- 
tion his  own  personal  greetings,  and  to  make  this  statement: 

That  W.  R.  C.  was  the  right  hand  of  the  G.  A.  R.  and 
that  he  wished  in  the  name  of  every  comrade  to  thank  them 
for  their  glorious  work,  and  then  they  cheered  and  swung

granted.     Greetings  of  sisterly  sympathy  were  sent  to  Mrs. 
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Alger.  Later  the  Convention  sent  by  their  presiding  officer 
a  floral  gift  with  our  kindest  love  and  respect.  Later  we 
received  a  visit  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  Sons  of 
Veterans  who  could  not  resist  the  opportunity  to  pledge 
their  fidelity.

Located  as  I  have  been,  so  distant  from  Department 
Headquarters,  I  have  been  unavoidably  absent  from  Council 
meetings;  the  proceedings  and  results  have  been  read  to  you 
by  the  Secretary.

Dear  Madam: 

It  gives  your  committee  great  pleasure  to 
report  a  little  something  done  toward  alleviating  the  want 
and  suffering  of  a  few  of  the  families  of  our  fast  decreasing 
veterans. 

Our  work  has  beeu  confined  entirely  to  Denver,  and  this 
field  is  large  enough  for  our  fund,  indeed  would  have  been 
too  large,  had  not  some  of  our  local  Corps  came  to  our  assist- 
ance. It  is  to  their  prompt  response  to  our  call,  that  we 
have  been  able  to  give  such  immediate  aid  as  seemed  neces- 
sary in  some  instances. 

We  are  also  very  glad  to  acknowledge  the  same  courte- 
sies from  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  S.  of  V.,  and  their  auxili- 
ary Camps.  We  have  several  times,  during  the  past  year, 
asked  their  assistance  in  providing  for  some  needy  family,  and 
in  every  instance  have  found  them  ready,  even  glad  to  be 
called  upon  to  "lend  a  helping  hand"  in  caring  for  our 
comrades  and  their  families. 

Sometimes,  while  not  seeking  help,  a  case  would  be 
mentioned  in  a  Society  meeting,  our  young  people  would 
eagerly  inquire  uWhy  don't  you  ask  us  to  help?"  And 
while  we  gladly  accepted  the  proffered  aid,  we  were  greatly 
rejoiced  to  see  the  spirit  of  love  and  patriotism,  which  promp- 
ted the  hearts  of  our  young  allies,  to  care  for  our  old  battle- 
scarred  veterans.  We  feel  very  proud  to  bring  before  this 
Convention  the  fact  that  we  have  such  zealous  helpers  in 
our  glorious  work  of  love. 

Your  Committee  are  also  under  obligations  to  Captain  J. 
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C.  Veatch,  almoner  for  the  Central  Committee  of  the  G.  A.  V 

R. ;  for  his  kind  consideration  and  wise  counsel  in  the  inves- 
tigations sometimes  necessary  to  avoid  imposition,  and  the 
alacrity  with  which  he  has  so  readily  granted  aid  in  answer 
to  our  petitions.  % 

It  has  been  the  source   of  much  pleasure,  that  we  have  % 

been  able,  in  some  measure,  to  return  the  compliment  by  j 

assisting  in  some  of  his  duties.      Our  work  financially  has  :\ 

been  small. 

We  have  given  aid  to  six  families,  aggregating  22  per- 
sons. All  of  them  soldiers  or  their  families.  We  have 
expended  only  the  small  sum  of  $50.00  from  the  Depart- 
ment Treasury,  but  through  the  aid  of  the  other  organiza- 
tions before  mentioned,  we  have  been  able  to  render  more  M 
assistance  than  we  could  have  otherwise  done.                               #       I ^ 

It  seems  a  matter  of  regret,  that  our  Dep't.  Relief  fund 
should  be  so  meagre,  so  small  a  share;  and  our  general  fund  £| 

so  far  in  excess,  when  the  object  of  our  organization  is  main- 
ly Charity.  That  our  usefulness  should  be  crippled  by  want  JH 
of  funds,  when  there  is  plenty  of  money  in  the  Treasury. 
It  would  seem  fitting  that  our  Relief  Fund  should  at  least  be 
more  commensurate  with  the  demand,  and  in  view  of  this, 
we  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  our  Department 
Relief  Fund  be  increased,  until  said  Fund  shall  comprise  3 
one-third  of  the  receipts  of  the  per  capita  tax,  together 
with  whatever  donations  the  generosity  of  the  public  may

Our 
Past  National  President,  Annie  Wittenmeyer,  herself  one 
of  the  most  zealous  nurses  of  the  war,  has  had  the  import- 
ant trust  of  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  its 
first  year.  The  Departments  are  sending  contributions  to 
help  purchase  an  adjoining  piece  of  land,  sufficient  for  suit- 
able outbuildings  for  such  a  Home.  At  our  late  National 
Convention,  held  at  Detroit,  your  Department  President 
pledged  $25  for  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  It  is  desired  to 
raise  this  sum  by  voluntary  contributions  from  members  of 
the  Order.

been  appointed  President  of  the  " Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Com- 
mission. ' '     From  him  I  have  received  a  list  of  articles  needed 
to  furnish  the  hospital,  which  is  to  be  built  at  once.     Accom- 
modations for  forty  veterans  are  to  be  provided  in  the  hos- 
pital making  it  necessary  to  have  forty  iron  cots,  with  mat- 
trasses,  sheets,  blankets,    spreads,   pillows   and   cases.      A 
small  bureau  and   two   chairs   are  needed   with   each   cot. 
President  Lennon  desires  that  these  articles  be  uniform,  con- 
sequently they  should  be  bought  at  wholesale.     The  W.   R. 
C.  has  long  expected  and  desired  to  assist  the  G.  A.   R.    in 
this   great  undertaking  for   the    disabled   veterans   of  our 
Department.     The  time  has  now  come  for   action   in   this 
work.     Let  us  decide  as  soon  as  possible   what   each  corps 
will  do.     It  has  been  estimated  that  $25.00  will  pay  for  a 
cot  and  its  furnishings.     It  was   suggested   by  one   of   the 
Commissioners  that  it  would  be  very  commendable  for  each 
corps  to  provide  for  one  occupant,  but   it  could   hardly  be 
expected  that  our  new  and  small  corps  could  undertake  so 
much.

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Ninth   Annual   Convention, 

Woman's  Relief  Corps. 


The  Ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  assembled  in  Odd  Fellows 
Hall,  Pueblo,  May  17th,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Department  President,  Mary  L.  Carr. 

In  the  absence  of  Mary  A.  Condit,  Department  Chaplain,  Mrs. 
Brissac,  Chaplain  of  Upton  Corps  led  in  prayer,  the  Lord's  prayer 
being  repeated  in  unison,  followed  by  the  singing  of  "America,"  Mrs. 
Virginia  Feeney  accompanying  on  the  Piano. 

Carrie  V.  Donaldson  of  Upton  Relief  Corps,  No.  2,  welcomed  the 
members  of  the  Convention  in  a  few  well  chosen  words,  and  extended 
to  them  the  hospitalities  of  the  city  of  Pueblo. 

Lucy  M.  Campbell  of  Crocker  Corps,  Denver,  responded  on  behalf 
of  the  Convention,  as  follows: 

The  hearty  welcome  extended  to  us  by  the  President  of  Upton 
Relief  Corps,  is  most  sincerely  appreciated,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
members  of  this  convention,  I  desire  to  extend  our  hearty  thanks. 

We  have  come  from  valley  and  plain  and  mountain  heights,  to  con- 
fer together  for  the  advancement  of  the  work,  the  foundation  of  which 
I  am  proud  to  record,  was  laid  in  our  own  beloved  State,  at  the  base 
of  these  towering  mountains. 

We  have  with  us  to-day,  women  who  assisted  in  forming  this  grand 
organization  that  has  extended  its  branches  into  nearly  even'  state  in 
the  Union,  and  by  its  acts,  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  thousands  of  the 
weak  and  helpless  ones,  that  otherwise  would   have  to  depend  upon 
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public  charity  for  the  necessaries  of  life.  Let  us  ever  be  mindful  of 
the  cause  for  which  we  are  banded  together.  The  bended  forms  and 
faltering  steps  of  these  veterans  remind  us  that  our  services  for  them 
will  soon  be  ended;  let  us  then  while  we  may,  earnestly  carry  forward 
the  work  that  is  to  benefit  the  needy  and  unfortunate,  of  our  Nation's 
defenders. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  this  convention  will  be  harmonious  in  action. 
May  no  selfish  ambition  manifest  itself  in  our  deliberations,  but  may 
we,  one  and  all,  work  for  the  best  interest  of  our  Order. 

We  most  gladly  accept  the  hospitality  of  your  beautiful  city,  and 
can  assure  you  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  abide  "within  your  gates,"  and 
we  trust,  that  you  may  ever  retain  pleasant  memories  of  the  Ninth 
Annual  Convention. 

The  Department  President  then  read  her  annual  report  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT. 


Officers  and  Members  of  the  Ninth  Annual  Convention: 

Thirteen  months  have  passed  since  you  honored  me  by  an  election 
to  the  office  of  President  of  this  Department.  We  have  reached  the 
ninth  mile  stone  in  our  journey;  let  us  pause  and  review  the  work  that 
has  been  accomplished  along  the  way;  trusting  that  the  knowledge  we 
have  gained  by  our  experience,  may  serve  to  guide  us  in  our  future 
course.  I  extend  to  you  a  most  cordial  welcome,  and  trust  that  you 
will  give  your  earnest  and  thoughtful  attention  to  all  legislation  that  is 
deemed  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order  in  this  Depart- 
ment, and  may  your  deliberations  be  characterized  by  a  spirit  of 
harmony  and  your  acts  with  justice. 

There  has  been  no  phenominal  growth  in  the  Order  during  the  past 
year,  and  I  think  I  may  be  justified  in  saying  that  in  the  light  of  the 
past  history  of  this  Department  it  could  not  have  been  reasonably 
expected.  We  have  a  Department  embracing  two  great  states  with 
towns  located  long  distances  apart  with  a  sparse  population. 

In  many  of  these  towns  we  find  a  few  veterans  struggling  to  main- 
tain a  Post,  their  dues  being  a  tax  on  their  limited  funds.  In  such 
instances  to  start  another  organization  makes  an  additional  tax  upon 
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the  same  families,  and  with  women  overburdened  with  domestic  cares, 

but  little  enthusaism  can  be  aroused  for  anything  outside  of  home  *3 

duties.  i 

Perhaps  in  no  year  since  the  organization  of  this  Department,  has  g 

there  been  so  much  to  detract  attention  from  the  work  of  organizing  $, 

Corps  as  during  the  past  year.  | 

•** 

In  the  early  part  of  the  summer  succeeding  my  election,  the  atten-  £ 

tion  of  the  public  generally  throughout  the  Department  was  directed 
almost  exclusively  to  the  arrangements  for  entertaining  the  great 
influx  of  visitors  expected  during  the  Triennial  conclave.  j 

As  I  visited  the  several  Corps  I  found  this  situation  existing  to  such 
a  degree  as  to  make  it  almost  impossible  to  create  any  interest  in  the 
work  of  our  Order. 

During  the  summer  the  expected  visitors  came,  but  in  numbers 
almost  double  our  expectations;  nearly  every  family  in  the  state  was 
called  upon  to  entertain  friends,  their  stay,  in  many  instances,  con- 
tinuing until  late  in  the  fall.  It  is  unnecessary  to  explain  to  a  con- 
vention of  women  that,  under  such  circumstances,  it  was  impracti- 
cable for  the  women  of  this  state  to  attend  to  anything  except  house-  -' 
hold  duties. 

Another  element  that  is  to  be  considered  as  detracting  from  the 
former  interest  in  this  Order,  is  the  large  number  of  organizations  of 
women  that,  during  the  last  few  years,  have  been  formed  auxiliary  to 
other  secret  societies.  When  our  Order  was  first  established  it  was 
practically  the  only  woman's  organization  in  the  state  devoted  entire- 
ly to  charitable  work  and  may  be  said  to  be  the  pioneer  in  this 
direction.  In  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  a  rapid  increase  in 
the  societies  of  women,  auxiliary  to  secret  organizations  of  men. 
These  societies  are  open  to  both  men  and  women,  and  are  instituted 
mostly  for  social  purpose;  these  tend  to  detract  from  our  Order,  as 
women  who  are  not  connected  by  ties  of  kinship  with  the  old  soldiers 
are  more  ready  to  associate  themselves  with  societies  exclusively 
social  and  whose  labors  are  light,  rather  than  with  our  Order  with  its 
charitable  work. 

Recognizing  this  situation  I  have  devoted  my  energies  more  to 
building  up,  strengthening  and  encouraging  the  Corps  already  existing 
than  to  the  organization  of  new  Corps,  in  localities  where  little  if  any 
relief  work  is  necessary  and  where  the  Post  manifests  no  interest. 
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While  the  year  has  not  been  characterized  by  any  special  activity  in 
our  ranks,  yet  the  accessions  to  our  membership  have  been  gratifying, 
showing  that  while  we  have  sustained  the  loss  of  three  Corps  we  have 
gained  steadily  in  membership,  and  I  am  happy  to  state  there  is  a 
decided  improvement  in  the  work  throughout  the  Department. 

Reports  are  more  promptly  forwarded,  officers  duties  are  better 
preformed,and  an  active  interest  is  exhibited  for  a  better  understanding 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  This  is  most  gratifying  to  record,  and 
if  I  have  been  in  any  way  instrumental  in  accomplishing  thisadvance- 
<  ment  I  am  amply  repaid  for  the  many  wearisome  hours  and  days  that 

I  have  spent  in  trying  to  raise  to  a  higher  standard  the  work  of  our 
Order  in  the  several  Corps  of  this  Department 

OFFICIAL    VISITS. 

In  July  last  I  was  furnished  with  transportation  over  the  Rio  Grande 
road  to  accompany  my  husband  on  his  official  visits  as  Grand  Com- 
mander of  Knights  Templars,  and  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity 
of  visiting  the  Corps  at  Gunnison,  Grand  Junction,  Aspen,  Red  Cliff, 
Leadville  and  Salida. 

I  was  most  agreeably  surprised  in  the  work  of  these  several  Corps. 
With  one  exception  the  work  was  performed  in  a  most  creditable 
manner,  and  the  relations  existing  between  Post  and  Corps  were  most 
cordial  and  harmonious. 

These  Corps  separated  by  long  distances  are  unable  to  exchange 
fraternal  visits,  and  with  only  an  occasional  visit  from  a  Department 
officer,  live  practically  in  a  little  world  of  their  own. 

In  October  I  visited  the  Corps  at  Lamar,  La  Junta,  Holyoke  and 
Akron.  These  Corps  are  small  in  membership  and  often  become  dis- 
couraged. It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  on  account  of  the  expensive  rates 
of  travel,  more  frequent  visits  cannot  be  paid  them  by  Department 
officers;  but  in  my  judgment  it  is  a  judicious  use  of  Department  funds, 
to  expend  them  in  aiding,  encouraging  and  instructing  these  remote 
and  struggling  Corps;  the  cordial  reception  accorded  me  in  all  of  my 
official  visits  was  an  assurance  of  their  appreciation  and  a  guaranty 
of  their  renewed  interest  and  activity  in  the  work. 

In  November  I  visited  three  of  the  Corps  in  Wyoming.  The  Corps 
at  Laramie  and  Cheyenne  are  in  good  standing  and  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  relief  work.  The  little  Corps  at  Tie-siding  has  struggled 
bravely  to  maintain  an  existence  ;  it  still  keeps  its  charter  and  holds 
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regular  meetings  although  the  Post  to  which  it  was  auxiliary  has  dis- 
banded. 

I  have  visited  all  of  the  Corps  in  this  Department  with  three  excep- 
tions, having  traveled  seven  thousand  miles  in  the  performance  of 
my  duties.  I  have  instituted  two  Corps,  delivered  one  Memorial  Day 
address,  have  issued  two  Circular  Letters  and  nine  General  Orders,  and 
have  answered  six  hundred  letters.  Most  cheerfully  have  I  performed 
these  duties,  having  at  all  times  in  view,  the  growth  and  prosperity  of 
Our  Order. 

I  have  written  to  the  Commanders  of  the  several  Posts,  not  having 
Auxiliaries,  calling  their  attention  to  the  benefits  of  such  an  organ- 
ization, in  assisting  them  in  relief  work.  The  answers  received  have 
been  favorable  in  a  few  instances  and  all  neccessary  information  has 
been  forwarded  to  such  Post  Commanders  as  have  expressed  a  desire 
for  the  same,  and  I  think  the  result  will  be  the  organization  of  several 
Corps  the  coming  year. 

On  April  fifteenth  I  instituted  Major  Anderson  Corps  at  Harris, 
Colorado,  with  fifteen  charter  members,  Martha  A  Cuminings,  Presi- 
dent. On  May  third  I  instituted  Phil.  Kearney  Corps  No.  47  at 
Platteville,  Colorado,  with  twelve  charter  members,  Emily  Beaman, 
President.  May  twelfth  an  application  with  twenty-eight  names  was 
received  from  Durango  asking  for  a  charter  to  organize  a  Corps 
Auxiliary  to  Sedgwick  Post.  I  detailed  Post  Commander,  M.  H. 
Copeland  to  institute  the  same.  These  Corps  start  out  with  a  fair  pros- 
pect of  success,  but  they  should  be  visited  very  early  by  Department 
officers  as  it  it  is  impossible  for  the  newly  elected  officers  to  fully 
comprehend  the  work  in  the  brief  time  for  instructions  at  the  first 

meeting. 

soldiers'  home. 

During  the  past  winter  I  learned  through  correspondence  with 
Major  Lennon,  Commander  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  that  there  was 
urgent  need  of  more  cots  and  bedding  in  order  to  accommodate  ap- 
plicants for  membership  in  that  institution  who  could  not  be  admit- 
ted for  want  of  sleeping  accommodations.  He  reported  to  me  that 
there  was  room  in  the  building  for  six  additional  beds,  and  that 
number,  additional,  could  be  admitted  and  cared  for,  if  the  beds 
could  be  provided;  that  the  appropriations  for  this  purpose  having 
been  exhausted,  nothing  could  be  done  by  the  Home  Commission. 

The  costs  of  the  cots  and  necessary  furnishings  and  bedding  for  each 
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is  twenty-five  dollars.  As  it  has  been  a  specific  charge  upon  the 
W.  R.  C.  to  assist  this  institution,  and  one  directly  in  line  with  the 
work  of  our  Order,  I  issued  an  appeal  to  the  Corps  in  Colorado,  asking 
for  contributions  thereto.  The  response  was  prompt  and  generous. 
Within  one  month  after  the  appeal  was  issued,  two  hundred  and  four 
dollars  was  paid  into  the  Department  treasury  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Soldiers'  Home  Fund.  One  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  of  this 
was  at  once  remitted  to  the  Commandant  of  the  Home,  and  expended 
by  him  for  the  purpose  intended.  Thus,  through  the  generosity  of 
the  Corps  of  Colorado,  six  or  seven  old  veterans  were  supplied  with 
the  comforts  of  life,  who  otherwise  might  have  suffered,  or  have  been 
recipients  of  public  charity  in  the  almshouses. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  institution,  the  Relief  Corps  of  this 
state  have  contributed  in  money  to  its  support  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars,  also  a  large  amount  of  bedding  and  other  articles. 
Let  us  rejoice  that  the  last  legislature  of  Colorado  has  meted  out  a 
measure  of  justice  to  our  worthy  veterans  by  appropriating  the  sum 
of  forty  thousand  dollars  to  the  Soldiers'  Home,  and  that  hereafter  it 
will  stand  on  a  firm  and  independent  financial  basis. 

I  desire  to  pay  a  merited  tribute  to  the  patriotism  of  Joe  Hooker 
Corps  No  43  of  Monte  Vista,  through  whose  noble  devotion  and 
energetic  action  very  many  comforts  in  the  way  of  extra  bedding  and 
other  necessary  articles  were  furnished  to  the  members  of  the  Home 
during  the  severe  cold  weather  of  the  past  winter. 

HOME   COMMISSION. 


Pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  Department  Convention,  whereby 
"the  in-coming  Department  President  was  requested  to  present  a  peti- 
tion to  the  Governor,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  woman,  a 
member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  to  a  position  on  the  Soldiers' 
Home  Commission,"  I  called  upon  Governor  Waite  and  presented 
the  request;  my  request  was  received  with  the  utmost  courtesy,  but  I 
was  informed  that  there  was  doubt  as  to  the  eligibility  of  a  woman 
to  hold  such  a  position  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state. 
The  Governor  said  he  was  in  favor  of  making  such  an  appointment, 
and  if  he  could  be  satisfied  of  his  power  in  the  premises  he  would 
do  so.  I  afterwards  received  from  him  the  following  communication 
which  explains  itself: 
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State  of  Colorado,  Executive  Department,  ) 
Denver,  February  10,  1893.  { 

To  Mary  L.  Carr,  Department  President: 

In  the  matter  of  an  application  to  have  a  woman  appointed  as  one 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Soldiers'  Home: 

In  regard  to  this  matter  my  opinion  is  that  it  is  eminently  right  to 
appoint  a  woman  to  such  a  position. 

Without  any  thorough  examination,  I  am  also  of  the  opinion,  upon 
general  principles,  that  such  an  appointment  would  be  legal.  There 
appears  to  be  however,  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Colorado 
to  the  contrary,  and  it  was  solely  because  I  did  not  desire  to  antago- 
nize the  decisions  of  our  highest  Court,  that  1  did  not  appoint  a  woman 
upon  the  Board  of  Commissioners.  I  have  declined  also  to  appoint 
a  woman  Notary  Public  for  precisely  the  same  reason.

The  Supreme  Court  decision  alluded  to  in  this  communication  is 
based  upon  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  of  Colorado,  that  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  hold  any  office  except  qualified  electors.  We  can 
have  no  representation  on  the  Soldier's  Home  Commission  until  the 
law  is  approved  extending  the  right  of  suffrage  to  women;  this  law 
will  be  submitted  at  the  next  general  election,  and  it  might  be  well  for 
us  to  let  our  influence  be  felt. 

DEPARTMENT     BANNER. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Tenth  National  Convention,  held  in  Washing- 
ton, that  our  Order  should  be  represented  at  the  World's  Columbian 
Exposition.  Pursuant  to  this  action,  orders  were  issued  from  National 
Headquarters,  calling  for  the  several  Departments  to  assist  in  prepar- 
ing a  suitable  exhibit. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  order  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Department 
Council,  and  it  was  decided  to  prepare  a  Department  banner,  with 
painting,  illustrating  some  of  our  grand  mountain  scenery,  to  be  dis- 
played at  the  Exposition  at  Chicago,  and  returned  at  the  close  of  the 
Exposition  for  the  future  use  of  the  Department.  A  circular  letter 
was  issued  to  the  several  Corps,  asking  contributions  to  a  fund  for 
that  purpose,  and  through  their  customary  generosity,  nearly  a 
sufficient  amount  of  money  was  raised  to  pay  for  the  Banner.  - 1  trust 
that  the  action  taken  in  this  matter  will  meet  with  your  favor.  I  desire 
to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Banner  Committee  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duty,  and  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  it 
has  been  accomplished. 
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GRAND  ARMY. 

The  official  relations  existing  between  the  Grand  Army  and  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  this  Department  have  been  of  the  most 
cordial  nature.  The  Department  Commander  has  proved  himself  a 
staunch  friend  of  our  Order,  and  to  him  I  am  indebted  for  many 
valuable  suggestions  for  the  advancement  of  the  work  in  this  Depart- 
ment. 

In  speaking  of  our  work  he  said:  "A  live  active  Corps  is  a  necessary 
adjunct  in  the  maintenance  of  an  active  live  Post." 

BADGES. 

The  eighth  Department  Convention  by  unanimous  vote  decided 
that  a  solid  silver  badge  should  be  made  for  delegates  and  represen- 
tatives to  the  National  Convention,  but  neglected  to  specify  whether 
the  badge  should  be  given  to  the  delegates,  or  should  be  purchased 
by  them,  at  cost  price.  I  corresponded  with. all  interested,  and  ascer- 
tained that  no  one  desired  to  pay  for  the  badge.  I  therefore  decided 
to  make  the  badges  in  strict  accordance  with  the  design  adopted  by 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  and  furnish  the  delegates  with  the 
same,  requesting  that  the  badges  be  returned  to  the  Department 
Treasurer,  after  the  National  Convention.  As  they  are  the  property 
of  the  Department,  this  Convention  can  dispose  of  them  in  any 
manner  it  deems  best. 

DEPARTMENT   RELIEF. 

This  branch  of  our  work  has  been  most  satisfactorily  conducted. 

During  the  past  year  my  attention  was  called  to  a  case  of  destitution 
in  Eastonville,  Colorado;  the  applicant  having  applied  to  the  National 
President,  who  forwarded  the  communication  to  me;  on  investigating 
this  case  I  found  it  one  of  great  destitution,  and  demanding  immediate 
attention.  A  soldier's  widow  in  feeble  health,  with  several  children, 
and  two  grand-children,  and  without  any  means  of  support  excepting 
a  small  pension  of  eight  dollars  per  month.  Satisfied  that  this  case 
was  worthy  of  our  aid,  I  requested  the  Chairman  of  the  Department 
Relief  Committee  to  forward  ten  dollars  without  delay. 

The  Corps  at  Colorado  Springs  has  most  faithfully  endeavored  to 
provide  for  the  orphan  children  now  under  its  care.  It  has  been  a 
severe  tax  on  the  members  of  this  Corps,  to  furnish  board  and  cloth- 
ing for  these  little  ones,  and  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  assist  them 
from  the  Department  Relief  fund. 
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Mrs.  Emma  Johnson,  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  has  performed 
e  duties  of  the  office  in  a  most  faithful  and  concientious  manner. 
The  details  of  her  work  will  be  presented  in  her  annual  report. 


DISBANDED   CORPS. 

The  Corps  of  Colorado  City  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  continue 
its  organization  after  the  disbandment  of  the  Post  to  which  it  was 
Auxiliary;  the  proper  steps  were  taken  for  its  disbandment,  many  of 
its  members  taking  transfer  cards,  and  uniting  with  other  Corps. 

Greenwood  Corps  of  Canon  City  and  E.  M.  Stanton  Corps  of  Salida  | 

disbanded  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter.  Inefficieucy  in  the  work 
and  lack  of  interest  by  the  members  destroyed  their  usefulness  as 
auxiliaries  to  the  Posts.  The  Department  Inspector  recommending 
the  disbanding  of  the  Corps  at  Salida,  I  requested  them  to  send  their 
Charter  and  supplies  to  headquarters. 

INSPECTION. 

The  work  of  inspection  has  been  demonstrated  as  one  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  welfare  of  the  Corps.  | 

In  order  to  lessen  the  expense  of  inspection,  and  to  inform  myself  t 

of  the  condition  of  the  Corps  remote  from  headquarters,  I  performed  J 

the  work  of  inspection  of  eight  Corps,  at  the  time  of  making  my  1 
official  visits.     The  Department  Inspector's  report  give  the  standing 

and  condition  of  the  several  Corps  visited.  | 

NfEMORIAL     DAY. 

Reports  show  that  throughout  the  Department,  Memorial  Day  was  i 

observed  with  increased  interest,  not  only  by  the  Grand  Army,  but  by 
the  general  public,  and  the  children  of  the  public  schools  as  well. 

The  several  Memorial  Orders  issued  by  Departments  and  National 
Headquarters,  when  gathered  together,  constitute  a  cluster  of  literary 
gems.  "They  breathe  the  spirit  of  devotion  to  the  principles  for  which 
our  soldiers  fought,"  of  loyalty  to  the  right,  and  patriotism  to  the 
Union,  and  at  the  same  time  they  reveal  an  under-current  of  forgive- 
ness and  loving  kindness  toward  those  who  were  enemies  in  war,  but 
who  since  the  return  of  peace  are  again  our  friends. 

Throughout  every  part  of  our  common  country,  the  day  has  become 
a  National  holiday,  for  the  inculcation  of  the  grandest  and  purest  pa- 
triotism to  the  children,  and  for  the  revival  of  sad  but  glorious  mem- 
ories bv  the  older  ones. 
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NATIONAL    CONVENTION. 

A  cordial  invitation  from  the  Department  Commander  to  the  dele- 
gates and  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  accompany  the 
comrades  on  the  official  train  to  Washington  was  accepted,  a  large 
number  making  the  trip,  which  was  full  of  interest  and  enjoyment.  I 
desire  to  extend  our  sincerest  thanks  to  General  Kennedy,  Col. 
Anderson  and  others  for  courtesies  received  during  the  trip. 

Of  the  thirteen  delegates  and  representatives  to  which  this  Depart- 
ment is  entitled  in  National  Convention,  nine  were  present. 

It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  some  action  will  be  taken  at  our 
next  National  Convention  to  abreviate  its  sessions,  and  thereby  relieve 
delegates  from  the  great  expense  that  must  necessarily  attend  such 
long  and  tiresome  meetings. 

I  present  the  following  recommendations  for  your  consideration: 

1.  That  the  representation  to  Department  Conventions  remain 
the  same  as  at  present,  one  for  each  twenty,  and  one  for  the  final  frac- 
tion of  over  one-half  that  number. 

2.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same;  fifteen  cents  per 
member. 

3.  That  the  records  of  disbanded  Corps  be  kept  on  file  at  head 
quarters  for  one  year. 

4.  That  a  record  be  kept  at  headquarters  giving  the  date  of  organ- 
ization of  Corps  and  names  of  charter  members,  also  records  of  all 
Corps  disbanded,  and  cause  of  same,  with  a  full  list  of  members  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  disbandment. 

5.  That  Department  and  Assistant  Inspectors  be  required  to  copy 
all  written  matter  on  charters  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  of  the 
several  Corps,  forwarding  the  same  to  headquarters,  that  a  complete 
record  of  all  charters  can  be  secured. 

6.  That  a  complete  file  of  National  and  Department  journals  be 
bound  and  kept  at  headquarters,  that  great  care  be  taken  in  the  preser- 
vation of  the  same  as  a  history  of  our  Order. 

7.  That  a  uniform  size  letter  paper  be  used  by  Corps  in  corre- 
spondence with  Department  officers,  as  it  is  more  convenient  for  filing. 

8.  That  all  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant  numbers 
on  the  Roster. 
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You  are  soon  to  select  the  officers  who  are  to  preside  over  the  affairs 
of  this  Department  during  the  coming  year;  let  neither  sentiment  nor  J* 

sympathy  influence  you  in  your  choice;  select  those  only  who  are 
deeply  interested  in  the  work,  and  give  them  your  hearty  and  cordial 
support.  The  office  of  President  is  no  sinecure,  and  though  its  pleas- 
ures are  many,  its  labors  are  great,  and  they  should  not  be  assumed  by 
any  one  who  is  unwilling  or  unable  to  devote  the  greater  portion  of  |j 

her  time  to  the  work.  '§

Madam:  In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Order  I  submit  the  following  report: 

When,  at  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Department,  held 
in  Boulder,  I  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Senior  Vice  President  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  delegates,  I  deeply  appreciated  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  and  the  Corps  of  which  I  was  President,  and  assured 
our  President  that  I  was  at  her  service  in  any  way  in  which  I  could 
assist  her  in  carrying  forward  the  work  so  well  begun. 

So  faithfully  and  conscientiously  has  she  attended  to  the  work  of 
the  year  that  but  little  has  been  given  her  subordinate  officers  to  do. 

In  company  with  the  Department  President  and  others  of  the 
delegation,  I  attended  the  Tenth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  in  Washington  in  September.  As  we  journeyed  thither 
on  the  official  train  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  we  were  in- 
debted to  Commandei  Kennedy  and  his  staff  for  many  acts  of 
courtesy  and  kindness,  en  route,  and  while  in  Washington. 

While  much  happened  in  the  Convention  which  we  all  deplored, 
and  much  valuable  time  was  spent  in  discussing  questions  not  im- 
portant to  either  the  delegates  or  the  business  of  the  Convention, 
I  was  much  interested  in  seeing  and  hearing  the  many  noble  women 
who  have  so  long  stood  at  the  helm  of  this  great  Order  and  carried  it 
safely  through  many  troublous    administrations  to  its  present  pros- 
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perity.  One  cannot  fail  to  learn  much  of  profit  in  parliamentary  law 
and  debate. 

I  was  appointed  Assistant  Department  Inspector  and  given  the 
Corps  in  Denver,  Littleton,  Golden  and  Georgetown  to  inspect.

I  very  gladly  accepted  the  invitation  and  shall  always  remember  that 
week  as  having  been  most  pleasantly  and  profitably  spent.     We  arrived  *| 

at   Colorado  Springs  at  noon  and  attended  the  regular  meeting  of  :| 

Corps  No.  4  in  the  afternoon.  I  was  much  pleased  to  meet  with  this 
Corps  whose  membership  is  small  but  whose  hearts  are  large  enough 
for  twice  as  many.  Too  much  commendation  cannot  be  given  these 
noble  women  who  have  for  nearly  two  years  supported  the  orphan 
children  of  an  old  soldier.  Only  those  who  have  so  worked  to  keep 
the  Relief  Fund  replenished  can  appreciate  the  tax  it  has  been  upon 
them.  In  the  evening  we  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  an  open 
session  of  Colorado  Springs  Post  and  of  meeting  most  of  the  com- 
rades. The  thought  came  to  me  that  evening  that  more  frequent  i 
"open  meetings"  of  Posts  and  Corps  would  tend  to  strengthen  the  \ 
relationship  between  them  and  promote  a  greater  interest  in  the  work 
of  both. 

At  Manitou  a  special  meeting  of  Pike's  Peak  Corps  No  39  was  held, 
and  the  activity  and  zeal  shown  by  this  small  Corps  was  very  grati- 
fying. Here  we  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  President  of  Joe 
Hooker  Corps  No.  43,  of  Monte  Vista,  and  of  hearing  from  her  lips 
more  of  the  details  of  the  lives  of  the  old  soldiers  in  the  Home  than 
we  had  ever  heard  before.  Let  us  not  for  a  moment  forget  or  neglect 
to  care  for  these  veterans  who  did  so  much  for  us.

In  the  evening  we  were  given  an  informal 
reception  which  will  long  be  remembered. 

On  April  15th,  I  had  the  privilege  of  instituting  a  new  Corps — 
Major  Anderson  Mo.  46  of  Harris,  which  starts  out  a  healthy,  vigorous 
"infant"  with  every  prospect  of  enjoying  a  long  and  prosperous  life. 
To  the  Department  officers  and  members  of  the  Order  with  whom 
I  have  been  associated  during  the  year,  my  sincere  thanks  are  ten- 
dered for  the  many  courtisies  received.

Dear  Madam:  In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
our  Order,  1  present  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Ninth  Annual 
Convention,  my  Official  Report  as  Junior  Vice-President  of  the  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  I  have  tried  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and 
have  performed  in  a  conscientious  manner  all  duties  assigned  to  me, 
and  have  earnestly  desired  to  assist  the  Department  President  in 
whatever  was  consistent  with  her  wishes. 

In  September  last  I  visited  Silver  Cliff,  as  requested  by  the  depart- 
ment President,  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  E.  V.  Sumner  Corps. 
1  found  the  Corps  President  had  been  absent  for  some  time;  the 
membership  being  small,  and  the  few  left,  becoming  discouraged,  had 
determined  to  surrender  their  charter.  After  considerable  urging  I 
persuaded  them  to  go  on  with  the  work  for  a  while  longer.  I  visited 
among  the  ladies  in  the  town  and  secured  several  applications  from 
them  to  become  members  of  the  Corps,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  state 
that  the  Corps  has  taken  a  new  lease  of  life,  and  its  members  are  very 
sanguine  of  success.  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment, and  its  small  membership  has  been  due  to  the  constant  chang- 
ing of  the  population;  a  fair  example  of  all  our  mining  towns.     When 
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the  first  call  was  made  upon  the  Corps  for  aid  in  furnishing  cots  at  the 
Soldiers*  Home,  this  Corps  sent  one  hundred  dollars,  the  largest 
amount  forwarded  by  any  one  Corps.  It  is  hoped  that  Department 
Officers  will  make  great  effort  to  visit  this  Corps  before  the  winter 
season. 

I  also  visited  Greenwood  Corps  at  Canon  City  in  November  at  the 
request  of  the  Department  President.  No  meetings  had  been  held 
for  some  time;  members  were  indifferent,  and  the  President  had 
determined  to  give  up  the  work.  After  visiting  and  making  inquiries 
among  the  membars  it  was  decided  to  call  a  meeting,  which  was  done, 
and  I  urged  them  to  unite  and  interest  themselves  in  holding  the 
Corps  together.  This  they  agreed  to  do.  I  found  several  women  who 
were  willing  to  join  and  help  them  along,  and  the  prospect  seemed 
quite  encouraging  for  them  to  still  hold  their  charter.  Soon  after  I 
returned  home,  I  received  word  from  the  Department  President  say-  p 

ing  that  they  had  refused  to  go  on  with  the  work;  since  then  repeated  % 

efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Department  to  reorganize  this  Corps,  ft 

but  there  has  seemed  no  desire  on  the  part  of  those  that  were  mem- 
bers to  do  so.  1 

My  experience  has  shown,  that  unless  the  members  of  a  Corps  are 
interested  in  carrying  on  the  work  for  which  we  are  banded  together 
it  is  much  better  for  a  Post  to  be  without  an  auxiliary.    To  have  one  J 

that  is  totally  indifferent  to  its  welfare,  is  an  incumbrance  only. 
Trusting  that  what  little  I  have  accomplished  will  prove  worthy  of 
your  commendation,  and  thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  ,\ 

me  one  year  ago;  and  trusting,  that  the  pleasant  friendship  formed

I  would  reccommend  that  General  Orders  containing  the  address  of 
Department  Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains. 

And  now  in  conclusion  I  would  return  thanks  to  all  members  and 
officers  I  have  been  associated  with  during  the  year.  To  the  Depart- 
ment President  especially,  do  I  feel  grateful  for  her  many  kind  words 
of  sympathy  and  encouragement  she  has  shown  towards  me.

Dear  Madam: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  inspection  of  the  Corps  in  this  Department  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1892: 

Soon  after  my  appointment  to  the  office  of  Inspector,  I  consulted 
with  the  Department  President  in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Corps  in  this  Department,  and  after  a  full  discussion  as  to  the  best 
plans  for  making  the  inspection  effective,  with  the  least  possible  ex- 
pense, it  was  decided  to  divide  the  Departments  into  Districts,  and 
appoint  an  Inspector  for  each  District.  The  Department  President 
offering  to  inspect  a  large  number  of  the  Corps  at  the  same  time  of 
paying  her  official  visit,  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  this  plan  was 
fully  carried  out,  and  that  all  the  Corps  in  the  Department  with  three 
exceptions,  were  visited  by  the  Inspector  and  her  assistants. 

Number  of  Corps  on  September  i,  1891,  35. 

Number  of  Corps  disbanded,  1. 

Number  of  Corps  in  good  standing,  34. 

Total  membership  of  Corps,  1,265.

It  is  hoped  that  our  National  Convention  will  see  fit  to  make  some 

change  in  the  time  of  inspection.  .§

I  find  in  many  of  the  Corps  a  non-fullfillment  of  duties  on  the  part 
of  the  Finance  Committee  ;  in  two  cases  this  committee  has  been  en- 
tirely ignorant  of  its  duties,  and  reports  have  been  made  without 
books  being  audited.  \\ 

This  committee  should  see  that  correct  records  are  kept,  and  must  :£ 

audit  the  books  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  Corps  Presidents  should 
examine  the  books  frequently,  and  become  familiar  with  the  work  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  manner  of  filling  out  reports.  I 
would  suggest  that  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  reading  of  General  8 

Orders.  Many  of  the  Corps  Secretaries  read  them  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  members  fail  to  appreciate  or  understand  the  information 
given. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  President  of  the  Corps  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  to  important  matter  contained  in  General  Orders. 
Also,  that  Corps  bear  the  expense  of  Department  Officers  in  making 
their  .official  visitations,  and  not  leave  it  to  the  Corps  President  to 
entertain  them  at  her  own  expense. 

The  Inspection  in  this  Department  shows  an  increased  interest  in 
carrying  out  the  Rules  and  Regulations  in  a  proper  manner,  and  an 
earnest  devotion  to  the  soldiers  and  their  dependent  ones. 

I  would'^eamestly  suggest  that  all  questions  asked  in  Inspection 
Blanks,  be  fully  answered  by  Assistant  Inspectors,  and  the  true  condi- 
tion of  the  Corps  be  given  under  the  head  of  remarks. 

That  special  attention  be  given  by  the  Department  Officers  to  the 
visiting  and  instruction  of  small  Corps  remote  from  headquarters. 
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The  cost  of  Inspection  was  seventy-seven  dollars  and  eighty-nine 
cents.  This  reduction  in  the  cost  of  Inspection  from  former  years 
was  on  account  of  the  division  of  the  Department  into  Districts,  and 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  Inspectors,  thereby  saving  traveling  ex- 
penses. 

The  work  of  the  Ritual  is  memorized  by  five  Corps,  and  partly  so 
by  all  others.  In  most  instances  it  is  otherwise  accurately  performed. 
The  work  of  the  Corps  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  show  improvement, 
and  where  errors  do  occur,  it  is  more  from  the  lack  of  experience  than 
from  any  other  cause. 

I  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Corps 
visited,  who  made  my  stay  among  them  so  pleasant.  I  will  cherish 
only  bright  memories  of  the  work,  which  has  been  not  only  pleasant, 
but  profitable  to  me.  To  the  Assistant  Inspectors,  who  have  in  every 
instance  performed  the  work  faithfully  and  promptly  I  am  greatly  in- 
debted. 

To  our  worthy  President,  Mary  L.  Carr,  who  honored  me  with  the 

appointment  of  Inspector,  I  am  under  special  obligations,  for  assuming 

so  much  of  the  work,  and  also  for  kindly  advice  given.    I  trust  the 

effort  to  perform  the  duties  of  my  office  promptly  and  conscientiously 

will  evince  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred.

It  started 
out  with  twelve  Charter  members.  The  officeis  are  a  very  energetic 
class  of  women. 

Most  Corps  report  joint  installation  with  Posts.  Several  had 
musical  entertainments,  while  others  report  having  refreshments  and 
a  good  time  generally.  I  have  not  done  as  much  work  as  I  should 
like  to  have  done,  owing  to  poor  health  and  absence  from  the  Depart- 
ment, all  of  last  summer. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  which  I 
received  from  officers  and  members  of  the  W.  R.  C,  and  to  our 
esteemed  President  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  and  heartfelt 
thanks  for  the  many  kind  words  spoken  and  written. 

I  would  suggest  that  all  Corps  hold  public  and  joint  installations 
with  Posts,  whenever  practicable. 

I   would   also  suggest  that   Corps   Presidents    forward   report  of 
installations  direct  to  Instituting  and  Installing  officer,  as  it  will  save 
annoyance  and  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  correspondence.

Madam: — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  office  of  t* 

Counselor  to  the  Department  President.  I  have  the  honor  to  present 
the  following  report,  which  includes  the  questions  submitted  by  her, 
with  the  opinions  given.  fj 

June  3,  1893.-  | 

1.  Question.  Does  a  member  ever  pay  dues  in  advance  when  she 
takes  a  Transfer  Card  ? 

Answer.  She  should  not.  If  her  dues  are  paid,  the  President  shall 
give  her  a  Transfer  Card,  signed  by  herself  and  the  Secretary,  upon 
verba)  or  written  application  to  the  President  at  a  regular  meeting. 
Chap.  II.  Art.  IV.  Sec  2,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Question.  How  were  delegates'  expenses  paid  to  the  National 
Convention  last  year  ?  Is  there  authority  for  paying  expenses  of  the 
delegate-at-large,  out  of  the  Department  funds  ? 

Answer.  Last  year  (1891),  the  transportation  committee  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  gave  transportation  to  five 
representatives  of  the  W.  R.  C.  to  Detroit  and  return.  I  can  find  no 
authority  for  paying  the  expenses  of  the  delegate-at-large  to  National 
Conventions  from  the  Department  Funds. 

January  2,  1893. — 

3.  Question.  Is  it  necessary  to  detail  Past  Corps  Presidents  to  in- 
stall the  officers  of  the  Corps  of  which  they  are  members  ? 

Answer.  It  is  not  necessary,  but  if  a  Post  Commander  or  a  member 
from  another  Corps  be  selected  by  the  officers  elect,  the  Department 
President  must  detail  the  one  selected,  according  to  Sec.  3,  of  Chap. 
II.  Art.  VII. 

January  2,  1893. 

4.  Question.  If  Corps  fail  to  elect  officers  in  December  at  the  first 
regular  meeting,  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  if 
they  do  not  elect  at  all,  what  then  ? 
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Answer.  I  understand  that  Annie  Wittenmeyer  our  highest  author- 
ity, approves  of  election  of  officers  at  adjourned  meetings,  or  at 
special  meetings,  in  emergencies.  See  Red  Book,  pages  57,  58  and  59. 
Small  Corps  would  sometimes  be  lost,  were  it  not  for  this  provision. 
At  the  first  regular  meeting  in  December,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present, 
"the  members  present  should  adjourn  from  month  to  month,  until 
they  can  secure  a  quorum;  a  record  of  the  proceedings  should  be  kept 
by  the  Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro-tem,  and  all  the  business  they  have 
transacted  should  be  reviewed  and  acted  upon  when  a  quorum  is  se- 
cured, in  order  to  make  the  work  legal."  This  method  was  allowed 
in  a  Corps  in  Maine,  by  the  National  President,  when  they  could  not 
secure  a  quorum  through  the  winter  months.  Of  course,  in  this  case 
the  officers  could  not  have  been  elected  in  December.  Adjourned 
meetings  only  occur  when  there  is  not  a  quorum  present.  Corps 
Presidents  always  close  the  regular  meetings. 

February,  1893.— 

5.  Question.  Under  the  head  of  "Admission  for  Membership"  in 
Rules  and  Regulations  it  says  that  the  initiation  fee  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  dollar.  Are  Corps  not  at  liberty  to  made  it  more  than  one 
dollar? 

Answer.  Charter  fee  is  fixed  by  National  Convention  at  one  dollar. 
(National  President  Charity  Rusk  Craig  in  circular  letter  No.  2,  of 
Journal  of  Seventh  National  Convention.)  The  admission  fee  of 
Charter  members  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  members  admitted  on 
application.     Chap.  II.  Sec.  1,  R.  &  R. 

April  14,  1893.— 

6.  Question.  Can  a  Corps  by  its  By-Laws,  establish  a  fee  for  re- 
instatement of  members  dropped?  Several  Corps  have  a  fee  establish- 
ed, and  I  have  not  approved  it. 

Answer.  You  are  right.  It  is  contrary  to  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions for  Corps  to  establish  such  a  fee.  (Chap.  V.  Art.  IV.  Sec.  2  of 
R.  &  Reg.)  In  this  section  under  the  head  of  arrearages,  Corps  will 
find  that  the  fee  for  re-instatement  must  be  decided  (and  paid)  when 
the  member  is  re-instated,  and  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  on  that  day. 

The  year  has  been  filled  with  constant  work  for  our  Department 
President.  She  has  taken  many  a  long  and  wearisome  journey,  nec- 
essitating night  travel,  for  the  instruction  and  encouragement  of  small 
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Corps.  Care  and  anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  this  great  Department 
have  been  her  constant  companions,  and  she  has  worked  as  only  one 
could,  who  had  her  whole  heart  enlisted  for  its  success. 

Her  faithfulness  and  thoroughness  could  not  have  been  excelled. 
This  fact  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  week  by  week,  with  the 
questions  she  has  propounded  for  her  Counselor  to  answer. 

She  has  driven  investigation  through  every  National  Journal  and 
other  sources  back  to  the  very  inception  of  the  Order  for  exact  knowl- 
edge of  the  work. 

Having  been  present  at  the  National  Organization  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  in  Denver  in  1883,  she  has  watched  its  progress  with  all 
the  interest  of  a  charter  member,  and  has  become  by  her  untiring 
energy  eminently  qualified  for  any  work  in  this  Order,  and  particular-  fj 

ly  to  secure  to  it  a  historv  of  its  progress  in  this  Department. 

I  thoroughly  appreciate  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  Corps 
through  the  Department  President.  5 

In  closing  this  report  of  my  third  year  of  Department  Work.  I  wish 
to  assure  our  Department  President,  that  her  confidence  in  my  knowl-  m 

edge  of  the  rules  governing  our  Order,  has  been   an   inspiration  to  j| 

me,  as  her  Counselor.  £M

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 


Mary  T.  Brenbarger, 

Department  Secretary: 

Dear  Madam:  As  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  I  submit  the 
following  report: 

My  first  official  act  was  to  dispose  of  the  furniture  belonging  to  the 
Department.  It  may  be  surprising  to  some,  that  we  realized  so  little; 
$4.25;  but  taking  into  consideration,  that  it  had  to  be  moved,  and  that 
we  had  no  place  to  move  it,  you  will  see  that  it  was  advisable  to  sell 
it  at  a  nominal  price.  The  amount  realized  from  this  sale  was  placed 
in  the  Department  Relief  Fund.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit 
eleven  Corps,  besides  my  own,  during  the  year.  I  have'Jormed  many 
new  acquaintances,  and  I  am  proud  to  say  they  are  working  with 
energy,  knowing  that  our  work  is  not  like  most  charitable  work  to  go 
on  to  the  end  of  time,  but  will  end  in  a  few  years  when  the  last  hero 
and  his  dependent  ones  is  at  rest. 

The  Corps  most  remote  from  home  which  I  visited,  was  Battle 
Mountain  Corps  at  Red  Cliff.  One  Sabbath  morning  I  climbed  the 
mountain  to  the  Cemetery,  and  although  it  was  several  weeks  after 
Memorial  Day  the  Flag  and  Wreath  were  there  to  mark  the  last  rest- 
ing place  of  Soldiers,  and  to  show  to  strangers  the  work  of  our  sis- 
ters. Unexpectedly  I  met  our  President  there,  which  added  to  the 
interest  of  the  visit. 

I  visited  the  Corps  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  City,  Manitou, 
and  Pueblo,  officially.  I  intended  to  go  to  Canon  City  had  I  not  been 
notified  that  it  would  be  of  no  use.  In  company  with  our  President,  I 
attended  a  camp-fire  at  Pueblo.  I  have  made  one  trip  to  Greeley,  to 
meet  the  Auditing  Committee.  I  have  attended  all  meetings  of  the 
Council,  and  have  failed  but  once  to  meet  with  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. What  little  I  have  done  was  at  my  expense.  If  I  have  in 
any  way  lightened  the  burdens  of  our  President,  I  am  amply  repaid. 
She  says  in  her  address  that  she  has  written  600  letters,  of  that  num- 
ber I  have  received  about  thirty,  and  you  will  see  that  I  have  had 
something  to  do  to  answer  her  letters. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  administration  I  promised  to  assist 
to  the  best  of  my  ability.     If  I  have  failed  to  perform  any  duties  as- 
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signed  me  it  was  unintentional.  I  have  often  gone  to  our  President 
for  advice,  and  it  was  so  kindly  given,  that  I  have  not  felt  as  though 
I  was  trespassing  upon  her  valuable  time.  To  my  associate  officers,  I 
have  the  kindest  of  feelings  and  love;  not  one  unkind  word  has  been 
spoken. 

My  work  has  been  very  pleasant  to  me,  and  I  should  lay  it  down  in 
sadness,  did  I  not  know  that  one  more  capable  would  take  it  up.

Dear  Madam:  It  gives  your  committee  great  pleasure  to  report  to 
you  what  we  have  done  toward  assisting  a  few  of  our  comrades,  and 
their  families,  for  the  past  year. 

I  received  my  appointment  July  ist,  1892,  the  beginning  of  the 
second  quarter  of  our  year. 

I  had  no  call  for  relief  during  the  month  of  July  and  August.  In 
September,  1892,  furnished  two  tickets  for  two  comrades,  one  to  Pueb- 
lo, S4.60,  and  one  to  Leadville  $7.50,  the  whole  amount  being  Si 2. 10, 
also  furnished  employment  for  two  widows  of  our  comrades.     This  Jj 

was  all  we  did  for  the  second  Quarter,  ending  September  30th,  1892.  4 

Third  Quarter  beginning  October  ist,  1892. 

Furnished  Transportation  for  an  Army  Nurse  to  Los  Angeles. 
California.  As  I  had  no  means  at  the  time,  and  she  being  sick,  and 
very  anxious  to  go,  I  thought  best  to  send  her.  I  called  on  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  this  City,  and  also  on  the  various  Corps,  and  the 
Ladies  Aid,  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  ot  Veterans  of  this  City,  and  through 
their  kind  assistance  raised  $30.00  which  was  the  fare  to  the  above 
named  City.  I  paid  $2.50  for  a  berth  in  the  sleeper,  and  gave  her 
S2.50  for  traveling  expenses,  and  also  a  lunch  which  amounted  to 
seventy  five  cents,  the  whole  amounting  to  $35-75*  $5-75  of  which  I 
paid  myself. 
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October  15th,  1892,  I  received  from  the  Department  $15.00,  and  as- 
sisted a  family  of  two  to  $3.00  m  cash,  and  also  furnished  employment 
to  three  Daughters  of  Veterans,  the  above  being  all  we  did  during  the 
third  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1892. 

Money  received  during  third  quarter,  amounted  to  $15.00  and 
money  expended  amounted  to  $8.75.  Amount  on  hand  at  the  end  of 
third  quarter,  $6.25. 

Fourth  Quarter,  beginning  January  ist,  1893. 

Assisted  two  families,  of  two  and  three  persons  each,  to  coal  amount- 
ing to  $8.00. 

On  January  21st,  I  received  $25.00  from  the  Department,  and  on 
Febuary  14th,  assisted  a  family  to  coal  amounting  to  $4.00,  and  also 
to  groceries  amounting  to  $4.90.  March  ist,  1893,  assisted  a  widow  to 
$1.00  in  cash,  and  on  March  31st,  received  $30.00  from  the  Depart- 
ment to  send  to  Colorado  Springs,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  three 
orphan  children,  whose  father  was  a  soldier  in  the  late  war.  Himself 
and  wife  both  died  leaving  the  children  destitute,  and  the  Corps  in 
Colorado  Springs  worked  so  hard  to  take  care  of  them,  by  giving 
dime  socials,  that  our  President  thought  it  best  to  send  them  $30.00 
as  it  would  be  a  little  help  to  them;  the  above  being  all  we  did  for  our 
year  ending  March  31st,  1893. 

Money  received  from  October  15th,  1892,  to  March  31st,  1893, 
amounted  to  $70.00  and  money  expended  from  October  15th,  1892,  to 
March  31st,  1893,  amounted  ^-$55.65,  leaving  a  total  amount  on  hand 
of  $14.35. 

First  Quarter,   beginning  April    i,  1893,  ending  June  i,  1893. 

April  14th,  assisted  a  family  to  coal  amounting  to  $2.25,  and  also  to 
$2.50  in  cash,  April  19th,  assisted  a  family  in  Eastonville  Colo.,  to 
$10.00  in  cash.  The  above  being  all  we  have  done  so  far  during  this 
quarter. 

April  ist,  1893,  amount  of  cash  on  hand,  $14-35*  amount  expended 
$14.75.

Department  Secretary: 

The  description  of  a  journey  is  no  longer  very  interesting.  In 
traveling,  as  in  many  other  things,  comfort  and  speed  have  been  attain- 
ed at  a  sacrifice  ot  the  picturesque,  and  we  pass  swiftly  toward  the  destin- 
ed end  in  monotonous  ease.  We  all  know  that  a  special  G.  A.  R. 
train  is  sure  to  be  a  sociable  one.  There  are  some  differences  between 
it  and  an  ordinary  train.  Even  the  ladies  do  not  retain  their  seats, 
but  there  is  a  good  deal  of  visiting  around  between  the  cars,  and 
pleasant  acquaintances  are  made  and  continued. 

There  are,  however,  some  inconveniences  connected  with  special 
trains.  More  than  the  usual  care  is  needed  to  avert  danger,  and  they 
are  very  liable  to  be  side-tracked,  and  thus  liable  to  delay.  We  exper- 
ienced no  inconveniences  from  these  causes,  except  a  brief  delay  in 
Chic-iO,  until  we  were  going  eastward  through  Kentucky  and  West 
Virginia  on  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio.  There  the  great  number  of 
special  trains  made  traveling  in  blocks  necessary,  and  we  were  subject 
to  frequent  stoppages.     At    the  same  time  we  were  so  well  assured 
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through  the  reports  of  comrades  who  had  been  making  observations, 
of  the  provisions  for  our  safety  made  by  the  railroads,  that  we  could 
both  lay  us  down  and  sleep  in  peace,  free  from  any  anxiety. 

This  also  was  the  most  beautiful  part  of  our  route.  I  once  heard  a 
speaker  in  Denver  exclaim, — "Who  after  beholding  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains would  care  to  look  at  the  Alleghenies  ?  "Certainly  I  would,  for 
one.  The  gently  rounded  and  heavily  wooded  slopes  of  the  Allegheny 
and  Blue  Ridge  contrast  beautifully  with  our  rough  and  craggy  peaks. 
Then  too,  we  saw  them  in  gala  attire.  Not  only  were  the  villages  and 
cabins  by  which  we  passed  decorated  with  our  national  red,  white  and 
blue,  but  the  wooded  hills  themselves  had  assumed  our  National  and 
Department  colors,  and  flung  out  boughs  of  red  and  yellow  to  greet 
us.  It  must  be  acknowledged  that  the  class  of  inhabitants  who  gave 
us  the  most  jubilant  greeting,  belonged  to  what  is  generally  called  the 
colored  race,  though  of  the  shade  said  to  indicate  the  absence  of  color. 
It  is  not  strange  that  the  trains  loaded  with  representatives  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Union  should  have  a  special,  glad  significance  to 
them. 

Our  route  had  been  chosen  partly  with  the  view  to  passing  through 
a  section  which  had  once  been  the  scene  of  many  battles,  where  once 
"The  earth  was  covered  thick  with  other  clay,  which  her  own  clay 
should  cover."  There  were  some  of  the  comrades  to  whom  that 
country  had  once  been  as  familiar  as  the  places  where  they  had  grown 
up,  perhaps  more  so,  for  they  had  studied  it  with  faculties  sharpened 
by  peril,  but  now  it  wore  the  face  of  a  stranger.  Nature's  beneficent 
hand  is  always  stretched  forth  to  heal,  and  as  far  as  possible  efface  the 
scars  of  war.  It  is  said  that  during  the  long  hot  summer  that  follow- 
ed the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  the  vast  host  entomed  there  caused  the 
ground  to  heave  and  swell  as  though  the  heart  of  nature  throboed 
with  pain  for  the  many  gallant  hearts  that  had  ceased  to  throb,  and 
now  rested  in  her  bosom.  But  the  next  season  saw  only  a  greener 
sward,  and  more  luxuriant  growth.  So  here,  where  our  soldiers  re- 
membered hills  denuded  of  their  trees  for  the  sake  of  warmth  or 
shelter  or  defence,  they  found  them  crowned  with  the  rank  young 
growth  of  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  delays  of  the  previous  day  and  night  were  compensated  by  the 
fact  that  we  passed  over  some  of  this  historic  ground  by  daylight, 
which  otherwise  we  should  not  have  done.  After  a  brief  detention  at 
that  stronghold  of  secession,  Alexandria,  we  arrived  in  Washington  a 
little   after   noon   on    Monday,  Sept.   19th.  and   as  soon  as  crowded 
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vehicles  would  permit,  found  our  way  to  equally  crowded  hotels. 
After  a  hurried  luncheon  and  toilet  we  went  to  the  Ebbitt  House, 
where  carriages  were  prepared  to  take  the  dignitaries  of  the  W.  R.  C, 
and  such  other  delegates  as  there  should  be  room  for,  to  drive  around 
the  city  of  Washington,  and  out  to  the  beautiful  Soldiers'  Home  which 
lies  encircled  by  fine  grounds  some  five  miles  from  the  city.  Time 
did  not  permit  us  to  leave  the  carriages  and  enter  the  Home  at  all,  for 
afternoons  in  the  middle  of  September  are  brief;  we  did,  however, 
dismount  for  a  few  moments  at  the  tomb  of  Logan,  which  is  near  the 
Home. 

From  whence  under  the  sun  comes  the  itching  for  immortality  that 
prompts  the  American  traveller  to  leave  his  name  everywhere?  He 
mars  magnificent  scenery  by  tracing  it  on  the  rocks,  and  when  he  visits 
the  tombs  of  those  whom  his  country  honors, 

"Like  robin  red-breast,  painfully, 
He  covers  them  with  leaves*' 

from  his  note-book,  or  flings  his  card  through  the  bars  to  show  that 
John  Smith  has  been  paying  his — post  mortem  respects.  At  Mt. 
Vernon  the  Father  of  our  Country  sleeps  undisturbed  under  an  un-  B 

usual  pile  of  this  rubbish.  B 

That  evening  we — your  President,  Senior  Vice  and  myself — hired  a 
carriage  and  drove  down  to  the  reception  to  be  held  in  the  rotunda 
of  the  Capitol,  but  there  were  thousands  before  us.  The  great  steps 
were  one  surging  mass  of  humanity,  and  if  a  little  crevice  was  found 
in  it,  there  were  as  many  applicants  therefor,  as  there  have  been  for 
every  office  since  inauguration  day.  We  afterwards  discovered  that 
there  were  some  of  the  Colorado  delegation  who,  finding  that  they 
could  not  enter  by  the  door,  had  "climbed  up  some  other  way,"  but  to 
us  this  seemed  to  be  one  of  the  occasions  when  "discretion  was  the 
better  part  of  valor,"  so  we  made  a  masterly  retreat  to  headquarters. 

On  the  morning  of  Monday  the  green,  south  of  the  President's 
mansion,  which  had  been  known  as  the  White  Lot  was  dedicated  with 
suitable  ceremonies  as  Grand  Army  Place,  thus  becoming  a  perpetual 
memorial  of  the  Twenty-sixth  G.  A.  R.  Convention.  This  place  was 
the  chosen  spot  for  various  patriotic  and  military  re-unions,  and  was 
fitted  up  with  five  large  tents  for  that  purpose,  and  numerous  smaller 
ones,  which  served  as  headquarters  for  many  posts.  A  full  sized 
model  of  the  Kearsarge  served  as  the  headquarters  for  the  old  sailors, 
many  of  whom  felt  quite  at  home,  doubtless,  on  the  destroyer  of  the 
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Alabama.  There  were  also  extensive  barracks  in  two  places  which 
offered  free  lodging  to  about  25,000  old  soldiers,  and  it  was  estimated 
that  the  public  schools  accommodated  as  many  more. 

On  Tuesday  before  nine  o'clock,  we  were  on  our  way  to  the  grand 
stand  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  see  the  Parade.  The  curbstone 
was  already  lined  with  a  crowd  about  five  feet  deep,  and  the  houses 
were  bordered  with  another  throng;  but  between  the  two  there  was  a 
moving  mass,  through  which  we  pressed,  often  trying  to  induce  the 
outer  crowd  to  allow  us  to  cross  the  street  and  go  up  higher,  a  feat  we 
finally  accomplished. 

Twenty-seven  years  before,  the  hosts  of  Grant,Sherman  and  Sheridan 
had  marched  through  the  Capitol  City.  They  were  but  a  small  part 
of  the  military  force  of  the  United  States  then  in  existence.  It  has 
been  estimated  on  an  average  of  three  year's  service  that  over  2,320,000 
men  enlisted  during  the  war.  In  May,  1865,  this  military  force  was 
something  over  a  million.  The  arrny  which  passed  through  Washing- 
ton in  the  grand  review  of  that  year  numbered  only  about  150,000. 
The  grand  army  of  the  dead  outnumbered  them  by  100,000,  but  never 
since  the  foundation  of  the  world  has  such  a  review  been  witnessed. 
Hosts  of  veterans  as  brave  have  marched  home  triumphant  from 
righteous  war,  but  these  were  citizen  soldiers.  Not  men  who  had 
chosen  military  life  as  a  pursuit,  but  men  who  had  been  drilled  in  the 
exercise  of  life's  useful  callings,  and  by  the  performance  of  its  usual 
duties  to  that  character  which  makes  a  man  brave  and  loyal  in  time 
of  danger.  They  came  fresh  from  the  field  with  all  the  paraphernalia 
of  camp  and  battle;  their  faces  bronzed  with  exposure,  and  often  worn 
with  suffering,  now  radiant  with  the  joy  of  victory  and  the  longed  for 
home  coming,  and  as  for  two  days  they  passed  through  the  garlanded 
streets,  the  people  turned  out  to  meet  them. 

Through  the  same  streets,  garlanded  and  decorated  with  the  national 
colors  in  every  imaginable  device,  crowded  with  people,  and  hailed 
with  enthusiastic  greetings  an  army  of  about  75,000  old  soldiers 
marched  on  the  20th  of  September,  1892,  along  the  smooth,  wide 
avenues  greatly  improved  since  1865.  Xerxes  viewed  a  much  greater 
host,  but  it  was  an  army  of  slaves,  driven  forward  in  battle  by  the  lash. 

There  were  no  young  faces,  save  those  of  the  children,  occasionally 
admitted  to  march  with  their  fathers.  Some  of  these  soldiers  had 
past  the  age  when  military  duty  can  be  required  when  they  en- 
listed, yet  they  did  not  seem  old;  enthusiasm  rejuvenated  them.  One 
comrade,  quite  feeble,  came  to  rest  on  the  stand  where  we  were  seated; 
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he  was  from  a  Maine  Company,  and  was  85  years  old,  but  even  in  his  \ 

case  the  name  was — Young.  1 

Your  delegation  had  excellent  seats  on  the  right  of  the  grand  stand 
of  the  reviewing  officer,  which  gave  a  long  view  of  both  the  advancing 
and  receding  procession,  marching  often  in  double  files  of  12.  Some- 
times the  long  line  of  twenty-four  abreast  was  firm  and  straight,  and 
sometimes  it  wavered.  "The  boys  can't  march  now  as  they  did  25 
years  ago,"  said  an  old  man  who  sat  by  me.  It  was  small  wonder  if 
that  was  so,  for  many  of  them  had  left  a  leg  on  the  battlefield,  or  in 
the  hospital,  and  in  some  cases  both  legs  were  represented  by  wooden  | 

members.     Occasionally  the  emergency  ambulance  passed  down  the  \ 

avenue  to  give  succor  to  some  one  who  was  worn  out.  From  about 
nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  five  in  the  afternoon  that  march 
continued,  and  then  passed  into  the  pages  of  history — a  chapter  never 
to  be  repeated.  f 

I  have  not  attempted  to  describe  it;  even  if  I  were  equal  to  the  task 
the  time  required  would  be  too  great.  For  six  hours  I  sat  and  watch- 
ed the  moving  sea  of  faces,  stayed  with  a  doughnut,  and  comforted 
with  a  chicken  sandwich  purchased  from  one  of  those  friends  in  need 
who  go  round  with  a  covered  basket  on  such  occasions,  and  then  I  left 
unwillingly,  for  fear  "this  feeble  flesh  should  fail."  I 

That  evening,  and  every  evening,  there  were  numerous  receptions, 
illuminations,  campfires,  etc.,  for  those  who  were  able  to  attend  them. 

On  the  following  morning  at  9:30,  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  W.  R.  C.  Convened.  The  eight  hour  law  did  not  apply  to  it,  ex- 
cept, perhaps,  on  the  second  day.  The  opening  session  lasted  without 
intermission  from  9:30  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  and  after  an  hour's  recess  from 
5  p.  m  to  9  p.  m.  On  Friday  the  morning  session  was  from  9  a.  m.  to 
1:30  p.  m;  the  afternoon  from  2:30  to  8  p.  m.,  and  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  many  were  obliged  to  leave  the  next  morning,  after  an  hour's 
intermission  we  convened  again,  adjourning  at  midnight.  The  Satur- 
day afternoon  meeting  did  not  adjourn  until  after  the  installation  of 
officers  at  9:30  p.  m. 

One  of  the  pleasant  things  noticeable  about  that  convention  was 
the  evident  determination  to  do  its  work  well.  The  lateness  of  the 
hour  and  the  weariness  of  mind  and  body  were  not  sufficient  reasons 
for  passing  over  or  hurrying  through  important  measures  without  time 
for  discussion  and  comprehension.  It  requires  no  little  mental 
alertness  to  follow  repeatedly  the  transformation  of  questions  through 
the  caterpillar,  grub  and  butterfly,  state  of  existence,  and  perhaps  to 
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See  them  shorn  of  their  wings  return  again  to  the  quiescent  chrysalis, 
or  it  may  be  crawl  off  in  their  original  form.  If  there  was  in  one  case 
a  question  whose  form  so  deceived  the  delegates  that  they  voted  as 
they  had  not  intended,  something  of  the  same  kind  occurred  even  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  when  silver  was  demonetized. 

There  were  some  rather  unpleasant  happenings  connected  with  the 
Convention  which  [  have  hesitated  to  mention,  but  there  are  reasons 
for  referring  to  them.  Firstly,  the  explanations  that  went  over  the 
country  through  the  press  were  in  many  cases  incorrect,  and  secondly, 
the  Order  is  left  with  a  debt,  the  justice  of  which  it  has  a  right  to 
understand. 

Some  preliminary  explanation  as  to  the  orien  and  status  of  what 
was  once  Potomac  Relief  Corps  is  necessary.  In  1886  the  ladies  of 
Washington  applied  for  a  Charter,  making  a  Corps  auxiliary  to  the 
four  Posts  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  G.  A.  R.,  on  the  ground 
that  the  peculiar  circumstances  made  it  impossible  to  sustain  more 
than  one  Corps  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  Department  Presi- 
dent considered  it  beyond  her  power  to  grant  this  request,  but  recom- 
mended special  legislation  on  that  subject  to  the  Convention.  There 
is  no  record  of  action  on  the  subject,  but  during  the  following  year 
such  a  corps  was  formed,  and  at  the  Fifth  Annual  Convention  was 
acknowledged,  and  its  representatives  received. 

During  the  administration  of  Mrs.  Charity  Rusk  Craig,  three  Posts 
of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  G.  A.  R.  asked  for  Corps  auxiliary 
to  them,  a  request  which  according  to  our  rules  and  regulations  could 
not  be  refused.  The  following  year,  three  more  Corps  having  been 
formed  in  the  same  way,  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  was  organiz- 
ed with  seven  Corps,  thus  proving  that  the  conditions,  which  had 
rendered  advisable  the  special  legislation  under  which  Potomac  Relief 
Corps  had  its  birth,  no  longer  existed,  if  indeed  they  ever  had.  This 
Corps  protested  against  the  formation  of  a  Department,  and  was  a 
source  of  continual  trouble  at  National  Conventions.  The  Ninth 
National  Convention  authorized  the  incoming  President  "to  use  her 
prerogative,  and  place  the  Potomac  Relief  Corps  in  the  Department 
of  the  Potomac."  The  clause,  "subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Order,"  was,  unfortunately,  stricken  out,  and  this  gave  Potomac 
Corps  and  its  friends,  an  opportunity  to  claim  the  powers  of  the 
President  were  simply  advisory.  The  President  felt  that  she  was 
bound  to  carry  out  the  real  desire  of  the  Ninth  National  Convention, 
and  having  endeavored    in    every    possible  way  to  induce   Potomac 
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Relief  Corps  to  enter  the  Department  under  the  rules  and  regulations, 
even  so  arranging  that  no  change  of  name  was  necessary,  and  having 
failed,  she  withdrew  its  charter. 

Potomac  Corps  has  many  excellent  women  among  its  members;  it 
has  done  much  charitable  work,  and  numbers  among  its  friends  many 
of  the  most  influential  women  in  Washington.  The  Citizen's  Com- 
mittee were  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  it.  After  the  Citizen's  Com- 
mittee had  tendered  the  courtesies  of  the  city  of  Washington  to  our 
Order,  and  the  tender  had  been  accepted,  Mrs.  Hendricks,  President 
of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  asked  permission  to  furnish  the 
luncheon  during  the  Convention;  this  is  customary,  and  it  was  grant- 
ed. The  National  President  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Citizen's 
Committee,  Miss  Clara  Barton,  notifying  her  that  this  permission  had 
been  granted,  and  received  a  reply,  not  withdrawing  the  courtesies, 
but  stating  plainly  that  if  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  furnished 
the  lunch,  it  would  also  be  necessary  that  it  should  furnish  the  room,  | 

decorations,  music,  in  short — everything.  f 

Perhaps  if  Mrs.  Sanders  had  believed  with  Talleyrand  "that  language 
is  meant  to  conceal  thought"  she  might  have  read  between  the  lines 
the  request  to  withdraw  all  recognition  from  Mrs.  Hendricks.      But  | 

what  should  the  President  do?    Snub  the  obedient  child  for  the  sake  3 

of  the  refractory  one?  She  accepted  the  alternative  and  notified  Mrs. 
Hendricks,  President  of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  of  the  state 
of  affairs.     The  unexpected  load  was  cheerfully  accepted,  and  in  spite  $ 

of  the  disadvantage  that  the  Citizen's  Committee  held  possession  of 
the  churches,  and  were  in  advance  in  almost  everything,  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Potomac  furnished  most  ample  and  beautiful  provision 
for  the  Convention. 

The  church  was  not  very  central;  that  was  the  only  objection.  It 
was  commodious  and  beautifully  decorated.  Nothing  was  omitted 
that  could  add  to  our  comfort  and  convenience.  All  the  little  things 
had  been  thought  of,  and  preparations  were  completed  for  serving  an 
elegant  lunch;  all  this  the  Department  of  the  Potomac,  though  a 
small  one,  expected  to  furnish  at  its  own  expense.  In  these  quarters 
the  Convention  opened,  and  hither,  after  the  opening  exercises  and 
reading  of  the  President's  address,  came  Mrs.  Logan,  as  the  represen- 
tative of  the  Citizen's  Committee,  to  invite  us  to  adjourn  immediately 
to  another  church  and  another  lunch,  and  to  insist  on  our  accepting 
the  invitation.  She  used  various  arguments,  some  of  which  were 
singular,  but  one  of  which  was  cogent.     The  most  singular  one  was, 
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that  which  urged  us  to  reject  the  hospitalities  we  were  already  enjoy- 
ing, because  our  hosts  could  ill  afford  the  expense  they  had  already 
incurred.  The  cogent  argument  was  that  the  injurious  report  would 
go  over  the  whole  country  that  the  National  W.  R.  C.  Convention  had 
rejected  the  hospitalities  of  the  citizens  of  Washington.  And  we  knew 
it  would.  It  would  have  been  furnished  with  wings  gratis.  We  were 
between  the  horns  of  a  dilemma.  Josh  Billings  says  "It  is  better  not 
to  do  too  many  things  you  have  to  explain."  Whichever  course  we 
took  explanations  were  inevitable.  They  could  be  made  to  our  Order; 
to  the  outside  world  they  could  not.  Perhaps  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention was  influenced  also  by  a  belief  that  the  Department  of  the 
Potomac  would  appreciate  our  position,  and  forgive  the  sacrifice  of 
justice  to  expediency.  When  the  Convention  decided  after  eight 
hours  debate  to  adjourn  to  another  church,  and  accept  the  hospitali- 
ties of  the  citizens  of  Washington,  they  could  do  no  less  than  pledge 
the  Order  to  return  the  amount  vainly  expended  by  the  Department 
of  the  Potomac.    The  care  and  labor  they  could  in  no  wise  repay. 

When  either  individuals  or  bodies  decide  questions  on  grounds  of 
expediency,  their  most  satisfactory  afterthought  is:  "Well,  it  was  the 
best  thing  to  be  done  under  the  circumstances."  They  are  never 
elated,  and  seldom  satisfied  with  their  action. 

In  token  of  the  anniversary  of  the  silver  wedding  of  Mrs.  Sue  Pike 
Sanders,  and  doubtless  also  of  the.  appreciation  of  her  faithful  service 
during  a  trying  term  of  office,  she  received  many  elegant  pieces  of  sil- 
ver, a  tea-set,  a  floral  gift,  enclosing  numerous  souvenir  spoons,  a  silver 
tray,  a  bon-bon  box  and  spoon,  and  a  silver  box  of  writing  materials. 
The  election  of  Mrs.  Margaret  R.  Wickens,  from  the  relation  which 
she  sustained  to  the  out-going  administration,  must  also  be  accepted 
as  an  approval  of  the  President's  policy  by  the  Convention.  The 
work  done  by  the  Convention  is  recorded  in  its  published  minutes, 
and  I  fear  I  have  detained  you  too  long  already. 

One  thing  more  might  be  fitly  said:  When  we  consider  the  im- 
mense crowd  which  taxed  the  resources*  of  Washington  during  that 
concourse  of  all  patriotic  conventions,  and  the  size  of  the  city,  and 
also  that  no  other  occasion  would  be  apt  to  call  together  so  many 
that  were  aged  and  feeble,  the  small  number  of  casualties,  accidents 
or  disturbances  of  any  kind  is  gratifying.  The  proportional  increase 
of  population  at  the  Columbian  celebration  in  New  York  the  next 
month  was  much  less,  and  the  list  of  accidents  and  ciimes  immensely 
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greater.  Hence  to  the  memory  of  the  beauty  and  cordial  hospitality 
of  our  Capitol  City  we  must  add  the  belief  that  it  is  in  an  unusual 
degree  orderly  and  well  controlled.

Department  President: 
Dear  Madam: — At   a  meeting  of   the   Council   held   in  Denver, 
March  14th,  it  was  decided  to  procure  a  banner,  one  that  would  be 
suitable  to  use  at  our  Conventions,  and  to  represent  the  Department  at  % 

the  World's  Fair.  A  committee  consisting  of  Mesdames  Janette  L.Todd, 
America  Anderson  and  Katherine  C.  Kennedy,  was  appointed  to  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  the  Council,  with  instructions  to  procure  a  Banner  that 
would  be  a  credit  to  this  Department,  and  to  have  it  ready  at  the 
earliest  time  possible.  After  carefully  considering  the  matter,  and 
advising  with  those  whom  we  thought  could  assist  us,  your  committee 
decided  to  order  through  Comrade  L.  H.  Flanders,  direct  from  the 
Eastern  Factory,  a  white  silk. Banner.  The  painting  and  lettering  we 
thought  best  to  have  done  in  Denver,  thereby  securing  something  we 
consider  appropriate  in  ornamentation,  and  which  we  hope,  will  prove 
pleasing  to  all  of  our  members.  Mrs.  President,  you  requested  all  of 
the  Corps  to  donate  to  the  banner  fund,  whatever  they  felt  like  giving, 
and  forward  the  amount  to  this  committee.  The  following  amounts 
were  received  from  the  Corps,  and  a  receipt  acknowleging  the  same, 
sent  them.

AFTERNOON   SESSION,   WEDNESDAY. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  1:30  p.  m.  by  Department  President. 

Conductors  reported  all  present  members  of  the  Order.  Mrs.

Mrs.  Dodge  stated  that  the  Delegates  to  the  Tenth  National  Con- 
veution,  promised  to  send  a  Souvenir  Spoon,  from  this  Department  to 
the  National  President,  Sue  Pike  Sanders,  but  had  not  been  able  to 
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find  the  one  desired  until  a  few  weeks  ago.  The  spoon  having  a 
design  of  Pike's  Peak,  with  the  well  known*  motto  of  "Pike's  Peak  or 
Bust,"  had  been  duly  forwarded. 

The  report  of  Department  Inspector  was  read  and  referred  to 
Committee. 

Committee  from  G.  A.  R.  was  announced. 

Business  was  suspended  and  Comrades  Essington,  Coulter,  Tarsney 
and  Rollins  were  admitted  and  introduced. 

Comrade  Essington  extended  the  greetings  of  the  Fourteenth 
Annual  Encampment  to  the  Convention. 

Comrade  Coulter,  President  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  Commission, 
read  a  paper  of  much  interest  to  the  Convention,  on  the  condition 
and  management  of  the  Home  at  Monte  Vista. 

Comrade  Rollins  indulged  in  a  few  humorous  remarks. 

Comrade  Tarsney  spoke  in  a  most  appreciative  manner  of  the 
work  of  our  Order. 

The  Comrades  were  then  escorted  from  the  Hall  to  the  music  of 
"Tramp,  Tramp,  Tramp,"  and  the  regular  business  was  resumed.

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade  :— I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you,  and 
through  you  to  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  the  following  statement  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps: 

The  number  of  Corps  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  wa6  thirty-four.  There 
have  been  three  disbanded  and  three  organized,  leaving  the  number  the 
same. 

The  total  number  of  members  of  the  Order  at  the  present  time  is  four- 
teen hundred  and  four,  being  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
members  during  the  year  in  this  Department. 

There  has  been  an  active  interest  manifested  in  relief  work  by  all  the 
Corps,  as  the  following  statement  will  show:

Moved  by  Mrs.  Kennedy,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Hartzell,  that  we  hold 
an  evening  session.  After  some  discussion  as  to  the  advisability  of  it, 
the  motion  prevailed. 

The  Committee  on  Greetings  to  the  G.  A.  R.  having  returned,  Mrs. 
Olney,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  gave  a  report  of  their  enthusiastic 
reception  by  the  Encampment. 
Motion  to  adjourn.     Carried. 
Adjourned  till  7:30  o'clock. 

EVENING   SESSION,   WEDNESDAY,   MAY    1 8. 

Convention  called  to  order  promptly  at  7:30. 

Conductors  reported  all  present  having  the  proper  password. 
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In  the  absence  of  the  Department  Chaplain,  Mary  A.  Condit,  the 
Chaplain's  Report  was  read  by  Frances  S.  Klock,  and  referred  to 
Committee.    (See  list  of  Committees.) 

Mrs.  Klock,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Resolutions,  read  the  fol- 
lowing, which  were  recommended  by  the  Committee  for  adoption  : 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Convention  that  there 
are  within  the  state  of  Colorado,  a  considerable  number  of  destitute  wives 
and  children,  widows  and  orphans  of  Union  Soldiers,  many  of  whom  are 
dependent  upon  the  efforts  of  the  Grand  Army  Posts,  and  of  the  several 
Relief  Corps  of  this  Department,  for  the  necessaries  of  life.    Now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Department  Encampment,  now  in 
session,  is  hereby  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  establishing  the 
Soldier's  Home,  under  which  "those  dependent  upon  Soldiers  are  entitled 
to  the  same  benefits  as  the  Soldiers  themselves"  and  to  the  fact  that  no  pro- 
vision whatever  has  been  made  by  the  Soldiers'  Home  Commission  for  the 
care  or  maintenance  of  such  needy  dependents. 

Resolved,  That  the  Department  Encampment  is  hereby  urged  to  take 
some  action  with  a  view  to  influencing  the  Soldiers'  Home  Commission  to 
make  provision  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  by  the  erection  of  cottages, 
or  by  6ome  other  practicable  plan,  for  the  care  of  needy  soldiers  with 
families  and  for  widows  and  orphans  who  need  assistance. 

Mrs.  Howard  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 
Seconded  by  Mrs.  McGill. 

Mrs.  Hewitt  asked  if  the  Soldiers'  Home  Commission  had  the  power 
to  provide  for  the  widows,  wives  and  dependent  children,  of  old 
Soldiers. 

The  Department  President  stated  that  the  Act  establishing  the 
Home,  gave  this  power  to  the  Commission,  but  as  the  appropriations 
made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  support  of  the  Home  had  heretofore 
not  been  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  the  .old  soldiers,  of  course 
nothing  could  be  done  towards  supporting  their  families,  but  it  seemed 
now  that  some  action  might  be  taken  in  this  matter,  and  the  resolu- 
tions just  read  had  been  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  calling  the  at- 
tention of  the  Encampment  to  the  necessity  of  providing  for  these  de- 
pendent ones. 

Other  states  are  building  cottages  for  the  old  soldiers  and  their 
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wives,  that  they  need  not  be  separated  in  their  old  age,  and  Colorado 
ought  to  be  making  an  effort  in  the  same  direction. 

Mrs.  Hotchkiss  moved  that  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  be  forward- 
ed to  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Encampment  now  in  session.  Second- 
ed by  Mrs.  McGilL     Carried. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Kennedy  that  10:30  o'clock  to-morrow  (Thursday) 
be  set  as  the  hour  for  election  of  officers.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Hotch- 
kiss.   Carried. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Anderson,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Purrier,  that  we  adjourn 
to  meet  at  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.     Carried.

I.  In  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  our  Order,  the 
annual  election  of  Corps  officers  will  occur  on  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
December,  or  at  a  special  meeting  if  necessary  to  conclude  the  election. 
Each  member  of  the  Corps  must  be  notified  of  the  meeting  and  its  object. 

II.  The  election  of  the  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Ninth  Annual 
Department  Convention  will  take  place  at  the  same  meeting.  The  ratio 
of  representation  is  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  for  every  twenty 
members  in  good  standing  as  reported  at  the  close  of  the  third  quarter 
ending  September  30th,  1892,  and  one  delegate  and  alternate  for  a  final 
fraction  for  more  than  one  half  that  number. 

III.  Each  Corps  is  entitled  to  one  delegate. and  one  alternate  whatever 
its  membership  may  be. 

IV.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  officers.  Only 
those  pledging  themselves  to  faithfully  carry  out  the  work  entrusted  to 
their  hands  should  be  selected.

The  Memorial  Day  of  the  Nation  is  close  at  hand.  It  comes  when  nature 
is  putting  forth  bud  and  blossom  ready  for  gentle  hands  to  gather  and 
weave  in  tokens  of  remembrance.  Each  year  adds  new  mounds  on  which 
to  place  our  offering  of  tiowers.  Tbe  rapidly  lessening  ranks  of  the  Grand 
Army  reminds  us  that  our  mission  as  an  auxiliary  to  assist  them  in  honor- 
ing their  dead  comrades,  will  soon  be  ended.  Let  us  then  while  we  may. 
with  feelings  of  gratitude  and  a  just  appreciation  of  their  services  to  our 
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country,  unite  with  them  in  decorating  the  last  resting  places  of  those  who 
gave  their  lives  that  the  Union  might  be  preserved. 

The  small  white  headstone  bearing  the  word  "Unknown,"  marks  the 
graves  of  thousands  "who  went  forth  in  early  manhood  never  to  return" — 
for  these,  the  loved  of  many  homes,  bring  flowers  in  abundance;  garland 
with  blossoms,  mound,  monument  or  cenotaph,  wherever  erected  to  these 
"unknown  heroes."  Forget  not  the  lonely  graves  scattered  throughout  the 
South  land: — 

"They  who  in  mountain  and  hillside  and  dell, 
Rest  where  they  wearied,  and  lie  where  they  fell." 

Remember  the  graves  of  the  army  nurses — those  whose  gentle  hands 
ministered  to  the  sick  and  suffering  in  camp  and  hospital — their  patriotic 
devotion  should  never  be  forgotten.  *    • 

Wherever  practicable,  let  the  children  take  an  active  part  in  the  exer- 
cises of  the  day,  that  their  minds  may  become  imbued  with  patriotic  im- 
pulses, which  will  develope  in  them  the  principles  of  Liberty  and  Justice, 
and  a  spirit  of  Loyalty  for  the  Union  that  was  preserved  to  us  by  so  great  a 
sacrifice.

The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Monte 
Vista,  has  made  an  extra  demand  for  beds  and  bedding,  which  the  Home, 
for  want  of  means,  is  unable  to  furnish. 

From  correspondence  with  the  Commandant,  I  learn  that,  though  the 
Home  is  crowded,  yet  room  can  be  made  for  six  more  cots.  If  these  can 
be  furnished,  a  number  of  applicants  who  are  now  waiting  can  be  admitted. 

These  cots  will  cost  with  furnishings,  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  are 
of  the  same  kind  as  those  furnished  the  Home  last  year  by  the  different 
Corps. 

It  is  not  expected  that  small  Corps  can  aid  very  largely,  but  any  amount, 
however  small,  contributed  for  the  benefit  of  these  needy  veterans  will  be 
gratefully  received.  This  matter  is  presented  to  the  Corps  for  their  con- 
sideration, and  I  trust  will  receive  immediate  attention.  All  moneys  con- 
tributed will  be  forwarded  to  Department  Treasurer,  and  the  amount  will 
be  credited  to  the  contributing  Corps  in  next  General  Order. 

On  my  trip  of  Inspection  I  found  several  Corps  had  become  apathetic, 
not  having  any  Relief  work  to  do.  Now  is  the  time  for  active  duty:  the 
cold  winter  days  bring  suffering  to  many  an  old  soldier  and  his  dependent 
ones.  Search  them  out,  carry  to  them  a  Christmas  greeting  of  kind  words 
and  practical  remembrances.  Your  own  joys  on  the  "glad  morn"  will  be 
made  more  joyous  by  having  given  "unto  one  of  the  least  of  these.'* 

To  each  and  every  member  of  our  Corps  I  extend  a  "Christmas  Greet- 
ing," and  may  the  New  Year  just  dawning  upon  us,  find  us  prepared  to 
move  bravely  on  in  the  Work.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  TENTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION. 


rpHE  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Belief  Corps,  De- 
-*-  parfcment  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  assembled  in  Armory 
Hall,  Aspen,  Colorado,  at  250  o'clock  p.  m,,  June  13,  1894,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Department  President,  Laura  S.  Dodge.  All 
united  in  repeating  the  Lord's  prayer,  led  by  Mrs.  Fitch,  Chaplain  of 
Winfield  Scott  Corps,  No.  19,  of  Aspen,  followed  by  singing  the  Opening 
Ode.  Department  President  announced  that  if  there  were  no  objections 
the  session  would  remain  open  until  after  the  reading  of  her  address. 
Alice  S.  Hardesty,  President  of  Winfield  Scott  Corps,  No.  19,  of  Aspen, 
then  advanced  to  the  platform,  and  welcomed  the  members  in  a  brief 
address,  as  follows : 

Members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming — 

On  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Aspen  and  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  we  extend  to  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  Aspen,  and 
hope  that  our  endeavors  to  make  your  visit  a  pleasant  one  will  be  satis- 
factory in  every  way.  We  fully  appreciate  the  honor  that  has  been 
shown  to  us  by  our  Department;  that  there  were  places  easier  to  reach 
than  Aspen,  and  with  less  expense  to  the  Department.  This  we  fully 
realize,  and  so  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  En- 
campment this  year— this  year  of  all  times,  when  the  financial  condition 
of  our  country  is  such  as  to  cause  us  the  gravest  fears  as  to  the  ultimate 
result  of  present  legislation;  but  we  can  only  hope  that  all  strife  will  be 
settled  peaceably. 

Once  more  we  have  come  together  to  review  the  work  of  the  past 
year,  and  as  I  look  over  this  assembly  of  earnest,  patriotic  women,— few 
indeed  of  them  but  had  some  soldier  relative,— I  am  forcibly  reminded 
that  we  are  on  the  down -hill  side  of  life;  but  I  rejoice  that  a  few  years 
of  our  lives  have  been  given  to  so  noble  a  work  as  that  done  by  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  As  one  Corps  we  cannot  do  much,  but  as  an 
aggregation  of  one  hundred  thousand  we  can  do  a  great  deal,  and  we  do. 

Ladies.  I  am  proud  that  I  am  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  bnt  I  am  still  more  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  is  the  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.     I  can  never 
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•while  life  lasts  feel  anything  but  gratitude  to  the  veterans  of  the  late 
vrar,  and  may  we,  the  recipients  of  the  maDy  blessings  and  comforts  of       \ 
this  life,  that  was  so  dearly  purchased  by  the  heroes  who  so  nobly  sacri-       \ 
need  their  lives,  and  all  else  that  was  dear  to  their  hearts,  in  order  that       j 
this  might  be  a  free  country,  show  all  honor  to  the  memory  of  those  who       j 
were  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose  their  lives  in  our  behalf;  and,  after       j 
thirty  years,  we  find  ourselves  drawn  together  from  the  fact  that  we  are 
more  interested  in  the  old  soldier  now  than  we  were  when  he  was  in  the 
pride  and  strength  of  his  early  manhood.    As  we  get  older  we  realize       | 
how  much  we  owe  him;  to  us  he  is  all  that  is  noble  and  grandly  patriotic. 

I  would  say  a  few  words  in  behalf  of  our  loyal  women.    I  do  not 
think  I  would  do  them  justice  if  I  praised  them  for  an  hour.    They  have '     j 
not  the  same  incentive  that  we,  the  relatives  of  soldiers,  have,  to  work  in 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  yet  there  are  times  innumerable  that 
they  make  us  feel  ashamed  of  ourselves.    They  give  of  their  means  so 
unselfishly,  devote  their  time  and  energy  to  this  great  work,  and  take  as        \ 
much  pride  in  the  Grand  Army  as  we  do.    Did  someone  ask  why,  I  can        I 
only  answer:    Because  they  are  loyal,  patriotic  American  women,  and 
we  are  proud  of  the  bond  of  fraternity  that  unites  us  and  makes  us  one        \ 
in  thought  and  action;  and  may  they  be  instrumental  in  perpetuating 
the  memory  of  our  heroic  dead,  when  we,  their  relatives^  have  passed 
over  to  the  other  side,  from  whence  none  ever  return.  1 

Ladies,  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  admit  that  our  city  is  not  at  its  best, 
but  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  disposition  of  its  citizens  is  always  at 
its  best  to  make  it  pleasant  for  all  who  do  us  the  honor  to  visit  our 
mountain  town. 

Once  more,  ladies,  we  welcome  you  heartily  to  Aspen. 


America  Anderson,  of  Denver,  responded  on  behalf  of  the  Conven- 
tion as  follows: 

In  response,  I  desire  to  say,  I  am  sure  that  the  voice  and  sentiments 
of  this  convention  now  assembled  are  responsive  to  every  word  when  I 
say  we  are  truly  grateful  and  fully  appreciate  the  cordial  welcome  the 
dear  sisters  of  Winfield  Scott  Corps  have  extended  to  us. 

We  are  glad  to  meet  these  sisters  and  accept  their  kind  welcome, 
and  also  to  strengthen  the  fraternal  acquaintances  commenced  in  the 
years  past. 

We  come  to  this  beautiful  little  city  to  review  the  work  or  the  year 
and  to  transact  such  business  as  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
beloved  Order. 
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We  regret  the  absence  of  so  many  of  onr  delegates;  while  they  can- 
not meet  with  us,  we  know  their  hearts  are  with  us  in  our  work. 

Before  we  begin  the  sessions  of  this  convention,  I  express  the  earnest 
wish  that  harmony  may  characterize  its  sessions;  and  may  our  legislation 
be  wise,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  those  for  whom  we  work. 

Let  as  renew  our  pledge  of  devotion  to  the  Grand  Army,  and  to  the 
noble  work  of  caring  for  those  who  need  our  help.  Most  of  these  men 
are  past  the  first  half-century,  and  though  still  brave  and  true  as  in  the 
days  of  war,  yet  they  are  on  the  decline  and  will  soon  be  numbered  with 
the  silent  majority  On  the  other  side. 

These  are  the  men  into  whose  hands  the  Nation's  honor  was  com- 
mitted, and  they  preserved  it;  they  laid  their  lives,  their  fortunes  and 
their  sacred  honor  upon  the  altar  of  liberty  to  save  this  beloved  country 
of  ours,  and  now  be  it  our  duty  and  our  pleasure  to  mak<^  their  last  days 
happy,  for 

"  We  need  to  be  kind  to  the  living, 

To  speak  tender  words  while  they're  here; 
For  when  they  are  dead  what  then  may  be  said, 
Will  fall  on  a  heedless  ear." 

In  closing,  I  again  thank  Winfield  Scott  Corps  for  the  interest  you 
have  manifested  in  our  behalf  and  giving  us  such  a  cordial  welcome. 


Department  President  then  delivered  her  address: 


President's  Address. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention — 

When,  at  the  Ninth  Annual  Convention  in  Pueblo,  you  honored  me 
by  electing  me  to  the  highest  office  in  this  Department,  I  promised  to 
serve  you  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  I  am  here  to-day  to 
report  to  you  to  what  extent  and  to  what  purpose  that  promise  has  been 
kept.  Mistakes  have  been  made,— but  they  have  been  of  the  head,  not 
of  the  heart,— for  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  affairs  of  this  De- 
partment have  been  my  chief  care  the  entire  year.  My  first  waking 
thought  and  my  last  at  night  has  been  given  to  you. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  greet  you;  to  take  by  the  hand  the  friends  of 
years,  and  those  with  whom  acquaintance  has  only  been  formed  through 
correspondence.  Let  us  keep  in  mind  that  we  are  here  to  conduct  the 
business  of  this  convention  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Department  in 
the  most  expeditious  manner.  Most  of  us  have  come  a  long  distance 
and  at  considerable  expense,  and  all  feel  that,  in  the  present  deplorable, 
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unsettled  condition  of  our  State,  the  disasters  "which  have  recently  be- 
fallen many  of  our  most  prosperous  towns,  our  "  ain  fireside "  is  the 
place  where  "we  most  desire  to  be. 

May  yotfr  deliberations  be  conducted  with  dignity  and  guided  by 
wisdom.  May  this  convention  go  upon  record  characterized  by  strict 
attention  to  business  to  the  last  degree. 

Confronted  almost  at  the  beginning  of  my  administration  with  a 
financial  panic  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  country,  I  realized  at 
once  that  the  problem  was  not  how  to  add  new  members  and  new  Corps, 
but  how  to  retain  those  already  in  the  fold.    Not  a  majority  of  our 
members  being  among  the  wealthy,  I  knew  the  sum  for  yearly  dues* 
small  as  it  is,  would  be  difficult  for  many  to  raise.    Though  many  letters 
to  Post  Commanders  have  been  written,  urging  upon  them  the  necessity 
of  organizing  Auxiliaries  to  their  Posts,  and  many  biank  applications 
for  Charters  have  been  sent  out,  only  one  Corps  has  been  added  during 
my  administration — that  of  General  Shields,  No.  10,  at  New  Castle,  Col- 
orado.   I  had  the  pleasure  of  issuing  a  Charter  to  a  Corps  organized 
May  27, 1893,  in  I>aran go —Sedgwick,  No.  8 — but  the  credit  of  its  organ- 
ization belongs  to  my  predecessor,  Mary  L;  Carr.    However,  I  am  confi- 
dent that  timely  words  of  encouragement  have  saved  several  from  giving 
up  in  despair  and  surrendering  their  Charters.    My  hope  is  that  in  the 
years  to  come,  if  any  are  discouraged  and  think  to  themselves,  "  it  is  no 
use  to  continue;  we  may  as  well  disband,"  that  they  may  realize  as  I 
do,  that  they  are  of  use,  inasmuch  as  they  encourage  and  cheer  the 
members  of  the  Post.    If  I  could  only  repeat  to  you  in  detail  the  many 
conversations  I  have  had  with  Post  Commanders  and  members  to  the 
effect  that  "  had  it  not  been  for  our  Corps  we  wonld  have  given  up  our 
Charter  long  ago— we  could  not   hold  together  but  for  the  help  the 
women  give  us,"  you  would  see  the  benefit   and  necessity  of  even  the 
"  two  or  three"  meeting  together.    My  heart  goes  out  to  the  small  Corps 
and  to  each  individual  member  of  them,  and  I  say,  Salute!  to  the  women 
who  go  from  six  to  twelve  miles,  rain  or  shine,  wind  or  snow,  to  attend 
Corps  meetings.    They  are  a  rebuke  to  the  larger  Corps— their  average 
attendance  mucb  higher  in  proportion  to  their  membership. 

George  Crook  Corps,  No.  35,  at  Tie  Siding,  Wyoming,  after  a  brave 
straggle  to  keep  up,  disbanded  in  regular  form,  sending  in  its  Charter 
and  supplies  at  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  of  1893. 

Chester  A.  Arthar  Corps,  No.  33,  of  Sundance,  Wyoming,  has  failed 
to  report  to  Headquarters  for  over  a  year.  Repeated  letters  have  been 
written  to  the  officers,  also  to  the  Commander  of  the  Post,  requesting 
the  surrender  of  the  Charter  and  supplies,  but  with  no  success.  It  is 
therefore  dropped  from  the  Roster. 
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The  greatest  loss  in  membership  has  been  by  suspension— 181.  Of 
that  number  only  56  have  been  reinstated,  making  the  total  loss  by  sus- 
pension 125.  This  matter  of  suspension  has  been  one  over  which  I  have 
spent  hours  of  thought  Believing  that  while  a  good  deal  of  it  is  caused 
by  carelessness,  another  cause  is  ignorance  on  the  part  of  a  great  many 
members  as  to  the  need  and  disposition  of  the  quarterly  dues.  Do  all 
know  that  each  Corps  pays  a  per  capita  tax  to  the  Department,  and  that 
each  Department  pays  a  per  capita  tax  to  the  National,  and  if  one  mem- 
ber fails  to  pay  her  dues  her  Corps  and  Department  are  each  crippled 
by  exactly  that  amount?  I  therefore  recommend,  "  That  once  a  quarter 
each  Corps  President,  under  th*e  head  of  the  'Good  of  the  Order,'  present 
a  statement  to  the  Corps  explaining  the  needs  and  disposition  of  the 
money  received  from  quarterly  dues."  This  may  seem  a  trivial  matter 
to  some,  but  I  Bincerely  believe  it  may  tend  to  lessen  our  number  report- 
ed suspended.  If  any  are  unable,  by  reason  of  temporary  or  permanent 
misfortune,  to  pay  their  dues,  pay  for  them,  tendering  it  in  the  true 
spirit  of  Fraternity  and  Charity. 

As  ordered  by  the  Ninth  Convention,  the  Department  Banner  was 
immediately  shipped  to  Chicago  to  be  placed  on  exhibition  in  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  space  in  the  Woman's  Building  at  the  World's 
Fair.  Some  time  having  elapsed,  and  its  receipt  not  being  acknowl- 
edged, Mrs.  Wickens  was  written  to  in  regard  to  it,  when  it  was  learned 
that  the  Banner  had  never  reached  its  destination.  Inquiries  at  the 
express  company's  office  in  Chicago  soon  found  it  lying  there  undeliv- 
ered. Feeling  not  a  little  worried  as  to  its  condition  after  being  packed 
so  long,  fearing  it  might  be  spoiled,  I  took  upon  myself  the  authority  to 
order  it  returned  to  Headquarters,  and  was  most  agreeably  surprised  to 
find  it  uninjured.  It  was  then  so  near  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Convention  that  I  decided  to  take  it  with  me  to  the  Conven- 
tion, then  take  it  to  Chicago  and  place  it  on  exhibition  myself.  This 
plan  was  carried  out,  and  those  who  were  there  and  those  who  have  read 
the  Journal  of  the  Eleventh  National  Convention  will  remember  the 
happy  little  speech  with  winch  the  National  President  presented  our 
Banner  to  the  Convention  as  "  the  lost  that  was  found,"  and  the  many 
expressions  of  admiration  it  called  forth.  Afterward,  I  am  proud  to 
say,  I  had  the  honor  of  being  installed  a  member  of  the  National  Execu- 
tive Board  by  Margaret  R  Wickens  in  the  W.  R.  C.  space  of  the  Wo- 
mau's  Building  under  my  own  Department  Banner.  At  the  close  of  the 
Fair  the  Banner  was  packed  and  shipped  to  me,  and  has  been  in  my 
care  since.  It  has  been  displayed  at  Headquarters  on  several  official 
occnyious.  and  has  always  received  the  admiration  its  beauty  so  well 
merits.  To  keep  it  well  preserved  is  a  considerable  care  to  its  custodi- 
an, and  I  wonld  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  have  it  placed  in 
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the  G.  A.  R.  room  in  the  State  House,  and  a  suitable  receptacle  be  pur- 
chased for  it.  A  glass  case,  "which  would  keep  it  from  dust  aDd  smoke, 
at  the  same  time  allowing  it  to  be  seen,  would  be  the  most  suitable. 

Availing  myself  of  the  privilege  granted  by  the  Ninth  Convention  to 
change  the  ribbon  of  the  Department  badges,  I  purchased  white  satin 
ribbons,  had  them  painted  to  match  the  Banner,  using  the  solid  silver 
bar,  pin  and  brick.  As  they  were  Department  property,  each  delegate 
taking  one  was  required  to  give  a  receipt  for  it  to  the  Department 
Treasurer,  and  they  were  all  returned  to  her  uninjured.    . 

It  is  not  my  intention,  nor  have  I  time,  to  review  the  National  Con- 
vention. I  believe  our  delegation  was  one  of  the  smallest  in  attendance, 
but  the  "  faithful  few  "  worked  well  together  and  carried  off  one  of  the 
honors.  The  remarkable  dignity  and  tact  displayed  while  presiding  over 
the  Convention  by  the  National  President  will  long  lie  remembered  as  a 
lesson  and  inspiration  to  all  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  there. 

Obeying  the  instructions  of  the  Ninth  Convention,  I  had  the  Na- 
tional and  Department  Journals  on  file  at  Headquarter**  bound  for 
preservation.  There  are  four  volumes— three  of  National  Journals  and 
one  of  Department,  in  magazine  style.  There  is  no  longer  danger  that 
these  valuable  books  of  the  history  and  proceedings  of  the  Order  will  be 
lost  or  destroyed. 

A  Charter  Record  has  also  been  commenced,  and  it  is  hoped  every 
member  will  contribute  all  the  information  she  can  toward  the  comple- 
tion of  this  history  of  the  Department.  Mrs.  Carr  kindly  consented  to 
superintend  its  construction,  and  has  found  it  an  extremely  arduous 
task.  Her  work  has  been  deeply  appreciated  by  myself,  and  will  be,  I 
know,  by  all  of  you,  when  you  see  the  amount  of  work  which  has  been 
done. 

I  planned,  when  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  to  visit  officially 
each  Corps  in  the  Department,  but  soon  found  it  would  be  impossible, 
for  many  reasons.  The  amouut  of  territory  to  be  gone  over  and  the 
great  expense  of  railroad  travel  are  obstacles  which  confront  a  Depart- 
ment President  at  the  outset.  I  concluded  to  combine  the  Inspection 
with  official  visits  as  far  as  possible,  aud  in  this  capacity  visited  nine 
Corps.  A  severe  attack  of  "la  grippe,"  leaving  roe  with  a  serious  heart 
trouble,  put  an  end  to  my  going  to  high  altitudes,  or  far  away  from 
home.  I  have  been  most  ably  represented  on  the  western  slope  of  this 
Department  by  our  Senior  Vice  President,  Mrs.  Searl,  and  am  under 
many  obligations  to  her  for  so  cheerfully  assuming  and  carefully  dis- 
charging the  many  duties  laid  upon  her.  I  have  visited  all  but  ten 
Corps,  and  have  the   most   pleasant  memories  of  the  cordial  receptions 
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given  me.  If  in  any  way  my  visits  were  a  benefit  to  the  Corps,  I  am 
more  than  repaid  for  the  time  and  money  spent  and  the  work  involved. 
And  right  here  I  wish  to  recommend  "  That  the  Department  Presi- 
dent have  the  power  of  appointing  a  Transportation  Committee  of  three, 
who  shall  relieve  her  of  the  necessity  of  applying  for  passes  and  special 
rates  to  the  railroad  companies.,, 

I  was  very  glad  to  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  offered  to  visit 
the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Monte  Vista.  General  Browning,  then  Secretary 
of  the  Home  Board,  invited  me  to  accompany  the  Board  on  its  visit  to 
the  Home  in  October,  at  the  same  time  furnishing  me  with  transporta- 
tion as  far  as  Durango,  with  the  privilege  of  stopping  off  to  inspect  the 
Corps  at  Silver  Cliff,  en  route,  as  well  as  those  at  Monte  Vista  and  Du- 
rango. I  was  more  than  pleased  with  the  Home,  its  surroundings  and 
the  manner  in  which  it  was  kept.  It  seemed  to  me  to  embrace  all  the  at- 
tractions which  such  a  Home  should  possess,  and  to  be  indeed  a  haven 
of  rest  for  the  old,  infirm  and  invalid  veterans  who  are  in  need  of  its 
shelter  and  protection.  Its  isolated  location  is  one  draw-back  to  its  re- 
ceiving the  attention  it  should  from  individual  members  of  the  W.  R  C. 
and  G.  A.  R.  I  am  especially  grateful  for  the  generous  donations  which 
have  been  made  by  Corps  through  my  appeal  for  help.  One  hundred 
and  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  has  been  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Home  Board;  bedding  and  other  supplies  valued  at  §153.00;  reading 
matter,  delicacies  and  articles  of  comfort  too  numerous  to  mention,  or 
set  a  value  upon.  The  kind  hearts  and  generous  impulses  which 
prompted  this  liberality,  when  money  was  scarce  and  hard  to  raise,  and 
each  Corps  seemed  to  have  all  the  relief  work  it  could  attend  to  at  home, 
will,  sooner  or  later,  reap  a  rich  reward.  And  now  that  the  disability 
under  which  we  have  labored  heretofore  has  been  removed  and  we  are 
44  qualified  electors,"  I  hope  we  will  soon  have  a  representative  member 
of  our  Order  upon  the  Home  Board,  believing  that  a  woman's  influence 
will  bring  about  many  changes  necessary  and  beneficial  to  the  inmates 
and  government  of  the  Home. 

An  appeal  was  also  made  from  National  and  Department  Headquar- 
ers  for  aid  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home  at  Madison,  Ohio,  which 
was  liberally  responded  to  by  the  Corps,  and  $117.00  in  money  has  been 
sent.  This  Home  is  one  in.  which  I  am  deeply  interested.  You  all 
know  its  object,  and  how  it  is  snpported,  and  that  to  care  for  the  Army 
Nurses  is  one  of  the  4l  sacred  objects  for  .which  we  are  banded  together." 
Knowing  the  women  who  are  concerned  in  its  management  as  I  do,  I 
can  assure  you  that  not  one  dollar  which  goes  into  their  hands  is  mis- 
appropriated, but  made  to  go  as  far  as  one  hundred  cents  possibly  can. 

An  appeal  from  the  National  President  was  received    at  Headquar- 
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ters  soon  after  tbe  terrible  devastation  of  the  South  by  flood  and  cyclone 
for  contributions  from  Department  Belief  fnnds  for  a  National  Belief 
fund,  to  be  devoted  to  assisting  Corps  and  members  in  that  unfortunate 
section.  As  at  that  time  very  few  calls  had  been  made  upon  our  De- 
partment Belief  fund,  I  found  that  we  could,  without  detriment  to  our 
Department  finances,  contribute  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  National  Belief 
fund,  and,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  my  Council,  did  so.  In  a 
letter  to  the  National  President  early  in  the  year  I  made  the  proud 
boast  that  "  Colorado  and  Wyoming  could  take  care  of  her  own  and 
help  others  less  fortunate,'1  and  I  thank  you,  my  sisters,  for  helping  me 
prove  that  my  boast  was  not  an  idle  one. 

Our  Department  Belief  Committee  have  attended  faithfully  to  their 
duties.  No  worthy  call  has  boon  slighted,  and  ninety -seven  dollars  hns 
been  dispensed  by  their  hands.  To  them  was  given  tho  privilege  of  at- 
tending upon  the  death-bed  of  Amauda  Felch,  an  army  nurse,  who  was 
once  a  member  of  our  Order;  of  providing  her  with  a  trained  nnrse  and 
many  comforts,  and  of  attending  to  the  last  sad  details  of  her  funeral. 

I  am  glad  to  know  that  this  is  not  the  only  Department  which  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  present  system  of  Inspection.  A  committee  was 
provided  for  to  be  appointed  by  the  National  President,  at  the  Eleventh 
National  Convention,  to  decide  upon  some  better  plan  of  Inspection,  to 
be  presented  to  the  Twelfth  Convention.  I  was  very  glad  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  express  my  opinion  upon  the  subject,  in  correspondence 
with  the  chairman  of  that  committee,  Flo.  Jamison  Miller,  of  Illinois. 
The  present  plan  does  not  cover  the  ground  and  do  the  good  intended. 
There  is  no  Corps  President  and  Secretary  who  could  not  fill  out  the 
blanks  used,  the  same  as  any  other  report,  and  the  visit  of  the  Depart- 
ment officer  should  be  one  of  correction  and  instruction.  In  large  De- 
partments like  ours  the  visit  of  either  the  Inspector  or  the  Department 
President  should  be  done  away  with,  ns  the  expense  of  sending  two 
officers  over  the  Department  is  too  heavy  a  drain  upon  its  treasury. 

The  Inspection  this  year  has  been  as  thorough  as  it  could  be  under 
the  circumstances,  but  I  still  feel,  as  I  have  every  year,  that  it  has  been 
just  so  much  time  and  money  wasted.  Every  Corps  but  one  was  in- 
spected by  a  Department  officer,  that  one  being  Akron,  and  in  my  own 
district.  Illness  and  inclement  weather  were  my  reasons  for  not  reach- 
ing that  Corps.  The  inspection  was  conducted  by  a  past  President  of  %j 
the  Corps,  Martha  M.  Aitkeus,  who  has  since  joined  the  silent  majority.  [-* 
Onr  Department  Inspector  was  obliged  to  work  with  a  divided  heart.  A 
severe  nlfliction  was  visited  upon  her  at  the  beginning  of  her  term  of 
ollice  in  the  death  of  her  mother,  and  the  constant  care  of  an  aged,  in- 
firm  father   has  been   hers  the  entire  year.      Her  work  was  taken  up 
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bravely  when  I  knew  she  preferred  the  seclusion  of  her  own  home, 
faithfully  performed  and  complimented  in  the  highest  terms  by  the  Na- 
tional Inspector  upon  receiving  her  report. 

Our  Department  Chaplain  has  had  double  work  as  her  lot  Hold- 
ing office  over  two  Memorial  Days,  it  has  been  her  duty  to  consolidate 
reports  from  Corps  Chaplains  for  both  days.  I  am  pleased  to  note  from 
reports  received  that  more  and  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  the 
sacred  character  of  Memorial  Day;  that  the  public  is  becoming  educated 
to  the  fact  that  this  "  funeral  day"  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
is  not  a  day  to  be  celebrated  by  picnics,  baseball  games  and  the  like. 
Patriotism  cannot  be  better  taught  to  our  children  than  to  set  apart  this 
one  day.  and  devote  it  to  the  memory  of  the  heroes  who  marched  to  the 
front,  many  of  whom  never  returned.  Let  us  assist  the  Posts  on  this 
day,  literally  and  truly.  Accord  the  veterans  the  post  of  honor,  provide 
them  with  wreathes  and  flowers  to  lay  upon  their  comrades'  graves; 
show  them  in  every  way  that  the  Nation  is  grateful  for  their  services 
thirty  years  and  more  ago. 

Ladies,  I  have  not  kept  count  of  the  letters  I  have  written.  Those 
of  you  who  have  written  to  me  know  that  I  have  carefully  and  promptly 
replied  to  each  communication.  If  you  have  not  received  an  answer  to 
your  letter,  you  may  rest  assured  that  it  never  reached  Headquarters. 
It  has  been  an  almost  religious  duty  with  me  to  let  no  mail  go  out  upon 
an  unanswered  letter.  The  expense  of  postage  has  been  increased  by 
having  the  Treasurer  away  from  the  Secretary  and  President,  and  I 
sincerely  hope,  for  the  convenience  of  these  officers,  it  will  never  be  so 
again,  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense.  Questions  have  I  answered  by  the 
hundreds,  and  always  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  of  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. I  have  conscientiously  tried  "  to  do  as  I  would  be  done  by  "  in 
all  my  intercourse  with  Corps  officers  and  members.  I  have  tried  to 
meet  and  treat  all  in  the  true  spirit  of  that  Fraternity  and  Charity  which 
is  the  corner-stone  of  our  grand  Order.  Mistakes  have  been  made  which 
might  have  been  averted  had  I  had  the  knowledge  in  the  beginning  that 
I  now  have.  That  knowledge  could  only  be  acquired  by  experience,  and 
experience  usually  comes  with  hard  labor. 

And  now,  when  I  come  to  "  acknowledgements,"  where  can  I  begin 
—where  end?  It  seems  to  me  nothing  but  favors  and  kindnesses  have 
been  showered  upon  me,  and  to  particularize  would  consume  too  much 
of  your  valuable  time.  I  can  remember  only  the  pleasant  things— the 
"  red-letter  days"— and  express  the  hope  that  my  successor  in  office  may 
be  spared  the  few  unpleasant  occurrences  which  I  have  had  to  meet. 

To  Mrs.  Rosella   Goodrich  and  Mrs.  Josephine  Mays,  of  Red  Cliff, 
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my  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  for  their  kindness  in  insti- 
tuting Genera]  Shields  Corps,  No.  10.         . 

To  General  Browning  my  grateful  thanks  are  tendered  for  securing 
transportation  to  Monte  Vista  and  Durango,  and  the  many  courtesies 
extended. 

To  General  Ady  for  his  efforts  in  procuring  special  rates  from  the 
Passenger  Agents*  Association. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Order  throughout  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  many  kind  words  and  acts  of  appreciation. 

To  the  National  officers  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy. 

To  the  members  of  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps — my  home  Corps  —for  the 
constant,  untiring  manner  iD  which  tbey  have  encouraged  me  and 
"  upheld  my  hands,"  and  their  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  in 
my  election  to  the  Presidency. 

To  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  whom  I  hare 
met  in  the  course  of  my  official  visits  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and 
words  of  cheer. 

To  the  Department  officers  and  committees"  who  have"  served  under 
me,  with  whom  my  relations  have  been  so  harmonious  and  pleasant,  I 
can  only  say,  I  thank  you,  and  express  the  sincere  hope  that  the  friend- 
ships formed  and  cemeuted  by  this  year's  work  will  not  be  severed  at 
its  end.

Dear  Madam  :  Another  year,  with  its  personal  joys  and  sorrows,  its 
victories  and  defeats,  has  passed  away,  and  once  more  we  are  permitted  j 

to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  Wo-' 
man's  Relief  Corps,  auxiliary  to   the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.    I    *      ! 
have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  Inspection  of  the 
Corps  in  this  Department  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1893:  j 

When  our  esteemed  and  well-beloved  President  appointed  me  her 
Inspector,  I  accepted  the  honor  conferred  with  the  full  determination  of 
giving  to  its  duties  all  necessary  time  and  the  best  service  of  which  I 
was  capable.  But  a  succession  of  emergencies  seriously  interfered  with 
this  purpose.    Our  noble  President  came  to  the  rescue  with  the  tender-  i 

est  sympathy  and  words  of  encouragement  and  cheer,  and  most  gener- 
ously insisted  upon  relieving  me  of  the  heaviest  part  of  the  work.  As 
Mrs.  Carr,  our  Past  Department  President,  and  her  Inspector,  had  di- 
vided the  work,  so  as  to  curtail  expenses,  Mrs.  Dodge,  feeling  it  an  ex- 
cellent plau,  appointed  Mrs.  Searl,  our  Department  Senior  Vice  Presi-  j  j 
dent,  as  Assistant  Inspector  with  herself;  and  to  both  I  am  deeply  } 

indebted  for  advice,  encouragement  and  great  assistance.  It  affords  me 
much  pleasure  to  say  that  thorough  Inspection  of  every  Corps  in  the 
Department,  with  one  exception,  has  been  made — that  of  Chester  A.  Ar- 
thur, of  Sundance,  Wyo.  It,  too,  would  have  been,  only  for  the  reason 
that  reports  from  it  have  not  been  received  for  over  a  year.  Letters 
written  officially  and  unofficially  remain  unanswered,  hence  it  was 
deemed  unwise  to  take  the  long,  tedious  journey.  In  the  majority  of 
the  Corps  much  interest  was  shown. 

I  feel  that  as  we  are  aiming  for  the  one  object  and  working  for  the 
l>est  interests  of  our  Order,  it  is  meet  that  iu  a  few  words  I  should,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Convention,  speak  of  the  work  of  each  individual 
Corp6. 

The  Corps  visited  by  our  Department  President  were  Colorado 
Springs,  No.  4;  Sedgwick.  No.  3,  of  Durango;  Upton.  No.  '2,  of  Pueblo: 
E.  V.  Sumner,  No.  7,  o£ Silver  Cliff?  J.  F.  Reynolds,  No.  9,  of  Cheyenne, 
Wyo.;  Kit  Carson,  No.  31.  of  Lamar;  Kilpatrick,  No.  31,  of  La  Junta: 
Pike's  Peak,  No.  39,  of  Mauitou;  and  Joe  Hooker,  No.  43,  of  Monte 
Vista. 
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The  Corps  at  Pueblo,  No.  2,  was  inspected  upon  a  regular  meeting 
day: -close  attention  was  paid  to  the  instructions;  a  pleasant  greeting  was 
giveu  the  Inspector.  This  corps  has  a  membership  of  45,  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  16.  The  amount  of  relief  extended  last  year  must  be 
gratifying  to  its  members. 

Sedgwick,  No.  3,  had  a  report  for  only  six  months  at  the  time  of  in- 
spection. The  Inspector  was  much  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  was  conducted.  They  have  27  members  in  good  standing,  and 
are  faithfully  working  for  the  advancement  of  both  Corps  and  Post.  May 
they  not  grow  weary  in  well-doing. 

Colorado  Springs  No.  4  was  visited  upon  a  regular  Corps  day.  The 
Corps  has  a  membership  of  52;  average  attendance,  19.  The  amount  of  re- 
lief work  done  during  the  year  show  that  the  members  realize  the  mean- 
ing of  our  obligation,  and  it  can  be  said,  "Well  done,  g<x>d  and  faithful 
servants." 

E.  V.  Sumner  No.  7,  situated,  as  this  Corps  is,  so  far  away,  and  the 
difficulties  under  which  they  are  obliged  to  work,  deserve  great  encour- 
agement for  their  faithful  and  heroic  efforts.  They  hare  only  16  members, 
yet  an  average  attendance  of  8.  May  they  not  become  discouraged,  is 
the  earnest  wish  of  the  Department  officers. 

J.  F.  Reynolds  No.  9,  of  Cheyenne— it  is  embarrassing  to  speak  of 
oue's  own  Corps  -has  31  members  in  good  standing;  average  attendance 
13.    This  Corps  needs  drill  in  floor  work  and  closer  attention  to  details. 

Kit  Carson  No.  31  ranks  among  the  best  Corps  in  the  Department 
This  Corps  has  only  23  in  good  standing;  average  attendance  of  10.  They 
have  indeed  been  a  "helpmate*'  to  the  Post  of  which  they  are  auxiliary. 

Kilpatrick  No.  34  has  16  members  in  good  standing  and  an  average  at- 
tendance of  7.  A  special  meeting  was  called  for  Inspection  and  quite  well 
responded  to.  The  weather  was  very  miserable.  A  great  deal  of  relief 
work  is  to  be  done  at  La  Junta,  and  no  calls  are  ever  passed  by. 

Joe  Hooker  No.  43— This  Corps,  being  situated  so  near  the  Soldiers' 
Home,  have  a  double  duty  to  perform.  They  are  earnest  and  energetic, 
working  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  the  needy  and  depeudent 
ones  among  our  veterans.  Number  of  members  in  good  standing,  24;  aver- 
age attendance,  15.  The  Department  President  was  cordially  received 
in  all  places  where  she  inspected  the  above-named  Corps. 

Mrs.  Searl,  Senior  Vice  President,  visited  six  Corps,  as  follows: 

Winfield  Scott,  No.  19,  of  Aspen.— She  found  this  Corps  doing  finely 
—  after  a  very  hard  struggle— and  was  courteously  received.     Number  in 
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good  standing,  36;  average  attendance,  13.  This  Corps  expended  over 
380.00  in  relief  during  the  year,  which  shows  they  have  "willing  hands 
and  loving  hearts." 

Gunnison  has  a  membership  of  32;  average  attendance,  10.  The 
books  of  this  Corps  are  neatly  kept.  Interest  is  shown  in  the  work,  and 
it  is  well  performed  by  all. 

James  A-  Garfield. — As  this  Corps  has  always  been  one  of  the  very 
best  in  the  Department,  words  are  idle.  It  has  a  membership  of  63  and 
an  average  attendance  of  21.  The  relief  extended  amounts  to  very 
nearly  $90.00. 

Grand  Junction  beld  no  meeting.  Number  in  good  standing,  19; 
average  attendance,  8. 

Battle  Mountain  has  a  membership  of  25  and  an  average  attendance 
of  10.  This  Corps  is  in  good  order,  understanding  their  work,  and  en- 
thusiastic. 

Phil  Sheridan  "held  no  meeting  for  Inspection,  but  the  Inspector 
examined  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  and  fouud  them 
nicely  kept    Number  in  good  standing,  27;  average  attendance,  7. 

To  both  our  Department  President  and  Senior  Vice  President  I  am 
grateful  for  the  kindness  in  inspecting  these  Corps. 

The  following  Corps  I  visited,  and  in  most  instances  was  kiudly  and 
pleasantly  received: 

Farragut,  No.  1,  of  Denver,  has  a  membership  of  36;  average  attend- 
ance, 18.  The  members  of.  this  Corps  appear  deeply  interested  in  the 
work,  and  are  working  harmoniously  for  the  uplifting  of  the  destitute 
and  needy. 

T.  H.  Dodd.— Number  in  good  standing,  56;  average  attendance,  15. 
This  is  one  of  the  oldest  Corps  in  the  Department.  The  President  is 
serving  a  term  of  five  years.  Her  members  surely  show  their  apprecia- 
tion by  her  re-election  each  year. 

George  G.  Meade  Corps,  of  Denver,  has  a  membership  of  133;  aver- 
age attendance,  35.  The  amount  of  relief  work  done  by  this  Corps 
speaks  in  louder  words  for  the  good  of  the  Order  thau  the  Inspector 
possible  could.  The  work  of  the  Ititual  is  memorized,  and  all  present 
were  earnest,  willing  workers. 

Veteran  Corps,  No.  14,  of  Denver.— Too  much  praise  cannot  l>e 
given  this  Corps  for  their  floor  work.  A  very  large  number  was  present. 
The  work  of  the  Ritual  was  thoroughly  memorized  and  well  i>erformed. 
They  have  on  their  rolls  139  names,  with  an  average  attendance  of  33.  In

all  the  Denver  Corps  a  great  deal  of  relief  work  is  extended.    In  a  city 
of  that  size.,  with  five  staunch  and  tried  Corps,  how  could  it  be  otherwise? 

U.  S.  Grant,  of  Greeley. — If  the  members  present  in  this  Convention 
will  pardon  my  seeming  partiality  for  this  Corps,  I  would  like  to  say :  If 
ever  it  is  in  your  power  to  visit  Greeley,  fail  not  to  attend  a  meeting  of 
U.  S.  Grant,  No.  15.  To  say  you  will  be  royally  received  but  feebly  tells 
the  story.  The  reception  tendered  the  Inspector  will  ever  be  a  pleas- 
ing recollection.  One  can  readily  see  in  the  faces  of  the  members  of 
U.  S.  Grant  that  their  obligation  was  not  lightly  taken.  'Tis  ever  thus 
they  receive  sister  members.  They  have  a  membership  of  75,  and  an 
average  attendance  of  22. 

Custer  Corps,  of  Laramie,  Wyoming,  are  so  far  advanced  in  the 
work  and  so  greatly  respected  in  the  community  that  when  an  enter- 
tainment is  given  by  the  citizens  they  are  willing  to  pay  a  handsome 
sum  to  Custer  for  the  privilege  of  using  the  name,  knowing  that  if  ad- 
vertised under  the  auspices  of  Custer,  W.  R  C,  the  proceeds  will  be 
«  greatly  increased.  Number  in  good  standing,  45;  average  attend- 
ance, 13.  _ :..  "  - .  V  . 

W.  T.  Sherman.— While  this  Corps  is  small  in  numbers,  the  mem- 
bers are  most  zealous  in  good  works.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given 
this  little  band.  They  have  only  18  members,  yet  the  average  attend- 
ance is  9. 

Thornburg.  —  No  meeting  held,  but  a  number  of  ladies  escorted  the 
Inspector  to  the  train.  I  found  this  Corps  discouraged,  uut  after  exam- 
ining the  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  seeing  they  had 
much  to  encourage  them  not  to  become  weary,  they  promised  to  try 
again.  Their  officers  are  most  faithful  and  deserve  much  credit.  Num- 
ber in  good  standing,  15;  average  attendance,  7. 

Geo.  H.  Thomas.— The  majority  of  the  ladies  present  were  heartily 
interested  in  the  work.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  Treasurer,  although 
kuowing  her  books  at  least  were  to  be  there,  left  for  a  pleasure  trip.  The 
books  of  the  Secretary  were  neatly  kept.  Number  in  good  staudiug,  28; 
average  attendance,  13. 

Aud  now  comes  Nathaniel  Lyon,  of  Boulder— 

With  what  pleasure  one  looks  upon  a  multitude  of  faces,  as  tired, 
homesick,  and  disheartened,  the  depot  is  reached  of  an  abiding  place,  it 
may  be  but  a  day.  Such  was  my  pleasure  Oct.  21,  1*1)8.  Upon  reaching 
thv  beautiful  little  city  of  Boulder,  whereiu  resides  our  Department 
1'resident,  I  found  about  three  dozen  Indies,  wearing  the  iusiguia  of  our 
order,  there  to  welcome  me.  And  it  was  a  welcome  indeed!  Nathaniel 
Lyons  is  recognized  as  the  best  drilled  one  in   the   Department.     Those 


■ 
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who  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  Convention  at  Boulder,  no  doubt 
remember  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  ritual  was  exemplified.  The 
Corps  has  a  membership  of  82.  Average  attendance  25.  The  relief  ex- 
tended during  the  year  amounted  to  $294.55 

McPherson  of  Longmont,  too,  deserves  lngh  honor  for  the  interest 
manifested.  There  it  can  most  most  truly  be  said  lives  a  noble  woman; 
to  McPherson  belongs  Mary  L.  Carr.  We  all  know  how  zealously  she 
labored  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  The  inspection  of  this  Corps  was  a 
rare  treat.  Not  many  were  present,  yet  what  was  lacking  in  quantity 
was  amply  provided  for  in  the  deep  interest  shown.  This  Corps  has  an 
average  of  17,  with  a  membership  of  51.  The  relief  amounted  to  $31.65, 
besides  turning  over  to  their  Post  $25. 

Akron  was  inspected  by  Mrs.  Aitkins,  a  Past  Corps  President,  whose 
soul  is  in  the  work,  and  she  says :  "Our  Corps  is  sparsely  attended,  yet 
the  few  that  do  attend  are  determined  not  to  let  the  organization  go  un- 
der."   Number  in  good  standing  10.    Average  attendance  six. 

M.  M.  Crocker  of  North  Denver  is  composed  of  splendid  material. 
They  work  for  the  advancement  of  both  organizations,  and  by  the  full  at- 
tendance upon  the  day  of  inspection,  made  a  gratifying  showing.  They 
have  63  in  good  standing,  an  average  attendance  of  28.  Expended  in  re* 
lief  during  the  year  $98.    Turned  over  -to  the  Post  $85. 

Geo.  Washington  of  South  Denver  has  a  membership  of  31.  Average 
attendance  15.  Amount  expended  for  relief  $29.70.  Turned  over  to  the 
Post  $31.80.  Thus  fulfilling  the  proverb:  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive."  By  the  active  interest  of  those  present  npon  the  day 
of  inspection  'twas  plainly  shown  the  pleasure  they  have  in  assisting  the 
Comrades  of  their  Post  in  acts  of  charity. 

Holyoke  Corps  is  comparatively  a  new  one.  It  deserves  special  men- 
tion. To  the  President  perhaps  belongs  the  credit  for  keeping  this 
Corps  alive.  The  Commander  of  the  Post  said:  "  Had  it  not  been  for 
the  Corps  we  would  have  disbanded  long  ago,  but  through  their  untiring 
efforts  we  have  been  enabled  to  exist."  The  majority  of  members  live  iu 
the  country,  yet  upon  the  meeting  of  the  W.  R  C.  they  have  an  average 
attendance  of  15,  from  members  iu  good  standing  of  30.  Their  relief  do- 
ing the  year  reached  the  sum  of  $64.25.    Turned  over  to  the  Post  $19.85. 

John  C.  Fremont  of  Littleton  has  an  average  attendance  of  10,  with 
number  in  good  standing  of  25.  This  Corps  received  the  corrections  and 
instructions  in  a  pleasant  manner,  the  President  asking  to  have  them 
given.    They  have  very  little  relief  work  to  do. 

To  Mnjor  Auderson  No.  46  of  Harris  it  is  ouly  just  to  say   they   are 
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most  enthusiastic.  It  was  in  existence  a  little  over  a  year  when  inspect- 
ed; yet  had  held  several  entertainments  for  the  replenishing  of  their 
treasury.  Scattered  throughout  the  country  as  they  are,  with  only  a 
membership  of  17,  have  an  attendance  of  8. 

Phil  Kearney  of  Platteville  was  organized  May  3, 1893.  This  Corps 
needed  instruction  badly.  The  majority  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
work,  and  were  most  willing  to  receive  instruction.  The  President  of 
Meade  Corps  assisted  greatly  m  the  work  and  to  her  am  I  grateful. 
Some  of  these  ladies  ride  10  and  12  miles  to  attend  the  meeting,  thereby 
showing  their  willingness.  Number  in  good  standing  14.  Average  at- 
tendance 9. 

I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  give  a  just  and  fair 
summary  of  each  Corps,  and  trust  it  will  be  accepted  as  such.  In  many 
iustauces  the  Inspector  is  looked  upon  as  a  perfect  "  bug-bear,"  and  as 
though  her  visits  were  intended  to  criticise  and  find  fault.  Not  so,  how- 
ever. The  Inspector  h  sent  for  the  purpose  of  faithfully  examining  the 
work,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  give  the  reports  in  a  true  manner,  which  I 
claim  has  been  done.  It  is  my  earnest  wish  and  sincere  desire  that, 
when  the  hour  of  separation  comes,  we  may  each  and  every  one  carry 
with  us  to  our  homes  the  most  pleasant  recollections  of  this  meeting  and 
of  the  lovely  little  city  so  snugly  nestled  here  in  these  grand  and  lofty 
mountain  peaks.  It  is  a  privilege  that  wo  are  permitted  to  meet  in  this 
eagle  nest  above  the  world's  height

In  a  number  of  Corps  we  find  the  Finance  Committee  has  not  care- 
fully examined  the  books  of  Secretaries  and  Treasurers.  In  some  in- 
stances the  Secretary's  books  show  the  signature  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee without  claiming  they  have  been  examined.  Again,  the  Treasur- 
er's are  given  in  the  same  manner.  It  is,  however,  a  gratifying  result  to 
find  that  the  officers  and  members  are  most  willing  to  be  instructed  iu 
their  several  duties.  I  fully  concnrr  and  heartily  agree  with  my  prede- 
cessor (Mrs.  Purrier):  "  The  Corps  Presidents  should  examine  the  lxx>ks 
frequently  and  become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  the  manner  of  filling  out  reports." 

Our  Order's  welfare  is,  or  should  be,  our  first  concern,  and  who  pro-- 
motest  that  best,  proves  her  duly  qnalitied  for  the  place  she  fills,  either 
in  a  Corps  or  the  Department.  Permit  me  to  say,  I  desire  to  impress 
upon  the  members  of  this  Convention  here  assembled,  the  great  import- 
ance to  be  attr.ched  to  the  work  of  Inspection  and  Annual  Reports  of  the 
same.  The  principal  advantage  to  be  derived  from  our  system  of  inspec- 
tion lies  in  the  interest  excited,  and  the  stimulus  afforded,  by  the  visits 
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of  inspecting  officers,  and  in  tbe  emulation  among  neighboring  Corps. 
This  work  must  be  done  chiefly  by  the  Department  officers.  The  ques- 
tions submitted  (in  blank  form  for  inspection)  are  well  calculated  to 
bring  out  the  true  condition  of  individual  Corps.  The  Inspector  should 
be  an  instructor  and  be  able  to  give  needed  instructions  to'new  or  re- 
mote Corps. 

We  found  several  small  Corps  faithfully  struggling,  working  hard 
for  the  advancement  and  best  interests  of  the  Post  to  which  they  are 
auxiliary.  They  need  encouragement  to  be  of  good  cheer,  and  thus  help 
them  to  more  clearly  understand  the  Ritual,  and  relieve  them  of  entang- 
ling embarassment;  then  their  work  can  be  done  in  a  more  perfect  man- 
ner. I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  a  recommendation  be  sent  to  the 
National  Convention,  asking  that  an  Instructor  be  appointed  to  visit  the 
different  Corps,  especially  new  ones,  and  thoroughly  instruct  them  in  the 
Hoor  work  of  balloting  and  initiation.  The  inspection  each  year  shows 
an  added  increase  of  interest  for  the  work.  May  we  thus  strengthen  the 
bonds  of  "Sisterhood  and  love."  May  we  lovingly  and  unselfishly  en- 
deavor to  assist  and  promote  the  best  interest  of  the  well-beloved  order 
to  which  we,  as  an  Auxiliary,  nave  the  privilege  of  being  members.  To 
these  "  boys  in  blue  "  have  we  a  debt  of  gratitude  and  to  them  we  owe  it 
that  wherever  we  can  aid  or  assist  in  the  preservation  of  their  Order,  it 
be  our  duty  and  pleasure  to  so  do. 

The  work  of  the  Ritual  is  memorized  wholly  in  seven  Corps,  partly 
so  in  eight,  and  the  remaining  18  not  at  all.  As  a  rule,  the  work  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  is  performed  in  an  excellent  manner.  A  few,  I 
regret  to  say,  by  their  books  show  that  no  interest  is  taken  whatever. . 

The  cost  of  inspection  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $102.10. 

The  question  may  be  asked  by  those  who  follow  us:  "Have  they 
done  their  work  well?''  " Reasonably  so,"  probably  will  be  the  judg- 
ment. 

Let  our  successors  do  better. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Corps  visited  by  me,  I  wish  to 
extend  grateful  thanks  for  courtesies  shown,  the  remembrance  of  which 
will  be  most  pleasant  To  our  worthy  Senior  Vice,  Mrs.  Searl,  I  can  but 
say  while  life  lasts,  her  cheerful  consent  to  assist  in  the  work,  shall  be  as 
a  bright  link  in  memory's  chain.  Would  time  permit,  should  like  to 
mention  each  Corps  that  extended  so  pleasantly  many  kind  greetings: 

And  now,  Mrs.  President,  I  desire  to  tender,  my  sincere  thanks  to 
you  for  the  many  courtesies  and  valued  aid  I  received  during  the  year. 
I  feel  that  words  nre  inadequate  to  express  my  gratitude.  I  appreciate 
the  kind  expressions  of  sympathy  when  severe  bereavement   came   upon 
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me.  I  hope  that  the  official  relations  which  have  been  so  pleasant  and, 
to  me,  instructive  may  bo  continued  in  a  personal  friendship.  My  offi- 
cial relations  with  all  with  whom  I  came  in  contact  have  been  agreeable. 
If,  therefore,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  I  have  proven  myself  worthy 
of  the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me,  by  the  appointment  to  this  of- 
fice, and  if  I  have  succeeded  in  gaining  the  respect  and  esteem  of  my  fel- 
low co-workers,  I  shall  indeed  feel  well  rewarded.  And  so  respectfully 
submit  this  report  in  F.,  C.  and  L.

Madam:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief  report  as 
Counselor  for  the  past  year: 

I  have  attended  two  Council  meetings  and  have  promptly  and  cheer- 
fully performed  all  duties  required  of  me  by  the  President,  My  work 
has  not  been  burdensome,  and  as  our  president  has  been  for  many  years 
a  leader  in  our  Order  and  fully  conversant  with  the   Rules  by  which  we 
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ire  governed,  she  has  found  it  necessary  to  refer  but  few  questions  to 
ber  Counselor. 

Our  correspondence  through  the  year  has  been  extensive,  much  of  it 
Df  a  confidential  character  in  the  interest  of  the  order,  and  my  duties 
have  been  more  of  an  advisor  on  matters  of  policy  than  as  Counselor  on 
matters  of  law. 

The  following  questions  have  been  submitted  to  me  for  my  opinion: 

Question :  Can  the  Department  President  grant  a  dispensation  to  a 
Corps  to  issue  a  discharge  card  to  a  member  at  a  special  meeting? 

%   Answer:    No.    A  discharge  card  can  only  be  granted  at  a  regular 
meeting. 

Question:    Can  a  Post  Commander  institute  a  Corps? 

Answer:  No.  The  Instituting  Officer  must  be  a  member  of  the  Or- 
der. The  obligation  is  a  part  of  the  Ritual,  and  "  The  Ritual  and  un- 
written work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  must  be  kept  secret" 

With  a  due  appreciation  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  I  desire  to 
return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Department  President  for  her  courteous 
consideration  of  suggestions  I  have  made  in  the  interest  of  the  work  and 
for  her  uniform  kindness  during  the  year  of  our  official  relations.

Report  of  Delegrate-at-Larg-e.

Isa  E.  Crosby,  Department  Secretary — 

The  undersigned,  acting  as  Delegate-at-Large  to  the  Eleventh  Na- 
tional Convention,  held  at  Indianapolis,  September  6,  7  and  8, 1893, 
would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

We  left  home  on  the  2d  of  September,  in  company  with  our  Depart- 
ment President,  her  husband  and  one  other  delegate— a  small  but  select 
party.  For  good  and  sufficient  reasons  we  did  not  travel  on  the  official 
train,  nevertheless  had  a  very  pleasant  time,  arriving  at  Chicago  just  in 
time  to  be  too  late  for  the  regular  train  out  to  Indianapolis.  However, 
owing  to  our  badges,  we  succeeded  in  getting  on   a  special  just  pulling 
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out.  Here  we  made  ourselves  as  comfortable  as  circumstances  would 
permit.  We  made  the  acquaintance  of  quite  a  number  of  delegates  from 
Illinois  and  other  visitors  to  the  Convention,  which  made  the  time,  six 
or  eight  hours,  pass  pleasantly.  Arriving  at  our  destination,  at  six 
o'clock,  we  were  escorted  to  Headquarters.  Here  we  were  lodged,  six  in 
one  room,  but  as  we  had  access  to  the  bath-room,  and  were  all  good  na- 
tured,  it  did  not  seem  so  very  bad;  and  the  next  morning,  when  we 
learned  that  hundreds  of  men,  women  and  children  had  been  on  the 
streets  all  night,  because  they  had  not  where  to  lay  their  heads,  we  were 
thankful  that  it  was  so  well  with  us.  Tuesday  morning  we  were  up 
with  the  birds,  for  this  was  the  day  of  days  for  the  G.  A.  R.  At  an  early  \ 
hour  we  were  out  visiting  Department  Headquarters,  Colorado  being 
first  on  the  list.  At  half -past  nine  we  were  in  our  places  on  ihe  grand  \ 
stand,  having  been  honored  with  compliment aries  for  that  occasion.  1 
Here  we  remained  until  four  in  the  afternoon,  hot  and  tiresome  almost  \ 
beyond  measure  to  us,  and  what  must  it  have  been  for  the  thousands  of  j 
comrades  who  were  tramping  over  the  five  miles  laid  out  for  the  line  of 
march  for  that  day?    The  number  was  estimated  at  22,000.  ; 

"  You  should  have  seen  those  men  march  twenty-eight  years  ago 
last  May,"  said  a  spectator  to  a  friend,  **  as  I  did,  at  the  grand  review  at 
Washington  at  the  close  of  the  war;  that  was  marching,  and,  pray  God, 
may  you,  my  boy,  never  see  the  marching  in  your  life-time  as  it  comes 
only  from  the  hardships  of  campaigns,  the  discipline  of  war,  and  the 
deadly  peril  of  the  battle-field."  For  hours  and  hours  the  veterans 
marched  through  the  hot  sun,  keeping  time  to  the  music  of  the  fifes, 
drums  and  brass  bands.  Some  were  fine  looking  men,  seemed  to  be  just 
in  their  prime;  quite  a  number  of  others  had  an  arm  missing,'buried  on 
some  far-off  battle-field.  We  noticed  a  great  many  old  men,  both  white 
and  colored,  who  seemed  too  old  and  feeble  to  undertake  a  thing  like 
that,  but  they  had  traveled  hundreds  of  miles  to  take  part  in  this  grand 
parade.  They  seemed  to  be  enthused  with  the  same  kind  of  spirit  that 
prompted  them  to  go  forth  to  battle  when  the  call  came  for  a  hundred 
thousand  more.  Their  pride  would  not  let  them  rest  on  laurels  already 
won,  but  at  least  this  once  more  they  must  join  in  the  march.  Probably 
before  another  reunion  they  will  have  passed  over  to  the  great  beyond. 
The  parade  was  a  grand  success,  yet  we  were  glad  when  it  was  over,  and 
the  soldiers  could  have  a  rest.  Tuesday  we  spent  in  calling  at  various 
Department  Headquarters,  making  many  pleasant  acquaintances. 

Wednesday  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Eleventh  National  Convention  of 
the  W.  R.  C.  was  called  to  order  in  Roberts  Park  church,  a  large,  commo- 
dious edifice,  beautifully  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  flowers,  ban- 
ners, etc.,  and  where  we  had  the  pleasure  of  exhibiting  our  own  beautiful 
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banner,  which  was  greatly  admired.    It  is  not  necessary  to  give  you  in 
detail  the  business  transacted,  suffice  it  to  say  that  the  sessions  through- 
out were  perfectly  harmonious.    In  the  President's  report  she  recom- 
mended that  the  Relief  Corps,  as  an  organization,  unite  with  what  is 
known  as  the  National  Council  of  Women.  This  caused  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion, and  was  met  by  strong*  opposition  on  the  part  of  some,  at  which  we 
were  very  much  surprised.    Surely  it  behooves  us  as  an  organization  to 
keep  step  with  other  organizations,  and  by  uniting  with  this  congress  of 
women  we  become  a  part  of  it,  and  every  three  years  we  will  be  allowed 
to  send  delegates  to  these  Council  meetings,  where  we  will  have  an  op- 
portunity of  explaning  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.    As  a  charity 
organization  it  excels  all  others,  and  as  one  noted  for  her  great-hearted- 
ness  once  said,  "  Charity  organization  means  heart-strengtheniug.     It 
is  the  sympathy  that  we  bring  to  these  crushed  homes  that  is  needed. 
Those  who  think  it  an  easy  task  to  be  a  friendly  visitor  are  very  much 
mistaken.    It  takes  your  life-blood  away  from  you,  but  it  gives  you 
heart  culture,"    We  are  doing  a  grand  work,  and  while  others  are  com- 
ing into  prominence  we  must  not  stay  behind-    We  are  glad  to  state  the 
motion  prevailed.    The  business  of  the  Convention  was  frequently  sus- 
pended to  admit  some  visiting  comrades  who  had,  as  the  messenger 
stated,  been  in  the  ante-room  an  hour  and  a  half,  waiting  to  pay  their 
respects  to  the  ladies.  Who  shall  say  that  men  have  no  patience?  While 
these  frequent  interruptions  were  annoying,  as  tl>ey  retarded  business, 
they  were  yet  pleasant,  for  all  gave  us  words  of  praise  and  encourage- 
ment, showing  clearly  that  as  an  Order,  we  are  being  appreciated,  if  not 
by  many,  at  least  by  a  few.    Commander-in-Chief  Wiessert  could  not 
say  enough  in  commendation  of  the  work  of  the  W.  R.  C.    In  his  rei>ort 
I  find  this  among  the  many  good  things  he  said  of  us:    "On  all  occas- 
ions, under  all  circumstances,  they  have  assisted  Posts  everywhere  in 
oar  land,  and  many  Posts  to-day  owe  their  continued  existence  to  their 
efforts.    The  W.  R.  C.  have  distributed  for  the  relief  of  comrades,  the 
families  of  destitute  comrades,  and  the  widows  and  orphans  the  sum  of 
358,620.37;  amount  turned  over  to  posts  during  the  year,  $34,406.39; 
amount  for  Memorial  Day,  $14,331.36,  making  a  total  expended  for  relief 
since  organization  of  $S42,920.39— a  monument  of  which  they  might  be 
proud.    They  have  a  total  membership  of  134,386,  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  4,300.    I  bespeak  for  the  W.  R.  C.  the  continued  encouragement 
of  our  Order."     I  insert  this  for  the  purpose  of  showing  those,  if  there 
are  any,  who  think  that  our  Order  is  decreasing  in  either  interest,  mem- 
bership or  funds,  that  they   are   greatly  mistaken.     Among  the  many 
promiuent  visitors  was  Capt.  Jack  Crawford,  the  only  representative  from 
New  Mexico,  wearing  his  froutier  suit  of  buckskin  .and  his  hair  reaching 
to  his  shoulders.     He   not   only  made  us  a  rousing,  comical  speech,  but 
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read  an  original  poem  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Ray  Wickens,  Na- 
tional President.  We  were  visited  by  the  band  boys  from  the  Soldiers* 
and  Sailors*  Orphans'  Home,  nccompanied  by  their  leader,  who  rendered 
some  delightful  music.  The  President  made  some  beautiful  remarks, 
which  were  responded  to  by  the  President  of  the  Home  extending  a  cor- 
dial invitation  to  visit  the  place,  which  contains  some  six  or  seven  hun- 
dred orphans.  Major  Hendershot,  of  Rapahannock  fame,  was  intro- 
duced, accompanied  by  his  son,  who  gave  some  music,  and  were  then 
presented  with  a  beautiful  fife  and  drum  from  the  W.  R  C.    This  \ 

closed  the  first  day  of  the  Convention.    That  evening  we  attended  three  4 

receptions,  and  could  have  gone  to  as  many  more,  but  nature  rebelled 
and  said  it  was  enough,  so  we  hied  us  to  our  lowiy  cots  and  sought  i 

repose.  | 

Thursday  morning  the  session  opened  at  nine'  o'clock.  To-day,  as 
yesterday,  we  were  crowded  with  business  and  thronged  with  visitors. 
Before  the  Convention  got  down  to  business,  T.  S.  Clarkson,  of  Nebras- 
ka, Comrade  Semple,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  H.  8.  Smith,  of  Ohio,  called, 
all  making  eloquent  speeches,  which  were  responded  to  most  earnestly  $ 

and  quite  as  eloquently  by  Mrs.  Wickens.  She  expressed  the  sense  of 
honor  conferred  by  the  call,  and  decorated  the  gentlemen  with  the  1 

badge  of  her  administration  —the  grasshopper  pin  and  her  profile  as  a  | 

pendant.    The  Ada  F.  Clark  affair  came  up  again.    The  committee  had  I 

sustained  the  President;  then  the  Convention  did  the  same,  which  action  y 

of  course  suspended  Mrs.  Clark.    She  made  a  prodigious  effort  to  open  | 

up  the  case,  but  was  not  quite  as  good  a  tactician  as  the  National  Presi-  4 

dent.  The  meeting  was  under  a  volcano  of  fire  for  about  five 
minutes,  but  the  keen-sighted  and  judicial-minded  western  woman,  with 
a  turbulent  Convention  on  her  hands,  a  growing  sorrow  in  her  heart,  and 
her  mind  tortured  by  conflicting  emotions,  held  the  women  with  an  iron 
grip,  hidden  under  a  velvet  glove.  She  had  tried,  ineffectually,  to  get 
some  one  to  fill  the  chair  while  the  Convention  was  acting  on  her  ad- 
dress. The  Senior  Vice  was  ill;  the  Junior  Vice  was  indisposed;  the 
Counsellor  was  needed  elsewhere,  so  Mrs.  Wickens  was  placed  in  the 
embarrassing  position  of  having  to  pass  judicially  upon  her  o«vn  mes- 
sage. That  she  did  it  honestly,  fairly  and  impartially,  not  one  woman  in 
that  Convention  will  controvert.  Throughout  the  long,  trying  day,  she 
stated  propositions  over  and  over  again,  clearly,  technically,  kindly,  and 
not  once  was  an  appeal  takeu  from  her  decision.  In  appreciation  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  Mrs.  Wickens  is  held  by  West  Virginia,  the  infant 
department  of  the  W.  R.  C,  orgauized  last  May,  the  members  presented 
her  with  a  beautiful  solid  silver  soup-bowl,  with  name  and  date  en- 
graved on  the  cover.  The  bow]  was  gold-lined,  and  contained  oue  hun- 
dred silver  dollars,  given  by  the  delegates  as  a  small  token  of  their  ap- 
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preciation  of  her  services.  The  presentation  was  made  by  Mrs.  Ida 
Moore,  of  Kansas,  National  I.  and  I.  Officer,  in  a  very  gracious  manner,  re- 
minding her  that  she  had  reached  her  fiftieth  birthday  and  the  silver 
anniversary  of  her  marriage  on  the  same  day.  Mrs.  Wickens  for  the 
first  time  lost  control  of  herself,  but  only  for  a  short  time,  when  she 
arose  and  faltered  her  thanks  for  the  gift. 

The  first  thing  in  the  afternoon  was  the  election  of  officers,  the  Con- 
vention making  a  very  wise  choice  in  the  selection  of  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Mink, 
of  New  York,  for  National  President.  The  election  was  quiet  and  quite 
satisfactorily.  Colorado  receiving  a  small  share  of  the  honors,  for  which 
we  are  truly  thankful,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  it  is  a  steppiug  stone  that 
will  lead  to  something  higher.  The  report  of  Mrs.  Turner,  who  was  ap- 
pointed to  visit  the  colored  Corps  in  the  South,  called  forth  the  most 
thrilling  speech  of  the  Convention.  It  was  given  by  a  young  colored  sis- 
ter, who  was  evidently  well  educated,  and  whose  heart  is  in  the  work,  mak- 
ing an  appeal  to  the  National  Convention  to  send  some  one  to  instruct 
her  people,  not  an  inspector,  but  an  instructor,  that  they  would  do  if 
they  only  knew  how.  After  a  little  routine  business,  the  ladies  proceed, 
ed  to  install  their  officers,  and  the  Eleventh  National  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  declared  adjourned  sine  die. 

On  both  days  the  delegates  were  treated  to  a  bountiful  lunch,  and 
•we  have  only  to  refer  to  our  menu  cards,  given  us  each  day,  to  remind  us 
of  the  good  things  that  were  so  generously  served  to  us. 

And  now  we  come  to  the  closing  of  our  report  and  we  hope  that  in 
some  small  measure,  at  least,  that  it  will  be  satisfactory.  You  have 
heard  what  our  Commander-in-Chief,  Wiessert,  said  of  us;  you  have 
heard  the  statistics  of  the  last  year  and  know  from  them  of  the  great 
work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Relief  Corps  workers  in  the  United  States. 
It  is  great  indeed.  "We  have  shown  thus  far  that  we  are  equal  to  all  de- 
demands  made  upon  us,  and  they  are  likely  to  increase  very  rapidly  in 
the  next  few  years.  Let  us  put  forth  every  effort  toward  increasing  our 
funds  and  arousing  a  greater  interest  among  our  loyal  women,  and  so  be 
prepared  for  whatever  may  come  to  us  to  do.  Our  comrades  will  soon 
pass  through  the  dark  valley,  over  the  river,  and  pitch  their  tents  within 
the  shadow  of  the  great  unknown :  but  behind  them,  as  a  monument  of 
achievment,  will  remain  the  ocean  bound  American  Republic,  the  only 
true  republic  the  world  has  ever  known,  withiu  whose  borders  there  is 
no  peasant,  no  serf,  no  slave,  only  men  and  women,  living  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  the  trne  nobility  of  manhood,  and  womenhood.  Across  this 
continent  from  the  rock  bound  coast  on  which  beats  the  waves  of  the  At- 
lantic, over  mountain  and  valley  for  thirty-five  hundred  miles  to  where 
the  calm  Pacific  beats  on  California's  golden   strand,  there  is  to-day   a 
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great  unbroken  level  of  happy  American  homes,  in  which  live  the  repre- 
sentatives of  all  races,  of  all  nationalities,  of  all  civilizations,  and  all  are 
gathered  around  the  alter  of  one  common  country  in  the  brotherhood  of 
universal  freedom.  Over  all  the  starry  banner  under  which  they  fought 
and  whose  folds  are  emblazoned  with  the  names  of  the  proudest  victories 
humanity  ever  won,  waves  as  the  ensign  of  that  government  which  is  the 
realized  hope  of  the  great  and  good  of  all  the  ages.  When,  within  our 
borders  hundreds  of  millions  shall  live  the  home  life  of  America's  free 
men  and  around  their  hearts  the  story  of  the  brave  deeds  of  our  com- 
rades shall  be  told,  those  teeming  millions  will  have  but  one  flag,  one 
country,  one  destiny.

Dear  Madam  :— Your  committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  reporting 
to  you  what  they  have  accomplished  in  assisting  some  of  our  comrades 
and  families  during  the  past  year. 

I  received  my  appointment  some  time  in  July.  Oct.  26  I  received 
my  first  call  for  aid  from  an  old  soldier's  family,  which  I  assisted  to  the 
amount  of  $3.50. 

Dec.  25  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Department  President,  stating 
that  there  was  an  old  army  nurse  very  ill  in  the  Symm  block.  I  called 
and  found  that  Mrs.  Phillips  had  been  there  and  provided  her  with  a 
nurse  and  some  necessary  articles  for  which  she  paid  &4.9S.  Dec  30  the 
nurse  died.  For  room  rent  and  other  necessary  expeuoes  for  said  nurse, 
Mrs.  Phillips  paid  $15.00. 

February  13  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Department  President  re- 
questing me  to  call  on  an  old  soldier's  family  at  2811  Blake  street,  Den- 
ver. I  called  and  fouud  them  very  destitute.  I  assisted  them  to  groc- 
eries and  fuel  to  the  amount  of  $4.55. 

February  16  I  sent  a  soldier's  family  at  Eastouville,  Colo.,  $10. 

February  16  Mrs.  Phillips  called  on  an  old  soldier's  family,  whose 
children  were  sick  with  diphtheria,  and  she  assisted  tht^m  to  $1.70;  also 
on  February  23  she  assisted  another  soldier's  family  to  groceries,  50 
cents;  cash,  $1. 
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March  16  I  gave  the  ladie3  of  Veteran  Corp3  S3  to  help  defray  the 
burial  expenses  of  one  Mathew  Allen,  who  died  at  the  County  hospital. 

April  2  I  sent  a  soldier's  family  at  Eastonville,  Colo.,  $10. 

April  4  Mrs.  Phillips  assisted  a  soldier's  family  to  groceries,  fuel  and 
cash;  S5.15. 

April  9  I  paid  Dr.  McNaught  $2  for  medicine  for  one  of  our  com- 
rades. 

June  4  I  paid  $20  for  a  nurse  for  an  old  soldier's  daughter,  and  $5 
of  this  was  donated  by  Veteran  Corps. 

One  of  our  comrades  and  wife  wished  to  be  moved  to  their  son's 
at  Greeley  who  would  provide  for  them  if  there,  but  was  unable  to  de- 
fray the  expense  of  moving  them;  so  we  decided  one  of  tlie  best  ways  to 
do  charity  work  was  to  place  them  in  a  position  to  help  themselves,  for 
which  we  paid  817;  $3  of  this  being  donated  Geo.  Washington  Corps,  and 
$2  by  the  M.  M.  Crocker  Corps. 

We  have  received  from  the  Department  $97,  and  paid  out  for  chari- 
table work,  $91.3S;  for  car  fare,  stamps  and  stationery,  $5.26;  balance  on 
hand,  36  cents. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  our  ever  re  • 
sponding  President,  and  Treasurer;  also  for  their  ever  noble  words  of 
encouragement  and  good  advice  in  our  work.

Aspen,  Colorado,  Jane  13, 1894. 

After  preleminary  exercises  noted  at  the  beginning  of  this  Journal, 
which  were  open  to  the  public,  the  Credential  Committee  was  called 
upon  for  a  report,  but  as  they  were  not  ready  to  report,  an  extension  of 
time  was  granted. 

Report  of  Senior  Vice  President  Susie  J.  Searl  was  then  read,  and 
referred  to  committee. 

Credential  Committee  reported  that  forty-one  Credential  Cards  had 
been  presented. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Carr,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Todd,  that  the  calling  of  the 
roll  be  omitted  until  to-morrow,  or  until  a  vote  was  about  to  be  taken. 
Motion  prevailed 

Report  of  Junior  Vice  President  Jennie  McGill  was  read  by  Sadie 
M.  Fisher,  and  referred  to  committee. 

Report  of  Department  Secretary  Isa  E.  Crosby  was  read  and  re- 
ferred to  committee. 

Report  of  Department  Treasurer  Janette  L.  Todd  wrs  read  and 
referred  to  committee. 

Guard  announced  that  a  committee  from  the  Circle  of  the  G.  A.  R 
Ladies  was  waiting  in  the  ante-room,  and  wished  to  tender  their  greet- 
ings to  the  Tenth  Department-  Convention  of  the  W.  R  C.  Upon  mo- 
tion, business  was  suspended,  and  the  Conductors  requested  to  present 
the  visitors.    Accordingly,  Mrs.  Rice,  Mrs.  Watson  and  Mrs.  Aike  were 
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introduced  from  the  platform.  A  few  words  of  greeting  were  given  the 
Convention  by  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Rice,  which  were  responded  to  by  the 
Department  President,  Mrs.  Dodge,  after  which  the  visitors  retired. 

Chaplain's  report,  was  then  read  by  Sadie  M.  Fisher,  and  referred  to 
committee. 

The  President  announced  that  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  Amanda  J. 
Felch  (deceased),  Army  Nurse,  had  been  handed  her,  and  asked  the  wish 
of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  having  it  read.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Carr, 
seconded  by  Miss  Fisher,  that  the  reading  of  this  document  be  postponed 
until  some  future  time.

House  again  called  to  order,  and  a  history  of  the  life  of.  Amanda  J. 
Felch  was  read,  which  was  referred  to  committee  on  Chaplain's  report.    . 

Counselor's  report  read  and  referred  to  committee. 

Report  of  L  and  I.  Officer  read  and  referred  to  committee. 

Committee  from  the  G.  A.  R  Encampment  was  announced. 

Upon  motion,  business  was  suspended,  and  the  committee  escorted 
to  the  platform  and  introduced  to  the  Convention.  CoL  Anderson,  as 
chairman  of  the  committee,  spoke  in  warm  praise  of  the  W.  R.  C.  as 
follows: 

Mbs.  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Convention:  Among  .ill  my 
varied  experiences  in  the  performance  of  duties,  during  the  fifteen  years 
of  active  Grand  Army  life,  I  cannot  now  recall  one  that  has  afforded  me 
as  much  satisfaction  and  pleasure  as  the  privilege  now  enjoyed  in  bear- 
ing to  you  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Fifteenth  Encampment,  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

We  realize  and  appreciate  the  great  work  you  are  doing.  We  know 
that  all  over  this  land  your  faithful  bands  and  zealous,  patriotic  women 
are  ever  at  work  looking  after  the  welfare  of  our  unfortunate  comrades;

You 
have  l>een  with  us  all  along  down  the  uneven  journey  of  life.  You  are 
with  us  now.  Yon  will  be  with  us  to  close  our  eyes  in  death,  and  after 
death  yon  will  see  that  our  graves  are  neither  neglected  nor  forgotten. 
May  God  bler?s  the  Woman's  Relief  Corj>s  and  strengthen  yonr  arms  for 
the  work  l>eiore  you.

I.  According  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  our  Order,  the  an- 
nual election  of  officers  will  take  place  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of 
each  Corps  in  December,  or  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  if  necessary,  to 
conclude  the  election.  Each  member  must  be  notified  of  the  meeting 
and  its  object. 

II.  Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Annual  Convention  will  also  be 
elected  at  the  same  time,  one  delegate  for  each  twenty  members  in  good 
standing  on  September  30th,  and  one  for  the  final  fraction  of  over  oue- 
lialf  that  number;  and  an  equal  number  of  alternates. 

III.  Each  Corps  is  entitled  to  one  delegate  and  one  alternate, 
whatever  its  membership  may  be. 
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IV.  Choose  carefully  your  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Elect 
those  who  are  competent,  and  who  will  faithfully  and  conscienciously 
perform  the  duties  laid  upon  them,  and  then  sustain  them  in  the  work 
of  the  year. 

V.  Article  VII,  Chapter  11,  of  Rules  and  Regulations  must  be  read 
previous  to  election. 

VI.  The  officers-elect  must  be  installed  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
in  January,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  during  the 
month.  Joint  public  installations  with  Posts  are  recommended  wjien 
convenient 

VII.  The  Installing  Officer  will  be  chosen  by  the  officers-elect,  the 
Corps  Secretary  reporting  their  choice,  also  date  of  installation,  to  the 
Department  Secretary  at  once.  If  a  member  from  another  Corps  be 
chosen,  the  appointment  will  be  mnde  by  the  Department  President.  All 
expenses  of  Installing  Officer  must  be  borne  by  the  Corps. 

VIII.  Installation  blanks  will  be  forwarded  to  Installing  Officers. 

IX.  Two  "Election  Returns"  blanks  will  be  sent  to  each  Corps, 
which  must  be  filled  out,  immediately  after  election,  with  the  names  of 
of  newly  elected  officers,  including  delegates  and  alternates,  giving  ad- 
dress (street  and  number  if  in  cities  wnere  mail  is  delivered)  of  Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Chaplain.

I.  In  this,  the  first  General  Order  issued  in  tbe  new  rear,  the  Depart- 
ment President  extends  to  all  members  of  tbe  Order  a  cordial  greeting. 
To  the  newly  elected  officers  her  congratulations  are  tendered  on  their 
election  to  the  responsible  positioas  they  are  expected  to  fill  for  the  en- 
suing year,  charging  each  one  to  study  carefnlly  Rules  and  Regulations 
to  attend  each  meeting  promptly,  and  uto  strictly  ;  ;  rform  the  duties  of 
the  office  devolving  upon  her"  To  the  members  of  each  Corps:  You 
have  elected  your  officers;  now  stand  by  them,  and  give  them  all  the  en- 
couragement in  your  power  by  a  punctual  attendance  at  all  meetings  and 
a  cheerful  obedience  to  all  requirements  of  the  Order.  A  Corps  cannot 
prosper  unless  officers  and  members  work  together  in  harmony,  all  for 
tbe  great  object  "for  which  we  are  banded  together." 

Corps  Presidents  are  reminded  that  they  are  responsible  for  the 
correctness  of  all  reports  sent  to  Headquarters,  and  are  .referred  to  Gen- 
eral Orders  No.  4.  Article  IX,  for  instructions  in  forwarding  Quarterly 
Reports  and  per  capita  tax.  Membership,  amount  expended  in  cash  for 
relief,  and  amount  other  than  money  for  relief,  must  agree  in  Secretary's 
and  Treasurer's  reports,  or  they  will  be  sent  back  for  correction. 

II.  Quarterly  Reports  for  the  fourth  quarter.  1893,  show  a  great 
loss  in  membership  by  suspension,  and  inspection  revealed  the  fact  that 
all  Corps  Treasurers  are  not  conscientious  in  complying  with  the  law 
which  requires  them  to  "notify  all  members  in  arrears."  This  must  be 
done.  Each  President  and  Treasurer  is  urged  to  do  all  she  can  to  pre- 
vent further  loss  by  this  cause,  and  to  have  those  "suspended"  now  "  re- 
instated" before  ttic  next  Quarterly  Reports  are  due.  If  we  cannot  hope 
to  gain  many  new  members  during  these  times  of  financial  stringency,  let 
ns  do  all  we  can  to  keep  in  good  standing  those  we  have. 

ITI.  Each  Corps  is  urged  to  contribute  something  to  the  W.  R.  C. 
Home  at  Madison,  Ohio,  respecting  which  a  special  order  was  issued  No- 
vember 24,  1WI3,  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  approved  unanimously 
by  the  National  Council,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  Corps  in  this  Depart- 
ment. I  cannot  present  the  needs  of  the  Home  more  forcibly  than  to 
quote  from  a  letter  received  at  Headquarters  from  PlnxnaL.  Cowles, Sec- 
retary of  the  Home  Board:  "  I  am  aware  that  the  local  needs  are  many 
and  threat,  but  still  we  must  not  forsake  the   Army   Nurses.     This   work 
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was  banded  over  to  the  Home  Board  by  the  Eleventh  National  Conven- 
tion with  no  appropriation,  as  they  have  no  funds  for  this  purpose,  to 
draw  upon.  Pitiful  calls  for  aid  are  coming  in  from  those  whose  pen- 
sions are  delayed,  or,  who,  worse  still,  can  never  obtain  one,  not  being 
able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law.  I  would  call  your  attention  to 
the  able  report  of  Mrs.  Wittenrayer  in  the  National  Tribune  of  December 
14,  1893.  It  is  a  grand  record  of  work  accomplished,  and  the  coming  year 
may  see  the  balance  of  claims  finished  if  there  is  a  'strong  pull  together.' 
The  expense  of  pushing  these  clains,  funds  needed  for  the  outside  Army 
Nurses,  and  the  fitting  up  of  the  hospital  must  all  be  met."  Let  us  .ill 
send  something  to  help  this  pressing  need.  It  Corps  cannot  spare  any- 
thing from  their  funds,  let  each  member  contibute  to  a  special  "Home 
fund."  Js  it  not  worth  a  small  sacrifice  from  each  of  ns?  Contributions 
must  be  sent  through  Department  Treasurer. 

IV.  In  compliance  with  orders  from  National  President,  I  hereby 
instruct  each  Corps  President  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members 
to  petition  the  County  and  City  Superintendents  and  teachers  to  adopt 
some  form  of  patriotic  salute  to  the  American  Hag,  to  be  introduced  in 
the  morning  exercises  in  the  public  schools.  Committees  can  supply 
themselves  with  a  manual  of  Patriotic  Salutes,  five  cents  each,  by  apply- 
ing to  Col.  Geo.  T.  Balch,  Auditor  of  Public  Instruction,  No.  33  E.  22nd 
St.,  New  York  City. 

V.  Corps  Presidents  are  instructed  that  General  Orders— National, 
Department  and  Special— are  issued  for  the  instruction  of  members  as 
well  as  officers.  They  must  be  read  in  two  consecutive  meetings,  then 
filed  for  future  reference.  Corps  not  having  order  files  will  procure  them 
at  once.

Now,  if  ever,  it  should  be  our  pleasure  and  our  duty  to  relieve  the 
Posts  of  the  labor  of  preparing  for  the  annual  "  festival  of  the  dead." 
Call  around  you  the  young  men  and  women  and  the  children  of  your 
community.  They  will  gladly  aid  in  gathering  the  "  fragrant  blossoms 
of  Spring;"  they  will  help  you  wind  the  wreathes  and  decorate  the 
graves.  Thus  will  you  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  nation's  "heroic 
dead,"  and  instill  into  the  hearts  of  the  rising  generation  lessons  of  pa- 
triotic devotion  to  country. 

Let  each  Corps  prepare  a  special  offering  to  the  memory  of  the  hero 
for  whom  its  Post  is  named. 

Presidents  of  Corps  making  contributions  for  Memorial  Day  in  the 
South  will  forward  the  same  through  the  Department  Treasurer  to  Na-

Eleventh  Annual  Convention 

OF   THE 

WOMAN'S  RELIEF  CORPS. 


TUESDAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  met  in  the  club  rooms  of  the 
Albany  hotel,  Denver,  Colorado,  April  30,  1895. 

At  10  a.  m.  the  Department  President,  Jeanette 
L.  Todd,  called  the  convention  to  order.  The 
president  then  announced  that  it  would  be  an  open 
session.  It  was  opened  by  prayer  by  Past  Depart- 
ment Chaplain  Mrs.  America  Whist. 

The  National  President,  Mrs.  Emma  R.  Wal- 
lace, and  her  mother,  Mrs.  Gilson,  were  escorted 
to  the  platform  by  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Carr  and  Mrs. 
Margelia  E.  Hamilton,  introduced  and  saluted  by 
the  entire  delegation. 

The  address  of  welcome  was  then  given  by  Mrs. 
Ida  DeLakge,  of  Farragut  Corps  No.  1,  as  follows: 

Mrs.  President  and  Delegates: — It  is  with  great  pleasure 
I  welcome  you  to  this,  our  beautiful  city.  "We  greet  you  with 
sisterly  love;  we  welcome  you  for  your  renewed  loyalty  to  our 
brave  comrades,  their  widows  and  orphans. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  time,  in  its  ceaseless  onward  tread, 
has  added  another  cycle  to  the  history  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  and  we  are  gathered  here  to-day  to  verify  the  work 
accomplished  during  its  passing  months.     We  have  gathered 
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and  souls  are  devoted  to  the  work  of  lifting  the  mantle  of 
gloom  and  desolation  and  despair  from  the  hearts  of  those  in 
affliction  and  distress.  There  can  be  no  nobler  work  than  this 
— the  patriotism  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  There  is  a 
spirit  of  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  throughout  our  order,  but 
it  is  by  no  means  equal  to  the  demands  upon  us.  Many  have 
needed  help  this  year  who  have  never  called  for  aid  before. 
"We  have  done  what  we  could,  but  our  numbers  should  be 
doubled.  There  are  many  loyal  women  all  about  us,  who 
thoughtlessly  look  on  and  do  not  realize  that  there  has  come  to 
them  the  one  grand  chance  in  all  the  ages  to  minister  to  the 
heroes  who  saved  our  country  from  utter  destruction. 

Again,  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Belief  Corps  of  this  city, 
I  welcome  you.  May  the  spirit  of  harmony,  the  spirit  that 
looks  above  and  beyond  the  ambitions  and  faults  of  the  hour, 
be  with  us  in  all  we  do.  May  our  hearts  be  devoted  to  all  the 
grand  interests  of  the  order,  and  when  the  hour  of  our  separa- 
tion comes  may  we  all  feel  stronger,  better  and  happier  women, 
and  still  better  prepared  to  continue  the  noble  work  which  it  is 
our  privilege  and  honor  to  call  our  own. 

•  Response  by  Mrs.  Anna  B.  Holliday,  of  Custer 
Corps  No.  20,  as  follows: 

Sisters  of  Denver: — We  realize  that  you  have  long  been 
preparing  for  our  coming.  We  know  what  an  undertaking  it  is 
to  arrange  for  such  a  gathering  as  this,  aud  on  behalf  of  the 
delegates  of  this  convention  let  me  assure  you  that  you  have 
our  warmest  appreciation  and  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  your 
successful  efforts. 

"When  gratitude  o'erflows  the  swelling  heart. 
And  breathes  in  free  and  uncorrupted  praise 
For  benefits  received,  propitious  Heaven 
Takes  such  acknowledgment  as  fragrant  incense. 
And  doubles  all  its  blessings." 

The  pleasent  faces  that  looked  into  ours,  tne  warm  hand- 
clasps and  kindly  words  of  greeting  from  those  who  met  us  on 
our  arrival  in  this  marvelous  City  of  the  Plains,  have  called 
forth  from  the  heart  of  each  representative  of  our  noble  order 
love's  holiest  offspring— gratitude;  and,  before  we  turn  our 
steps  homeward,  I  think  we  will  )>e  able  to  say,  truly  our  bless- 
ings, on  this  occasion,  have  been  doubled. 
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We  are  gathered  here  from  many  places.  Two  vast  states 
are  represented  in  this  convention,  states  whose  women  are 
citizens  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word;  and,  go  where  we  will 
in  this  department,  we  are  still  m  the  life-giving  atmosphere  of 
our  grand  old  mountains.  Then  let  each  one  of  us  say  with 
Thoreau: 

"As  a  true  patriot  I  should  be  ashamed  to  think  that  Adam 
in  Paradise  was  more  favorably  situated,  on  the  whole,  than  a 
backwoodsman  in  this  country/' 

So,  with  our  senses  quickened  by  this  mountain  air  and  our 
courage  strengthened  from  being  brought  into  touch  with 
nature,  as  we  are  in  this  favared  land,  let  us  work  with  a  pur- 
pose. Let  us  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to  '•  Fraternity,  Charity 
and  Loyalty."  May  each  one  of  us  go  from  here  with  a  deeper 
veneration  for  the  old  soldier,  a  more  tender  regard  for  the  flag 
he  fought  to  save,  and  a  renewal  of  vows  to  both.  Thus  we 
may  make  this  conventien  the  best  in  the  history  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  those  to  whom  we  are  indebted  on  this  accasion  will 
know  that  their  labor  has  not  been  in  vain. 

Department  President,  Janette  L.  Todd,  deliv- 
ered her  address  as  follows: 

Officers  and  Membees  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  : 
— On  July  25  and  26, 1883,  a  small  number  of  patriotic  women 
met  in  our  own  city  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
Sixteen  states  were  represented  at  that  time.  Here  was  per- 
fected the  National  Organization  with  fifty-seven  charter  mem- 
bers. From  that  small  beginning  we  now  number  one  hundred 
and  forty  thousand,  and  are  represented  in  thirty-seven  Depart- 
ments and  forty-one  States;  there  are,  also,  fifty- four  detached 
Corps.  At  the  time  of  organization,  there  was  not  one  dollar  in 
the  treasury;  since  then  there  has  been  expended  in  relief  for 
the  needy  veteran  and  his  dependent  ones,  $1,013,560.20. 

April  17  and  18,  1890,  the  Sixth  Annual  Department  Con- 
vention was  held  here  with  a  membership  of  six  hundred  and 
three;  to-day  we  are  assembled  here  again  with  a  membership 
of  thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-three.  The  charter  members 
that  have  watched  the  growth  of  our  Order  from  its  inception, 
must  feel  gratified  at  the  results. 
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We  have  met  to  give  an  account  of  the  work  done  in  the 
past  eleven  months,  and  to  wisely  legislate  for  the  work  in  the 
future.  When  at  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention  you  elected 
me  to  the  highest  office  in  your  gift,  I  did  not  return  thanks  for 
the  honor  conferred.  A  feeling  of  sadness  came  over  me  when 
the  result  of  the  ballot  was  announced;  I  was  thinking  of  the 
outlook  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps;  could  you  have  read  my 
thoughts,  you  would  have  sympathized  with  me.  I  felt  it  was 
to  be  a  hard  year  for  the  Corps.  Many  members  that  were 
luke-warm  would  drop  out, owing  to  the  stringent  times;  for  the 
same  reason  Corps  would  disband,  and  it  was  not  expected  that 
we  would  organize  any  new  ones. 

In  some  of  my  dark  forebodings,  I  have  been  happily  disap- 
pointed. We  have  not  had  a  delinquent  Corps,  nor  one  disband. 
I  have  given  my  thoughts  as  much  to  the  weak  Corps  that  need 
strengthening  and  encouraging,  as  I  have  to  organizing  new 
ones.  I  feel  that  the  old  adage:  "A  penny  saved  is  as  good  as 
a  penny  earned"  would  apply  to  Relief  Corps.  When  a  Corps 
disbands,  the  members  are  discouraged  and  do  not  care  to  join 
the  Order  again.  The  influence  they  exert  over  others  is  not 
what  we  would  like  to  have  it  many  times.  I  hope  my  successor 
will  give  to  the  weak  Corps  her  support,  and  encourage  them  to 
keep  on  in  the  good  work.  I  have  had  one  serious  thing  to 
contend  with:  women  having  been  granted  the  right  of  the 
ballot  have  given  most  of  their  time  and  thoughts  to  political 
matters;  it  has  prevented  many  from  joining  the  Corps.  I  fear 
that  in  some  instances  some  of  the  members  nearly  forget  the 
obligation  they  took  to  "fill  the  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  1894,  there  was  a  large 
decrease  in  the  membership;  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  reports 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1895,  are  very  gratifying;  renewed 
interest  seems  to  have  come  with  the  new  year. 

ORGANIZING   CORPS. 

July  2, 1894,  North  Fork  Corps  No.  11,  Hotchkiss,  Colorado, 
was  instituted  with  twenty-seven  charter  members;  Mary  A. 
Miller,  president.  By  vote  of  Tenth  Annual  Convention,  credit 
was  given  my  predecessor. 

September  9,  1894,  I  received  an  application  for  a  charter, 
accompanied  by  the  usual  fee,  from  the  Commander  of  Stead- 
man  Post  No.  54,  Telluride.    Supplies  were  shipped.   I  notified 
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them  that  I  would  be  there  to  institute  the  Corps.  At  Durango, 
I  received  word  that  they  had  decided  not  to  organize.  Sup- 
plies were  returned  at  their  expense.  Upon  investigation,  I 
found  it  was  well  they  did  not  organize  Charter  fee  was 
retained. 

January  29,  1895,  Edwin  M.  Stanton  Corps  No.  37,  was 
reorganized,  with  thirty  charter  members;  Mrs.  Margaret  Delo, 
president. 

February  9, 1895,  Geo.  B.  McCiellan  Corps  No.  16,  Delta, 
Colorado,  was  organized,  with  twenty  charter  members;  Mrs. 
Nellie  L.  Bailey,  president.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given 
Mrs.  Bailey  for  the  work  she  has  done  for  the  Women's  Eelief 
Corps.  I  am  told  this  is  the  fourth  Corps  she  has  been  instru- 
mental in  organizing. 

March  29, 1895,  R.  A.  Cameron  Corps  No.  18,  Fort  Morgan, 
Colorado,  was  organized,  with  twenty-nine  charter  members; 
Mrs.  Matilda  Hotchkiss,  president. 

April  3, 1895,  Casper  W.  Collins  Corps  No.  14,  Rawlins,  Wyo- 
ming, was  organized,  with  sixteen  charter  members;  Mrs.  Min- 
nie Kingsford,  president.  To  my  aide,  Mrs.  Anna  B.  Holliday, 
I  am  indebted  for  the  organization  of  this  Corps. 

April  22,  1895,  Reno  Corps  No.  21,  Denver,  Colorado,  was 
organized,  with  seventeen  charter  members;  Mrs.  Lucy  M. 
Capron,  president. 

April  27,  1895,  Mulligan  Corps  No.  22,  Springfield,  Colorado, 
was  organized,  with  twenty-five  charter  members;  Mrs.  Mary 
E.  Cole,  president. 

SOLDIERS'   HOME. 

We  have  now  two  Soldiers'  Homes  in  our  Department;  our 
members  in  Wyoming  are  more  fortunate  than  we,  as  the  Home 
is  located  in  Cheyenne;  they  can  visit  it.  I  am  sure  they  will 
do  all  they  can  for  the  comfort  of  the  Veterans. 

In  June,  I  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Home,  at  Monte  Vista,  Colorado.  I  was  appointed  to 
fill  a  vacancy;  my  term  expired  on  April  3.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  a  Governor  who  does  not  think  it  a  proper  place 
for  a  woman  on  that  Board.  I  had  hoped  to  see  two  appointed 
to   till   the  vacant  places  of  the  Commissioners,  whose  time 
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While  serving  on  the  Board,  I  had  the  opportunity  of  learn- 
ing much.    I  found  the  Grand  Army  had  given  to  the  Home, 
$570.35  in  cash;  the  Relief  Corps  have  given  in  cash  $998.20. 
If  the  donations  sent  direct  to  the  Home  had  been  reported  to 
Headquarters,  the  amount  would  be  surprising.    I  have  had 
my  heart  ache  many  times  for  some*  poor,  sick  and  suffering 
Comrade.    They  are  well  cared  for;  plenty  to  eat,  a  place  to 
sleep,  yet  it  is  not  home.    Upon  my  arrival,  I  used  to  go  directly 
to  the  hospital.    On  my  first  visit  there,  I  found  a  Comrade  . 
lying  at  the  point  of  death;  he  could  only  speak  in  a  whisper; 
he  was  moaning  and  begging  to  see  his  wife:    "Oh,  if  I  could 
only  see  my  wife,  if  I  could  only  talk  to  her  once  more  before  I 
die."    I  found  the  wife  resided  in  Louisville,  Colorado,  and  that 
the  Commander  had  written  her  several  days  before,  but  had 
received  no  reply.    I  tried  to  console  him  by  saying  that  she 
might  arrive  on  the  next  train.    I  did  not  feel  the  Comrade 
could  live  an  hour.      To  my  surprise  he  was  alive  when  I  was 
ready  to  leave  the  Home.    As  I  went  in  to  bid  them  good-by,  I 
did  not  linger  at  that  cot  for  fear  of  hearing  that  piteous  cry, 
"Oh,  to  see  my  wife  once  more."    I  had  just  left  the  room  when 
the  nurse  came  and  said  he  wished  to  see  me.    I  went  to  his 
bedside,  and  there  resolved  if  there  was  any  way  the  wife  could 
reach  him,  she  should  do  so.    I  asked  the  physician  if  he  could 
live  until  she  reached  there.     He  informed  me  he  was  slowly 
starving  to  death  with  stomach  trouble;  he  might  survive  some 
time.    I  reached  home  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.;  my  husband  was  at 
the  depot  to  meet  me;  I  told  him  how  I  was  troubled,  and  asked 
him  if  he  was  willing  I  should  go  to  Louisville  that  morning. 
He  said  if  I  would  .go  home,  he  would  see  what  he  could  do. 
At  four  o'clock  she  was  in  Denver;  at  seven  o'clock,  President 
Root  and  I  saw  her  aboard  the  train  on  her  way  to  see  her  dying 
husband.    I  am  pleased  to  say  she  was  with  him  some  time 
before  his  death.    President  Root  secured  a  ticket  for  her  to 
the  Home.    Joe  Hooker  Corps  No.  43,  paid  her  fare  back  to 
Denver. 

I  feel  it  is  our  duty  to  work  unitedly,  and  never  cease  work- 
ing until  we  have  a  Home  established  where  husband  and  wife 
can  go  together  to  spend  their  last  days.  "VYe  are  living  in  a 
progressive  age.  Are  we  progressing  when  the  defenders  of  our 
country,  aged  and  decrepit,  no  longer  able  to  earn  a  livelihood, 
can   find  a  Home,  at  the  expense  of  the  State  or  Government, 
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only  to  be  separated  from  loved  ones,  to  spend  their  last  days 
crying  for  wife  or  children? 

DEPARTMENT   RELIEF. 

The  committee  have  been  faithful.  The  amount  of  good 
done  by  them  is  known  only  by  Him  who  knoweth  all  things. 
In  my  opinion,  the  Department  Relief  funds  should  not  be  used 
where  there  are  Posts  or  Corps.  It  should  be  kept  for  those 
that  are  appealing  to  us  from  a  distance.  Letters  are  often 
received  saying:  we  have  nowhere  else  to  look  for  aid.  Take 
into  consideration  that  the  source  of  revenue  for  the  Relief  Fund 
is  ten  per  cent,  of  the  per  capita  tax,  you  wilL  see  we  receive 
about  $19.00  every  three  months.  The  amount  is  so  small,  calls 
so  numerous,  that  it  is  hard  for  the  Relief  Committee  to  give 
the  needed  assistance. 

GENERAL   ORDERS. 

I  find  many  Corps  Presidents  pay  very  little  attention  to 
"General  Orders;"  passing  them  by  with  one  reading,  often 
failing  to  take  notice  of  things  that  require  action  taken  upon 
at  once.  The  expense  of  printing  and  mailing  is  quite  an 
item  in  our  expenditure.  Tbey  are  issued  for  our  instruction, 
and  should  be  carefully  read  and  obeyed. 

INSPECTION. 
The  large  territory  to  be  traveled  over,  the  duties  of  the 
Department  Inspector  are  arduous;  feeling  that  we  must  make 
the  expense  as  light  as  consistent  with  thorough  inspection,  the 
Inspector  and  I  counselled  together.  The  Assistant  Inspectors 
were  appointed  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  hoping  to 
prevent  going  over  the  route  the  second  time.  Owing  to  circum- 
stances over  which  we  had  no  control,  our  plans  were  not  carried 
out,  making  inspection  cost  more  than  we  had  calculated  upon. 
All  but  two  Corps  were  inspected.  Akron  Corps  was  assigned 
to  me;  I  fear  I  shall  have  to  report:  failed  to  do  my  duty. 

FINANCES. 

It  has  not  been  my  study  how  to  save  the  funds  as  much  as 
how  to  expend  it  judiciously.  Wherever  I  thought  it  was  for 
the  good  of  our  Order,  it  has  been  used,  and,  I  trust,  wisely. 
As  we  are  increasing  in  corps,  our  expenses  will  increase  also. 
Our  bill  for  stationary  is  larger  than  last  year,  yet  we  have  none 
left,  showinc  that  our  oorrpsnonripncp  is  increasing. 
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OFFICIAL   VISITS.  ! 

I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  all  the  Corps  in  the 
Department.  I  hoped  to  if  I  could  secure  free  transportation. 
I  am  indebted  to  Comrade  Vaughn  for  his  efforts  to  secure  it  for 
me.  He  drew  up  a  petition,  had  it  signsd  by  the  mayor  and 
entire  city  council;  it  was  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Pas- 
senger Association,  and  referred  back  to  me  with  regrets  that 
they  could  not  comply  with  the  request.  I  visited  as  many 
Corps  as  I  thought  advisable.  I  have  received  kindness  and 
consideration  everywhere.  Nearly  all  the  Posts  and  Corps  had 
a  camp-fire  in  the  evening.  If  time  did  not  forbid,  I  would  like 
to  tell  of  the  enjoyable  time  had  at  each  one.  I  will  briefly 
mention  but  one,  that  at  Leadville:  Department  Commander 
Rollins  and  some  two  hundred  old  Veterans,  gathered  around 
the  banquet  table  where  the  flow  of  wit  and  coffee  lasted  until 
the  "wee  sma'  hours."  I  attended  the  .National  Convention  at 
Pittsburg. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
First— I  would  recommend  that  hereafter,  in  making  out 
election  returns,  that  Past  Corps  Presidents  transferred  be 
reported  in  the  Corps  they  hold  their  membership,  as  transferred 
from  the  Corps  they  formerly  belonged  to,  and  their  names  be 
dropped  from  the  Corps  they  were  transferred  from. 

Second — That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  introduce  the 
"  Flag  Salute  "  into  all  schools  not  using  the  same. 

Third — That  a  committee  be  appointed  and  instructed  to 
procure  a  glass  case  for  the  Department  Banner,  said  banner  to 
be  placed  in  the  G.  A.  R.  room  at  the  capitol  building. 

TO    MY    ASSOCIATE   OFFICERS. 

It  would  give  me  much  pleasure  to  mention  each  one  and 
tell  you  of  the  many  acts  of  kindness  they  have  shown  me,  the 
kind  and  cheering  words  spoken  at  all  times.  I  have  never  felt 
weary  in  well-doing,  owing  to  the  cheerful  support  accorded  by 
all. 

My  counselor  has  been  my  guiding  star;  when  the  little 
annoyances  would  arise,  I  have  felt  half  the  burden  removed 
in  writing  to  her,  knowing  I  would  receive  not  only  the  best  of 
advice  but  kind  and  cheering  words.  I  have  not  shed  -a  tear 
over  any  annoying  thing  that  has  taken  place  during  my  admin- 
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istration.  I  have  come  very  near  many  times  of  late  upon  the 
receipt  of  loving  letters,  I  found  them  very  hard  to  suppress; 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Dodge,  counselor,  saying: 
"  I  have  passed  through  a  hard  struggle,  knowing  it  would  be 
imprudent,  owing  to  ill  health,  for  me  to  go  to  the  Convention, 
yet  it  seemed  as  though  I  could  not  give  it  up.  I  have  and 
shall  follow  you  with  my  thoughts  and  best  wishes." 

I  have  i^ade  mistakes;  I  thought  I  was  doing  for  the  best, 
when  too  late  I  saw  my  error.  1  have  served  you  faithfully  and 
conscientiously,  not  knowingly  neglecting  one  duty. 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  my  prayer 
will  be  that  you  may  never  regret  having  done  so. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  messages  of  greet- 
ing be  sent  to  the  absent  Past  Department  Presi- 
dents, Mesdames  Telford,  Henderson,  Anderson 
and  Dodge. 

Committee  on  Greetings,  appointed,  were  Mrs.

To  Olive  C.  Butler, 

Department  Secretary: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  Senior 
Vice  President  of  this  Department: 

I  have  ever  held  myself  in  readiness  to  assist  the  Department 
President,  "  by  counsel  or  otherwise,"  as  I  find  tbe  Rules  and 
Regulations  define  my  duties  to  be,  but  so  ably  has  she  filled 
her  office  and  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  Department  that 
my  help  has  not  been  required,  and,  therefore,  in  that  line.  I 
have  nothing  to  report. 

I  was  appointed  Assistant  Inspector,  and  given  the  Corps  of 
New  Castle,  Gunnison,  and  Grand  Junction  to  inspect.  The 
former,  being  newly  organized,  was  not  as  well  drilled  as  could 
be  desired,  but,  with  this  exception,  I  found  every  Corps  in  good 
conditiou,  and  my  trip  of  inspection  was  a  very  pleasant  one,  in 
which  I  renewed  old  acquaintances  and  made  new  ones.  In  my 
visits  I  was  everywhere  received  most  cordially,  and  my  sugges- 
tions and  instructions  accepted  in  the  kind  and  fraternal  spirit 
in  which  they  were  given. 

In  company  with  the  Department  President  and  tbe  Presi- 
dent of  Grand  Junction  Corps,  I  visited  the  Indian  School  near 
Grand  Jnnction,  and  was  much  pleased  and  interested  in  the 
arrangements  made  for  the  care  of  these  "wards  of  the  Nation," 
but  felt,  as  we  left,  that  the  soldier's  widow  was  to  be  pardoned 
for  (as  she  expressed  it)  sometimes  almost  wishing  herchildien 
were  Indians,  so  that  the  Government  would  take  better  care  of 
them,  for  the  pitiful  pension  granted  her  was  not  sufficient  to 
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children  possessed.  Not  that  I  object  to  the  care  of  the  Indians 
— the  Government  should  educate  and  care  for  them— but  the 
old  soldier  should  rank  first  in  the  esteem  of  our  rulers  and  law 
makers. 

I  much  regretted  my  absence  from  the  National  Convention 
at  Pittsburg,  but  it  was  utterly  impossible  for  me  to  attend. 

With  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  on  me  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  one  year  ago,  and  wishing  the  present  one  a  harmonious 
and  profitable  session,  1  respectfully  submit  my  report,  in 
F.,C.<fcL.

The  Guard  announced  that  a  delegation  from 
the  Ladies*  Aid  Society  and  Sons  of  Veterans  were 
in  waiting,  to  extend  greetings  to  the  Ladies  of  the 
Convention. 

Business  was  suspended  and  they  were  admitted. 
Mrs.  Mason,  Provisional  President,  and  three  of 
the  committee,  made  a  few  remarks,  showing  the 
objects  of  the  Society,  and  offering  their  assistance 
at  any  time. 

Commander-in-Chief,  Thomas  G.  Lawler,  and 
Adjutant-General  Jones,  and  Comrade  Todd,  of 
the  G.  A.  R.,  were  then  announced  and  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Convention. 

Commander-in-Chief  Lawler,  said: 

Ladies  of  the  Relief  Corps:— It  gives  me  pleasure  to  look 
into  your  pleasant  countenances  this  morning,  and  realize  that 
we  are  away  out  here,  and  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
so  many  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Relief  Corps  in  the  different 
States,  and  I  want  to  say  to  you:  T  have  never  seen  better 
looking  ladies  anywhere,  but  I  always  think  they  are  about  the 
same  everywhere.  # 

As  a  representative  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  I  will  say  we  are  in  full 
sympathy  with  your  organization  and  all  its  aims.  We  know 
the  work  you  are  performing  aloDg  the  line  that  we  attempted 
to  work  after  the  war,  carrying  out  the  great  principle  of  our 
organization,  the  principle  of  Charity. 

I  remember  in  Denver  when  the  National  Organization  was 
formed;  the  National  Encampments  held  since  that  date  have 
never  bppn  sorrv  thev  admitted  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
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We  know  the  great  influence  of  women.  No  great  work  can 
be  carried  on  without  your  aid;  and  I  want  to  say  to  you  that 
we  understand  the  line  of  work  you  are  performing,  in  teaching 
patriotism  to  the  young,  one  of  the  noblest  works  performed. 
We  believe  in  the  education  of  the  children  as  the  bulwarks  of 
the  citizen  of  the  Nation. 

Many  that  are  here  were  the  young  girls  of  that  period,  and 
we  realize  that  the  women  who  stayed  at  home  suffered  ten 
times  more  than  we  did  on  the  field.  They  did  not  know  the 
fate  of  those  they  loved,  or  what  their  condition,  while  from  day 
to  day  we  knew  that  we  were  safe  if  we  were  aliv*». 

God  bless  you  in  your  work,  and  speed  you  in  your  under- 
taking. 

Commander-in-Chief  Lawler  was  followed  by 
the  Adjutant-General  in  appropriate  remarks  and 
good  wishes  for  the  success  of  the  Department. 
The  Comrades  were  presented  with  the  Convention 
W.  R.  C.  badge. 

After  which  the  National  President,  Mrs.  Emma 
R.  Wallace,  with  the  following  well  chosen  words, 
presented  Department  President,  Mrs.  Todd,  with 
a.  gold  watch  and  chain,  from  the  Department: 

What  I  have  to  say  is  a  message  from  these  girls  of  yours, 
with  whom  you  have  been  so  closely  connected  during  the  last 
eleven  months.  Mrs.  President,  they  have  watched  you  well, 
and  to-day  they  ask  me  to  come  to  you  and  say:  that  all  during 
these  months  in  which  you  have  exercised  over  them  a  mother's 
care,  they  have  nothing  to  complain  of,  and  bring  nothing  but 
love  tokens;  and  it  is  to  bind  you  to  their  hearts  that  we  give 
you  this  love  token  bound  with  *a  golden  chain,  and  as  it  ticks 
away  each  precious  second  from  now  until  eternity,  it  shall  ever 
remind  you  of  the  months  in  which  you  were  Department  Pres- 
ident of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 

Mrs.  Todd  responded,  thanking  the  ladies  for 
their  loving  remembrance. 

Mr.  Todd  then  said  a  few  words,  thanking  them 
on  his  own  behalf. 
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It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  we  go  to  Lin- 
coln Hall  for  the  exemplification  of  the  Ritual. 
The  motion  was  lost. 

It  was  then  moved  to  reconsider  the  motion  to 
elect  officers  in  the  afternoon,  to  give  the  ladies  a 
chance  to  go  to  Fort  Logan.  After  considerable 
discussion,  it  was  decided  to  adjourn  until  1 130,  and 
go  on  with  the  regular  business.

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The  wheel  of  time  has  again  made  its  circuit,  with  its  many 
joys  and  sorrows,  and  after  the  lapse  of  almost  a  year,  we  find 
ourselves  laboring  "  for  those  we  love."  Let  us  hope  that  this 
shall  be  one  of  the  most  beneficial  sessions  ever  held.  Let  us 
counsel  wisely,  that  we  make  no  mistakes. 

When  I  accepted  the  appointment  of  Inspector,  I  did  so 
fully  realizing  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  office.  I 
have  given  the  work  much  time  and  thought,  and  have  not  taken 
one  step  without  first  giving  it  due  consideration.  I  have 
endeavored  to  do  by  others  as  I  would  they  should  do  by  me. 
The  mistakes  I  have  made  have  been  those  of  the  head,  not  the 
heart,  and  all  I  ask  is  Charity,  for  "Charity  suffereth  long  and 
is  kind."  Some  one  has  said :  "  To  err  is  human,  to  forgive 
divine." 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  E.  V.  Sumner,  of  Silver  Cliff,  has 
not  been  inspected.  This  Corps  was  on  my  list,  and  I  intended 
visiting  them  after  leaving  Pueblo;  but  while  at  Pueblo,  I 
caught  a  severe  cold,  the  weather  was  bad,  and  I  was  all  tired 
out,  having  then  been  traveling  four  weeks.  As  I  would  have 
to  go  thirty-five  miles  by  stage,  with  the  roads  in  terrible  condi- 
tion, could  not  make  the  trip.  I  thought  I  would  return  home, 
rest  awhile  and  then  go,  but  fate  was  against  me.  Shortly  after 
returning  home  I  fell  and  sprained  my  ankle,  which  confined 
me  to  the  house  for  nearly  two  months;  my  ankle  has  been  so 
weak  ever  since  that  I  have  not  dared  to  make  the  journey. 

I  find  there  is  a  great  deal  of  fault  found  with  the  manner 
of  our  inspection,  and  some  advise  adopting  the  system  used  by 
the  Grand  Army.  While  I  think  our  form  is  far  from  being 
perfect,  I  know  from  conversation  with  Department  Officers  of 
the  Grand  Army  that  they  are  also  very  much  dissatisfied  with 
their  method  of  inspection.  While  at  Lamar,  I  was  told  by  a 
member  of  the  Post  there,  that  they  had  never  been  visited  by 
a  Department  Officer,  and  he  thought  if  they  were  inspected  as 
the  Relief  Corps  is,  it  would  inspire  them  with  new  life,  and 
hoped  the  Grand  Army  would  adopt  our  form. 

Owing  to  a  little  misunderstanding  regarding  rates,  the  cost 
of  inspection  was  more  than  it  should  have  been,  namely, 
?120.50. 

Mrs.  Todd,  Department  President,  inspected  the  following 
Corps,  and  below  is  given  her  opinion  of  each: 
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Joe  Hooker  No.  43,  Monte  Vista:  "The  books  are  accurately 
kept,  and  the  Corps,  though  small  in  number,  is  doing  good 
work." 

Battle  Mountain  No.  29,  Red  Cliff:  "  This  Corps  has  not 
many  calls  for  aid.  They  are  doing  all  they  find  to  do  with 
willing  hearts  and  hands.  The  work  of  the  Ritual  is  done  in 
such  a  manner,  there  was  but  little  to  criticise  and  much  to 
commend." 

North  Fork  No.  11,  Hotchkiss:  "  This  Corps  has  very  ener- 
getic workers.  They  have  material  pledged  to  build  a  G.  A.  R. 
hall.  A  lot  has  been  donated,  and  they  hope  ore  long  to  be 
occupying  their  own  hall." 

Sedgwick  No.  3,  Durango:  "This  Corps  is  in  good  working 
order;  the  books  are  well  kept.  All  the  members  are  striving 
to  do  their  work  in  a  way  that  will  be  a  credit  to  themselves 
and  the  organization.  Being  remote,  they  do  not  have  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  other  Corps  and  gaining  instruction  in  that 
way.    Time  and  experience  will  work  for  their  good." 

Phil  Sheridan  No.  41,  Buena  Vista:  "This  Corps  is  very 
fortunate,  as  they  have  no  poor  among  them;  I  am  sure  they 
would  be  only  too  glad  to  help  the  needy.  It  is  with  them  as 
with  many  others,  if  there  was  more  work  for  them  to  do  they 
would  take  greater  interest  and  the  attendance  would  be  much 
larger." 

Winfield  Scott  No.  19,  Aspen :  "  The  work  of  the  Ritual  was 
beautifully  carried  out.  Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  for 
the  careful  thought  and  many  hours  of  practice  it  has  required 
to  bring  the  work  so  near  perfection.  I  felt  I  had  spent  a 
profitable  afternoon." 

James  A.  Garfield  No.  8,  Leadville:  "  I  was  delighted  with 
my  visit.  The  largest  number  of  members  that  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  see  at  a  Corps  meeting  for  some  time.  Balloted  for 
and  accepted  four  new  members.  They  have  initiated  more 
members  since  January  1  than  any  other  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment. Books  correct.  The  enthusiasm  of  that  meeting  will 
long  be  remembered." 

Akron  No.  36,  Akron:  This  Corps  was  not  visited  by  a 
Department  Officer,  but  the  blanks  were  filled  out  by  a  member 
of  their  Corps. 
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The  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  Hannah  B.  Johnson, 
inspected  the  following,  and  below  are  her  views  of  the  different 
Corps: 

Gunnison  No.  12,  Gunnison:  "Many  of  the  officere  have 
been  changed  in  the  last  few  weeks.  The  Secretary  does  her 
work  very  well  for  the  time  she  has  been  in  office.  The  books 
of  the  Treasurer  were  not  audited  for  some  time,  but  later  it  is 
learned  the  books  were  audited  by  the  Committee." 

Grand  Junction  No.  17,  Grand  Junction:  "  They  have  been 
doing  a  large  amount  of  relief  work  in  the  way  of  collecting 
and  distributing  food  and  clothing.  They  had  not  kept  any 
account  of  this  work  until  Mbs.  Todd,  Department  President, 
informed  them  they  were  entitled  to  credit,  and  they  were 
surprised  at  the  amount  they  might  reasonably  claim.  All 
seem  to  be  energetic  women,  interested  in  their  Corps,  and,, 
working  harmoniously  together."  -..., 

General  Shields  No.  10,  New  Castle:  "  The  books,  especially 
those  of  the  Treasurer,  were  excellently  kept;  they  have  worthy 
women  among  their  number,  and  if  they  had  more  relief  work 
to  do  would  make  a  very  active  corps." 

Clara  M.  Hooper,  Department  Junior  Vice  President,  in- 
spected the  following,  and  gives  a  very  encouraging  report  of 
each  Corps: 

W.  T.  Sherman  No.  24,  Evans:  "  This  is  one  of  the  smallest 
Corps,  but  by  no  means  small  in  zeal  and  energy,  compared 
with  numbers  and  the  difficulties  under  which  they  are  com- 
pelled to  labor;  they  are  really  doing  more  work  than  many 
with  a  larger  membership.  They  can  safely  be  trusted  to  carry 
on  the  good  work  for  the  coming  year.*' 

Holyoke  No.  44,  Holyoke:  "  I  found  this  Corps  very  much 
discouraged,  owing  to  failure  of  crops  and  some  members  going 
away." 

J.  F.  Keynolds  No.  9,  Cheyenne:  "  Found  them  very  harmo- 
nious, the  work  being  very  creditably  done.  Owing  to  a  misun- 
derstanding, the  Committee  turned  over  to  Post  the  proceeds  of 
an  entertainment  before  submitting  it  to  the  Corps,  thereby 
losing  to  them  on  their  books  the  credit  due,  namely,  $126  net. 
I  feel  they  should  have  credit  given  them.  It  is  gratifying  to 
the  Department  and  due  them  to  say:  J.  F.  Reynolds  is  one  of 
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the  strong  arms  of  this  Order,  and  a  branch  of  which  we  are 
justly  proud." 

Custer  No.  20,  Laramie:  "  This  Corps  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  Officers  and  members  taking  deepest  interest  in  the 
aims  and  objects  of  our  Order;  the  exemplification  of  the  Ritual 
equalled  my  highest  expectation." 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  personally  inspecting  the  following: 

Farragut  No.  1,  Denver:  The  books  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  were  in  first-class  condition,  and  the  Corps  has  every 
appearance  of  a  bright  and  successful  future. 

Upton  No.  2,  Pueblo:  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
this  Corps  is  gaining  in  membership.  There  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  with  the  books,  but  everything  has  been  straight- 
ened out,  and  I  am  sure  they  now  understand  their  books  and 
I  look  forward  to  a  very  prosperous  year. 

Colorado  Springs  No.  4,  Colorado  Springs:  The  interest 
increased,  and  the  work  of  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer well  done. 

T.  H.  Dodd  No.  5,  Golden:  The  attendance  was  large  and 
a  great  deal  of  interest  taken  in  the  work.  They  have  a  nicely 
arranged  hall,  and  the  Post  is  very  proud  of  their  auxiliary. 

Geo.  G.  Meade  No.  6,  Denver:  This  Corps  is  next  to  the 
largest  in  the  Department,  is  deeply  interested  in  all  the  work 
of  the  Order,  and  one  could  not  help  but  feel  they  had  been 
benefitted  by  their  visit  I  will  also  mention  the  grand,  good 
work  done  by  their  Belief  Committee. 

Veteran  No.  14,  Denver:  This  is  the  largest  Corps  in  the 
Department.  As  the  President  was  out  of  the  city  and  did  not 
receive  the  notice  of  inspection  in  time  to  notify  the  members, 
the  inspection  was  in  a  measure  a  surprise,  but  they  were  not 
found  wanting,  as  the  work  was  carried  on  in  a  most  able  manner. 
I  wish  the  inspection  of  every  Corps  could  be  a  surprise,  as  it 
would  give  the  Inspector  a  better  chance  to  learn  the  true  con- 
dition of  the  Order. 

Pike's  Peak  No.  39,  Manitou:  This  Corps  is  small  and 
labors  under  a  great  many  disadvantages,  but  they  have  a  few 
earnest  workers  who  will  tide  them  safely  on  to  a  prosperous 
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future.    The  work  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was  well 
done. 

Phil  Kearney  No.  47,  Platteville:  This  is  one  of  the  small 
Corps;  several  members  have  gone  away  and  others  have  to 
come  quite  a  distance  to  attend  the  meetings,  but  they  seemed 
hopeful  for  the  coming  year. 

Kit  Carson  No.  31,  Lamar.  They  are  a  very  bright,  enthu- 
siastic little  band  of  women  and  a  great  help  to  the  Post.  A. 
member  of  the  Post  said  to  me,  "This  Post  would  have  dis- 
banded long  ago  had  it  not  been  for  the  Corps;  they  pay  our 
rent  and  do  everything  there  is  to  be  done,  and  we  could  not 
exist  without  their  help."  What  greater  compliment  could 
be  given? 

George  Washington  No.  42,  Denver:  George  Washington! 
With  such  a  name,  a  grand,  living  monument  of  goodness  and 
virtue,  is  it  any  wonder  that  the  Corps  is  a  bright  and  shining 
star  in  this  Department? 

Kilpatrick  No.  34,  La  Junta:  The  members  of  this  Corps 
are  interested  and  would  like  to  do  more  for  the  old  soldier, 
but  they  have  no  poor  to  care  for;  it  being  a  railroad  town  the 
people  keep  coming  and  going,  and  it  is  hard  to  maintain  the 
membership* 

Nathaniel  Lyon  No.  27,  Boulder;  In  the  exemplification  of 
the  Ritual  this  Corps  is  almost  perfect;  too  much  credit  cannot 
be  given.  It  does  one's  soul  good  to  attend  a  meeting,  and 
words  from  me  seem  useless,  as  the  reputation  of  Nat  Lyon  is 
so  well  established  throughout  the  Department. 

John  C.  Fremont,  No.  45,  Littleton :  An  active  little  Corps, 
and  while  the  officers  are  all  good,  they  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  efficient  work  of  the  Conductor. 

George  H.  Thomas  No.  26,  Fort  Collins:  This  Corps  is  in  a 
healthy  condition,  the  standing  is  good  in  the  city,  and  they 
take  especially  good  care  of  their  members  in  sickness. 

M.  M.  Crocker,  No.  40,  Denver:  A  fine  Corps  with  good 
officers,  and  a  number  of  active,  interested  members.  I  feel 
sure  that  they  will  do  good  work  this  year.  The  books  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  very  neatly  kept. 
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Major  Anderson  No.  46,  Harris:  This  is  a  small  Corps,  but 
they  are  interested  in  the  cause  and  I  look  for  good  work  from 
them  in  coming  years. 

McPherson  No.  32,  Longmont:  The  inspection  of  this 
Corps  was  very  interesting  in  many  respects.  Emma  D.  Adams, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  Vibginia  Feenet  accom- 
panied me  from  Boulder,  and  were  present  at  this  meeting.  A 
sham  application  of  Ellen  J.  Fosteb  was  reported  on  by  the 
Investigating  Committee  with  so  much  interest  that  the  In- 
spector was  at  a  loss  for  some  few  minutes  to  decide  whether 
or  not  she  really  had  made  application  for  membership. 
McPherson  has  but  few  faults  and  many  excellent  qualities. 

Thoraburg  No.  25,  Georgetown:  This  is  one  of  the  best 
little  bands  of  women  I  ever  met,  every  one  in  herself  a  jewel. 
With  a  membership  of  only  twelve  and  an  average  attendance 
of  eight,  some  members  have  several  miles  to  go  to  the  meet- 
ings. The  Post  say  they  could  not  live  without  their  aid,  and 
I  think  they  have  a  great  deal  to  encourage  them  in  their  noble 
work. 

-  U.  S.  Grant  No.  15,  Greeley:  This  Corps  holds  the  same 
position  of  honor  among  the  members  of  this  Department  as 
does  the  memory  of  our  immortal  Grant  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  a  loving  people,  and  words  from  me  seem  useless. 

I  am  glad  the  time  of  inspection  has  been  changed,  as  it 
will  make  the  work  much  easier  in  the  mountain  towns. 

I  find  the  Auditing  Committee  have,  in  almost  every  case, 
done  good  work,  and  very  much  depends  upon  them,  for  if  they 
be  neglectful  of  their  duty  the  Corps  will  not  receive  the  stand- 
ing they  should  in  the  Department. 

I  heartily  agree  with  some  of  my  predecessors  in  regard  to 
the  careless  manner  some  Corps  Secretaries  read  the  General 
Orders,  and  I  would  suggest  that  more  attention  be  paid  to 
tbeir  reading,  to  enable  the  members  to  better  appreciate  and 
understand  the  information  contained  therein. 

The  inspection  of  this  Department  shows  an  increased  inter- 
est in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Ritual  in  a  proper  manner. 
I  am  also  glad  to  note  that  the  work  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  is  well  done  in  almost  every  instance.

Let  us,  mothers,  do  our  duty 
now  to  our  children,  and  have  the  flag  salute  in  every  school  in 
Colorado  and  Wyoming. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  with  whom  I  have  been  associated 
during  the  past  year,  for  the  many  courtesies  received.  To  the 
Assistant  Inspectors,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  the  faithful  and 
prompt  performance  of  their  duty. 

And  to  our  President,  Janette  L.  Todd,  who  honored  me 
with  the  appointment  of  Inspector,  I  wish  to  express  my  heart- 
felt thanks  for  her  many,  many  kind  words  of  counsel.  And  as 
she  lays  down  the  work  of  the  year  just  past,  we  all  unite  in 
saying,  "  Well  done."

The  report  of  the  Counselor  was  read  by  Mrs. 
Carr.  in  the  absence  of  Counselor  Laura  S.  Dodge, 
as  follows: 
Olive  C.  Butler,  - 

Department  Secretary: 

Dear  Madam: — In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  I  herewith  present  a  report 
of  my  work  as  Department  Counselor: 

As  I  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  work  of 
my  office  has  been  exceedingly  light,  almost  an  "empty  honor." 
The  Department  President  has  long  been  a  "member  of  our 
Order,  and  is  so  thoroughly  familiar  with  its  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, that  very  few  questions  have  been  referred  to  me  for 
decision.  "We  have  held  several  consultations  over  the"  work  of 
the  Department  in  general,  and  if,  by  my  advice  and  experience 
in  the  preceding  year,  her  duties  have  been  lightened,  the  pur- 
pose of  my  office  has  been  accomplished. 

Two  questions  have  come  to  me  direct  from  Corps  Presidents, 
which  is  not  correct.     All  questions  must  be  submitted  to  the 
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Department  President,  and  by  her  referred  to  the  Department 
Counselor,  if  she  is  in  any  doubt  as  to  the  correct  answer. 

The  following  are  the  cases  referred  to  me,  and  my  decisions: 

1.  Must  a  transfer  card  be  given  when  asked  for?  Arts. 
A  transfer  must  be  applied  for  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  it  must 
be  given,  unless  the  applicant  is  in  arrears  for  dues  or  there  are 
charges  existing  against  her. 

2.  Must  a  Corps  which  disbands  pay  per  capita  tax  for  the 
current  quarter?  Ans. — All  indebtedness  must  be  paid  before 
the  charter  can  be  surrendered. 

3.  Mrs.  "A."  is  Senior  Vice  President  of  a  Corps.  The 
President  resigns,  and  the  Senior  Vice  fills  her  chair  until  the 
following  December,  when  she  is  elected  President.  She  then 
resigns  and  goes  to  a  distant  State,  but  keeps  her  membership 
in  the  same  Corps.  She  returns  and  insists  on  being  carried  on 
the  Roster  as  a  Past  Corps  President,  and  also  entitled  to  a  seat 
in  the  Department  Convention.  Is  she  entitled  to  either?  Arts. 
She  is  not.  She  was  not  entitled  to  the  rank  of  President  until 
elected  to  that  office.  Her  resignation  as  President  before  her 
term  of  office  expired,  deprived  her  of  the  rank  and  honor  of  a 
Past  President. 

4.  How  is  a  vacancy  in  a  delegation  to  the  Department 
Convention  filled?  Ans.— The  vacancy  must  be  filled  from  the 
Alternates  first;  after  they  are  exhausted  any  member  of  the 
Corps  can  be  chosen. 

5.  Can  members  be  compelled  to  vote  on  questions  to  be 
decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Corps,  and  in  balloting  for  candidates 
for  membership?  -Ans.— I  know  of  no  law  by  which  members 
can  be  compelled  to  vote,  but  each  member  should  consider  it 
her  duty  to  exercise  the  privilege  given  her  to  vote  in  each  case. 

6.  How  are  members  dishonorably  discharged?  Ans. — A 
member  can  be  dishonorably  discharged,  only  upon  due  trial 
and  sentence,  as  provided  in  Article  VII,  Chapter  V,  Rules  and 
Regulations.

The  report  of  Delegate  at  Large,  Mrs. Gwendo- 
line Powell,  was  read  by  the  Secretary: 

Office  of  Delegate  at  Large,

Aspen,  Colorado,  April  28, 1895. 
Olive  C.  Butler, 

Department  Secretary : 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  our  Order,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  Entertainment  and  Proceedings  of  the 
Twelfth  National  Convention,  held  at  Pittsburg,  September  12, 
13  and  14, 1894: 

We  left  Denver,  September  7,  on  the  official  train,  over  the 
Burlington  and  Missouri  route,  at  8:15  p.  m.  I  had  not  been  on 
the  train  but  a  few  moments,  when  Comrades  Anderson  and 
Youngson  came  into  my  car  to  look  me  up.  After  seeing  that 
I  was  comfortable  for  the  night,  expressed  the  hope  of  seeing 
me  in  the  morning.  Our  first  stopping  place  was  at  Oxford, 
where  we  had  breakfast,  and  met  the  members  of  our  delegation ; 
the  usual  courtesies  were  exchanged,  and  we  had  a  very  pleasant 
time.  The  Burlington  and  Missouri  winds  its  way  through  a 
most  beautiful  country.  Our  next  stopping  place  was  at  Lin- 
coln, Nebraska.  At  3 .00  p.  m.  we  arrived  at  Omaha,  where  there 
was  the  usual  crowd  of  people,  and  a  great  many  Comrades  got 
aboard  the  train.  All  are  heading  for  the  Encampment.  The 
day  is  cool  and  pleasant.  When  morning  dawns,  ,ve  find  our- 
selves in  Chicago;  and  now  the  most  unpleasant  thing  occurs, 
for  me  at  least,  for  I  find  that  while  our  ronte  brings  us  together 
as  far  as  Chicago,  where  we  get  a  coupon  which  takes  us  to 
Pittsburg  and  return,  I  find  my  coupon  takes  me  a  different 
r^ute,  and  I  must  travel  alone.  I  feel  very  much  put  out  about 
it,  but  decide  to  make  the  best  of  it.  We  arrived  in  Chicago  at 
8:30  a.m.  As  I  am  not  acquainted  in  Chicago,  I  decide  to  go  on  by 
the  11  a.  m.  train,  over  the  Pan-Handle  route;  the  train  is  loaded 
with  Comrades  and  their  families.  Again  we  pass  through  a 
country  that  is  beautiful  beyond  description,  and  I  am  forcibly 
reminded  that  the  "  Earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness 
thereof,"  and  that  a  part  of  His  people  at  least  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  their  labor. 
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We  are  now  passing  through  Indiana,  and  stop  at  Logans- 
port  for  twenty  minutes  for  dinner;  then  on  again  through 
Ohio,  where  we  see  so  many  pretty  little  towns.  Again  it  is 
night,  and  when  morning  breaks  we  find  ourselves  in  Pittsburg. 
It  is  raining  when  we  arrive,  and  after  what  seems  an  age 
the  accommodation  committee  makes  its  appearance,  and  they 
find  mQ  quarters  out  on  Peon  Ave.,  near  East  Liberty.  I  could 
not  be  in  a  more  inconvenient  locality,  but  being  entirely  alone, 
I -find  it  impracticable  to  change,  and  so  remain  until  the  close 
of  the  Encampment. 

The  City  of  Pittsburgh  was  most  elaborately  decorated,  and 
shows  up  well.  There  was  held  at  the  Monongahela  House  a 
reception,  by  the  Indiana  delegation,  W.  R.  C,  Monday  after- 
noon, from  1  p.  m.  until  5  p.  m.  The  Headquarters  were  beau- 
tifully decorated,  and  all  who  attended  it,  spoke  of  it  as  a  most 
pleasant  and  enjoyable  time.  Through  the  night  the  storm 
cleared  away,  and  Tuesday  morning  the  sun  shone  beautifully. 
I  then  came  down  town  and  found  a  part  of  the  Colorado  dele- 
gation at  the  Boyer  House,  on  Seventh  street;  the  ladies  were 
out,  but  Comrade  Anderson  was  there,  and  he  gave  me  a  ticket 
to  the  grand  stand  on  Cedar  Ave.,  in  Alleghany,  where  the  line 
of  march  would  pass  in  review.  I  had  the.  good  fortune  to  get 
a  seat  with  some  of  our  delegation,  seeing  them  for  the  first 
time  since  leaving  Chicago.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
Gov.  McKinley,  of  Ohio;  Gov.  Hastings,  of  Nebraska;  and 
Gov.  Pattison,  of  Pennsylvania.  A  little  time  is  spent  in 
pleasant  conversation  before  the  parade  begins.  The  music 
sounds  nearer,  and  there  is  a  little  flutter  of  excitement  as  the 
first  of  the  procession  comes  in  sight.  We  sat  there  five  hours 
and  watched  the  different  delegations  pass;  but  to  me  it  did 
not  seem  two  hours,  and  words  can  never  express  the  sad  mem- 
ories that  were  awakened  in  the  minds  of  many  of  us  as  we  saw 
*  the  tattered  battle-flags  carried  by  the  New'York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania delegations,  with  others,  who  had  struggled  so  hard  and 
sacrificed  so  much  to  maintain  our  freedom.  As  I  sat  and 
watched  those  bent  forms,  and  grizzled  heads,  and  bearded 
faces,  a  feeling  of  regret  stole  over  me,  and  I  felt  sorry  that  I 
had  not  the  power  to  do  more.  I  could  only  resolve  to  do  with 
my  might  what  my  hands  would  find  to  do  in  the  future. 

Ladie3,  you  who  were  present,  will  admit  that  words  are 
inadequate  to  describe  the  different  features  of  that  parade  in

an  article  of  this  kind.  It  was  estimated  that  there  were  forty 
thousand  veterans  in  line.  The  Pennsylvania  delegation  was 
one  hour  and  a  half  passing  the  grand  stand,  and  Ohio  one  hour. 

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  there  was  held  at  the  Old  City 
Hall,  a  camp-fire.  The  hall  itself  is  a  very  dreary  looking 
building,  but  the  whole  interior  was  a  glow  of  color  which  bor- 
rowed brilliancy  from  the  sober  garb  of  the  masses  of  men  in 
the  audience,  and  delicacy  from  the  costumes  of  the  women. 

One  very  pleasant  feature  of  the  entertainment,  was  a  couple 
of  recitations  by  Daisy  Little,  the  mascot  of  the  naval  veterans, 
and  the  daughter  of  the  regiment. 

"Wednesday  night  "we  went  out  to  the  reception  at  Brinton* 
The  Convention  opened  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  all 
members  of  the  Convention  were  presented  with  an  invitation, 
and  a  beautiful  badge,,  and  a  ticket  which  entitled  each  person 
to  a  seat  in  the  cars  running  between  Pittsburg  and  Brinton. 
The  reception  was  held  at  the  Westinghouse  Brake  Manufac- 
turing Co's  buildings.  The  structure  itself  was  a  thing  of  beauty, 
and  the  remembrance  of  it,  to  many  of  us,  will  be  a  joy  forever. 
As  we  let  our  minds  go  back  to  that  Twelfth  Annual  National 
Encampment,  and  consider  what  an  amount  of  labor  and  anx- 
iety the  preparation  for  such  an  entertainment  must  have  cost 
those  who  had  it  in  charge.  One  of  tbe  many  grand  sights  was 
the  fire  works  sent  up  from  off  the  water.  The  parks  through- 
out the  city  were  beautiful  beyond  description.  There  were 
parades  every  day,  but  1  did  not  see  but  two  of  them  myself; 
the  second  one  was  the  ex-prisoners  of  war;  there  must  have 
been  several  hundred  of  them. 

Wednesday  morning,  at  ten  o'clock,  the  Twelfth  National 
Convention  opened  in  regular  form  in  the  Ross  Street  Baptist 
Church;  and  while  the  church  was  commodious  and  comfort- 
able and  withal  tastefully  decorated,  still  it  was  almost  impos- 
sible to  hear  any  part  of  the  business  transacted,  and  a  goodly 
amount  of  time  was  wasted  in  useless  complaints.  After  calling 
the  roll  of  National  Officers,  it  was  found  that  Annie  "Witten- 
myer  was  absent,  on  account  of  sickness,  and  a  motion  was  made 
that  a  letter  of  sympathy  be  sent  her;  also  greetings  to  absent 
honorary  members.  (Carried.)  The  President  next  called  the 
chairman  of  each  delegation  to  come  forward  and  get  badges 
for  their  delegation,  which  was  done.    "When  the  regular  busi- 
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ness  of  the  Convention  was  taken  up,  and  the  President  read  her 
address,  which  showed  that  she  had  given  much  time  and  anxious 
thought  to  the  work.  In  speaking  of  contributions  to  the  South- 
ern Posts,  at  Memorial  time,  she  stated  that  §815  had  been  raised 
which  entitled  us  to  become  a  part  of  the  "  National  Council  of 
Women,"  and  that  Kate  Brownlee  Sherwood  was  elected  dele- 
gate to  the  meeting,  held  at  Philadelphia,  May  7  and  8, 1894, 
ancUsaid  she  believed  we  had  entered  a  larger  field  of  usefulness 
in  uniting  with  other  organizations  of  the  Council,  thereby 
awakf  niDg  a  greater  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Union  Veterans 
of  the  civil  war,  and  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Adjutant 
General  fully  approved  of  the  advanced  position  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  in  joining  the  National  Council  of  Women.  She 
commended  the  patriotic  teaching  in  the  public  schools.  She 
also  stated  that  she  was  under  special  obligation  to  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Turner  and  Harriet  L.  Reed  for  their  missionary  labors  among 
the  colored  corps  in  Florida  and  South  Carolina,  during  their 
visits  in  the  South;  after  which  came  her  recommendations  to 
the  Convention,  and  the  close  of  the  address,  which  as  a  whole 
was  very  interesting;  then  came  the  other  reports  in  regular 
order. 

Report  of  Sadie  M.  Fisher,  Department  Inspector,  reports 
inspection  of  33  Corps;  membership,  1,342;  showing  a  gain  of 
56  members. 

Assistant  National  Inspector,  Alice  M.  Hardisty,  commends 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Department  for  keeping  tbe 
books  so  neatly  and  accurately. 

While  the  reports  were  being  read,  the  reception  committee 
was  announced,  and  it  was  moved  that  they  be  admitted.  The 
visitors  were  escorted  to  the  platform  aud  introduced  to  the 
Convention.  After  the  usual  salute,  the  committee,  with  a  few 
well  chosen  remarks,  presented  a  couple  of  baskets  Of  flowers 
to  the  President,  one  of  which  was  intended  for  the  Convention ; 
I  believe  they  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Dr.  Chatman. 

As  all  members  of  the  Convention  were  provided  with  a 
journal  of  officer's  reports,  it  was  moved  that  we  dispense  with 
the  reading  of  all  reports  except  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  next 
that  we  do  not  admit  any  visitors  except  Grand  Army  men. 
We  were  asked  to  suspend  business  to  admit  a  quartette  from 
Ohio;   the  Comrades  were  escorted  to  the  platform  and  intro- 
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duced;  I  failed  to  get  their  names;  they  sang  beautiful  selec- 
tions, and  assured  us  of  their  good  will,  which  was  responded 
to  in  a  proper  manner,  when  they  retired.  Next,  we  had  another 
distribution  of  badges  before  going  to  lunch,  which  was  served 
in  the  parlors  of  the  church.  -We  then  had  greetings  from 
detached  colored  Corps. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Barker  that  the  recommendations  in  Com- 
.mander-in-Chief's  communication  to  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  be 
spread  on  the  records  of  the  National  Convention. 

It  was  moved  that  J.  B.  Adams  be  given  a  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  efforts  to  assist  the  Woman's  Relief  Cori  *  in  introducing 
patriotic  exercises  in  the  public  schools. 

Moved  we  adjourn  for  lunch.    Carried. 

We  repaired  to  the  rear  of  the  church,  where  a  most  delicious 
lunch  was  served  by  the  members  of  the  Corps  of  Pittsburg, 
the  ladies  doing  their  utmost  to  make  us  comfortable,  and  they 
succeeded;  everything  being  done  in  the  most  orderly  manner 
possible. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  meeting  was  called  to  order.  Invitations  were 
given  to  the  members  to  attend  a  sham-battle  and  other  amuse- 
ments, at  Shindley  park.  We  had  another  distribution  of  sou- 
venir badges  to  delegates. 

Daniel  C.  Ripley,  chairman  of  executive  committee,  was 
then  admitted,  with  director  of  public  instruction;  after  being 
introduced  to  the  Convention,  they  launched  out  in  an  eulogy 
to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  of  our  National  President's 
untiring  efforts  in  preparing  for  the  entertainment  of  the  visit- 
ors.   The  visitors  then  retired. 

Gov.  Pattison,  of  Pennsylvania,  is  announced;  he  had  cpme 
to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the  patriotic  s/ilute,  by  a  band 
of  little  girls.  While  waiting  for  the  children,  the  Governor, 
%in  a  manner  that  cannot  fail  to  enthuse  us  as  a  body,  expressed 
warm  appreciation  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  praised 
the  Order  for  the  work  done  by  it;  to  which  our  National  Senior 
Vice  President  responded  in  an  able  and  suitable  manner;  at 
the  close  of  which  the  children  came  in.  There  were  fourteen 
of  them,  dressed  in  white,  with  tri-colored  sashes;  then  their 
teacher,  Mr.  John  B.Gordon,  takes  them  through  the  tactics,  or 
drill,  as  it  is  more  properly  called.     The  children  reflect  great

credit  on  their  teacher,  and  they  were  warmly  applauded  by  the 
audience.  We  all  feel  that  the  greatest  good  that  can  come  to 
us  is  to  have:  one  Country,  one  Language,  and  one  Flag. 

It  is  six  o'clock,  and  we  adjourn  until  nine  o'clock  Thursday 
morning. 

Thursday,  9:00  a.  m.,  meeting  opened  in  regular  form.  After 
the  reading  of  the  minutes,  the  President  is  presented  with  a 
gavel,  by  the  President  of  the  Department  of  South  Dakota, 
Mrs.  Stone. 

Invitation  from  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
to  attend  their  reception,  was  accepted;  and  the  ladies  recom- 
mended to  come  under  the  banner  of  the  "Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
Did  not  learn  the  result. 

After  more  routine  business,  there  was  presented  to  the 
National  President  a  very  pretty  painting  of  flowers,  by  Mrs. 
Burley,  of  Massachusetts,  which  was  accepted  gratefully,  and 
evidently  appreciated  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  given. 

More  visitors  were  announced:  Mrs.  John  A.  Logan  and  the 
Adjutant  General's  wife.  The  ladies  were  escorted  to  the  plat- 
form, and  saluted.  The  President  stating  that  Mrs.  Logan  had 
filled  the  position  of  Aide  on  her  staff  the  past  year.  After  a 
few  remarks,  the  ladies  retired.  We  then  adjourned  for  lunch, 
until  two  o'clock. 

At  2. -00  p.  m.  the  meeting  was  called  to  order.  After  reading 
of  minutes  of  previous  meeting,  greetings  were  sent  to  the 
"  Daughters  of  Veterans."  We  had  roll-call  prior  to  election  of 
officers,  and  distribution  of  blanks  for  voting. 

In  the  interval,  Abbie  Lynch,  Senior  Aide,  with  a  few  appro- 
priate remarks,  presented  the  National  President  with  a  hand- 
some diamond  ring.  Before  the  President  recovered  herself 
sufficiently  to  collect  her  thoughts,  the  Department  President  of 
New  York  stepped  forward  and  presented  her  with  a  Golden 
Apple,  in  which  was  enclosed  a  check  for  S84.  The  lady  was  so 
overcome  as  to  be  scarcely  able  to  say  anything;  but  finally,  with 
tears  in  her  eyes,  she  thanked  them  for  their  appreciation  of  her 
efforts  as  put  forth  in  the  interest  of  the  Order. 

Number  of  voting  members,  285;  necessary  to  a  choice,  143. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  were  anxious  to  serve  lunch 
on  Friday,  if  Convention  was  still  in  session. 
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Moved,  by  Annie  Wittenmyer,  that  we  accept  the  courtesy. 
Carried. 

Visitors  were  announced:  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Wisart; 
Department  Commander,  N.  Rollins,  of  Colorado:  and  Depart- 
ment Commander  Palmer,  of  New  York.  The  visitors  were 
escorted  to  the  platform,  and  after  a  few  pleasant  remarks  from 
Comrade  Wisart  and  Comrade  Palmer,  the  visitors  were  pre- 
sented with  a  souvenir  badge  and  retired. 

,  The  President  then  presented  Mrs.  Gilson,  the  mother  of  our 
newly  elected  National  President. 

Just  before  the  close  of  the  meeting,  Thursday  afternoon, 
the  Secretary  announced  that  she  had  invitations  to  be  given  to 
the  delegates  for  a  boat  ride  on  the  river.  That  boat  ride  will 
be  a  memorable  event  to  us  western  people,  who  so  seldom  have 
that  privilege  of  riding  on  any  stream  larger  than  a  lake.  When 
I  look  back,  I  can  scarcely  realize  that  so  many  forms  of  enter- 
tainment could  be  crowded  into  so  small  an  amount  of  time,  even 
though  it  was  raining  on  Monday,  when  the  members  of  the 
Convention  arrived,  carriages  were  in  waiting  to  take  them  to 
all  parts  of  the  city  and  to  all  points  of  interest.  The  decora- 
tions were  so  varied  and  beautiful  that  none  could  fail  to  admire 
so  lavish  and  grand  a  display.  In  talking  to  a  gentleman  who 
was  in  a  position  to  know  the  facts  in  regard  to  the  decorations 
and  entertainments,  he  informed  me  that  it  had  cost  over  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  eighty  thousand  of  which  had  been 
donated  by  the  citizens.  That  we  were  grandly  and  royally 
entertained,  scarcely  expresses  it. 

There  is  much  more  I  would  like  to  say,  but  I  have  been 
warned  not  to  make  my  report  so  long  as  to  become  monotonous. 
The  Convention  was  harmonious,  each  member  appearing  to  be 
desirous  that  peace  and  harmony  should  prevail. 

After  the  installation  of  officers,  and  the  reading  of  the 
reports  of  Council  meetings,  the  Twelfth  National  Convention 
was  declared  closed,  and  the  members  repaired  to  their  homes, 
or  to  visit  friends  in  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburg,  or  the  adjacent 
country,  thereby  combining  pleasure  with  duty,  the  latter 
appearing  more  necessary  at  this  time  than  at  any  time  in  the 
history  of  our  Order,  it  being  more  difficult  to  get  one  dollar 
now  than  it  waB  five  eighteen  months  ago. 
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My  Sisters,  I  can  see  that  success  in  these  perilous  times  can 
only  come  by  a  faithful  adherence  to  the  principles  that  we  as 
members  of  a  common  cause  have  pledged  ourselves.  May  we 
ever  be  mindful  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  those  for  whom 
we  are  laboring,  and  look  for  our  reward  from  Him  who  hath 
said:  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  unto  me."

Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  9:00  a.  m., 
Thursday,  May  2. 


MORNING    SESSION. 

Thursday,  May  2,  1895. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9:00  a.  m.t 
with  Department  President,  Mrs.  Janette  L.Todd, 
in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Special  Committee  reported  on  Resolutions. 

Roll-call,  137  members  present. 

Guard  announced  a  committee  ^of  Comrades 
from  the  G.  A.  R.  Encampment:  Comrades  Fisher 
Lennon  and  Cline.  They  were  presented  by  the 
Conductors.  As  Comrade  Fisher  was  unable  to 
talk,  Comrades  Lennon  and  Cline  gave  messages 
of  commendation  and  gratification  for  the  work 
that  had  been  done  by  the  ladies  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 
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Comrade  Lennon  requested  the  ladies  to  sing: 
"  My  country,  'tis  of  Thee."  After  the  singing, 
badges  were  presented  to  the  Comrades,  and  they 
retired. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  election  of 
officers.  Tellers  appointed  were  Mrs.  Shoup, 
Adams  and  Wilson. 

Nominations  were  then  made  for  Department 
President. 

Mrs.  Todd  was  nominated  by  Mrs.  Carr,  and 
seconded  by  several.    Declined. 

Mrs.  Camilla  S.  Fair  was  nominated  by  Mrs. 
Bunn,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Carr  and  others. 

Mrs.  Anna  B.  Holliday,  of  Laramie,  Wyoming, 
was  nominated  by  Mrs.  Kennedy,  and  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Butler. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  nominations 
close.     Carried. 

While  tellers  were  counting  the  votes,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Relief  Committee,  Rosetta  Fairchild, 
made  her  report.  She  also  read  the  report  of  Mrs. 
Ruth  McGill  of  that  Committee,  and  Committee 
appointed: 

Olive  C.  Butlee, 

Department  Secretary : 

-    The  Committee  on  Department  .Relief  Work  take  great  pleas- 
>  ure  in  reporting  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past 

ten  months: 

I  received  my  appointment  July  10,  1894,  and  almost  imme- 
diately responded  to  a  call  for  aid  through  the  Department 
President.    Gave  assistance  to  the  amount  of  $3.00. 

On  July  14,  was  called  upon  to  help  an  old  soldier.  Gave 
him  money  and  clothing  to  the  amount  of  $3.60. 
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On  July  27,  received  a  call  for  help  from  a  member  of  a 
Corps.    Gave  her  $5.00. 

Gave  Mrs.  McGill,  my  co-worker  on  this  Committee,  $10.00. 

During  September,  had  but  one  call.    Gave  $2.00. 

On  October  4,  a  Comrade  called  upon  me;  said  he  had 
secured  work ;  asked  to  have  his  shoes  half-soled.    I  gave  him 
9  75  cents  for  that  purpose. 

On  November  13,  the  Department  was  called  upon  to  assist 
in  defraying  the  funeral  expenses  of  a  son  of  a  Veteran.  Gave 
$3.00. 

On  December  17,  my  attention  was  called  to  a  worthy  family. 
This  was  indeed  a  destitute  family.  I  sent  them  a  pair  of  shoes 
and  groceries  to  the  amount  of  $4.00. 

On  January  18, 1895, 1  received  a  letter  from  one  who  had 
been  assisted  previously,  asking  that  we  give  her  aid  once  more. 
Sent  her  $3.00. 

On  January  20, 1  visited  a  family  at  Swansea,  and  gave  them 
groceries  amountiog  to  the  sum  of  $2.50. 

In  the  month  of  January,  I  received  a  letter  from  Judge 
North,  of  Boulder,  asking  me  to  look  up  an  old  Comrade. 
Found  he  was  deserving  of  the  assistnnce  called  for,  and  gave 
him  $2.00,  also  some  clothing,  donated  by  the  Appel  Clothing 
Company. 

On  January  25,  sent  a  family  $1.50  worth  of  coal. 

February  2,  a  case  was  reported  to  me  by  Veteran  Corps 
that  did  not  come  under  their  jurisdiction.  I  found  a  daughter 
of  a  veteran  in  need,  and  gave  her  $1.50. 

On  February  8,  the  Department  President  requested  me  to 
call  upon  a  Comrade.  He  asked  that  I  help  him  until  he  could 
get  funds  from  the  east.  He  had  fallen  heir  to  some  property. 
He  expected  a  remittance  as  soon  as  he  could  hear  from  there. 
I  gave  him  $1.00,  and  found  him  board  and  lodging  with  Mrs. 
Smidle  of  Meade  Corps. 

February  11,  gave  an  old  soldier  50  cents  to  pay  a  Pension 
Agent  for  making  out  papers  and  necessary  postage  on  same. 

February  17,  sent  $1.00  worth  of  coal  to  a  family  previously 
helped. 
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March  9, 1  received  a  call  from  Mrs.  Babbitt,  President  of 
Meade  Corps.  She  asked  me  to  call  upon  a  member  of  Ben. 
Butler  Corps,  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  and  for  three  years 
secretary  of  said  Corps.  This  is  a  sad  case.  A  stranger  in  a 
strange  land,  suffering  from  an  incurable  disease.  I  gave  her 
$1.00. 

March  10,  paid  Mrs.  Smidle  $9.60  for  room  and  board  of  a 
Comrade. 

March  13,  the  Department  President  sent  me  to  30th  and 
Larimer  streets.  I  there  found  a  worthy  family  in  destitution. 
Gave  them  groceries  to  the  amount  of  $3.60. 

March  18,  paid  out  $3.00  for  medicine  and  room  rent. 

March  27,  called  upon  one  whom  I  had  been  caring  for,  and 
gave  her  $1.00. 

April  15, 1  found  a  Comrade  needing  help.  Gave  him  a  pair 
of  shoes  and  provisions,  amounting  to  $2.50. 

April  17,  I  again  assisted  the  family  residing  on  Larimer 
street.    Gave  them  $3.00. 

April  20,  gave  one  whom  I  had  previously  helped  $3.00,  for 
medicine  and  room  rent. 

I  have  expended  for  car  fare,  stamps,  orders,  and  stationery, 
$3.25. 

I  received  from  the  Department,  $80.00.  Have  expended 
$79.30;  leaving  a  balance  in  my  possession  of  70  cents.  I  can 
conscientiously  say  that  I  have  used  every  nickle  to  the  best  of 
my  ability.  I  have  made,  during  my  term  of  office  as  Chairman 
of  the  Relief  Committee,  personal  calls  upon  thirty  families, 
most  of  them  sick,  all  of  them  destitute.  I  leave  the  work  with 
sincere  regret,  and  trust  my  successor  may  continue  the  work 
where  I  leave  off. 

To  the  Department  President,  I  return  my  grateful  thanks 
for  her  invariable  kindness;  also  to  the  Department  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who  have  always  responded  to  my  calls  for 
money  so  cheerfully. 

Before  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  add  that  Veteran  Corps 
furnished  clothing  for  one  about  to  go  to  the  hospital;  the 
amount  given  was  $3.15.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Depart- 
ment President,  clothing,  to  the  amount  of  $25.00,  was  sent 
to  the  Corps  at  Holyoke,  to  be  distributed  among  the  needy 
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We  would  respectfully  recommend:  that  in  the  future  the 
Chairman  of  the  Belief  Committee  be  located  in  Denver,  as  it 
has  been  our  experience  that  the  greatest  amount  of  relief  work 
is  done  in  Denver.  As  a  general  thing,  the  destitute  of  the 
mountain  towns  are  cared  for  without  outside  aid.

la  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  I  herewith  present  to  you  and  the  members 
of  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Encampment,  the  following: 

Eleven  months  ago,  when  I  was  placed  in  the  President's 
chair,  there  were  thirty-four  Corps  in  this  Department.  It  is 
with  pleasure  I  report:  We  have  not  a  delinquent  Corps,  or 
one  to  disband.  We  have  added  seven  new  ones,  making  forty- 
one  at  the  present  time.

CIRCULAR   LETTER. 


Headquarters  Department  Inspector, 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Leadville,  Colo.,  August  10, 1894. 
Circular  Letter  No.  1 : 

As  the  time  of  inspection  of  Corps  is  drawing  near,  and  by 
the  advice  of  the  National  Inspector,  it  becomes  my  pleasant 
duty  to  communicate-  with  each  Corps  throughout  this  Depart- 
ment, by  Circular  Letter,  and  promulgate  instructions  for  a 
thorough  and  systematic  inspection. 

1.  Hannah  R.  Johnson.  Department  Senior  Vice  President; 
Clara  M.  Hooper,  Department  Junior  Vice  President;  and  the 
Department  President,  will  assist  in  the  inspection. 

2.  The  business  methods  of  the  Corps  will  receive  a  thor- 
ough and  rigid  examination,  and  the  exemplification  of  Ritual- 
istic work  given  special  consideration,  attention  being  called  to 
all  omissions  and  corrections  made  in  the  kindest  manner 
possible. 

3.  Care  should  be  observed  in  not  hurrying  the  work  of 
inspection.  Let  ample  time  be  taken  to  have  it  done  in  a 
thorough  and  uniform  manner;  and  Assistant  Inspectors  should 
insist  upon  this  that  the  Corps  at  the  close  of  inspection  may 
realize  that  the  visit  of  the  Inspector  will  thereby  prove  a  lasting 
benefit  to  both  officers  and  members. 

4.  The  attention  of  Corps  Presidents  is  called  to  the  advis- 
ability of  Corps  Officers  memorizing  the  Ritual,  and  are  urged 
to  insist  on  this  being  done. 
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5.  Corps  Secretaries  are  requested  to  see  that  all  papers  are 
properly  placed  on  file. 

6.  Corps  President  and  Secretary  will  ascertain  the  "amount 
expended  in  relief,"  and  that  a  value  be  placed  on  all  contribu- 
tions "other  than  money." 

7.  Corps  Presidents  should  insist  upon  Corps  establishing 
a  "  Relief  Fund,"  where  none  exists.  No  Corps  is  complete  in 
its  work  without  this,  and  should  not  ignore  one  of  the  cardinal 
principles  for  which  we  are  organized. 

8.  The  National  Inspector  informs  me  that  several  Depart- 
ments have  reported  Corps  charging  less  than  one  (1)  dollar, 
amount  required  by  Rules  and  Regulations.  Corps  Presidents 
are  charged  with  the  duty  of  calling  the  attention  of  any  such 
to  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  Section  1,  and 
urge  its  discontinuance.  . 

And,  in  conclusion,  let  me  say  to  the  weak  and  struggling 
Corps,  keep  a  good  heart,  be  not  discouraged  in  well  doing,  for 
there  are  better  days  in  store  for  the  faithful. 

And  to  members  of  this  Department,  let  us  hereby  pledge 

ourselves  anew  to  make  this  year  one  of  the  most  successful, 

and  may  the  bonds  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty  bind  us 

closer  than  ever  before.

Now,  I  appeal  to  each  Corps  to  send  one  dollar  to  cover  the 
expense  and  to  provide  a  screen  door  for  the  Hospital  at  the 
Home.  If  any  Corps  feel  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  amount, 
they  are  excused.

Twelfth  Annual  Contention, 

Woman's  Relief  Corps. 


The  Twelfth  Annua!  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  assembled  in 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Denver,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  April 
22nd,  1896. 

Convention  was  called  to  order  by  Department  Presi- 
dent, Anna  B.  Holliday,  who  stated  that  the  Credential  Com- 
mittee was  not  through  with  its  work,  and  asked  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Convention. 

i.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Dodge,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Todd,  that  the 
committee  be  allowed  until  10  o'clock,  Convention  taking  a 
recess  until  that  time.    (Carried.) 

On  reconvening,  Department  Chaplain,  Libbie  K.  Dan- 
iels, led  the  Convention  in  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

The  President  announced  that  if  there  were  no  objec- 
tions, the  session  would  remain  open  during  the  preliminary 
exercises. 

Fannie  D.  Hardin,  of  George  G.  Meade  Corps,  No.  6, 
Denver,  then  delivered  the  address  of  welcome,  as  follows: 

Mrs.  President  and  Sister  Members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 
This,  to  me,  is  one  of  the  proudest  moments  of  my  life'  standing 
here  as  I  do  to  greet  you  and  extend  to  you,  the  delegates  and  visitors 
of  this,  the  Twelfth  Department  Convention  of  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  a  cordial  welcome  to  our  fair  young  city. 
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I  welcome  you  in  the  name  of  our  city;  I  welcome  you  on  behalf 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Denver;  I  welcome  you  in  the  name  of 
the  Grand  Army;  I  welcome  you  for  your  loyalty  to  the  old  soldier 
and  his  dependent  ones;  I  also  welcome  you  in  the  name  of  the  people 
who,  almost  four  decades  ago,  as  our  pioneer  poet,  Greenleaf ,  says, 
"Spied  this  glorious  country  out 
And  pioneered  the  way," 
and  made  it  possible  for  this  city  to  be  built,  and  for  us  to  gather  here 
today. 

Another  year  has  passed,  and  with  the  flight  of  time  have  come 
our  pleasures  and  our  sorrows.  Some  who  sat  with  us  in  convention 
last  year  have  passed  to  the  great  beyond,  where,  gathered  around 
the  Throne,  is  the  Grand  Army  of  the  dead.  But  other  earnest,  de- 
voted, loyal  women  have  been  gathered  in  to  fill  up  the  broken  ranks. 

We  meet  here  today  to  review  and  verify  the  work  of  the  year, 
and  we  trust  that  He  who  doeth  all  things  well  will  direct  us,  that  all 
of  our  deliberations  may  be  wise  and  harmonious.  We  come  from  two 
grand  States — States  that  have  recognized  woman,  her  work  and  her 
ability  as  equal  to  that  of  man— where  men  have  granted  to  women 
all  their  sovereign  rights  and  privileges.  We  assemble,  as  it  were,  in 
the  shadow  of  the  grand  old  mountains,  with  the  beautiful,  balmy  air 
to  quicken  our  senses;  and  while  we  come  in  touch  as  we  do  with  the 
old  soldiers,  the  defenders  of  our  country,  and  the  Sons  and  Daugh- 
ters of  Veterans,  let  us  each  renew  our  allelgiance  to  them,  to  the 
Order  we'  represent,  to  our  country  and  to  our  flag.     , 

And,  in  conclusion,  I  again  welcome  you.  May  a  spirit  of  Fra- 
ternity, Charity  and  Loyalty  be  with  us  and  around  us.  May  the 
bond  of  friendship  be  more  firmly  cemented  by  our  coming  together. 
And  when  our  labors  are  ended  and  we  have  accomplished  the  pur- 
poses of  this  meeting,  and  each  has  gone  to  her  respective  home,  may 
we  be  able  to  say :  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  workers  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps."    I  thank  you. 

Emma  Comstock,  of  E.  M.  Stanton  Corps,  Xo.  37.  Salida, 
read  the  following  response,  prepared  by  Delia  Buell.  of  the 
same  Corps,  who  was  To  have  been  present: 
Members  of  the  Relief  Corps  and  Friends  of  Denver: 

We  thank  you  for  your  kind  words,  for  your  hearty  welcome  to 
your  beautiful  city.  Denver  is  not  noted  for  doing  things  in  a  half- 
hearted manner.  When  she  extends  an  invitation  to  visiting  conven- 
tions, she  then  reaches  out  a  long  and  a  strong  arm  of  fraternal  good- 
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will,  to  make  all  feel  at  home.  We  are  sure  this  welcome  to  the  Relief 
Corps  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  is  no  exception.  We  know  that  our 
kind  friends  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  our  stay  here  pleasant, 
and  this  session  of  our  convention  profitable;  that  when  we  return  to 
our  homes  we  may  carry  with  us  a  firm  purpose  to  make  our  local 
Corps,  in  every  sense,  a  help  and  a  relief  to  the  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army,  that  noble  band  of  heroes  who,  in  the  dark  days  of  our  country, 
so  freely  sacrificed  home,  comforts,  friends  and  loved  ones,  that  we 
might  have  what  we  this  day  enjoy— One  Country!    One  Flag! 

These  heroes  are  fast  passing  across  the  line.  They  will  answer 
to  but  few  more  roll-calls  here.  Each  year  many  names  are  called  to 
which  there  is  no  response.  Their  voices  are  silent  about  the  camp- 
fires,  either  in  song  or  personal  reminiscence.  Those  who  survive  are 
fast  passing  into  the  Great  Unknown. 

What  we  do  for  these  must  be  done  quickly.  Let  us  not  wait  to 
do  some  great,  some  remarkable  act,  that  will  be  heralded  to  the  coun- 
try as  something  to  be  ever  remembered. 

"True  worth  is  in  being,  not  seeming— 

In  doing  each  day  that  goes  by 
Some  little  good — not  in  the  dreaming 
Of  great  things  to  do  by  and  by." 

Most  communities  have  one  or  more  "old  soldiers."  Many  of 
these  veterans  are  poor  men  whose  families  are  dependent  upon  their 
daily  toil  for  sustenance.  The  time  may  come — will  almost  surely 
come — when  these  old  patriots,  or  their  families,  will  need  just  such 
aid  and  sympathy  as  is  in  the  province  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
to  give.  May  we  be  ever  on  the  watch,  that  we  may  do  some  kind  act, 
may  render  some  relief  each  day,  to  those  who  so  nobly,  when  dan- 
gers threatened,  placed  property,  life,  all  ,  upon  their  country's  altar. 
To  this  end  may  we  go  away  from  here  with  an  inspiration  to  know 
what  is  best  to  do,  and  with  a  firm  purpose  do  what  we  can,  at  all 
times,  to  make  our  noble  organization,  not  in  name  only,  but  in 
deed  and  in  truth,  an  auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
for  all  noble  deeds  and  generous  acts. 

The  President  called  the  Senior  Vice  President  to  the 
chair  and  proceeded  to  read  her  address:

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Address  of  Department  President. 


Officers  and  members  of  the  Twelfth  Department  Convention,  W.R.C.: 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  greet  you  this  morning  and  welcome  you  in 
all  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty,  to  this  our  Twelfth  Convention. 

We  have  met  for  earnest  work.  Let  the  true  spirit  of  love  pre- 
vail as  you  pass  judgment  on  the  labor  of  those  who  have  given  their 
time  and  strength  to  serve  you  during  the  past  year. 

One  year  ago,  when  you  brought  to  me  the  Department  Presi- 
dency, a  free  gift,  all  unsought  or  unthought  of,  on  my  part,  while  I 
was  grateful  for  the  confidence  you  placed  in  my  ability  to  serve  you, 
I  was  conscious  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  position. 

Not  one  moment  have  I  forgotten  my  obligation  and,  realizing 
that  I  was  accountable  to  a  higher  Power  than  the  supreme  authority 
of  our  beloved  Order,  I  have  conscientiously  discharged  the  duties  of 
the  office  in  accordance  with  my  promise. 

I  believe  I  have  a  right  to  ask,  and  I  am  sure  I  shall  receive,  the 
same  loyal  support  upon  retiring  from  this  position,  that  you  gave  me 
when  I  entered  upon  its  duties  and  which  you  have  tendered  me  all 
through  the  year. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times  aJd  the  fact  that 
many  members  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  our  mem- 
bership has  increased. 

Four  new  Corps  have  been  added  to  our  roster. 

Jas.  W.  Anderson  Corps,  No.  23,  was  instituted  at  Cripple  Creek, 
with  twenty  charter  members,  on  July  2, 1895,  by  Ella  L.  C.  Dwinell. 

On  March  18,  1896,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  responding  to  an  appli- 
cation for  charter  for  a  Corps  at  Rocky  Ford.  Wadsworth  Corps,  No. 
16,  was  instituted  with  sixteen  charter  members. 

Lucy  M.  Campbell  effected  the  organization  of  Pfeiffer  Corps, 
No.  25,  at  Alamosa,  with  sixteen  Charter  members. 

Steadman  Corps,  No.  28,  was  instituted  at  Telluride,  April  15,  1896. 
Delle  S.  Kelsay,  Instituting  Officer.  This,  the  youngest  Corps  in  the 
Department,  begins  work  with  twenty -one  Charter  members. 

INSPECTION. 
The  work  of  inspection  was  as  thorough  as  it  was  possible  to 
make  it.    Scattered  over  two  vast  states,  as  are  the  Corps  in  our  De- 
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partment,  the  work  of  inspection  necessarily  requires  the  expenditure 
of  considerable  time  and  money,  and  the  best  results  should  follow  a 
task  so  laborious  and  expensive. 

With  the  growth  of  our  Department  is  felt  the  need  of  more  sys- 
tematic work. 

Inspection  brought  to  light  many  weak  points,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  keeping  the  Corps  books. 

Many  Corps  complain  when  inspectors  visit  them  and  give  their 
personal  opinions  concerning  the  methods  of  keeping  the  books. 

It  would  be  far  better  for  the  Corps  and  much  pleasanter  for  the 
inspecting  officer  could  the  latter  say:  "Thus  sa.ih  the  Department 
Convention."    Therefore  Recommendation  No.  1,  is  offered: 

1.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  at  this  Convention  to  prepare 
instructions  to  Corps  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  concerning  the 
methods  of  keeping  the  Corps  books  and  that  the  Inspector  and  her 
assistants  study  the  same  and  require  Corps  to  follow  instructions. 

PATRIOTIC  TEACHING. 

Believing  that  this  is  growing  to  be  one  of  the  important 
branches  of  our  work,  I  appointed  a  Department  committee  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  furnished  the  necessary  literature  and  requested 
that  the  work  be  carried  on  with  all  possible  energy 

A  number  of  Corps  have  succeeded  in  introducing  the  flag  salute 
into  the  schools  in  their  localities,  but  the  work  is  not  so  general  as  it 
should  be  in  this  Department. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

The  one  day  of  the  year  which  it  is  our  duty,  as  an  Order,  to 
keep  sacred,  is  fast  losing  its  significance.  In  ord^r  to  present  the 
case  plainly  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts: 

Commander-in-Chief,  John  A.  Logan,  established  Memorial  Day 
in  1868,  by  a  General  Order  requesting  the  comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  to  "strew  with  flowers  the  graves  of  those  who  died  in  defense 
of  their  country." 

At  the  National  Encampment  in  Providence,  1877,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

"Inasmuch  as  there  have  been  some  differences  of  opinion  as  to 
the  intent  and  meaning  of  Memorial  Day—therefore,  Resolved,  That 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  seeks  thus  to  preserve  the  memory 
of  those  only  who  fought  in  defense  of  the  National  Unity." 

Clara  Barton,  National  Chaplain  of  the  W.  R.  C,  in  1891-2,  asked 
a  significant  question  in  her  report  to  National  Convention  when, 
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receive  the  money  sent  by  Corps  to  the  Colorado  Home,  and  to  ex- 
pend the  same  to  the  best  advantage.  I  understand  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Home,  at  present,  is  good  and  if  the  veterans  are  not 
in  need  of  assistance  from  the  Corps  it  would  be  well  for  this  Conven- 
tion to  consider  the  practicability  of  establishing  a  fund  for  the  erec- 
tion of  cottages  for  the  wives  of  the  old  soldiers. 

The  Wyoming  Home  is  easy  of  access  and  I  have  been  able  to 
visit  it  twice  during  the  past  year.  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  it 
is  under  able  management 

FINANCES. 
We  have  practiced  the  strictest  economy  consistent  with  efficient 
work.     No  favors  in  the  way  of  free  railroad  transportation,  have 
been  shown  the  Department  or  its  offiers. 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  was  represented  at 
the  Thirteenth  National  Convention  by  five  delegates,  whose  close  at- 
tention to  business  was  exceeded  by  no  other  Department. 

The  trip  to  Louisville  was  exceedingly  hard  and  tiresome,  owing 
to  the  excessive  heat  of  a  southern  city  and  the  fact  that  a  sus- 
pended member  caused  our  National  President  great  annoyance. 

Because  of  the  latter  circumstance  we  were  detained  in  Louisville 
longer  than  was  planned,  thereby  increasing  the  work  and  the  ex- 
pense. I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  that  four  out  of  your  five  representa- 
tives remained  until  the  gravel  fell  and  the  Thirteenth  National  Con- 
tion  was  closed. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 
I  found  it  impossible  to  visit  all  the  Corps  in  the  Department. 
Neither  time,  strength  nor  money  would  permit  it.  As  the  number 
of  Corps  increases  the  office  work  of  the  Department  President  be- 
comes more  laborious.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  meet  with  twenty 
Corps  and  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  pleasant  homes  which 
were  opened  to  me  and  the  uniform  kindness  and  hospitality  extend- 
ed by  our  members  and  those  of  the  Grand  Army,  will  ever  be  grate- 
fully remembered.    I  regret  that  I  was  not  able  to  visit  each  Corps. 

BADGES. 
-The  ribbons  of  the  badges  provided  for  the  use  of  delegates  to 
National  Convention,  having  been  in  use  for  several  years,  have  be- 
come soiled  and  are  no  longer  of  va!ue. 


It  will  be  necessary  to  make  provision  for  badges  for  the  coming 
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Convention  and  therefore  Recommendation  No.  4  is  made: 

4.  That  the  incoming  Department  President  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  provide  badges  for  the  representatives  to  National  Conven- 
tion. 

DISBANDED  CORPS. 

"Quality,  not  quantity,"  should  be  the  motto  with  Departments. 
Corps  whose  members  have  no  interest  in  the  work,  should  be  en- 
couraged to  disband,  as  the  work  of  the  Department  is  seriously  affect- 
ed by  indifferent  or  careless  work. 

Geo.  B.  McClellan  Corps,  No.  16,  had  a  short  existence,  disband- 
ing ten  months  after  its  organization,  because  of  lack  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  its  members. 

Difficulties  of  long  standing  in  Thornburg  Corps,  No.  25,  reached 
a  climax,  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Charter  and  supplies  were 
sent  to  Headquarters. 

Phil  Kearney  Corps,  No.  47,  had  been  in  a  hopeless  condition  for 
almost  a  year  when  the  Charter  was  surrendered  the  first  part  of 
April.  The  President  tried  very  hard  to  hold  the  Corps  together  but 
her  efforts  were  of  no  avail. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. 
Time  and  space  forbid  the  mention  of  all  those  to  whom  I  am 
indebted.    The  earnest  support  of  the  members  of  the  Order  through- 
out the  Department  has  made  the  work  of  the  year  what  it  is.    No  one 
can  stand  alone,  in  a  work  like  this,  and  accomplish  anything. 

The  watchword  of  the  year  has  been  well  lived  up  to  by  the  Corps 
and  my  best  wish  for  my  successor  is  that  she  may  receive  the  same 
loving  help  that  has  been  given  me  during  the  past  year. 

Special  mention  is  due  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Conley  for 
his  kindness  in  securing  rates  on  the  several  railroads  and  for  the  use 
of  G.  A.  R.  Headquarters  for  Council  meetings.  Our  sincere  thanks 
are  hereby  tendered  him  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  our  Depart- 
ment. 

To  Past  Department  President,  Mary  L.  Carr  and  Junior  Vice 
President  Hester  W.  Hartsell,  for  special  help  with  the  disbanded 
Corps  of  Platteville  and  Georgetown,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks. 
To  the  Department  Counselor,  Janette  L.  Todd,  my  grateful  ac- 
knowlments  are  hereby  expressed  for  the  interest  she  has  manifested 
in  the  work  of  the  year  and  for  many  kindnesses  shown  me. 

To  the  Department  officers,  who  have  faithfully  labored  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  I  am  grateful. 
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to  Department  Commander  O'Brien  and  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Army,  for  the  appreciation  expressed  by  them  for  our  work, 
we  return  thanks,  remembering  that  for  them  we  labor.  Let  us  rise 
above  self  and,  with  the  spirit  of  true  patriotism  that  prompted  them 
to  go  forth  to  battle  for  the  right,  with  Old  Glory  floating  over  us, 
may  we  take  up  the  duties  of  this  Convention,  which  is  the  gateway 
to  the  coming  year,  broadening  our  views  and  enlarging  our  work, 
and  may  the  Great  Commander  give  us  strength  to  keep  in  faithful- 
ness that  which  is  committed  to  our  trust.

Pfeiffer  Corps,  No.  25,  Alamosa,  April  1st,  1896,  with  fourteen 
Charter  members. 

Steadman  Corps,  No.  28,  Telluride,  April  15th,  1896,  with  twenty- 
one  Charter  members. 

The  two  latter  Corps,  having  been  instituted  since  March  31st,  of 
course  will  appear  in  this  quarter's  report  and  materially  increase  the 
membership  of  the  Department. 

Eight  General  Orders  and  two  Circular  letters  from  National 
Headquarters;  nine  General  and  two  Special  orders  from  the  Depart- 
ment, the  Journal  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention,  the  pass-words 
— National  and  Department — and  the  various  blanks  have  been 
promptly  sent  to  all  entitled  to  receive  them. 

I  have  not  kept  account  of  letters  written,  but  they  have  not  been 
few  in  number. 

In  my  judgment  a  comparison  of  the  Corps  of  the  Department 
would  not  only  be  "odious,"  as  comparisons  in  general  are  said  to  be, 
but  manifestly  unfair  for  the  reason  that  the  conditions  in  different 
localities  vary  so  greatly. 

The  Denver  Corps,  for  instance,  must  have  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  receiving  and  holding  members  and  expending  relief  that  are  prac- 
tically unknown  in  the  small  towns,  where  the  advent  of  a  stranger 
is  of  general  knowledge  and  interest.  And  on  the  other  hand,  the 
scattered  membership  ot  country  districts  is  a  serious  obstacle  to 
the  maintenance  of  Corps. 

Those  brave  Presidents — and  there  are  several  of  them  in  the  De- 
partment-^who  travel  miles  to  attend  Corps  meetings — often  failing 
after  the  e^ort,  to  find  a  quorum  present,  command  my  warm  admira- 
tion. 

One  thing  I  wish  I  might  impress  upon  every  Corps  President  in 
this  Convention.  The  installing  officer  should  be  furnished  by  the 
outgoing  Secretary  with  a  list  of  Corps  officers,  the  names  written  in 
full  and  properly  spelled. 

Doubtless  the  Roster  of  this  Convention  is  full  of  mistakes  which 
have  called  down  sundry  anathemas,  but  your  Secretary  has  written 
numerous  letters  and  given  hours  of  time  to  the  bringing  of  said 
Roster  to  its  present  state,  most  of  which  might  have  been  avoided, 
if  proper  oversight  had  been  given  in  each  Corps. 
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Much  of  the  labor  with  the  reports  could  also  be  saved  the  De- 
partment, by  the  exercise  of  more  care  upon  the  part  of  Corps  officers, 
but  this  is  no  new  story. 

The  laborious  year  just  closing  has  not  been  without  its  compen- 
sations. My  relations  with  you,  Mrs.President,  and  with  the  other  De- 
partment officers,  have  been  harmonious.  My  letters  of  inquiry  or 
correction  to  different  Corps,  have  invariably  met  with  courteous  re- 
plies and  the  conscientious  workers  throughout  the  Department,  with 
whom  I  have  been  brought  into  official  relations,  many  of  whom 
are  known  to  me,  but  by  name,  have  my  sincere  thanks. 

And  now,  in  surrendering  the  work  into  other  hands,  it  is  with 
an  earnest  wish  for  the  welfare  of  our  Order.  I  think  we  may  con- 
gratulate ourselves  if,  in  these  times  of  general  financial  distress,  our 
numbers  increase,  be  it  ever  so  slowly. 

May  we  never  forget  that  we  are  banded  together  to  assist  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  in  its  noble  work.

RECOMMENDATION  NO.  1. 
I  would  recommend  that  10  per  cent  of  Per  Capita  Tax  received 
each  quarter  be  transferred  to  the  Relief  Fund.  A  misunderstanding 
has  existed  regarding  the  amount  of  Per  Capita  Tax  for  the  Relief 
Fund.  In  the  Journal  of  proceedings  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Con- 
vention of  this  Department,  it  was  recommended  by  Mrs.  Sraiddle, 
the  then  chairman  of  Department  Relief  Committtee,  that  "one  and 
one-half  cents  of  the  Per  Capita  Tax  be  set  aside  for  the  Department 
Relief  Fund."     In  the  Journal   of  the  Eighth  Convention,  held   at 
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Boulder,  decision  No.  3  reads:  "That  one  and  one-half  per  cent  of 
Per  Capita  Tax  received  each  quarter  be  placed  in  the  Department 
Relief  Fund,  so  that  aid  can  be  rendered  without  calling  upon  Corps." 

RECOMMENDATION  NO.  2. 
That  Corps  Treasurers,  living  in  cities,  give  their  street  and  num- 
ber on  quarterly  reports.

RECOMMENDATION   NO.   3. 

When  Corps  Treasurers  fail  to  send  postage  for  supplies,  but  re- 
quest them  sent  by  mail,  the  Department  Treasm  -r  shall  send  by  ex- 
press, thereby  avoiding  misunderstanding  regarding  postage.

Ten  Corps  furnished  refreshments  for  Posts.

Mrs.  Lida  E.  Fitch,  Department  Secretary,  W.  R.  C: 

Another  year's  work  having  been  completed  in  our  Order,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  that  part  of  the  work 
which  was  placed  in  my  hands. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  time  for  inspection  there  were  forty-two 
Corps  in  the  Department.  Word  was  received  from  Geo.  B.  McClel- 
lan  Corps  No.  16,  at  Delta,  that  no  interest  was  manifested  by  the 
members.  At  one  time  the  Corps'  President  rode  twenty-two  miles 
to  attend  Corps  meeting  and  not  another  member  was  present;  there- 
fore it  was  deemed  advisable  for  the  Corps  to  disband,  and  it  was 
not  inspected.  Four  Corps  were  not  visited  by  an  Inspecting  Officer, 
E.  V.  Summer,  No.  7,  Akron,  No.  36,  Holyoke,  No.  44  and  Phil  Kear- 
ney, No.  47.  Each  of  these  sent  in  reports  properly  filled  out,  with  the 
exception  of  No.  47,  from  which  -we  could  never  receive  any  reply*,  al- 
though repeatedly  written  to,  both  officially  and  otherwise. 

The  following  Corps  were  inspected  by  Department  President, 
Mrs.  Holliday: 

J.  F.  REYNOLDS,  No.  9,  Cheyenne.  The  members  of  this  Corps 
are  interested  in  the  work.  The  exemplification  of  the  ritual  was 
excellent. 

C.  W.  COLLINS,  No.  13,  Rawlins.    Though  a  new  Corps  the  mem- 
bers know  well  the  objects  of  our  Order.    The  Post  is  very  proud  of 
its  auxiliary.    The  ritualistic  work  is  good  and  I  have  great  confi- 
*  dence  in  No.  13,  as  the  members  study  carefully  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. 

U.  S.  GRANT,  No.  15,  Greeley.  I  think  all  that  could  be  said  of 
this  excellent  Corps  has  been  given  in  reports  of  previous  inspectors. 
As  long  as  U.  S.  Grant  Corps  contains  so  many  members  actuated  by 
high  principles,  as  is  the  case  at  present,  the  Department  need  have 
no  fears  for  the  work  at  Greeley. 

CUSTER,  No.  20,  Laramie  .  The  ritualistic  work  is  good  and  the 
books  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  excellently  kept.  This  Corps  ranks 
among  the  first  in  relief  work. 

W.  T.  SHERMAN,  No.  24.  Evans.  Fraternity,  Charity  and 
Loyalty  prevail  in  this  Corps  and  there  is  good  work  being  done.

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a  membership  of  but  sixteen,  this  Corps  sent  $10  to  the  Colorado 
Soldiers'  Home  and  $5  to  the  Home  in  Wyoming.  The  ritualistic 
work  was  good. 

GEO.  H.  THOMAS,  No.  26,  Ft.  Collins.  A  great  deal  of  relief  work 
is  being  done  by  this  Corps.  On  account  of  the  illness  of  the  Presi- 
dent the  Senior  Vice  President  was  compelled  to  preside,  which 
she  did  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  work  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  is  well  done.

T.  H.  DODD,  No.  5,  Golden.  While  I  find  the  work  in  the  Corps 
room  is  not  perfect  in  each  detail,  reports  show  splendid  work  done 
in  connection  with  Post  and  relief. 

M.  M.  CROCKER,  No.  40,  Denver.  The  work  of  this  Corps  is 
good.  While  laboring  under  the  disadvantage  at  the  last  moment  of 
having  three  of  the  officers  absent  because  of  sickness,  selections  were 
made  from  the  floor  members,  who  filled  the  places  satisfactorily; 
showing  that  careful  work  of  the  ritual  had  been  made  a  study  by  all 
of  the  members.  This  is  a  number  one  Corps.  Several  of  my  own 
•Corps  made  this  visit  with  me. 

J.  C.  FREMONT,  No.  45,  Littleton.    While  all  of  the  officers  do 
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their  work  well,  to  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  beautiful  work  of  the 
Conductor.  The  Corps  has  reported  its  amount  in  relief  other  than 
money,  at  only  about  one-fifth  of  what  has  been  done. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  No.  42,  Denver.  The  work  of  the  year 
was  disturbed  early  by  the  death  of  their  beloved  President,  Mrs. 
Kellogg.  Irregular  attendance  of  officers  is  not  conducive  to  perfect 
work.  This  Corps  is  always  ready  with  a  relief  fund  to  assist  the 
needy. 

MAJOR  ANDERSON,  No.  46,  Harris.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know 
what  to  say  as  the  Corps  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  Post,  thus  mak- 
ing very  hard  work  for  the  few  banded  together  for  the  good  of  the 
Order.  One  thing  is  certain,  a  few  noble  women  are  determined  to 
keep  Major  Anderson,  No.  46,  together. 

THORNBURGH,  No.  25,  Georgetown.  Proper  notice  having  been 
given  with  the  authority  to  use  my  best  judgment,  from  Department 
President,  it  was  found  best  for  this  Corps  to  disband,  after  hearing 
the  statement,  and  so  called  in  the  Charter  and  supplies  and  forward- 
ed them  to  Headquarters.  This  was  indeed  a  sad  task,  especially  to 
me.having  entered  as  a  charter  member.and  served  as  Secretary  during 
my  residence  in  Georgetown  extending  over  a  period  of  several  years. 
I  am  in  hopes  that  at  some  future  day  this  Corps  will  be  reorganized 
for  there  is  much  work  to  do  amongst  our  old  comrades  there. 

The  following  Corps  I  personally  visited  and  in  every  instance 
was  most  cordially  received  and  entertained. 

FARRAGUT.  No.  1,  Denver.  This  band  of  earnest  women  does 
a  great  deal  of  relief  work  which  is  the  main  object  of  our  associa- 
tion.   Books  well  kept. 

Upton,  No.  2,  Pueblo.  I  find  the  books  properly  kept  and  the 
Corps  doing  good  work.  They  reported  having  just  sent  a  box  to  the 
Soldiers'  Home  at  Monte  Vista. 

SEDGEWICK,  No.  3.  Durango.  This  far  away  Corps  deserves 
great  credit  for  the  interest  manifested,  a  great  deal  of  relief  work  is 
done  among  the  old  veterans  and  their  dependent  ones. 

COLORADO  SPRINGS,  No.  4,  Colorado  Springs.  Found  this  a 
wide  awake  Corps  and  fully  alive  to  our  noble  work;  splendid  officers 
and  books  in  good  condition. 

GEO.  G.  MEADE,  No.  6,  Denver.  This  Corps  does  splendid  relief 
work.  They  have  been  unfortunate  in  having  to  change  officers  dur- 
ing the  year  but  ail  has  been  made  straight. 

JAS.  A.  GARFIELD,  No.  S,  Leadville.  I  find  this  one  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  Corps  in  the  Department.     Much  interest  is  manifested

among  the  members.    Books  correct.    During  the  year  they  have  ini- 
tiated 49  members. 

GUNNISON,  No.  12,  Gunnison.  A  good  Corps,  but  they  have  not 
had  the  credit  in  giving  in  their  report  of  "other  than  money,"  hav- 
ing done  their  work  outside  instead  of  among  the  old  soldiers  or 
their  families. 

VETERAN,  No.  14,  Denver.  The  ritualistic  work  of  this  Corps  is 
fine.  Books  splendid.  No  old  veteran  or  his  dependent  who  needs 
aid  is  ever  turned  away. 

R.  A.  CAMERON,  No.  18,  Ft.  Morgan.  This  Corps,  I  am  proud 
to  report,  is  doing  nicely,  although  it  was  organized  but  a  year  ago. 
The  ritualistic  work  will  excel  many  of  the  older  Corps.  Thus  far 
they  have  had  no  relief  work,  but  they  are  ready  and  willing  to  do 
"whatever  their  hands  find  to  do."  They  are  fortunate  in  being  aux- 
iliary to  a  splendid  Post.  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  work  well 
done. 

RENO,  No.  21,  Denver.  The  work  of  Reno  Corps  is  splendid. 
Eooks  above  the  average,  good  relief  work  is  done. 

JAS.  W.  ANDERSON,  No.  23,  Cripple  Creek.  A  Corps  of  earnest 
women,  and  they  have  a  great  field  for  labor  at  home,  as  many  old 
soldiers  go  to  Cripple  Creek  to  seek  employment,  yet  they  gave  me 
$2.50  for  the  home  at  Monte  Vista. 

NATHANIEL  LYON,  No.  27,  Boulder.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
Corps  in  the  Department,  both  in  ritualistic  and  relief  work.  The 
books  are  the  best  I  have  found.  The  object  of  every  officer  and  mem- 
ber is  to  "Specially  aid  and  assist  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic." 
KIT  CARSON.  No.  31,  Lamar.  I  fear  that  politics  have  some- 
what interfered  with  our  chcritable  work  in  this  Corps.  There  are 
no  poor  among  the  soldiers  or  their  families,  and  all  are  able  to  pay 
their  dues,  so  relief  work  was  quite  forgotten.  I  hope  for  a  better 
future. 

McPHERSON,  No.  32,  Longmont.  A  good  working  Corps.  Books 
fine,  all  general  orders  preserved  and  properly  filed.  One-third  of  all 
money  received  set  aside  for  relief  fund. 

KILPATRICK,  Nc.  34,  La  Junta.     I  find  this  one  of  the  weak 
Corps  needing  much  instruction.    All  are  willing  to  do  what  they  can. 
E.  M.  STANTON.  No.  37,  Salida.     Every  member  was  in  attend- 
ance at  the  time  of  inspection.    Only  having  been  organized  the  pres- 
ent year  they  are  prosperous  and  the  outlook  is  good. 

PIKE'S  PEAK.  No.  39.  Manitou.  The  President  was  sorely  af- 
flicted by  the  recent  death  of  her  husband  and  so  was  not  present. 
Senior  Vice  President  sick.    The  Junior  Vice  President  presided  and 
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did  very  nicely.  The  books  are  in  good  condition.  The  few  faithful 
ones  are  somewhat  discouraged,  yet  I  feel  their  afflictions  will  in 
time  pass  by  and  No.  39  will  rank  with  any. 

PHIL.  SHERIDAN,  No.  41,  Buena  Vista.  Treasurer  met  me  and 
together  we  called  on  the  Secretary,  examined  books,  found  the  Aud- 
iting committee  had  not  performed  its  part  of  the  work.  No  meeting 
was  held  and  the  few  members  were  discouraged. 

JOE  HOOKER,  No.  43,  Monte  Vista.  This  is  a  splendid  Corps. 
They  have  an  opportunity  that  no  other  Corps  has  to  help  the  soldiers 
at  the  Home,  as  they  can  go  and  see  for  themselves  and  understand 
the  wants.  They  are  doing  much  good.  Each  lady  voted  to  donate  a 
pair  of  pillow  cases  to  the  Home,  as  a  Thanksgiving  offering. 

The  following  Corps  sent  in  their  reports,  and  notes  were  given 
by  their  respective  Presidents. 

E.  V.  SUMMER,  No.  7,  Silver  Cliff.  The  members  are  very  much 
discouraged,  Department  officers  haying  failed  to  visit  them  for  some 
time. 

AKRON,  No.  36,  Akron.    President  reports  "correct." 

NORTH  FORK,  No.  11,  Hotchkiss.  Mrs.  Nellie  Bailey,  Assistant 
Inspector,  reports  the  members  very  energetic  and  enthusiastic.  They 
have  had  very  little  call  for  relief  work  but  have  raised  nearly  $100 
towards  building  a  hall,  by  giving  dinners  and  entertainments.  Their 
regular  meetings  are  always  well  attended. 

MULLIGAN,  No.  22,  Springfield.  Was  inspected  by  Mrs.  Wright, 
of  Lamar,  who  rode  across  the  prairie  60  miles  in  a  sand  storm,  only 
one  house  by  the  way.  Finds  the  Corps  will  do  good  work  and  be  a 
benefit  to  the  Post  when  they  understand  the  work  better. 

I  find  the  Auditing  Committees  in  nearly  all  of  the  Corps  have 
gone  through  their  form  of  work,  but  in  many  instances  have  been 
careless  and  supposed  their  work  well  done  by  signing  their  names. 
Very  much  depends  on  this  committee  in  doing  the  work  in  a  more 
careful  manner. 

I  also  found  in  many  Corps  that  General  Orders  were  read  in  a  hur- 
ried manner,  no  expression  given  to  any  of  the  thoughts  they  might 
contain.  These  Orders  are  issued  for  our  instruction  and  should  be 
obeyed  accordingly. 

Eastern  Departments  have  the  advantage  of  District  Conven- 
tions, but  in  a  Department  like  ours,  scattered  over  such  a  vast  terri- 
tory, it  is  impossible  to  have  this  advantage;  some  other  method  must 
be  adopted  whereby  the  work  may  be  made  more  uniform.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  some  arrangement  be  made  at  this  Con- 
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vention  by  which  Corps  may  all  receive  the  same  instruction  in  re- 
gard to  methods  of  keeping  books.

Lida  E.  Fitch,  Department  Secretary  of  W.  R.  C: 

In  accordance  with  Rules  and  Regulations  I  present  the  follow- 
ing report:  . 

Q.  1.  A  member  takes  a  transfer  card  October  5th,  1894,  holds  it 
until  Oct.  5th,  1895  then  gives  it  to  a  Corps  member  to  recommend  her 
admission  to  the  Corps.  It  is  presented  to  the  Corps  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, Oct.  13th,  1895.    Can  she  be  admitted  on  that  card? 

Ans.  She  can  not,  as  the  card  expired  on  the  day  she  gave  it  to 
the  Corps  member. 

Q.  2.  A  member  out  on  transfer  wishes  to  vist  a  Corps.  The  pass 
words  have  been  changed  since  she  received  her  card.  Can  she  give 
the  old  pass  word  and  visit  the  Corps?  Is  she  entitled  to  the  new 
pass  word? 

Ans.  She  can  give  the  old  pass  word  and  visit  Corps  until  the 
expiration  of  card,  one  year  from  date.  Members  out  on  transfer  are 
not  entitled  to  the  new  pass  word. 

Q.  3.  A  member's  dues  are  paid  up  to  Sept.  30th;  on  Nov.  3rd,  she 
applied  for  an  honorable  discharge.  According  to  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions the  card  could  not  be  granted  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  At 
that  time  the  question  was^asked,  was  she  indebted  to  the  Corps  for 
dues,  or  the  Corps  indebted  to  her  for  her  badge? 

Ans.  As  our  dues  are  payable  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter 
she  was  in  arrears  for  her  dues  and  the  card  could  not  be  granted  un- 
til they  were  paid.  According  to  the  obligation  taken  she  must  turn 
over  her  badge  and  receive  the  price  of  it. 

Q.  4.  As  dues  are  payable  on  the  first  days  of  each  quarter  should 
the  Treasurer  charge  up  each  member  with  her  dues  at  the  first  of  the 
quarter. 

Ans.  Yes,  a  debit  and  credit  account  should  be  kept  with  each 
member. 

Q.  5.  Is  there  any  law  to  prevent  Corps'charging  $2  for  initiation 
fee? 
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Ans:  No.  Rules  and  Regulations  say  the  initiation  fee  must  not 
be  less  than  $1,  but  do  not  say  it  shall  be  only  $1.  Corps  can  adopt 
By-Laws  making  the  initiation  more  if  they  choose. 

Q.  6.  A  Corps  having  been  organized  for  a  number  of  years  with. 
Charter  fee  at  $2  wishes  to  amend  its  By-Laws  to  make  the  admission 
fee  $1.50.    Can  they  do  so? 

Ans.    I  find  nothing  in  our  Laws  to  prevent  their  doing  so. 

Q.  7.  What  is  the  standing  of  officers  installed  by  a  Past  Post 
Commander  not  having  been  detailed  by  the  Department  President T 
Would  a  Corps  President  installed  as  above  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Department  Convention? 

Ans.  Officers  installed  by  a  Past  Post  Commander  not  detailed 
by  the  Department  President  would  not  be  legally  installed.  Any- 
business  transacted  by  the  Corps  would  be  illegal.  The  Corps  Presi- 
dent would  not  be  a  voting  member  of  the  Convention. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  honor 
bestowed  upon  me  by  our  loved  President,  with  whom  most  pleasing 
relations  have  been  sustained  the  entire  year. 

I  have  given  three  years  of  active  work  to  the  Department,  and  in. 
retiring  I  shall  not  give  up  my  interest  but  will  do  all  I  can  for  the 
advancement  of  our  Order.  Let  us  be  more  earnest,  more  devoted  to> 
the  interests  of  those  who  offered  their  lives  that  their  country's 
banner  might  float  above  us  without  one  Star  missing.

Report  of  Executive  Board. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  Department  Council,  W.  R.  C: 

Ladies:  As  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  I  wish  to  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  Twelfth  Annual  Convention: 

When  elected  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  I  went  home  with 
but  one  regret,  to-wit,  that  I  was  not  able  to  take  the  beautiful  banner 
to  Department  Headquarters. 

My  duties  have  been  very  light  and  through  the  kindness  of  my 
associate  officers  have  been  very  pleasant. 

I  have  attended  two  Council  meetings,  one  in  Denver  and  one  in 
Laramie,  although  six  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  Mrs. 
Emily  O'Brien  having  resigned  from  the  Executive  Board  and  Audit- 
ing Committee,  the  Council  elected  Mrs.  Ann  Eliza  Woodard  to  nil  the 
vacancy  and  has  found  her  both  efficient  and  faithful  to  the  duties  of 
the  office.

When  called  upon  I  have  counseled  with  the  Department  Presi- 
dent, concerning  matters  affecting  the  Department,  and  now  wish  to 
extend  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  her  for  many  courtesies  and  kindnesses 
received  and  shall  look  back  with  feelings  of  regret  that  the  year  has 
passed  all  too  soon.

Report  of  Delegate-at-Large. 


Greeley,  Colo.,  April  23rd,  1896. 
Lida  E.  Fitch,  Department  Secretary,  W.  R.  C: 

Madam:  In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  our 
Order,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and  the  Twelfth  Annual 
Convention,  the  following  report  of  the  entertainment  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Thirteenth  National  Convention,  held  at  Louisville,  Ky., 
Sept.  12th,  1895. 

Eight  months  have  passed  since  the  Thirteenth  National  Conven- 
tion convened  in  Louisville,  Ky.  The  record  of  that  assembly  has 
passed  into  history.  The  open  sesions  were  reported  in  the  leading 
papers  at  the  time,  and  the  work  proper  which  pertained  particularly 
to  Departments  and  Corps,  has  since  been  promulgated  in  National 
and  Department  Orders,  hence  to  rehearse  the  doings  of  that  august 
body  at  this  late  day  would  indeed  be  "an  old.  old  story,"  but  as  cus- 
tom has  decreed  I  will  relate  briefly  those  things  which  I  think  will 
most  interest  you. 
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As  I  had  gone  east  in  August  I  was  not  one  of  that  merry  party 
that  boarded  the  official  train  at  Denver,  Sept.  7th,  so  can  tell  you 
nothing  of  the  jokes  and  pranks  or  the  wit  and  wisdom  of  our  worthy 
superiors,  or  of  the  interesting  incidents  which  happened  on  the  way. 
I  reached  the  Mecca  of  all  patriotic  excursionists  at  noon  Sept. 
10th  and  went  directly  to  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel,  which  was  Depart- 
ment Headquarters  for  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  I  had  prepared  my- 
self for  an  enthusiastic  greeting,  "but  the  half  had  not  been  told.*' 
No  such  welcome  had  ever  been  extended  to  the  G.  A.  R.  and  W .  R.  C. 
This  was  the  first  encampment  held  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's 
line,  and  not  only  Louisville,  but  Kentucky,  and  ilie  whole  South 
united  in  giving  one  grand  ovation  to  the  "boys  in  blue."  The  Gov- 
ernor of  Kentucky,  in  his  proclamation  said:  "We  throw  wide  open 
our  gates  and  with  the  warmest  pulsations  of  our  hearts  bid  you 
earLest  and  honest  welcome  to  old  Kentucky."    . 

It  was  the  eloquent  Hon.  Henry  Watterson,  Editor-in-Chief  of 
the  Courier- Journal,  who  the  preceding  year  at  Pittsburg,  Pa„  in- 
vited the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  meet  in  Grand  Encampment 
in  his  city,  and  when  60,000  of  the  old  veterans  accepted  the  invita- 
tion he  welcomed  them  with  these  beautiful  and  expressive  words: 
"It  is  therefore,  with  a  kind  of  exultation  that  I  fling  open  the  gates 
of  this  gateway  to  the  South!  I  bid  you  welcome  in  the  name  of  the 
people  whose  voice  is  the  voice  of  God.  You  came  and  we  resisted 
you;  you  come  and  we  greet  you;  for  times  change  and  men  change 
with  them ;— blessed,  thrice  blessed  we  who  have  lived  to  see  fulfilled 
the  Psalmist's  prophecy  of  peace: 

*  'Peace  in  the  quiet  dales, 

Made  rankly  fertile  by  the  blood  of  men; 

Peace  in  the  woodland  and  the  lonely  glen, 
Peace  in  the  peopled  vales. 
Peace  in  the  crowded  town: 

Peace  in  a  thousand  fields  of  waving  grain; 

Peace  in  the  highway  and  the  flowery  lane, 
Peace  o'er  the  wind  swept  down. 
Peace  on  the  whirring  marts, 

Peace  where  the  scholar  thinks,  the  hunter  roams, 

Peace,  God  of  peace,  peace,  peace  in  all  our  homes, 
And  all  our  hearts.'  " 

The  decorations  surpassed  all  previous  attempts  and  were  on  a 
magnificent  scale.  It  seemed  as  if  all  the  citizens  had  entered  into  a 
generous  rivalry  to  see  which  could  outdo  in  the  spread  of  bunting 
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and  the  displays  of  the  finest  decorations.  The  largest  flag  in  the 
world,  66  feet  long  by  40  feet  wide,  spanned  the  space  between  the 
Court  House  and  the  City  Hall.  The  decoration  which  attracted  the 
most  attention  was  on  Market  Street.  A  large  painting  in  the  shape 
of  a  shield,  was  placed  midway  on  a  building;  in  the  center  were  two 
men  with  clasped  hands,  one  dressed  in  blue  and  the  other  in  gray, 
around  which  were  arranged  electric  lights  in.  red,  white  and  blue, 
while  above  the  whole  floated  the  stars  and  stripes. 

The  banners  which  floated  across  the  streets  breathed  the  same 
spirit  of  union  and  good-will.  One  bore  the  inscription,  "Union  and 
Liberty,  now  and  forever,  one  and  inseparable,"  and  L-ioiiier  the 
words  of  the  "Great  Emancipator,"  "Charity  for  all— malice  toward 
none."  With  such  greetings  and  such  demonstrations  the  guests 
could  well  respond,  "All  hail  to  Louisville  and  the  grand  old  common- 
wealth of  Kentucky." 

On  Tuesday  afternoon  the  citizens'  committee  tendered  the  dele- 
gates of  the  W.  R.  C.  a  drive  about  the  beautiful  city.  Tuesday  even- 
ing the  National  OflBcers  of  the  W.  R.  C.  gave  a  reception  in  honor  of 
Commander-in  Chief  Lawler.  This,  by  many,  was  considered  the 
leading  social  event  of  the  week.  The  gray  vied  with  the  blue  in  pay- 
ing their  respects  to  the  receiving  party. 

Wednesday  was  the  day  of  the  great  parade,— the  day  to  many 
the  most  interesting  of  all.  Our  worthy  Department  President  had 
secured  most  advantageous  seats  on  the  grand  stand  and  for  five 
hours  we  watched  the  little  remnant  of  the  mighty  host  of  the  days 
of  '61  to  '65  as  they  marched  by.  At  the  head  of  the  parade  rode  two 
ex-Confederates,  one  bearing  the  stars  and  stripes,  the  other  a  pure 
white  silk  banner  on  the  top  of  which  perched  a  white  dove  bearing 
in  its  beak  a  green  olive  branch.  This  emblem  of  peace  was  greeted 
with  long  and  loud  cheers. 

The  day  was  intensely  hot,  yet  30,000  veterans  fell  into  line  and 
"tramped,  tramped,  tramped"  just  as  if  they  were  boys  still  "march- 
ing through  Georgia."  The  mist  came  to  many  eyes  as  their  thoughts 
involuntarily  turned  to  the  comrades  of  these  men  who  touched 
shoulders  to  them,  back  in  the  sixties, 

"Who  went,  and  who  returned  not." 
The  most  interesting  sight,  next  to  the  veterans,  were  the  old 
battle  flags,  some  were  mere  tatters  and  some  with  scarcely  more  than 
the  flag  staff  remaining.  There  were  many  amusing  incidents  too. 
"Old  Ned,"  the  famous  veteran  war  horse  who  has  taken  part  in  many 
parades,  passed  by  in  a  float,  bearing  a  placard,  "I  am  40  years  old." 
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Almost  every  state  had  something  peculiarly  its  own.  New  York  had 
a  Drum  Corps  composed  of  half  a  dozen  old  men  from  77  to  89  years. 
Each  division  had  its  various  drum  corps  and  bands,  Colorado  and 
Wyoming  being  led  by  the  famous  Leadville  Drum  Corps.  All  airs 
were  played  from  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  to  "Marching  Through 
Georgia,"  "Dixie,"  "My  Old  Kentucky  Home,"  the  latter  the  favorite. 
The  actuality  of  the  reunion  of  the  North  an dr  South  was  brought 
out  in  every  conceivable  manner.  A  soldier  marched  in  the  parade 
dressed  in  gray  and  around  him  was  wrapped  the  American  flag. 

The  souvenir  badges  were  made  by  the  blending  of  Federal  and 
Confederate  cannon. 

Wednesday  evening  three  large  camp  fires  were  held  where  thou- 
sands were  highly  entertained. 

Promptly  at  10  o'clock  Thursday  morning  the  Thirteenth  Na- 
tional Convention  convened.  Library  Hall  was  beautifully  decorated 
with  flags  and  palms  and  potted  plants.  This  session,  by  vote,  was 
an  open  one,  and  all  who  desired  were  admitted  to  hear  the  eloquent 
address  of  the  National  President  At  the  close  of  the  address  Mrs. 
Tyler,  wife  of  the  Mayor  of  Louisville,  was  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion and  in  beautiful  and  fitting  words  welcomed  it  to  the  City  of 
Louisville  and  to  the  homes  and  hearts  of  its  people  and  then  pre- 
,  sented  to  the  National  President  a  large  picture  of  George  and  Martha 
Washington.  As  she  was  escorted  from  the  hall  the  Conventidh  arose 
and  sang  "My  Old  Kentucky  Home." 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  1:30  p.  m. 
The  Ladies  Citizens'  Committee  had  provided  lunch  to  which  all 
delegates  were  invited.    This  was  another  manifestation  of  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  South. 

During  this  intermission  a  restraining  order  was  served  on  the 
National  Oflicers  at  the  instance  of  Mrs.  Ada  F.  Clark  of  Ohio,  re- 
straining them  from  holding  a  session  unless  she  was  admitted  to  the 
Convention.  The  case  was  set  for  10  o'clock  Friday  morning.  At  1:30 
the  Convention  was  called  to  order  and  an  open  session  was  again 
held.  Mrs.  Clark,  accompanied  by  her  son,  entered  the  hall  and  de- 
manded her  credentials.  As  these  are  given  out  by  their  own  Depart- 
ments the  National  Oflicers  have  no  voice  in  the  matter.  She  took 
her  seat  with  the  Ohio  delegation  much  against  the  wishes  of  most  of 
the  Ohio  delegates.  The  sympathy  of  the  Convention  was  with  Ohio. 
The  case  is  one  of  long  standing  and  very  complicated.  Notwith- 
standing all  were  uneasy  at  the  delay  of  business,  yet  the  afternoon 
was  enlivened  by  so  many  bright  speeches  and  recitations  that  the 
time  passed  quickly  by.    Major  Hendershot  and  son  visited  the  hall 
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and  gave  their  famous  selections  on  fife  and  drum.  Mis  Kate  B. 
Sherwood  recited  a  poem  which  she  had  written  for  the  Ladies  Citi- 
zens' reception,  entiled  "Thirty  Years  Ago/*  which  was  enthusiasti- 
cally applauded.  During  this  open  session  Mrs.  Wallace  was  pre- 
sented by  her  aids  with  a  beautiful  diamond  ring,  also  an  oil  painting 
of  "The  Trailing  Arbutus"  by  Mrs.  Burleigh,  and  several  other  pres- 
ents followed  in  quick  succession,  "making  pleasant  moments  in  the 
hours  of  waiting."  About  4  o'clock  Mrs.  Clark  arose  and  said  as  this 
was  an  open  meeting  she  had  a  right  to  be  heard. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  heard  from  all  portions  of  the  room  and 
being  duly  seconded  the  Convention  adjourned  amid  the  violent  pro- 
tests of  Mrs.  Clark. 

At  9:30  Friday  morning  the  Convention  assembled  and  an  open 
session  was  again  held. 

About  1  o'clock,  Mrs.  Wallace  and  the  National  Officers,  accom- 
panied by  Judge  Advocate  Gen.  Ellis  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, entered  the  hall,  and  Gen.  Ellis  announced  to  the  Convention 
that  the  injunction  had  been  lifted  and  we  could  proceed  with  business. 
With  one  accord  the  members  broke  forth  into  "Praise  God  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow,"  and  with  bedewed  eyes  congratulated  each 
other  that  the  strain  was  over.  . 

Frida3r  afternoon  the  first  regular  business  session  was  held.  The 
annoyance  caused  by  this  interruption  and  the  intense  heat  was  very 
trying  to  all,  and  as  many  of  the  delegates  were  obliged  to  leave  that 
evening  it  was  decided  that  the  election  of  officers  should  be  taken  up 
first.  Mrs.  Lizaboth  A.  Turner  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the 
Convention  for  National  President.  It  is  not  necessary  to  give  the 
list  of  officers.  Colorado  was  remembered  in  the  appointing  of  our 
Past  Department  President,  Mary  L.  Carr,  as  Inspector. 

During  the  counting  of  the  ballots  the  reports  of  committees  on 
officers  reports  were  read  and  acted  upon.  Some  were  quickly  en- 
dorsed, while  others  produced  much  discussion,  particularly  the  rec- 
ommendation that  District  Conventions  be  held  in  all  Departments. 
The  East,  thickly  settled,  favored  it,  while  the  West,  with  its  Corps 
separated  by  a  hundred  miles  and  more,  disapproved.  It  was  satis- 
factorily settled  by  leaving  it  to  the  discretion  of  the  various  De- 
partments. 

Saturday  morning  when  the  session  opened,  many  seats  were  va- 
cant, but  all  day  long  the  valiant  few  labored  faithfully  and  well. 

Business  was  suspended  many  times  to  receive  distinguished 
visitors,  among  whom  were  Henry  Watterson,  Past  Commanders-in- 
Chief  Weissert.  Beath,  Adams,  Lawler,  Commander-in-Chief  Walker 
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and  Gen.  Clarkson.  Past  Commander-in-Chief  Adams  thanked  the 
Convention  for  placing  at  the  head  of  the  ranks  "the  greatest  Roman 
of  all,"  L.  A.  Turner.  He  said,  "She  has  heen  urged  to  accept  this  of- 
fice before,  but  she  has  heretofore  had  no  appetite  for  office.  We  have 
so  fed  her  ambition  that  she  at  last  consented  to  accept  the  position 
so  unanimously  accorded  her.*' 

Gen.  ClaTkson  spoke  words  of  encouragement  and  said  every  true 
veteran  resented  the  insult  that  had  been  put  upon  140,000  of  the  best 
women  in  the  land  and  that  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was 
standing  firm  and  true,  morally  and  financially,  at  the  back  of  their 
only  auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

The  shades  of  night  had  crept  into  and  over  the  hall  before  the 
work  of  the  Convention  was  finished,  the  last  act  in  the  drama  being 
the  installation  of  officers.  ^ 

The  work  of  a  Convention  is  very  tiresome  and  when  coupled 
with  a  tropical  heat  and  such  a  vexatious  element  as  confronted  this 
one,  it  is  doubly  so.  The  Thirteenth  National  Convention  was  fortu- 
nate in  having  a  leader  who  was  not  alone  endowed  with  great  execu- 
tive ability  and  who  brought  to  a  successful  finish  the  most  exciting 
Convention  ever  held,  but  who  also,  by  her  sweetness  of  character  and 
if   -.patience  drew  all  hearts  to  her. 

*^  *    Congratulations  were  extended  to  new  officers,  farewells  were 
softly  spoken  and  each  delegate  "went  her  way"  strengthened  for  re- 
newed activity  in  the  cause  so  dear  to  every  true  American  woman.

5.  That  yet  again  Corps  Officers  be  urged  to  exercise  greater  care 
with  the  reports,  thus  saving  to  Department  Officers  much  labor. 

6.  That  ten  per  cent  of  Per  Capita  Tax  received  each  quarter,  be 
transferred  to  the  Relief  Fund. 

7.  That  Corps  Treasurers  in  cities  give  their  addresses  on  Quar- 
terly Reports. 

8.  That  every  Corps  President  be  reminded  that  it  is  part  of  her 
work  to  see  that  reports  are  sent  to  Department  Chaplain  imme- 
diately after  Memorial  Day,  thereby  giving  that  officer  sufficient  time 
to  condense  the  reports  for  the  National  Convention. 

9.  That  General  Orders,  containing  the  address  of  the  Depart- 
ment Chaplain,  be  sent  to  Corps  Chaplains.

15.  That  the  Department  Banner  be  taken  to  the  Convention 
room  at  Annual  Meetings. 

16.  To  more  clearly  define  the  power  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. As  the  Corps  Treasurer  is  the  only  officer  under  bond,  all 
moneys  be  turned  over  to  that  officer  for  disbursement.

Memorial  Day  with  its  sacred  duties  is  close  at  hand.  Thirty 
years  ago  this  spring  the  glad  cry  went  up  from  all  over  the  North: 
"Lee  has  surrendered!    Richmond  is  taken!    The  war  is  over!" 

Weary  and  worn,  sick,  hungry  and  ragged,  the  survivors  of  the 
war  for  the  Union  were  looking  forward  to  meeting  their  mothers, 
sweethearts,  wives  and  little  ones.  Then  their  hearts  beat  for  and 
their  thoughts  were  of  the  women  of  the  land.  Today  the  loyal  wo- 
men of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  are  banded  together  to  think  of 
them;  to  work  for  the  living  and  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  our 
dead  heroes.  Each  year  their  ranks  are  thinned  and  the  "low  green 
tents"  in  our  cemeteries  bear  silent  witness  to  the  number  of  those 
who  have  answered  the  last  roll  call,  for  whom  the  taps  have  been 
sounded  and  whose  lights  are  out.  The  few  who  remain  are  growing 
feeble,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  take  upon 
themselves  the  burden  of  preparing  for  Memorial'  Day. 

In  our  Department,  nature  does  not  give  us  the  jasmine  and  mag- 
nolia, but  our  mountains  and  hills  are  bright  with  the  pine,  and  the 
low  places  teem  with  the  wild  blossoms  of  spring.  Then  let  us  twine 
the  evergreen  wreaths  and  strew  beautiful  flowers  on  the  graves  of 
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our  soldier  dead,  not  forgetting  those  whose  graves  have  no  mark  or 
simply  bear  the  sad  word,  "Unknown."  Place  the  choicest  blossoms 
around  the  flag  they  died  to  save,  thus  erecting  an  altar  to  their 
memory. 

Each  Corps  is  requested  to  prepare  a  special  offering  in  memory 
of  the  hero  for  whom  its  Post  is  named. 

Let  the  Memorial  Day  services  be  made  impressive  to  the  citizens 
and  especially  instructive  for  the  young  in  our  respective  communi- 
ties. 

Corps  are  urged  to  protest  against  everything  having  a  tendency 
to  desecrate  the  sacredness  of  the  day  and  are  requested  to  work  with 
a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  preserve  the  respect  which  we,  as  a  nation,  owe 
to  those  who  offered  their  lives  for  ourcountry.

I.  The  annual  election  of  Corps  officers  will  be  held  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  in  December,  or  at  a  special  meeting  if  necessary  to 
conclude  the  election.  Each  member  in  good  stading  must  be  pre- 
viously notified. 

II.  The  election  of  Delegates  and  Alternates  to  the  Twelfth  De- 
partment Convention  will  take  place  at  the  same  time. 

III.  The  ratio  of  representation  in  this  Department  is  one  Dele- 
gate for  every  twenty  members  in  good  standing,  as  reported  at  the 
close  of  the  third  quarter  ending  September  30,  1895.  and  one  for  the 
final  fraction  of  over  one-half  that  number,  with  an  equal  number  of 
Alternates. 

IV.  Members  six  months  in  arrears  for  dues  are  not  entiled  to 
vote:  neither  are  they  eligible  to  office. 

V.  Each  Corps  is  entitled  to  one  Delegate  and  one  Alternate, 
whatever  its  membership  may  be. 

All  Corps  Presidents  and  Past  Presidents  are  Delegates. 
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VI.  Article  VII,  Chapter  II  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  must  be 
read  before  election.  Election  must  be  conducted  according  to  Ser- 
vice Book. 

VII.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  elect  the  Installing  Officer, 
the  Corps  Secretary  immediately  reporting  their  choice  to  the  De- 
partment Secretary.  If  a  member  of  another  Corps  be  chosen  the  ap- 
pointment will  be  made  by  the  Department  President  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  officers  elect.  All  expenses  of  the  Installing  Officer  must 
be  borne  by  the  Corps. 

•  VIII.  Let  your  election  of  officers  be  made  with  thought  and 
care,  remembering  that  with  them  rests  the  welfare  of  the  Corps  for 
the  coming  year. 

IX.  The  installation  of  officers  will  take  place  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meeting  in  January,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose 
during  the  month.

As  we  return  grateful  acknowledgements  for  our  many  mercies 
let  us  not  forget  those  who  saved  our  country  and  who,  now  sick  and 
feeble,  are  spending  their  last  days  in  our  Soldiers'  Homes. 

The  glad  Christmas-tide  will  closely  follow.  It  is  our  privilege, 
as  well  as  our  sacred  duty,  to  care  for  these  needy  ones.  What  time 
is  more  Buited  to  relieve  and  cheer  them  than  the  approaching  sea- 
sons? 

General  Stitzer,  Commandant  of  the  Wyoming  Home,  says:  "The 
greatest  and  most  urgent  needs  of  the  Home  at  present  are  bed  com- 
forters, rugs  to  cover  the  bare  floors  between  the  cots,  pillows  and  a 
few  comfortable,  easy  chairs  for  those  most  feeble. 

The  Home  at  Monte  Vista,  Colorado,  has  been  cut  off  without  any 
appropriation.    The  Home  is  in  debt  for  everything  since  July.    Gen- 
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eral  French,  Commandant,  says:  "Being  in  debt  it  is  difficult  to 
specify  our  particular  needs.  What  is  needed  more  than  anything, 
next  to  money,  is  sheets,  pillow  cases,  coverlids,  rugs,  delicacies  for 
hospital  and  flannel  underclothing." 

The  cold  weather  is  here  and  these  old  soldiers  must  not  be  al- 
lowed to  suffer.  Years  ago,  when  they  were  in  their  prime,  they 
braved  the  storms  of  winter,  sleeping  in  the  sleet  and  the  snow,  while 
they  were  battling  for  the  old  flag.  Now  they  are  suffering  from  the 
hardships  and  exposures  of  thirty  years  ago,  and  I  would  earnestly 
urge  Corps  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  pleasant  and  comfort- 
able the  declining  years  of  those  who  are  especially  their  care,  re- 
membering the  words  of  One  who  said:  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done 
it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

A  donation  to  the  Home  is  relief  work  and  money  for  such  pur- 
pose should  be  taken  from  the  Relief  Fund.  All  articles  sent  to  the 
Homes  should  be  reported  to  these  Headquarters,  stating  the  value, 
that  due  credit  may  be  given.

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  assem- 
bled in  Weber  Hall,  Colorado  Springs  at  9  a.  m.  on  Wednes- 
day, May  12,  1897. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Department  President, 
Ella  L.  C.  Dwinnell,  who  announced  the  Credential  Commit 
tee.requested  all  delegates  present  to  present  their  cards  and 
asked  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  an  open 
session.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Hardin  of  Denver.seconded  by  Mrs. 
Mummah,  of  Cripple  Creek, that  we  have  an  open  session. 
Carried. 

After  the  singing  of  the  opening  ode  and  a  musical  se- 
lection by  Miss  Olive  Dwinnell,  the  Convention  was  led  in 
prayer  by  the  Department  Chaplain,  Olive  M.  Bacon. 

The  address  of  Welcome  by  Mrs  Irene  DeToliver  of 
Colorado  Springs  was  then  delivered  as  follows: 

Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention: 

It  is  with  some  embarassment,  I  attempt  to  address  you,  and 
welcome  you  to  our  city,  the  homes  of  the  members  of  the  Colorado 
Springs  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Not  that  I  am  ashamed  of  our  city, 
or  its  surroundioga,  or  the  homes  of  our  members,  though  humble 
they  may  be;  but  because  I  feel  my  inadaquacy,  to  couch  into 
words,  the  great  honor  of  addressing  au   assembly,  composed  of 
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women,  who  have  consecrated  the  best  efforts  of  their  lives  to  the 
work  of  administering  unto  others,  and  as  we  look  over  the  assem- 
bly met  together  in  Convention,  at  different  times,  we  are  forcibly 
reminded,  that  not  only  the  veterans  are  growing  old,  but  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  as  well;  for  the  majority  of  our  members  have 
passed  the  meridian  of  life,  and  many  have  grown  old  in  the  work, 
but  not  discouraged.  Though  the  step  may  have  become  feeble, 
the  once  beautiful  tresses  whitened  and  thin,  the  once  rosy  cheek 
pale  and  wrinkled,  yet  the  eye  is  bright,  the  hand?  clasp  each  other 
with  tbe  same  warm  grasp,  the  heart  beats  with  the  same  tender 
affection  for  tbe  old  veteran,  as  it  did  over  thirty  years  ago,  when 
the  mother  pillowed  the  head  of  her  darling  boy,  upon  her  bosom, 
many  of  them  for  the  last  time,  and  when  the  wife  received  tbe  last 
embrace,  while  she  looked  into  the  eyes  of  her  husbaud,  with  that 
deep  tender  affection,  that  none  but  the  wife  knows.  Many  of 
these  aged  women,are  today ,at  the  very  brink  of  the  river,while  the 
dear  ones  are  waiting  to  greet  them  on  the  other  side.  And  when  we  of 
middle  age,  look  upon  these  dear  sweet  faced  old  ladies,  we  take 
courage.  When  we  see  their  zeal,aod  euergy,in  caring  for  these  af- 
flicted comrades,  their  widows,  and  orphans,  we  feel  like  pledging 
ourselves  anew  to  the  sacred  principles  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps;  and  when  we  see  their  devotion,amI  loyalty,  in  strewiug  the 
flowers  over  our  heroic  dead,  we  feel  like  extending  our  arms,  and 
lifting  our  voices,  and  calling  on  all,  the  loyal  womeu  of  America, 
to  come  into  our  fold  for  the  life  of  the  old  soldier,  is  made  more 
pleasant  and  the  many  bodily  aches  and  pains,  that  is  the  lot  of 
©very  old  veteran,  is  made  more  bearable ;  and  the  wants  of 
widows,  and  orphans,  are  supplied  by  tbe  gentle  hand,  and  loving 
care,  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Then  let  us  be  ever  mindful 
of  this  great  responsibility;  and  be  sure  we  are  worthy  of  the  name 
we  bear.  Although  each  year,  some  of  our  members  are  being 
carried  to  the  great  beyond,  yet  our  ranks  are  growing  fuller,  as 
the  loyal  women  are  coming  in  and  filling  up  tbe  vacant  places. 
And  we  rejoice  to  se«  the  good  work  go  on,  and  we,  the  members 
of  the  Colorado  Springs  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  also  rejoice,  that 
we  have  the  pleasure,  of  extending  to  this  Convention,  a  cordial 
welcome  to  our  citv  and  our  homes. 
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We  are  here,  from  mountains  and  glens, 

From  valleys,  and  plains. 
The  wives,  mothers,  and  daughters,  of  the  boys  in  blue, 

And  the  loyal  women,  so  brave  and  true. 
We  are  all  here,  with  one  purpose  in  view, 

And  for  the  same  purpose,  we've  met  many  times  before 
That,  of  promoting  the.  cause,  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

The  cause,  and  the  work  we  love  so  well 

The  emblem  is  F.  C.  and  L. 
The  bread  foundation  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Who  so  gallantly  won  their  honors  and  scars 
And  to  talk  over  the  days  of  wars. 

The  remnant  of  the  mighty  host,  has  met  once  more 
But  could  not  be  complete, without  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Then  let  the  words,  ring  from  pillar  to  dome, 

That  we  welcome  you  to  our  homes,  J 

Yes,  let  them  rise  up,  as  if  on  wings, 

Until  they,  to  the  very  echo  ring 

That  we  welcome  you  to  Colorado  Springs, 

And  may  kind  Providence,  his  blessing  forevermore, 

Re6t,  and  abide,  with  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 

Mrs.  Clemantine  S.  Hawes  of  U.  S.  Grant  Corps  briefly 
responded  to  the  address  of  Welcome  in  the  following  words: 

Mrs.  President  and  Ladies  of  this  Convention  : 

In  behalf  of  the  members  of  this  Convention,  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Relief  Corps  of  Colorado  Springs  and  the  citizens  of  your  beau- 
tiful city  for  the  right  royal  welcome  given  us.-  It  is  a  great  privi- 
lege for  us  to  be  permitted  to  gather  here,  under  the  shadow  of 
these  grand  old  mountains. 

Opening  our  Convention  today  under  such  favorable  auspices, 
I  hope  we  shall  all,  so  appreciate  the  courtesy  shown  us,  that  it  will 
be  an  inspiration  to  us  to  strive  to  have  a  Convention  so  profitable 
and  so  harmonious,  that  the  work  of  this,  the  13th  Convention  will 
redound  to  the  honor  and  glory  of,  not  only  our  Order  and  your 
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city  but  also  to  tbe  "Grand  Army  of  tbe  Repulic,"  to  which  we  are 
auxilliary. 

The  president  called  the  senior  vice  president, Mrs.  Har- 
din to  the  chair  and  proceeded  to  read  her  address  which 
was  referred  to  the  following  committee:  Laura  S.  Dodge  of 
Boulder,  Ida  Critchel  of  Denver  and  Susie  Searle  of  Lead- 
vilie. 


Address  of  Department  President. 


Officers  and  Members  of  tbe  Thirteenth  Annual  Convention  W.  R.  C. 

It  is  now  nearly  thirteen  months  since  you  delivered  into  my 
hands  the  reins  of  this  Department  I  am  sure  no  one  has  entered 
upon  tbe  duties  of  this  office  who  more  fully  realized  her  unfitness 
for  the  work.  I  had  given  tbe  matter  no  thought  until  I  stood  be- 
fore you  as  the  president  of  this  Department  and  felt  the  responsi- 
bility I  must  assume  to  be  the  leader  of  this  band  of  able  and  earn- 
set  women.  To  be  elected  and  installed  is  a  pleasant  and  easy  mat- 
ter, but  to  take  up  tbe  work  of  others,  add  one  more  link  in  the 
chain  and  see  that  it  is  well  done  is  quite  different. 

I  am  bere  before  you  today  with  the  consciousness  that  I  have 
tried  very  hard  to  do  my  work  and  I  am,  without  doubt,  the  sever- 
est critic  I  have  on  the  work  done  by  this  administration.  I  would 
have  liked  unlimited  time  and  money  to  accomplish  all  I  saw  that 
could  be  done,  but  as  I  bad  neither  I  did  all  my  time  and  strength 
would  permit.  I  am  sure  what  has  been  lacking  in  your  president 
has  been  more  than  fulfilled  in  the  work  done  by  her  assistants,  for 
I  am  sure  no  officer  has  bad  more  conscientious  helpers  and  tbe  re- 
lations have  been  very  pleasant. 

THE  SOLDIER'S  AND  SAILOR'S  HOME. 

One  of  my  first  visits  was  to  our  Soldier's  and  Sailor's  Home 
at  Monte  Tista.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  President  of  the 
Commission,  in  July  last,  I  accompanied  them,  with  Commander 
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Dodge  and  our  Inspector  Alice  M.  Seeds  on  their  inspection  of  the 
Home.  We  found  the  home  well  cared  for  in  all  material  things 
for  their  comfort,  but  there  was  a  great  dearth  of  things  to  instruct 
or  amuse.  The  Library  and  absence  of  decorations  were  notice- 
able. There  was  a  great  quantity  of  old  magazines  as  far  back  as 
the  early  Eighties,  all  of  which  many  of  the  men  had  read  years 
ago..  There  were  but  few  books  of  any  value  and  only  one  or  two 
pictures.  While  the  State  now  supplies  plenty  of  comforts,  fresh 
literature, works  of  art  or  decorations  are  conspicuous  by  their  ab- 
sence. I  would  recommend  that  our  Corps  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  home  with  these  things,  as  many  of  the  men  are  too  ill  to  go 
about  much  and  are  in  need  of  these  benefits.  On  my  return,  I  at 
once  appointed  a  committee  of  one,  at  each  home,  to  look  after 
their  needs,  and  you  will  find  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  how  well  they  did  their  work.  There  is  also  need  of 
small  comforts  for  the  hospital  that  will  suggest  themselves  to  our 
Corps  and  are  needed  every  year.  As  directed  by  your  last  Conven 
tion,  I  appointed  a  Legislative  Committee  to  attend  to  the  building 
of  cottages  in  the  future.  As  you  know,  our  legislatue  failed  to  act 
on  the  removal  of  the  Home.  While  1  felt  that  in  many  respects, 
particularly  on  account  of  the  altitude  and  the  distance  from  our 
larger  centers,  it  was  not  the  best  place  for  the  Home,  yet,  after 
visiting  it  twice  I  feel  sure  thattbey  have  many  things  to  rejoice  in? 
that  they  have  fallen  into  good  hands  and  that  Joe  Hooker's  Corps 
has  constantly  proved  itself  most  loyal  to  the  Home. 

It  has  also  been  my  privilege  to  visit  the  Homo  in  Wyoming. 
I  found  it  located  in  a  most  attractive  part  of  Cheyenne.  While  it 
is  still  small,  the  provisions  for  the  future  are  ample.  For  genial 
Commanders  of  our  Homes  I  think  this  Department  is  highly  fa- 
vored and  the  old  soldier  who  falls  to  their  care  aud  the  kindly 
sympathy  of  their  wives  is  certainly  blessed.  I  hope  at  no  distant 
day  the  Department  President,  like  the  Department  Commander, 
may,  by  virtue  of  her  office,  become  a  member  of  the  Soldier's  and 
Sailor's  Home  Board,  for  if  in  the  future  there  are  to  be  cottages 
for  the  wives  and  the  veterans,  there  should  be  at  least  one  W. 
R.  C.  member  upon  the  Board. 
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NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

The  National  Convention  at  St.  Pawl  in  September  was  attend- 
ed by  seven  of  our  representatives  who  took  an  active  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Convention.  The  weather  was  fine  most  of  the 
time  and  the  attendence  large.  St.  Paul  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
entertainment  given  us,  and  I  am  sure  no  more  interesting  conven- 
tions are  held  in  this  country  than  the  conventions  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  I  am  sure  noue  are  more  royally  entertained 
If  the  work  of  the  conventions  could  be  a  little  more  expeditiously 
done,  I  think  it  would  add  much  to  the  pleasure  of  those  who  at- 
tend. And  while  courtesies  from  one  body  to  another  are  very 
pleasant,  they  can  take  up  valuable  time  and  be  much  over  done. 
I  should  like  to  see  both  National  and  Department  Conventions 
set  apart  the  work  of  conventions  so  that  the  courtesies  might  not 
interfere  with  this  work.    I  am  sure  it  might  be  so  arranged. 

INSPECTION. 

This  Department  was  thoroughly  inspected.  I  had  hoped  to 
be  able  to  say  that  every  Corps  was  visited.  We  divided  our  work 
into  Districts,  three  of  the  officers  doing  the  work  with  the  Inspec- 
tor. All  corps  were  visited  except  Mulligan  at  Springfield  and  had 
it  not  been  for  a  severe  snow  storm,  it  would  not  have  escaped. 
Our  secretary,  who  had  that  work,  found  it  impossible  to  reach 
there.  Our  Inspector  will  give  you  a  most  complete  report  of  her 
work.  For  my  part,  I  enjoyed  it  beyond  measure  and  when  I 
wound  up  my  work  at  Laramie,  Wyoming  on  November  30th  our 
Counselor  asked  me  if  I  was  not  worn  out.  I  told  her  I  had  gain- 
ed from  two  to  three  pounds  per  week.  It  would  not  look  well  to 
confess  to  excessive  weariness.  I  can  truly  say  I  enjoyed  every 
day  of  my  month's  work.  Among  the  pleasures  of  this  year's  work, 
I  count  the  personal  friends  made,  as  the  best  to  be  remembered 
and  carried  in  memory's  treasure  house. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 

I  have  made  only  one  or  two  official  visits,  counting  it  of  more 
importance  to  Department  work  that  the  inspection  should  be  as 
thorough  as  possible  and  I  hope  in  the  future  I  may  be  able  to  visit 
many  of  the  Corps.  The  many  kind  invitations  I  have  received 
have  all  been  appreciated  and  will  be  remembered  with  pleasure. 
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COMMITTEES. 

Persuant  to  recommendation,  I  appointed  a  Committee  of 
Corps  Treasurer  and  Secretary  work  after  publication  of  the  sample 
sheets.  I  found  our  National  had  already  sample  sheets  to  corres- 
pond with  the  Treasuier's  books  and  that  we  are  obliged  to  get  our 
supplies  of  National,  so  I  recalled  those  sent  out  and  sent  the  Na- 
tional in  their  places.  I  also  appointed  a  committee  on  Convention 
badges.  I  would  recommend  that  the  silver  badges  worn  by  our 
national  delegates  have  fresh  ribbon  each  year  as  they  are  always 
soiled  after  beiDg  worn  at  the  convention  and  are  not  suitable  to  be 
worn  a  second  time.  It  has  been  the  custom  heretofore  for  the  De- 
partment to  purchase  expensive  badges  and  expect  them  to  last  for 
several  administrations.  If  less  expensive  badges  were  worn,  fresh 
ones  might  be  purchased  each  year.  Our  silver  badges  are  reduc- 
ed to  seven  now.  Each  delegate  is  expected  to  give  a  receipt  for 
them  until  they  are  returned  to  the  Department  and  the  Treasurer 
should  be  very  particular  to  see  that  they  are  returned. 

OUR  RELIEF  WORK. 

We  have  had  many  calls  for  relief  the  past  year.  I  find  many 
Corps  have  had  more  than  they  could  do  and  the  amount  for  the 
past  year  has  been  unusually  large,  over  $5000.  Our  Chairman  has 
done  her  work  in  a  faithful  manner.  I  appointed  my  committee 
from  different  points  in  the  State  but  of  course  most  relief  given 
has  been  in  the  large  centers. 

DISBANDED  CORPS. 

We  report  two.  The  Harris  Corps  disbanded  in  September 
1896.  There  seemed  to  be  some  trouble  between  Post  and  Corps 
that  could  not  be  adjusted  and  under  the  circumstances  it  seemed 
best  to  disband,  which  was  done  by  Lucy  M.  Campbell  of  M.  M. 
Crocker  Corps  of  Denver,  but  as  many  of  them  joined  the  Crocker 
Corps,  they  were  not  lost  to  the  Department.  Kit  Carson 
Corps  No.  31  of  Lamar  disbanded  December  30,  1896  which  was 
caused  by  the  loss  of  their  hall  by  fire,  they  feeling  it  a  useless 
struggle  to  continue  longer.  The  President  forwarded  their  char- 
ter and  supplies  to  headquarters. 
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CORPS  ORGANIZED. 

Jim  Bowie  Corps  No.  30  with  14  charter  members  was  institut- 
ed at  Amythest,February  25,  1897  by  our  Junior  Tice  President 
Effie  V.  B.  Aid  rich  with  Frances  At.  Boucher  as  President.  On 
April  2nd,  1897  there  was  organized  Richardson  No.  33  a  Corps  of 
31  members  at  Las  Animas  by  Senior  Vice  President  Fannie  D. 
Hardin  and  Emma  Johnson  of  Denver,  with  Daisy  Burkas  Presi- 
dent, keeping  our  number  the  same  as  last  year.  Were  it  not  for 
delinquents,  we  would  have  gained  in  numbers. 

AIEMORIAL  DAY. 

With  every  year,  this  becomes  a  more  sacred  day,  and  I  am 
sure  the  disposition  to  make  it  a  day  of  pleasure  is  on  the  decline, 
as  more  and  more  of  the  comrades  join  that  army  "of  whose  tent 
the  curtain  never  outward  swings,,,  the  more  sacred  the  day  will 
become.  And  while  the  30th  of  May  has  been  set  apart  in  honor  of  our 
Nation's  heroes,yet  we  can  well  afford  to  let  all  the  world  pay  honor 
to  their  dead  upon  that  day,  and  may  it  become  a  memorial  day 
for  all  who  have  battled  for  the  true  principals  of  life  whether  on 
battle  field  or  not.  It  will  always  carry  with  it  the  best  there  is  of 
love  for  those  who  have  filled,  in  the  world's  work,  an  honorable 
place,  and  the  day  can  only  make  more  sacred  the  acre  of  ground 
and  the  soldier's  monument  that  will  stand  in  every  cemetery  as  a 
remembrance  of  the  love  our  generation  gave  to  this  Nation  and 
the  sacrifice  that  was  made  that  the  beautiful  flag,  given  us  by  our 
heroic  fathers,  should  never  stand  for  less  than  the  whole  Nation, 
that  its  stars  and  bars,  its  field  of  blue,  must  stand  for  Union  of  all 
the  States,  for  in  our  Union  and  our  flag  is  our  strength.  And  let 
us  never  entertain  the  thought  even,  that  this  Nation  will  ever  be 
anything  but  the  United  States  of  America. 

ANDERSONVILLE  PRISON  FUND. 

At  the  last  National  Convention  there  was  given  into  the  hands 
of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  by  the  comrades  of  Georgia.free  of 
all  debt,  the  property  belonging  to  the  prison,which  we  are  to  keep 
in  order.  The  request  was  that  every  member  contribute  five  cents 
for  this  purpose.  There  is  no  desire  to  perpetuate  the  unpleasaut 
memorieb  of  this  prison,  only  that  it  be  kept   as  many  other  places 
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now  are,  historic  ground  and  as  a  memorial  to  the  men  who  spent 
so  many  weary  days  there.  Many  Corps  in  this  Department  have 
so  far  reponded  to  the  call,  and  all  Corps  who  can  will  not  fail 
to  send  their  mite  for  this  fund. 

PATRIOTIC  TEACHING. 

Our  chairman  Adda  Ulen  has  done  most  efficient  work  but  I 
fear  she  has  been  ofttimes  discouraged, as  our  Corps  committee  has 
been  so  slow  to  respond.  But  I  feel  there  is  much  to  encourage  us 
and  that  love  of  Country  is  deeply  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children  and  will  bear  much  fruit  by  and  by. 

FINANCES. 

We  have  aimed  to  be  as  careful  as  possible  with  the  money  en- 
trusted to  our  care  and  if  the  Treasurer  is  not  able  to  show  quite 
as  good  a  balance,  you  will  remember  in  the  change  to  quarterly 
reports  this  year,  it  has  called  for  five  payments  of  per  capita  tax, 
to  which  had  been  added  one  cent,  that  the  double  amount  of 
General  Orders  and  the  Testimonial  to  President  all  came 
out  of  the  General  fund,  making  expenses  more  than  last 
year.  And  here  I  would  recommend  that  those  papers  that  be- 
long to  Department  and  are  only  needed  as  a  matter  of  History,  be 
kept  in  one  place  designated  by  the  past  Presidents  of  this  Depart- 
ment; and  that  the  Department  need  not  be  at  the  expense  of  mov- 
ing them  from  place  to  place  And  that  every  out-going  Officer 
look  over  carefully  her  work  with  a  convenient  member  and  destroy 
useless  correspondence  and  reports,  and  lable  and  file  all  necessary 
papers  for  the  use  of  the  incoming  officers.  I  would  also  recom- 
mend that  all  recommendations  or  resolutions  accepted  be  put  in 
file  or  book  together,  and  that  General  Orders  giving  the  decisions 
of  convention  be  filed  in  a  book  by  themselves  so  that  officers  will 
not  have  to  look  through  so  much  material  to  find  what  they  want. 
GRAND  ARMY. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  Grand  Army.  Our 
Commander  has  been  an  ideal  one.  I  feel  that  I  have  been  favored 
iu  the  associations  of  the  past  year.  Commander  Dodge  left  little 
for  me  to  look  after  at  the  National  Convention,  and  all  through 
the  year  be  has  given  his  loyal  support  and  aid  to  the  W.  R.  C. 
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and  from  many  of  the  comrades  over  the  Department  I  have  receiv- 
ed many  gracious  courtesies  and  we  believe  there  are  no  more  gal. 
lant  or  kindly  men  than  belong  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
From  the  Sons  of  Veterans  and  the  Ladies'  Aid,  with  all  organiza- 
tions for  the  relief  of  the  soldier  or  his  dependent  ones,  I  have  re- 
ceived only  the  kindest  wishes,  all  of  which  I  appreciate. 

TO  MY  STAFF,

years  to  come,  no  member  of  this  Department  can  come  to  me  that 
I  shall  not  be  glad  to  welcome.  I  can  hold  out  my  hand  to  you 
all  in  the  broadest  sense  of  Fraternity,  Loyalty  and  Charity,  and 
(the  greatest  of  these  is  Charity).  To  my  successor  I  would  say 
that  I  know  the  loyal  hearts  she  will  have:  I  can  congratulate  her 
before  she  is  elected  and  can  assure  her  that  while  there  is  much 
to  do,  there  will  be  so  much  pleasure  that  the  work  will  not  bring 
weariness.

Immediately  after  the  President's  address,  a  committee  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  Colorado  Springs  Post  No.  22,  consisting  of  Comrades 
Herron  and  Remick  was  announced  by  the  Guard  and  introduced 
by  the  President.  Comrade  Herron,  on  behalf  of  the  G.  A.-R.  in 
vited  the  entire  delegation  to  spend  the  afternoon  at  Cheyenne 
Canon.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Adams  of  Boulder,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Clark  of  Denver,  the  invitation  was  accepted  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
tendered  the  G.  A.  R.  for  their  kindness. 

The  President  introduced  to  the  Convention,Comrades  Essing- 
ton  of  Denver,  Denney  of  Cripple  Creek  and  Sawyer  of  Boulder  as 
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a  committee  of  greeting  from  the  G.  A.  R.,  who  made  short  addresses 
after  which  the  Department  President  presented  each  with  a  badge. 
Mrs.  Telford,  of  Grand  Junction,  suggested  that  a  committee  of 
the  W.  R.  C.  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  escort  the  Comrades 
back  and  carry  to  the  G.  A.  R.  the  greetings  of  the  W.  R.  C.  The 
President  appointed  Mrs.  Hollidayof  Laramie,  Wyoming,  Mrs.  De- 
Toliver  of  Colorado  Springs, Hester  Hartzell  of  Denver,Mrs.  Dodge 
of  Boulder,  Mrs.  Hamilton  of  Denver  and  Mrs.  Seeds  of  Cripple 
Creek  to  act  on  that  committe.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Hardin  of  Denver 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Beetiam  of  Greeley,  that  the  committee  extend 
an  invitation  to  the  G.  A.  R.  to  have  a  joint  installation  with  the 
W.  R.  p.     Carried. 

After  a  few  minutes  recess,  the  Convention  was  again  called  to 
order  and  the  President  appointed  as  Conductors,  Mrs.  Clark  of 
Colorado  Springs  and  Dora  Dittman  of  Grand  Junction ;  assistant 
Conductors,  Mrs.  Ellison  of  Colorado  Springs,  Mrs.  Dunnangan  of 
Denver;  Guards,Mrs.  Guernsey  of  Colorado  Springs,Mrs.  Farley  of 
Cripple  Creek  and  Edith  Williamson  of  Aspen.  The  Conductors 
were  requested  to  take  up  the  pass  word,  all  not  members  of  the 
order  being  requested  to  retire.  The  President  then  announced 
her  committees. 

On  the  return  of  the  committee  on  greetings,  Comrade  Essing- 
tou  made  a  few  touching  remarks  for  which  the  Convention  ten- 
dered him  a  vote  of  thanks.  Mrs.  Holliday  reported  that  the  com- 
mittee on  greetings  had  been  cordially  received  and  the  invitation 
for  a  joint  installation  given,  but  the  G.  A.  R.  had  not  acted  upon 
it  as  yet. 

Relief  Report  of  Department  President  read  and  greatly  ap- 
plauded. 

A  committee  of  the  Ladies  Aid  was  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion the  Chairman  of  which  stated  that  the  Ladies  Aid  was  auxili- 
ary to  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  was  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  W. 
R.  C.  and  wished  to  extend  greetings.  The  President  presented 
them  with  badges  and  they  were  escorted  from  the  hall. 

The  following  reports  were  then  read  and  referred  to  commit- 
tees: 
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Report  of  Senior  Vice  President. 


Marion  Sutton,  Department  Secretary  W.  R.  C. 

Madam  :  In  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  our 
order  I  submit  the  following  report: 

The  honor  so  unexpectedly  conferred  upon  me  by  the  delegates 
of  the  12th  Dept.  Convention  one  year  ago  was  duly  appreciated, 
and  I  have  ever  since  tried  to  be  on  the  alert  for  work  pertaining 
to  the  good  of  the  order.  At  our  first  Council  meeting,  held  the 
same  day  we  were  installed,  I  pledged  to  our  President  my  hearty 
support  and  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  pledge,  holding  myself 
ever  ready  to  obey  her  summons,  but  she  has  so  ably  filled  her  po- 
sition that  there  has  been  little  left  for  her  subordinates  to  do. 

I  have  attended  three  of  the  four  Council  meetings  held  ;  have 
written  many  letters  regarding  pension  claims  and  to  posts  having 
no  Relief  Corps,  urging  them  to  have  an  auxiliary  organized  or  to 
resurrect  disbanded  ones.  I  have  secured  an  increase  of  pension  of 
$6.00  per  month  for  a  gentleman  75  years  old  and  hope  to  get  an- 
other increase  for  him  ere  long,  besides  attending  to  some  other 
claims  that  are  making  good  progress. 

I,  with  the  help  of  Emma  Johuson,  Past  President  of  Veteran 
Relief  Corps  of  Denver,  organized  Richardson  Relief  Corps  No.  33 
at  Las  Animas,  with  a  charter  membership  of  30,on  April  2nd,1897, 
which  I  am  sure  will  be  a  great  accession  to  our  order  and  I  be- 
lieve is  the  largest  charter  membership  of  any  corps  ever  organized 
in  the  Department.  Having  secured  transportation,  we  lay  this  at 
your  feet  with  no  expense  whatever  to  the  Department  aud  predict 
splendid  work  from  these  thirty  earnest  women.  I  have  also  indi- 
vidually added  sixteen  members  to  my  own  Corps,  George  G. 
Mead,  No.  6,  of  Denver  and  it  was  my  privilege  to  install  the  of- 
ficers of  my  Corps. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend,  in  company  with  the  Dept.  Pie?- 
ident,  Ella  L.  C.  Dvviunell,  and  several  of  our  order,  as  well  as 
Commander   Dodge  of  the  G.   A.   R.  aud  his  staff,  the   National 
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Convention  held  in  St  Paul  in  September.  The  G.  A.  R.  and  W. 
R.  C.  banners  were  hung  side  by  side  from  the  joint  headquarters 
at  the  Ryan  Hotel,  and  it  was  a  trip  long  to  be  remembered  by  all 
who  attended.  St.  Paul  people  were  indefatigable  in  their  efforts 
to  entertain  us. 

At  the  National  Headquarters  in  St.  Paul  I  met  the  Matron  of 
the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Iowa  and  two  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
and,  on  inquiring  as  to  the  dormitory  and  cottage  system  in  use  at 
the  Home,  received  a  very  cordial  invitation  to  visit  the  Home  on 
my  return  and  investigate  for  myself.  I  was  glad  to  avail  myself 
of  this  opportunity  and  notwithstanding  time  was  limited,  I  went, 
and  I  assure  you  I  have  never  regretted  it.  It  is  to  me  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  features  of  my  trip.  I  found  a  commodious 
Home  for  single  men,  a  large  Hospital  and  beautiful  grounds.  I 
found  little  white  cottages  for  the  old  soldier  and  his  old  wife,  and 
a  dormitory  with  about  thirty  old  ladies,  widows  and  mothers  of 
soldiers,  all  happy  and  well  cared  for  by  the  State.  I  asked  one  of 
the  old  comrades  bow  the  plan  worked  there  and  he  replied  "It  is 
grand.    Go  home  and  work  for  the  same  plan  in  your  State." 

We  had  a  Legislative  Committee  and  on  January  23rd,  by  re- 
quest of  Laura  S.  Dodge,Chairman,Em ma  Johnson,  Past  President 
of  Veteran  Corps,  and  myself  were  added  to  the  Committee. 
Through  the  kindness  of  Lieut.  Governor  Brush  an  arrangement 
was  made  for  us  to  accompany  the  Senate  Committee  on  their  visit 
to  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Monte  Vista  and  later  through  Comrade 
Harbottle,  to  Fort  Lyon,  the  proposed  site  for  the  location  of  the 
Home,  provided  it  was  moved  from  Monte  Vista.  .  It  was  my  first 
visit  to  the  Colorado  Soldiers'  Home  and  I  was  very  pleased  to  go. 
We  found  the  inmates  well  housed  (only  very  crowded).  They 
seemed  well  satisfied  with  the  management  of  the  Home,  speaking 
in  very  endearing  terms  of  Commander  French  and  wife.  They 
were  well  fed  and  clothed,  thus  far  everything  was  pleasing  to 
them,but  they  complained  bitterly  of  the  long  winters  and  were  anx 
ious  to  be  moved.  We  found  the  Hospital  full, and  many  were  there 
with  rheumatism.  We  found  the  dead  house  contained  three 
bodies  awaiting  interment. 

One  week  later  we  visited  Fort  Lyon.      We  found  a  very  dif-

ferent  climate  and  were  favorably  impressed  with  the  proposed 
change  as,  in  connection  with  a  mild  climate,  there  was  plenty  of 
room  for  all  old  soldiers  as  well  as  for  the  dependent  wives,  widows 
and  mothers  of  old  soldiers,  tailors  or  marines.  This  feature  was 
very  pleasing  to  us  as  we  have  long  felt  the  need  of  a  home  for  the 
dependent  ones  where,  when  an  old  comrade  is  unable  longer  to 
battle  with  the  stern  realities  of  the  world,  he  will  not  have  to  be 
torn  from  his  old  wife  and  companion  but  may  take  her  with  him 
to  comfort  her  and  she  him  in  their  last  days. 

A  report  of  our  work  will  appear  in  Legislative  Committee  re- 
port. 

In  October  I  was  assigned  the  corps  in  the  northeastern  por- 
tion of  the  State,  as  well  as  Littleton,  to  inspect,  a  report  of  which 
will  appear  in  inspectors  report,  but  I  want  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  corps  I  did  visit  for  their  kindness  to  me. 

By  invitation,  I  accompanied  the  Inspector,  Alice  M.  Seeds,  on 
her  official  visit  to  several  of  the  corps,  and  several  were  vsited 
with  the  Department  President  on  the  occasion  of  her  inspection 
and  official  visit. 

Early  in  the  year  H.  O.  Dodge,Dept.  Commander  G.  A.  R.,Col- 
orado  and  Wyoming,  appointed  me  one  of  five  Auxiliary  Aides  on 
on  his  staff,  a  position  I  have  greatly  appreciated  and  have  tried  to 
perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  as  best  I  could.  I  was 
invited  to  attend,  as  a  member  of  his  staff,  several  open  meetings, 
chief  among  which  was  to  the  Commander's  own  Post  and  its  aux- 
iliary, (Nathaniel  Lyon  Post  and  Corps),  of  Boulder,  a  trip  long  to 
be  remembered  by  me. 

In  December  last  I  received  notice  that  I  had  been  appointed 
W.  R.  C.  National  Aide,  and  later  received  a  letter  instructing  me 
to  visit  as  many  corps  as  possible  and  call  their  attention  to  the 
patriotic  teaching,  etc,and  report  to  Malissa  Cay  lor,  Chief  of  Staff. 
Noblesville,  Indiana,  in  time  for  her  consolidated  report  for  the 
National  Convention.  Would  like  to  say  to  the  Corps  that  I  cannot 
visit,  that  a  report  concerning  the  standing  of  their  corps,  what  they 
have  accomplished  in  the  way  of  patriotic  teaching,  sent  to  me  will 
be  greatly  appreciated,  as  I  want  Colorado  and  Wyoming  to  have 
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a  good  showing  in  National  Report.  I  have  made  several  official 
visits  as  National  Aide,  and  hope  to  visit  many  more  before  1  sub- 
mit my  report. 

And  in  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  all  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me,  and  trust  I  have  in  some  small  degree  been  of 
benefit  to  our  beloved  order,  and  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the 
same  courteous  treatment  that  you  have  at  all  times  accorded  to  me, 
and  hope  that  she  may  realize  the  same  pleasure  from  the  office 
that  I  have.  And  Mrs.  President,  I  wish  especially  to  thank  you 
for  favors  received,  as  well  as  for  your  kind  and  courteous  treat- 
ment at  all  times.  To  the  Dept.Secietary  and  Treasurer  my  thanks 
are  also  due  as  well  as  to  every  member  of  our  order  I  have  met, 
not  forgetting  Mrs.  Buel,  Senior  Vice  President  of  Salida  Corps, 
who  rendered  such  valuable  assistance  in  the  organization  of  the 
Corps  at  Las  Animas  a  few  weeks  ago.

They 
fought  our  battles,  endured  many  a  weary  march  in  unnoticed,  pa-  :X 
tience,  stood  lonely  sentinel  through:nights!of  terror- and  pain" and- 
justly  now  are  the  nation's  bonored  guests.    1  am  informed  by  of-~ 
ficers  of  "The  Home**  that  a  large  per  cent  of  the  men  lost  health  ^ 
and  the  power  to  provide  for  themselves  and  families  through  in-    . 
temperate  and  vicious  habits."  -Most  of  these  say  they  have  not  been 
so  well  physically  or  morally  for  many  years.     A  need  much  felt  is 
a  building  or  room  large  enough  to  be  used  for  entertainments  and 
religious  services.     At  present  all  other  needs  are  bountifully  sup- 
plied. 

When  we  consider  the  previous  condition  of  many— that  the 
minds  of  some  are  feeble  through  sickness  and  old  age — that  some 
would  be  unhappy  anywhere  without  whiskey  (the  enemy  that  has 
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killed  more  soldiers  than  rebel  bullets),  and  all  are  idle.  They 
seem  remarkably  contented  and  happy.  Too  much  cannot  be  said 
in  praise  of  the  present  Commander.  He  has  had  great  patience 
and  brotherly  kindness,  and  studies  their  interests  and  needs  re- 
gardless of  his  own.  His  good  wife  is  sympathizing  friend  and  sis- 
ter to  them  all.  For  the  most  unlovely  she  has  only  pity,  she  is 
the  comforter  at  every  sick  bed  and  the  mourner  at  every  funeral. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  made  pleasant  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  President  and  all  with  whom  I  have  been  in  communication. 
I  feel  amply  repaid  if  my  services  have  benefited  the  Department, 
and  trust  they  may  merit  your  approbation.

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The  Soldiers'  Home  of  Wyoming  is  located  here  and  this  Corps, as 
well  as  the  other  Corps  of  the  state,  take  great  pride  in  their  Home 
in  looking  after  the  comforts  of  the  Veterans  which  proves  a 
worthy  object  for  their  relief  work. 

CASPER  W.  COLLINS,  No.  13,  Rawlins.  This  Corps  is  one 
of  the  best  in  the  Department  in  the  rendering  of  the  ritualistic 
work.  The  President  and  her  associate  officers  having  the  ritual 
committed,  and  performed  the  same  in  a  very  impressive  manner. 
Their  interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Order  is  equally  good. 

VETERAN, No.  14,  Denver.  This  Corps,  as  the  name  signi- 
fies, is  a  Veteran  in  its  good  works,  ranking  first  in  the  amount  of 
relief  expended.

Yet  I  can  say  it  is  one  of  the  most  earnest  Corps  in  the  De- 
partment; with  much  relief  work  on  hand,  it  keeps  them  in  good 
working  order  and  I  felt  a  great  pride  in  the  manner  in  which  the 
entire  work  was  performed.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  they  pre- 
sented me  with  a  gold  souvenir  spoon,  emblematic  of  the  "Great 
Gold  Camp." 

PFEIFFER,No.  25,  Alamosa.  This  is  one  of  the  new  Corps, 
beiug  organized  just  before  last  Convention.    The  members  are  en- 
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ergetic  and  competent  and  I  have  great  expectations  for  their  fu- 
ture, as  I  found  them  anxious  for  instructions  in  the  work  of  the 
Order.

JOE  HOOKER,No.  43,  Monte  Vista.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
working  Corps  in  the  Department  in  observing  the  objects  of  the 
Order.  The  Soldier8,  Home  being  located  so  near,  by  the  many 
courtesies  extended,  they  have  endeared  themselves  to  the  inmates. 
Owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  President,  the  Senior 
Vice  presided,  the  ritual  work  being  well  performed  and  books 
well  kept. 

The  following  Corps  were  inspected  by  Fannie  D.  Hardin,  Depart- 
ment Senior  Vice  President,  who  reported  as  follows : 

R.  A.  CAMERON,No.l8,Ft.  Morgan.  This  Corps  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  Department.

They  have  a  good  relief  fund, 
but  have  few  calls. 

This  Corps  is  composed  of 
fourteen  members  with  an  average  attendance  of  eight.  Great  in- 
terest was  manifested  in  executing  the  work.  They  have  done  con- 
siderable amount  of  relief  other  than  money  but  did  not  take  credu 
for  it. 
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AKRON,  No.  36,Akron.  This  handful  of  earnest  workers  are 
worthy  of  commendation  for  their  devotion  to  the  Order  in  main- 
taining the  organization  through  all  their  discouragements.  Pros- 
pect for  new  members  very  favorable. 

HOLYOKE,  No  44,Holyoke.  This  far-away  Corps  has  been 
very  much  discouraged,  owing  to  the  lots  of  members,  and  were  on 
the  verge  of  disbanding.  The  ten  remaining  members,  seemed 
to  be  inspired  with  new  life  and  will  try  and  hold  the  organization 
and  accomplish  something  in  the  future. 

JOHN  C.  FREMONT,No.  45,Littleton.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  the  President,the  Senior  Vice  deserves  great  credit  for  the  efforts 
made  in  keeping  up  the  Corps.  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  books 
well  kept.  The  Corps  is  too  modest  in  reporting  the  creditable 
amount  of  relief  work  done  "other  than  money."

This  new  Corps  is  pros- 
pering and  doing  good  work — all  interested  in  the  objects  of  the 
Order. 

KIT  CARSON,  No.  31,  Lamar.  I  find  them  a  band  of  the 
faithful  few,  having  had  bad  luck  in  losing  their  property  and 
Corps  supplies  by  fire.  With  harmonious  and  pleasant  relations 
existing,  they  are  doing  what  they  can  for  the  good  of  the  Order 
They  have  done  considerable  relief  work,  besides  donating  $35.00 
to  the  Post. 

KILPATRICK,  No.  31,La  Junta.  This  Corps  is  lacking  in  in. 
terest  and  in  need  of  good  instruction.  Owing  to  a  severe  storm 
I  only  saw  the  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  books  and  found  them 
in  fair  condition.  Both  officers  are  doing  the  best  they  can  under 
the  circumstances. 
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I  had  the  pleasure  of  personally  inspecting  the  following 
Corps : 

COLORADO  SPRINGS,No.  4,Colorado  Springs.  This  is  one 
of  the  best  Corps  in  the  Department.  A  good  attendance  atlnspec- 
tion,includiug  a  uuinber  of  visitors  from  Manitou  and  other  Corps. 
The  ritual  work  was  beautifully  exemplified, the  President  and  Con- 
ductor deserving  special  mention.  The  books  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  kept  in  a  thorough  business  manner.  With  a  number  one 
relief  committee,  the  objects  of  the  Order  are  carefully  maintained. 
The  library  movement  for  the  Soldiers'  Home  received  favorable 
consideration. 

T.  H.  DODD,  No.  5, Golden.  This  Corps  has  many  enthusias- 
tic members  who  are  doing  a  splendid  relief  work,  and  exemplified 
the  objects  of  the  Order  in  caring  for  the  children  of  the  loved 
member  they  lost  in  the  dreadful  flood  that  visited  their  city.  The 
financial  condition  ranks  among  the  first  iu  the  Department.  Sen- 
ior Vice-President,  Fannie  D.  Hardin,  accompanied  me. 

GEORGE  G.  MEADE,No.  6,  Denver.  One  of  the  best  in  the 
Department.  The  ritualistic  work  of  this  Corps  was  beautifully 
performed,  the  ritual  being  memorized  by  each  officer,  not  even  a 
ritual  in  sight.  With  a  competent  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the 
books  were  correctly  kept.  This  Corps  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
their  efficient  relief  committee,  which  work  is  second  to  none  in 
the  Department.  Under  "Good  of  the  Order"  the  beautiful  flag 
salute  was  given,  which  testifies  to  their  loyalty  to  "Old  Glory.'* 
A  good  attendance  of  the  members  and  the  presence  of  a  number 
of  visitors  added  much  to  the  interest  and  pleasure  of  the  meeting. 

JAMES  A.  GARFIELD,No.  8,  Leadville.  The  largest  Corps 
in  the  Department  in  numbers,  and  still  keeps  up  its  reputation  as 
one  of  the  most  influential.  The  troubles  in  their  midst  during 
the  past  year  has  given  them  plenty  to  do  in  the  way  of  relief  work 
I  found  them  very  enthusiastic,  a  good  attendance  being  present, 
and  the  work  well  exemplified  by  an  excellent  Corps  of  officers. 
The  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  showed  competent  offi- 
cers in  those  positions. 

GENERAL  SHIELDS,No,  10,  New  Castle.  On  account  of  a 
very  disagreeable  6uow  storm,  only  five  members  were  present  at 
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the  meeting.  The  work  was  exemplified  as  well  as  could  be  done 
with  so  few  present.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  books  were 
found  in  good  condition.  The  members  were  preparing  for  an  en- 
tertainment to  raise  funds  for  relief  work.  A  box  of  useful  articles 
was  sent  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  during  the  year. 

NORTH  FORK,  No.  11,  Hotchkiss.  After  a  stage  ride  of 
twenty-five  miles.  I  was  rewaided  by  having  a  very  interesting 
meeting.  I  found  a  band  of  earnest  women,  who  were  eager  for  in- 
structions in  the  ritualistic  and  business  methods  of  the  Order, 
Many  travel  a  distance  of  twelve  to  fifteen  miles  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  zeal.  They  have  erected  a 
hall  and  rasied  for  their  fund  over  $300. 00,  by  giving  suppers  and 
entertainments.  I  instructed  them  and  gave  them  the  best  advice  I 
could,  and  all  seemed  so  much  interested,  that  twilight  overtook  us. 
My  only  regret  was  that  I  did  not  have  more  time  with  them, 

GUNNISON,  No.  12,  Gunnison.  This  Corps  is  in  good  work- 
ing condition,  having  a  splendid  Corps  of  officers.  They  have  few 
calls  for  relief  work  among  the  Veterans,  but  as  has  been  their  cus- 
tom in  the  past,  they  have  a  special  fund  with  which  they  assist 
city  relief  work.  Unfortunately,  they  do  not  receive  due  credit 
through  reports  for  such  relief  expended.  They  are  preparing  a 
box  of  useful  articles  to  be  sent  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  in  the  near 
f  utu  re. 

U.  S.  GRANT,  No.  15,  Greeley.  This  Corps,  as  in  the  past, 
ranks  among  the  best  in  the  interest  manifested  in  the  objects  of 
the  Order,  and  the  very  creditable  and  dignified  manner  in  which  the 
work  was  performed.  The  books  are  well  kept  by  competent  offi- 
cers in  these  positions.  This  Corps  has  erected  a  monument  to  the 
4 'Unknown  Dead,"  which  will  be  formally  presented  to  their  Post 
this  coming  Memorial  Day,  which  speaks  volumes  for  their  patri- 
otic devotion. 

GRAND  JUNCTION,No.  17,  Grand  Junction.  The  excellent 
condition  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  testifies  to  the  prosperity  of 
this  far  away  Corps,  located  in  the  extreme  western  part  of  the 
State.  The  amount  of  relief  work  done  proves  their  loyalty  to  the 
objects  of  the  Order.     The  social  relations  are  very  pleasant. 
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WINFIELD  SCOTT,  No.  19,  Aspen.  Notwithstanding  a  se- 
vere snow  storm  and  sickness  among  the  members,  which  prevent- 
ed many  from  coming  out.  yet 'a  good  attendance  was  present  at  the 
Inspection.  With  an  excellent  Corps  of  officers,  the  work  was  well 
exemplified,  and  from  reports  an  advancement  has  been  made  in 
every  respect  over  last  year.  The  relief  work  done  was  excellent 
The  social  relations  are  very  pleasant  and  tend  greatly  to  the  good 
attendance  at  the  meetings. 

GEORGE  H.  THOMAS,  No.  26,  Ft  Collins.  A  good  atten- 
dance was  present  at  Inspection,  a  number  ooming  a  distance  of 
several  miles.  They  are  ever  ready  with  a  relief  fund  to  assist  the 
needy,  and  a  very  creditable  sum  has  been  turned  over  to  the  post. 
Also  a  Christmas  box  was  being  prepared  for  the  Soldiers'  Home. 
Books  well  kept  and  social  relations  very  pleasant. 

NATHANIEL  LYON,  No.  27,  Boulder.  This  Corps  still  re- 
tains its  reputation  as  "one  of  the  best"  in  the  Department  With 
an  excellent  Corps  of  officers,  the  work  was  beautifully  exemplified. 
The  members  are  very  much  interested  in  the  objects  of  the  Order, 
as  shown  by  the  excellent  relief  work  done  and  their  willingness  to 
assist  in  the  library  movement  at  the  Soldiers'  Home. 

BATTLE  MT.,  No.  29,Red  Cliff.  This  little  band  of  earnest 
workers  have  suffered  quite  a  loss  by  their  members  moving  away, 
thereby  materially  affecting  the  attendance.  Notwithstanding  their 
discouragement,  the  members  are  enthusiastic  and  interested  in  the 
objects  of  the  Order  and  eager  for  instruction.  I  have  great  hopes 
for  their  future.  By  the  death  of  Past  President  Mrs.  Goodrich, 
this  Corps  has  sustained  a  great  loss. 

M'PHERSON,  No.  32,  Longmont  This  Corps  still  retains 
its  reputation  in  the  proficiency  of  the  work.  Owing  to  the  unavoid- 
able absence  of  the  President,  the  Senior  Vice  presided  in  a  very 
creditable  manner,  having  the  entire  ritual  work  memorized.  The 
books  were  well  kept,  a  splendid  relief  work  done  and  a  creditable 
sum  turned  over  to  the  Post  Three  members  have  been  called  to 
their  long  home  during  the  past  year, saddening  the  hearts  of  the 
members  and  casting  a  gloom  over  their  meetings. 

PIKES  PEAK,  No.  39.Manitou.  This  Corps  was  very  unfor- 
fortunate  in  the  President, Secretary  and  several  other  officers  being 
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absent  at  Inspection.  The  Senior  Vice  presided,  several  new  mem- 
bers filling  vacancies  and  all  seemed  enthusiastic  and  eager  for  in- 
struction. Their  interest  was  manifested  by  their  presence  at  the 
Inspection  of  Colorado  Springs  Corps,  They  have  few  calls  for  re- 
lief in  their  city,  but  assist  their  neighbor  No.  4,  in  caring  for  their 
need}T. 

M.  M.  CROCKER,  No.  40,  Denver.  A  very  bad  storm  greatly 
interfered  with  the  attendance  at  Inspection,  those  present  proving 
their  efficiency  in  the  work.  Books  are  well  kept  A  splendid  re- 
lief work  done  and  an  increase  in  the  membership  unexcelled  in  the 
Department 

I  was  accompanied  by  Department  Senior  Vice  President, Fan- 
nie D.  Hardin  and  Alice  T.  Smith  of  Meade  No.  6. 

PHIL  SHERMAN,  No.  41,  Buena  Tista.  This  is  one  of  the 
very  weak  Corps  and  I  found  them  very  much  discouraged  on  ac- 
count of  the  small  attendance  at  the  meetings  occasioned  mostly  by 
the  removal  of  some  of  their  members.  Only  five  were  present  at 
the  meeting  but  the  work  was  as  well  exemplified  as  could  be  done 
with  so  few.  I  hope  for  a  revival  of  interest  from  the  instruction 
and  encouraging  words  given.  A  good  relief  work  has  been  done. 
The  President  proved  herself  a  very  energetic  and  competent  officer. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  No.  42.Denver.  This  Corps  re- 
ports an  increase  of  membership  over  last  year.  The  work  was  ex- 
emplified in  a  creditable  manner.  The  amount  of  relief  expended 
testifies  that  they  are  williug  to  assist  the  Union  Veterans  and  his 
dependent  ones.  Books  well  kept.  Social  relations  very'pleasant 
Owing  to  a  severe  storm  Assistant  Inspector. Marion  Sutton,  was  de- 
prived from  visiting  Mulligan  Corps  No.  22.  Springfield,  therefore 
the  President,  Mary  E.  Robertson,  made  the  following  encouraging 
report .: 

MULLIGAN, No. 22,Springfield.  ''This  Corps  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  increasing  in  both  interest  and  inemt>ers.  We  do  the 
work  as  well  as  we  understand  it  but  quite  anxious  to  have  a'visit 
from  an  instructor.  We  own  a  hall  and  are  holding  entertainments 
to  furnish  it.     Some  relief  work  done." 
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MAJOR  ANDERSON,  No.  46,  Harris.  Disbanded  in  Septem- 
ber, hence  no  report 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  Nathaniel  Lyon  No.  27,  leads  in  the 
amount  of  cash  expended  for  relief,  §163. 28.  Veteran  No  1  ranks 
first  in  relief  other  than  money,  $353.01. 

JAMES  A.  GARFIELD,  No  8,  has  the  largest  membership, 
94. 

My  consolidated  report  to  the  National  Inspector  was  submitted 
to  the  Department  President  for  approval  soon  after  the  close  of  the 
year's  work.  I  regret  exceedingly  to  note  the  decrease  in  mem- 
bership, mostly  in  the  larger  Corps,  due,  principally,  to  suspension. 

Let  there  be  an  awakening  up  in  the  Corps  that  this  annoyance 
may  be  obviated. 

When  appointed  to  the  position  of  Department  Inspector,  I 
fully  appreciated  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Department 
President,  and  in  assuming  the  same,  I  did  so  with  the  full  deter- 
mination to  spare  no  effort  to  do  the  work  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

I  little  realized  the  magnitude  and  responsibility  of  the  work 
before  me ;  but  I  can  conscientiously  say  that  I  have  tried  to  keep 
before  me  the  objects  of  our  noble  order,  as  well  as  our  glorious 
motto  "Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty."  I  have  been  most  ably 
assisted  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors  to  whom  great  credit  is  due  for 
their  very  thorough  and  efficient  work.  The  work  in  this  capacity 
cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated,  for  at  best  the  duties  are  quite  ar- 
duous, and  very  frequently,  have  many  unpleasant  features. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  officially  eighteen  Corps,  and  in  each 
and  ever}'  instance,  I  was  cordially  received  and  highly  entertained. 

I  fully  realize  the  importance  of  having  the  most  competent 
members  who  are  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  business  methods  of  the  Order,  appointed  Assistant  In- 
spectors that  they  may  impart  instruction  when  necessary.  An  In- 
spector's visit  to  a  Corps  should  be  for  work,  work  often  urgently 
needed. 

It  is  very  embarrasing, sometimes  to  make  criticisms  or  suggest 
lions  but  I  would  like  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  my   W.  R  C. 
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sisters  that  if  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Inspector,  better  then  that 
the  office  be  abolished,  the  Department  saved  the  expense  and  the 
Inspector  her  time  and  labor. 

My  attention  was  called  to  the  prevailing  fault  of  most  of  the 
Corps  in  observing  the  changes  in  the  Ritual  and  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations as  promulgated  through  General  Orders ;  therefore,  I  would 
recommend  that  Presidents  be  required  to  look  up  all  decisions  and 
amendments  included  in  General  Orders  and  explain  the  same  when 
read  in  meetings. 

It  was  my  unexpected  pleasure  to  accompany  the  Department 
President,  Department  Commander  Dodge  and  Board  of  Commis- 
sione-s  on  an  official  visit  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Monte  Vista. 
This  noble  institution  is  dear  to  the  hearts  of  every  loyal  Relief 
Corps  woman  in  this  Department  I  wish  to  thank  those  Corps 
who  were  so  generous  in  responding  to  the  library  movement  by 
their  contributions,  and  I  would  recommend  that  this  same  worthy 
object  be  maintained  the  coming  year. 

We  were  quite  unfortunate  in  not  being  able  to  secure  rates 
from  the  different  railroads  as  has  been  accorded  in  the  past.  Un- 
der the  circumstances,  the  work  was  made  as  thorough  and  at  the 
least  expense  possible. 

In  submitting  my  report,  I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Assistant  Inspectors  for  their  kind  services  rendered. 

The  uniform  kindness,  courteous  treatment  and  generous  hos- 
pitality extended  to  me  by  the  members  of  many  Woman'*  Relief 
Corps  homes  while  on  Inspecting  tours  is  very  gratefully  recalled, 
with  a  separate  page  in  memory's  book  for  every  household  from 
which  the  kindness  came. 

To  Past  National  Inspector,  Mary  L.  Carr,  and  Past  Depart-       ^> 
ment  Inspector,  Lucy  Campbell  my  profound  thanks  are  due  for         "^ 
the  mauy  valuable  suggestions  and  instructions  given  me. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  Department  Commander, 
Dr.  H.  O.  Dodge,  for  General  Orders  and  courtesies  received. 

To  you,  Mrs.  President,  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  and 
appreciation  of  the  kinduess  you  have  shown  me,     I  thank  you 
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for  jour  friendly  counsels,  ready  sympathy  and  encouraging  words. 
It  has  been  my  aim  and  ambition  to  so  perform  the  duties  connec- 
ted with  my  office,  that  my  work  might  meet  with  yonr  approval. 
The  past  year  will  live  in  my  memory  as  one  of  the  brightest  visions 
of  my  life's  journey.

the  grand  and  noble  cause  for  which  we  both  work.  And  as  we  all 
work  lovingly  and  willingly,  may  we  ever  work  in  harmony  for  our 
boys  in  blue  and  their  dear  ones. 

After  being  thanked  and  presented  with  badges  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  committee  were  escorted  from  the  room. 

Report  of  Department  Counselor  was  then  read  and  referred 
to  a  committee. 

The  report  was  as  follows: 

Report  of  Department  Counselor. 


Laramie,  Wyoming,  April  24,  1897 

Marion  Sutton,  Department  Secretary,  W.  R.  C. 

Madam  :  According  to  Rules  and  Regulations  I  cheerfully  sub 
mit  my  report  as  Counselor  to  the  Department  President. 

As  many  questions  asked  by  a  Department  President  of  her 
Counselor,  need  not,  for  various  reasons,  appear  in  printed  form,  I 
give  only  such  as  I  think  may  be  of  assistance  to  Corps. 

Case:  A  Corps  President  resigned  and  the  Corps  elected  a  new 
President.  Before  the  latter  was  installed  she  took  the  chair  and 
initiated  a  candidate. 

Q.  I.  What  is  the  standing  of  the  new  President?  2.  Is  the 
person  who  was  initiated  a  member  of  the  Corps?  3.  Can  a  dis- 
pensation be  granted  the  Corps  permitting  the  work  to  stand? 
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Ans  1.  The  President-elect  is  not  President  until  she  is  prop- 
erly installed.  The  Senior  Vice  and  Junior  Vice  Presidents  hold 
their  offices  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking  the  place  of  the  Pres- 
ident when  vacancies  occur. 

2.  The  candidate  is  not  a  member  of  the  Corps  until  she  is 
properly  initiated  by  one  who  has  been  installed  and  thereby  given 
authority  to  initiate  candidates. 

The  Red  Book  says :  "The  admission  of  members  into  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  a  very  important  matter,  and  every  de- 
tail in  Rules  and  Regulations  should  be  carried  out  with  exactness. 

3.  There  are  no  definite  instructions  to  Department  Presi- 
dents regarding  the  granting  of  dispensations,  therefore  I  think 
dispensations  should  not  be  granted  to  cover  up  gross  errors  or  vio- 
lations of  Ritual  or  Rules  and  Regulations.  If  Corps  fcnow  that 
mistakes  may  be  so  easily  set  aside,  irregularities  will  become  more 
frequent  and  the  work  will  be  retarded. 

Any  conscientious  officer  who  has  solemnly  promised  to  'faith- 
fully obey  all  orders  from  proper  authority"  will  be  willing  to  rec- 
tify any  mistakes  she  may  make. 

It  is  unjust  to  those  Corps  whose  members  study  our  laws  and 
who  bend  every  effort  to  do  the  work  well,  to  allow  and  cover  up 
carelessness  in  Corps  where  Rules  and  Regulations  are  repeatedly 
disregarded. 

QUESTIONS  REFERRED. 

May  a  Corps  change  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  take  ef- 
fect at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Corps? 

Ans.  All  Corps  should  have  by-laws  regulating  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  and  providing  for  any  change  in  said  by-laws. 

The  latter  is  usually  a  requirement  to  give  notice  that  an 
amendment  will  be  offered  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  In  this 
way  members  have  an  opportunity  of  voting  for  or  against  any 
proposed  change.

The  Fourteenth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,auxillary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, met  at  the  Cen- 
tral Presbyterian  Church,  St.  Paul,Miun.,  Thursday,Sept.  3,  1896 
at  10  A.  M., National  President  Liza  bet  h  A.  Turner  in  the  chair. 

The  gavel  used  in  calling  the  Couvention  to  order  was  present 
ed  to  the  National  President,  Mrs.  Turner,by  Comrade  A.  M.  Tyler 
of  Post  No  10,G.  A.  R.,  Worcester,  Mass 

The  wood  was  from  the  battlefield  of  Chicamauga,  and  the 
head  was  in  the  shape  of  an  Hour-glass  which  Mrs.  Turner  remark- 
ed she  presumed  was  to  remind  us  to  attend  strictly  to  business 
aud  not  waste  our  time. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Convention  have  long  ere  this  reached 
most  of  the  members  here.  I  will  not  describe  them  in  detail 
for  they  would  be  as  ancient  history  to  you,  yet  there  are  a  few 
things  that  attracted  my  special  attention,  for  instance,  in  the  Na- 
tional Inspector's  report  we  find  that  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming  stand  only  second  in  the  amount  of  money  per  mem- 
ber given  for  relief.     California  and  Nevada  Department  being  first 

I  might  just  state   here  that  ou  our  return   trip  from   St.  Paul 
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Mr.  Young  introduced  me  to  a  Comrade  from  Chicago  and  during 
our  conversation  he  asked  bow  it  came  that  the  Western  Depart- 
ments were  ahead  of  the  East  with  regard  to  the  amount  of  money 
per  member  given  for  relief.  The  Comrade  attributed  it  to  the  fact 
that  there  were  more  channels  through  which  the  needy  received 
relief  in  the  East  than  the  West. 

I  simply  answered  by  saying  that  the  people  of  the  West  were 
not  so  afraid  of  spending  a  dollar  as  the  people  of  the  East  are. 

In  the  National  Chaplain's  report!  noticed  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Illinois  was  the  only  Department  that  reported  more  chil- 
dren assisting  in  Memorial  day  services  than  our  own  Department, 
and  many  other  things  I  might  mention  but  time  forbids.  I  felt 
proud  to  know  that  I  was  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming.  Those  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the 
National  gatherings  need  not  be  told  of  the  we~lth  of  flags,  decora- 
tions of  the  grand  receptions,  the  delightful  excursions  and  the 
parades,  where  column  after  column  of  the  old  Veterans  recall  the 
march  of  other  days,  witnessed  by  thousands  on  thousands  from  the 
streets,buildings  and  reveiwing  stands.  One  thought  as  they  filed 
by, hour  after  hour,  what  must  the  line  have  been  before  the  final 
roll  call  bad  found  so  many  missing — missing  that  we  may  have 
an  undivided  couutry,  a  flag  without  one  star  obliterated. 

And  now  in  closing  allow  me  to  say  that  I  greatly  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  being  a  delegate  to  the  Fourteenth  National  Conven- 
tion and  would  thank  the  ladies  wbo  elected  me  a  delegate.  My 
shortcomings  have  been  through  no  intention  on  my  part,  and  my 
great  regret  is  that  I  am  uot  able  to  be  present  at  this  Convention 
and  give  this  report  myself.

We  with 
you,  are  assuming  a  great  duty,  are  working  for  a  purpose  to  save 
our  country  if  need  be.  My  family  gave  up  eight  for  my  country 
and  flag.  In  those  days' men  were  tried  as  never  before.  When 
the  time  comes,  we  will  euter  into  the  conflict  with  the  same  spirit. 
The  boys  who  were  in  infancy  then,  are  men  now.  aud  if  need  b^ 
are  reedy  to  give  up  their  lives  for  their  country  as  my  father  gave 
up  his.  Our  object  and  aims  are  one.  I  hope  you  may  be  guided 
by  only  the  best  impulses  and  the  future  b*  as  bright  as  you  an- 
ticipate.

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Committee  on  Patriotic  Teaching 


Laramie,  Wyoming,  May  10,  1897. 
Marion  Sutton,  Department  Secretary,  W.  R.  C. : 

As  chairman  of  the  Department  Committee  on  Patriotic  Teach- 
ing, I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  we  have  succeeded  in  obtain- 
ing a  report  from  thirty-five  out  of  a  total  of  forty -one  Corps  in  the 
Department  While  the  work  is  yet  in  its  infancy  and  we  feel  that 
not  much  has  been  accomplished,  yet  a  beginning  has  been  made 
that  your  Committee  hope  will  result  in  a  well  defined  and  system- 
atic line  of  work  throughout  the  entire  Depaitment. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  various  com- 
mittees aud  presidents  of  the  Corps : 

FARRAGUT,  No.  1.  Every  school  house  is  equipped  with 
a  storm  flag  and  every  room  with  a  silk  flag.  Generally  the  Flag 
Salute  is  not  used. 

UPTON,  No.  2.  Has  not  accomplished  anything  this  year  but 
the  President  hopes  to  do  some  good  work  in  that  line  soon. 

SEDGWICK,  No.  3.  Joint  committee  of  Post  and  Corps  at 
work.  Have  ordered  Rituals,  etc.,  and  are  laying  their  plans  for 
the  future. 

COLORADO  SPRINGS,  No.  1  Reports  Patriotic  Teaching 
in  every  one  of  tbe  nine  school  buildings  of  the  city  and  in  some 
rooms  is  used  very  extensively.  Flag  Salute  is  daily  exercise  in 
the  primary  departments.  The  W.  R.  C.  makes  a  specialty  of  this 
work. 

T.  H.  DODD,  No.  5.  The  School  Board  and  Superintendent 
of  the  Golden  schools  gave  their  consent  for  the  introduction  of 
the  Flag  Salute  but  the  Principal  refuses.  Committee  is  hopeful 
of  success  for  the  future. 

GEO.  G.  MEADE.  No.  6.     Committee  had  uothin^  to  report 
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up  to  April  10th,  but  as  the  election  was  over,  hoped  to  have  some- 
thing to  say  at  the  Convention. 

E.  V.  SUMNER,  No.  7.    No  report  received. 

JAMES  A.  GARFIELD,  No.  8,  Post  and  Corps  have  united 
with  other  patriotic  organizations  to  make  the  teaching  of  patriot- 
ism  a  special  feature  of  the  Leadville  and  Lake  county  schools. 
Flag  Salute  used  daily  for  the  past  three  years.  Have  expended 
$788  for  flags  and  flag  poles,  $145.68  for  pictures,  primers,  Inde- 
pendence charts,  rituals  and  books, — a  total  expenditure  of  $933.68. 
A  very  creditable  showing  indeed. 

J.  F.  REYNOLDS,  No.  9.  Flag  Salute  is  used  in  all  the 
schools  of  Cheyenne  and  in  nearly  all  of  those  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts. 

GENERAL  SHIELDS,  No.  10.  The  committee  report  they 
will  not  be  able  to  do  very  much  during  this  term  of  school. "They 
have  sent  for  books  and  will  do  all  in  their  power  toward  teaching 
patriotism  in  the  schools  at  New  Castle. 

HOTCHKISS,  No.  11.  Have  been  able  to  do  but  little  but 
are  ready  and  willing  to  do  every  thinj?  in  their  power  to  honor 
"Old  Glory/'        . 

GUNNISON,  No.  12.  Has  expended  about  $2500  for  flags, 
flag  poles  etc,  for  the  schools.  Have  placed  the  Salute  and  patri- 
otic teaching  in  the  schools  and  are  pushing  forward  to  greater 
perfection  in  the  work. 

CASPER  W.  COLLINS,  No.  13.  Owing  to  hindering  cir- 
cumstances no  committee  on  Patriotic  Teaching  bad  been  ap- 
pointed on  March  31st.     President  hopeful  for  the  future. 

VETERAN,  No.  14.  The  committee  report  that  they  have 
visited  the  schools  and  find  that  the  Flag  Salute  is  given  in  some 
of  them.  The  P.  O.  D.  of  A.  is  looking  after  this  branch  of  the 
work  and  the  committee  feel  they  should  not  interfere  with  it. 

U.  S.  GRANT,  No,  15.  President  reports  that  owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  no  work  has  been  done, 
but  hopes  for  better  things  in  the  near  future. 

WADSWORTH,  No.  16.     Flag  Salute  is   used   on   all  public 
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occasions  and  children  encouraged   by  Corps  as  often   as  oppor- 
tunity offers.   Hope  to  have  a  better  report  next  time. 

GRAND  JUNCTION,  No.  17.     Sends  no  report. 

R.  A.  CAMERON,  No.  18.  Flag  Salute  is  taught  in  schools 
and  used  on  all  public  occasions.  President  hopes  more  work  will 
be  done  next  year. 

WINFIELD  SCOTT,  No.  19.  Schools  drilled  in  Flag  Sa- 
lute three  years  ago.  Corps  is  small  and  financially  weak.  Relief 
work  is  heavy  and  cannot  spend  much  money  for  literature,  etc. 

CUSTER,  No.  20.  Committee  on  Patriotic  Teaching  ap- 
pointed in  1893  and  the  work  has  been  carried  on  ever  since.  Flag 
Salute  used  daily  in  the  schools  of  Laramie  and  also  of  country 
schools  for  three  years.  Corps  committee  has  supplied  city 
schools  with  Patriotic  primers  and  framed  copies  of  Declaration  of 
Independence.  Committee  has  expended  $30.00  for  primers.  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  and  leaflets  with  very  satisfactory  re- 
sults. 

RENO,  No.  21.  They  have  a  committee  appointed  and  intend 
doing  good  work,  but  the  field  is  such  a  large  one  they  cannot  ac- 
complish much  in  a  short  space  of  time  but  we  may  look  for  a  fine 
report  from  this  Corps  at  the  next  Convention. 

MULLIGAN,  No.  22.  The  school  at  the  county  seat  is  the 
only  one  in  the  county  that  has  a  flag  or  Flag  Drill. 

JAMES  W.  ANDERSON,  No.  23.  President  reports  commit- 
tee unable  to  accomplish  much  this  year  owing  to  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  schools  but  hope  to  be  able  to  do  something  next 
year. 

W.  T.  SHERMAN,  No,  24.  Committee  has  presented  schools 
with  copies  of  Flag  Salute  and  Patriotic  Songs  and  report  much 
interest  in  the  schools. 

PFEIFFER,  No.  25.  President  reports  no  committee  but 
will  attend  to  the  matter  when  the  fall  term  of  school  opens. 

GEO.  H.  THOMAS,  No.  26.  Reports  the  appointment  of 
committees  from  Post  and  Corps  and  hope  to  get  to  work  soon. 
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NATHANIEL  LYONS,  No.  27.  Committee  reports  Flag  Sa- 
Jute  introduced  three  years  ago.  Joint  committee  of  Post  and 
Corps  expect  to  order  primers  etc,,  and  will  guard  tbe  matter  zeal- 
ously. .  • 

STEADMAN,  No.  28.     Sends  no  report. 

BATTLE  MOUNTAIN,  No.  29.  Committee  as  yet  unable  to 
influence  the  school  board,  but  find  the  teachers  willing  to  take  up 
the  work. 

KIT  CARSON,  No.  31.    Sends  no  report. 

McPHERSON.  No.  32.  Committee  reports  observance  by 
the  schools  of  all  National  holidays,  also  Flag  Salute  used  by  pu- 
pils of  lower  grades. 

KILPATRICK,  No.  34.      Does  not  report. 

AKRON,  No.  36.  Began  the  work  two  or  three  years  ago, 
which  is  still  carried  on  in  the  higher  and  lower  grades. 

E.  M.  STANTON,  No.  37.      They  have  their  committee  ap 
pointed  and    hope  to  follow  out  the  "suggestions"  from   Depart- 
ment committee  and  also  report  that  no  opportunity   for  teaching 
patriotism  in  the  schools  will  be   neglected.     They  are  well   sup- 
plied with  flags,  and  Flag  Salute  is  used. 

PIKE'S  PEAK,  No.  39.     Does  uot  report. 

M.  M.  CROCKER,  No.  40.  Committee  finds  the  "Northside" 
schools  of  Denver  using  the  Flag  Salute  and  teaching  Patriotism. 
Are  supplying  the  teachers  with  Patriotic  primers  and  are  desirous 
of  doing  all  in  their  power  to  aid  in  the  good  cause. 

PHIL  SHERIDAN,  No.  41.  The  committee  report  having 
visited  the  schools,  interviewed  the  teachers  and  find  patriotism 
taught  and  the  Flag  Salute  and  patriotic  songs  used.  School 
owns  six  large  flags,  one  of  which  is  suspended  on  a  staff  and  the 
others  over  the  teachers'  desks. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  No.  42.  Committee  fouud  an 
"overflow"  school"  without  a  flag  and  called  on  the  J.  0.  U.  A.  M. 
No.  4  to  supply  the  deficiency,  which  was  done, 

JOE  HOOKER.  No.  43,     Tbe  committee  report  that  the  Flag 
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Salute  has  been  taught  ever  since  the  Columbian  year,  but  not 
with  the  regularity  and  system  suggested.  A  year  ago  the  Corps 
of  the  place  presented  each  school  room  with  a  flag  which  gave  an 
added  interest  to  the  practice  of  saluting  the  flag.  The  committee 
fully  intends  to  make  an  effort  to  secure  systematic  patriotic  teach- 
ing in  the  Monte  Yista  schools. 

HOLYOKE,  No.  44.  The  report  says  the  schools  of  Phillips 
county  teach  patriotism. 

JOHN  C.  FREMONT,  No.  45.  The  committee  reports  the 
School  Board  of  Littleton  willing  to  comply  with  their  request  to 
introduce  the  Flag  Salute,  etc.,  provided  the  East  Denver  schools 
adopt  it. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  Corps 
in  this  Department  desire  to  make  this  work  a  success^  and  realiz- 
ing its  importance  your  committee  would  respectfully  offer  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations:  First,  that  blanks  be  prepared  and  is- 
sued by  the  Department  upon  which  Corps  may  report  and  thus 
secure  greater  uniformity  and  better  results.  Second,  that  Corps 
be  requested  to  earnestly  endeavor  to  place  the  "Patriotic  Primer" 
and  the  "Ritual  for  Teaching  Patriotism  in  the  Public  Schools"  in 
the  hands  of  every  teacher  in  our  Department  Third,  that  where 
the  work  has  been  begun  by  other  patriotic  organizations  that  the 
W.  R.  C,  join  in  and  help  it  on.  There  is  always  room  for  har- 
monious effort. 

Believing  that  love  of  Country  cannot  mean  much  to  "those 
hardened  by  cruel  teaching"  and  that  "our  flag  is  too  sacred  an 
emblem— sanctified  by  too  much  of  noble  sacrifice,  to  be  rightly 
cherished  by  those  trained  to  the  sight  of  torture  needlessly  in- 
flicted on  the  helpless  and  unoffendiug"  we  would  further  recom- 
mend that  this  department  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  adopt  and  further  the  noble  work  of  The  American  -Humane 
Education  society  in  accordance  with  the  appeal  made  by  said  so- 
ciety to  the  W.  R.  C.  through  the  National  committee  on  Patriotic 
Teaching  and  that  "with  the  American  flag  which  is  to  receive 
honor  in  every  school  house,  may  be  upheld  likewise"  the  "Banner 
of  Mercy,  Justice  and  Compassion."  Let  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  urge  the  organization  of  Bands  af  Mercy  and  thus  prevent 
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and  overcome  the  demoralizing  effects  of  dissection  and  vivisec- 
tion, that  the  Stars  and  Stripes  may  indeed  become  the  emblem  of 
the  highest  type  of  nobility  of  character. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  express  on  behalf  of  the 
committee  our  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  by  our  Depart- 
ment President  in  giving  the  work  of  this  committee  to  our  hands 
and  for  myself  would  say  that  to  my  faithful  co-workers,  Mrs. 
Camilla  S.  Fair  and  Mrs.  Jessie  Sharp  Purrier,  is  due  much  of 
whatever  success  has  been  attained.

1.  The  Fourteenth  National  Convention,  held  at  St.  Paul  in 
September,  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  privileged  to  at- 
tend. The  citizens  of  the  city  did  all  that  was  possible  to  make 
this  encampment  one  of  the  best;  the  courtesies  extended  were  ap- 
preciated, and  I  am  sure  all  who  attended  will  sing  the  praises  of 
the  "Northern  Star  City." 

2.  Our  Inspector  has  already  started  on  her  work  of  inspec- 
tion, most  of  which  will  be  done  after  November  1st.  The  In- 
spector will  take  the  route  west  by  Leadville,  Grand  Junction  and 
Gunnison;  the  President,  the  route  by  Salida,  Alamosa  and  Du- 
rango,  also  the  Wyoming  corps  and  part  of  Denver.  The  S.  V., 
the  corps  in  the  northeastern  part  of  State,  and  the  Secretary  the 
corps  in  the  southeastern.  W7e  hope  all  corps,  as  soon  as  blanks 
are  sent,  will  get  them  filled  out,  so  as  to  be  ready  when  the  in- 
spection is  made.  [You  will  find  the  duties  of  Iuspector  in  back 
of  Service  Book.  Corps  Presidents  should  note  this.]  Notice  of 
the  time  set  for  each  corps  will  accompany  each  blank.     Corps  are 
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required  to  exemplify  the  entire  work  of  the  Kitual.    Needed  criti- 
cism should  be  given  and  received  io  the  kindest  manner  possible. 

3.  It  is  impossible  for  Inspectors  to  visit  all  corps  at  a  regular 
meeting,  and  special  meetings  must  be  held  for  their  convenience 
when  necessary,  not  only  to  save  time  but  expense. 

4.  Accompanying  this  are  the  National  General  Orders.  We 
desire  they  should  be  carefully  read,  and  especially  that  portion 
for  the  instruction  of  corps,  all  officers  should  study  carefully.  I 
desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  Articles  2,  10,  11 :  also  12  will  be 
of  interest  to  any  who  may  desire  to  organize  new  corps.  Past 
and  present  officers  may  give  special  attention  to  Article  25,  as  it 
will  save  unnecessary  delay  of  time. 

5.  In  the  financial  interest  of  this  department,  I  would  like 
to  say  that  owing  to  the  change  from  semi-annual  to  quarterly  re- 
ports it  will  bring  five  quarters  in  this  year  to  pay  per  capita  tax 
to  the  National,  making  a  matter  of  $80  or  more  expense. 

6.  I  am  sorry  to  note  quite  a  number  suspended  over  the  De- 
partment since  last  quarter.  My  Aides  will  be  in  the  line  of  duty 
if  they  make  special  effort  to  get  our  suspended  members  back. 

7.  I  would  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  General  Orders  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  both  National  and  Department,  also 
Sons  of  Veterans  and  Ladies*  Aid  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Veter- 
ans; and  from  many  of  the  State  Departments,  General  Orders 
and  Journals.  They  are  read  and  enjoyed,  and  makes  a  personal 
interest  between  these  Patriotic  Orders.  Our  flag  and  country 
have  a  loyal  body-guard  in  the  true  hearts  represented  in  this 
work.

I.     The  Thirteenth  Department  Convention  will  be  held  at 
Colorado  Springs  on  May  11,12  and  13.      Headquarters  will   be 
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established  at  tbe  Alamo  the  11th.  At  2  p.  m.  the  council  will 
meet  at  headquarters,  Alamo  Hotel,  to  transact  such  business  as 
may  come  before  it.  The  annual  parade  will  be  formed  at  4  p.  m. 
of  the  llth.  The  annual  conventions  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Ladies  of 
the  G.  A.  R.,  S.  of  V.  and  Ladies'  Aid  will  be  held  in  Colorado 
SpriDgs  on  the  same  dates.  Rates  for  the  Encampment  at  hotels 
and  boarding  houses  are  : 

Antlers,  $2.50  per  diem  and  upwards ; 

Alamo,  $2.00  per  diem  and  upwards  for  single  persons ;

1IL  All  officers  and  committees  for  convention  will  be  read 
at  the  opening  of  convention,  the  morning  of  May  12,  at  9  a.  m. 
Camp  fires  the  evenings  of  May  11  and  12  at  Temple  Theater. 

IV.  The  official  train  with  Department  Commander  and  staff 
will  leave  Denver  at  10  a,  m.,  May  11,  over  the  Gulf  road.  Special 
accommodations  will  be  provided.  The  rate  of  one  fare  for  round 
trip  is  made  over  all  roads  in  the  Department.  Tickets  will  be 
sold  to  arrive  in  Colorado  Springs  May  11  and  12  and  good  return- 
ing  until  the  14th.

At  the  point  where  the  gulch  debouches  through  a 
narrow  passage  in  Clark's  Garden  Addition,  water-marks  show 
that  the  body  of  water  must  have  been  fully  thirty  feet  deep. 
At  this  point  stood  the  residence  of  Alderman  J.  F.  Edwards, 
and  the  relentless  flood  swept  from  home  and  loved  ones  Mrs. 
Edwards,  who  was  in  the  yard  as  the  water  approached  and 
was  unable  to  reach  a  place  of  safety  before  she  was  hurled  to 
death.  Her  body  was  recovered  the  next  morning  a  thousand 
yards  below  and  fifty  yards  from  the  line  of  gulch.
